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CALENDARS. 


Instructions  to  Editors, 


The  Master  of  the  Rolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of 
Calendars  to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity 
of  plan  in  the  important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under 
his  control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries  ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Record  Office,  in 
which  these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals 
must  necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metro- 
polis ;  still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies, 
or  foreign  states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty 
of  mastering  the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter 
many  readers  from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and 
number  must  present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however 
able,  sanguine,  and  energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
not  made  accessible  by  satisfactory  Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  Avithout  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  or  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  rea.der  will  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist ;  or,  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that  they 
will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to  be  observed : — 

1st.  All  formal  and  official  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence, 
warrants,  grants,  and  the  like,  should  be  described  as  briefly  as  possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be 
catalogued  as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they 
contain  miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  given  as  will 
enable  a  reader  to  form  an  adequate  notion  of  the  variety  of  their  contents. 

3rd,  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length,  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists  it  will  be  sufficient  to  treat  the  cipher  as  an  ordinary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,  these  endorsements  are  to  be  recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract  bears  to  the  original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those  only  which  are  in  a  different  tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given 
to  the  publication. 

11th.  Each  series  is  to  be  chronological. 

12th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume, 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

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PREFACE. 


The  Domestic  State  Papers  calendared  in  the  present 
volume  extend  over  only  nine  months,  but  these  are  amongst 
the  most  important  in  the  whole  history  of  England. 
They  commence  with  the  month  of  October  1644,  and 
end  at  the  close  of  June  1645.  It  will  be  found  that 
they  give  full  particulars  of  the  New  Model  army  under 
Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  and  of  the  campaign  of  1645, 
resulting  in  the  battle  of  Naseby.  This  virtually  closes 
the  first  Civil  War,  as  all  that  took  place  subsequently  was 
but  the  continuance  of  a  hopeless  struggle,  and  resulted 
in  the  loss  of  much  blood  and  treasure.  The  decisive 
battle  was  fought  on  the  14th  of  June  1645,  a  day  ever 
memorable  in  the  annals  of  England,  on  which  Clarendon 
mournfully  adds,  "  the  King  and  the  kingdom  were  lost." 
It  is  a  truth  that  the  ancient  monarchy  as  understood  by 
Charles  and  Clarendon  was  then  no  longer  possible,  and 
they  miscalculated  the  times,  as  our  subsequent  history 
shows.  But  whether  the  requisite  changes  in  the  forms 
of  the  constitution  could  have  been  effected  without  the 
violent  overthrow  of  existing  institutions  and  the  tem- 
porary collapse  of  the  ancient  monarchy  is  a  problem  of 
ever  recurring  interest.  The  greater  portion  of  the  papers 
in  this  volume  are  of  a  military  character,  throwing  much 
light  on  the  events  which  preceded  the  battle  of  Naseby. 
Those  especially  relative  to  the  action  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary armies  engaged  in  the  second  battle  of  Newbury, 
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and  the  subsequent  relief  of  Donnington  Castle  in  the 
autumn  of  1644  by  the  King,  will  be  found  to  contain 
much  valuable  information  in  connection  with  this 
campaign.  What  makes  these  events  of  so  great  moment  is 
the  effect  they  had  on  the  subsequent  course  of  the  war, 
by  convincing  the  Parliament  of  the  necessity  for  re- 
modelling their  armies  on  a  plan  designed  by  Oliver 
Cromwell  and  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  who  now  come  to  the 
front  as  the  most  efficient  commanders  in  the  great  Civil 
War.  The  passing  of  the  measures  for  the  New  Model 
and  the  Self-denying  Ordinance,  as  it  came  to  be  sub- 
sequently called,  are  the  chief  features  of  the  opening 
months  of  the  year  1645.  How  it  chanced  that  the 
Royalist  army  under  the  command  of  the  King  in  person, 
and  led  by  Prince  Rupert,  should  have  been  so  ill  advised 
as  to  engage  with  an  enemy  nearly  double  their  numbers 
at  Naseby,  is  one  of  the  points  which  needs  elucidation. 
"  The  future  of  England,"  says  Ranke,*  "  was  staked  on 
"  this  one  cast ;  the  decision  of  great  and  vital  questions 
"  rested  on  the  issue  of  an  essentially  unequal  contest." 
So  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  these  papers,  it  would 
appear  that  the  Royalists  had  become  accustomed  to 
regard  the  Parliament's  generals  with  much  less  respect 
than  they  were  wont,  since  the  overthrow  of  Essex's  army 
in  the  west,  and  the  ignominious  failure  of  the  united  com- 
manders to  prevent  the  King  from  relieving  Donnington 
Castle.  The  transference,  too,  of  the  chief  commands 
in  the  Parliament's  armies  from  the  hereditary  nobility  to 
popularly  chosen  generals  of  the  New  Model,  was  likewise 
calculated  to  lower  the  estimate  formed  by  the  Royalists 
of  their  antagonists.  Hitherto  members  of  the  noble 
families  had  held  the    chief  commands  in  the  armies  of

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both  parties,  and  were  obeyed  as  the  natural  leaders  of 
the  people.  It  was  a  matter  of  astonishment  to  see  these 
men  now  ruthlessly  thrown  aside  by  the  Houses  at  West- 
minster in  favour  of  the  "  new  brutish  general,"  as  the 
King  in  one  of  his  letters  to  the  Queen  terms  Sir  Thomas 
Fairfax.*  That  there  was  some  truth  underlying  the 
military  sarcasm  which  dubbed  "  the  new  model,  the  new 
noddle,"  is  very  evident  from  the  circumstance  that  in  the 
battle  of  Naseby,  notwithstanding  their  great  excess  in 
numbers,  the  Parliamentarians  nearly  sustained  a  defeat. 
It  is  probable  that  Fairfax's  army,  although  mainly  com- 
posed of  old  soldiers,  was  not  thoroughly  welded,  as  they 
had  only  recently  been  transferred  from  the  old  commands. 
On  the  Royalist  side  the  Cavaliers,  led  on  by  Prince 
Rupert,  displayed  more  than  their  wonted  bravery,  and 
Charles  in  person  could  scarcely  be  restrained  from 
taking  part  in  the  fight,  when  he  saw  his  regiments 
overpowered.  It  was  not  without  pressure  that  he  was 
induced  to  quit  the  field,  when  it  was  evident  to  his 
staff  that  the  day  was  lost.  The  overthrow  at  Naseby 
proved  ruinOus  to  the  Royal  cause,  not  so  much  by 
reason  of  the  numbers  slain  in  the  battle,  for  these  were 
scarcely  in  excess  of  those  lost  in  other  battles,  but  by 
reason  of  the  great  number  of  officers  of  note  made 
prisoners.  In  this  particular  the  battle  of  Naseby  has 
some  resemblance  to  the  decisive  battle  fought  a 
century  and  a  quarter  earlier  at  Flodden  Field,  where 
another  "  King  and  kingdom  were  lost."  In  both  these 
battles  the  respective  Kings  were  surrounded  by  the  flower 
of  the  chivalry  of  their  realms,  and  with  their  overthrow 
"  all   the   flowers   of   the   forest   are   wede   away."f     In

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neither  instance  was  it  possible  to  put  another  army  in  the 
field  on  which  to  rally  those  who  had  escaped  the  fight. 
In  the  more  ancient  struggle  the  national  sentiment  was 
wholly  with  their  fallen  King,  and  this  preserved  the  throne 
to  his  posterity.  In  the  more  recent,  public  opinion,  at 
least  in  the  Teutonic  portions  of  the  kingdoms,  sided  with 
the  Houses  at  Westminster.  And  what  was  far  worse  to 
the  King  than  the  loss  of  the  battle  was  the  loss  of  con- 
fidence in  the  "  sincerity  of  the  King's  promises."  This 
resulted  from  the  capture  of  his  private  cabinet,  in  which 
"  were  his  most  secret  papers,"  and  the  drafts  of  letters 
which  had  passed  between  himself  and  the  Queen.*  Of 
these,  says  Clarendon,!  his  enemies  "  shortly  after  made 
"  that  barbarous  use  as  was  agreeable  to  their  natures,  and 
"  published  them  in  print ;  that  is,  so  much  of  them  as  they 
"  thought  would  asperse  either  of  their  Majesties,  and 
"  improve  the  prejudice  they  had  raised  against  them,  but 
"  concealed  other  parts  that  would  have  vindicated  them 
"  from  many  particulars  with  which  their  adversaries  had 
"  aspersed  them." 

It  was  this  moral  overthrow  which  entirely  ruined  the 
King's  cause,  and  lost  him  the  confidence  of  moderate 
politicians  on  both  sides.  This  element  of  incompleteness 
in  the  correspondence  captured  at  Naseby  and  published 
in  the  "•  King's  Cabinet  Opened  "  gives  greater  interest  to 
the  intercepted  correspondence  contained  in  this  volume, 
as  these  papers  largely  supplement  those  published  by 
order  of  the  Houses  at  Westminster.  In  the  Appendix  to 
the  First  Report  of  the  Historical  Manuscripts  Commission, 
several  of  the  papers  that  were  omitted  in  the  "  King's 
Cabinet  Opened  "  are  printed  from  the  originals  preserved 
amongst  the  muniments  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and  it  is

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expected  that  the  remainder  of  these  Naseby  letters  will 
be  found  amongst  the  unsorted  papers  in  some  of  the 
other  rooms.  It  is  as  well  to  state  at  once  that  none  of 
these  Naseby  letters  are  calendared  in  the  present 
volume,  the  originals  being  still  kept  by  the  Parliament. 
Wonder  has  frequently  been  expressed  by  historians  at 
the  carelessness  of  the  managers  of  the  King's  affairs  in 
trusting  so  incriminating  a  correspondence  to  an  ordinary 
waggon  following  in  the  train  of  the  Royal  army,  and 
consequently  at  any  moment  liable  to  mishaps  in  transport 
from  place  to  place.  But  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
noticed  that  a  still  greater  carelessness  was  evinced  by 
the  retention  of  these  letters  in  the  form  of  the  King's 
drafts,  whereas  the  originals  which  were  sent  to  the  Queen 
and  his  other  correspondents  were  almost  certainly  in 
cipher,  and  consequently  much  less  easily  read  when 
intercepted.  This  may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that 
other  letters  of  a  similar  nature  which  have  come  down 
to  us  are  always  in  cipher.  The  number  of  letters  and 
papers  published  by  order  of  the  Houses  at  Westminster 
was  only  39,  whereas  evidence  exiyts  of  there  having 
been  at  least  57  transmitted  by  Fairfax.  On  the  16th  of 
June  1645,  two  clays  after  the  battle,  the  Commons  com- 
municated the  intelligence  received  from  Sir  Thomas 
Fairfax  to  the  Upper  House.  Thereupon  their  Lordships 
requested  Mr.  Bowles,  Sir  Thomas's  chaplain,  to  give 
them  an  account  of  the  victory,  and  three  letters  addressed 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons'  House  by  Sir  Thomas 
Fairfax,  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  the  Committee  with  the 
Army  respectively,  were  read.  In  these  letters,  which  are 
entered  in  the  Lords'  Journals,  no  mention  is  made  of  the 
King's  cabinet  being  taken.  But  on  the  23rd  of  June  the 
letters  had  been  transmitted  to  Westminster,  for  on  that 
day    a    resolution    was   passed   to   the   effect   that   it    be 
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referred  to  Mr.  Tate's  Committee,  to  translate  the  French 
letters,  to  decipher  those  that  are  not  deciphered,  and  to  sort 
them.  The  publication  of  this  correspondence  necessarily 
produced  a  great  impression,  not  only  on  the  minds  of  the 
King's  enemies,  but  on  those  of  his  own  friends.  It  was 
manifest  to  all  now  that  the  King,  in  opposition  to  his  own 
Oxford  Parliament,  had  preferred  war  to  the  continuance  of 
the  negotiations  at  Uxbridge,*  and  had  pledged  himself  to 
the  repeal  of  the  penal  laws  against  the  Roman  Catholics, 
which,  perhaps,  even  more  than  his  manifest  want  of 
sincerity,  offended  the  zealous  Presbyterians.  The  King's 
determination  to  give  way  on  neither  of  the  main  questions 
of  Religion  or  the  Militia,  and  his  promise  to  the  Queen  to 
do  all  he  could  to  free  the  Roman  Catholics  in  England 
from  their  disabilities,  were  by  this  correspondence  brought 
into  the  full  light  of  day.  The  result  was  the  drawing 
nearer  of  all  moderate  men  on  either  side,  and  the  con- 
viction gained  ground  that  the  King  must  be  made  to 
submit  to  more  stringent  conditions  than  had  hitherto 
been  thought  necessary.  The  historian  Ranke  is  con- 
sequently fully  justified  in  his  remarkf  that  "  It  must  be 
"  reckoned  an  important  event  in  the  life  of  Charles  I. 
"  that  at  Naseby  a  part  of  his  papers  fell  into  the  hands 
"  of  the  victors."  The  real  danger  attaching  to  their 
publication  appears  to  have  been  scarcely  recognized  by 
Charles,  t  This  is,  perhaps,  not  so  much  to  be  wondered 
at.  as  he  probably  never  fully  comprehended  what  it  was 
in  his  private  correspondence  and  in  his  protest  inscribed 
on  the  minutes  of  the  Council  at  Oxford  that  so  greatly 
staggered  his  friends  and  irritated  his  enemies.

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In  their  compromising  character,  there  is  a  series  of 
letters  in  the  present  volume  only  inferior  to  those  taken 
at  Naseby.  These  are  known  as  the  Sherburn  Collection, 
from  their  having  been  taken  in  the  fight  near  Sherburn, 
in  Yorkshire,  where  Lord  Digby,  the  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  to  the  King,  was  defeated,  and  his  letters  and 
papers  taken  and  sent  up  to  Westminster.*  These,  at  one 
time,  evidently  formed  a  series  by  themselves,  as  indicated 
by  the  numbers  on  their  backs,  and  were  referred  by  the 
Parliament  to  a  Committeef  on  the  3rd  of  November  1645, 
with  instructions  to  inspect  their  contents,  and  having 
made  a  list  of  them,  "  to  fit  them  to  be  discussed  at  a 
conference  of  both  Houses."  This  list  we  have  pre- 
served amongst  these  papers,  but  it  will  not  be  noticed  till 
the  next  volume,  as  its  date  is  3  November  1645.  It 
consists  of  two  parts,  headed  respectively  "  Letters  to  be 
printed  "  and  "  Letters  not  to  be  printed."  Most  of  the 
letters  themselves  will  be  found  in  the  present  volume,  and 
can  be  easily  distinguished  by  the  numbers  on  their  backs, 
indicating  the  order  in  which  they  were  arranged  by  the 
Committee.  Those  from  Lord  Jermyn,  who  was  at  Paris 
with  the  Queen,  and  those  from  Dr.  Goffe,  the  King's 
agent  at  the  Hague,  were  all  written  in  cipher,  and  some 
of  them- have  previously  been  printed  in  the  Appendix  to 
Ludlow's  Memoirs.  They  are  now  dispersed  according 
to  their  several  dates  amongst  the  State  Papers,  but  may 
be  brought  together  by  reference  to  the  lists  above 
mentioned,  at  least  so  many  of  them  as  are  contained  in 
the  State  Paper  Collection,  for  Mr.  Gardiner  met  with 
some  at  Kingston  Lacy,J  including  important  drafts  of 
letters  from  Digby  to  Jermyn,  and  these  latter,  of  course, 
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will  not  be  found  here.  How  these  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  present  proprietors  of  Kingston  Lacy,  Mr.  Gardiner 
says*  "  is  a  question  not  easily  to  be  answered,"  but  of 
their  forming  a  portion  of  this  series  he  had  no  doubt 
from  the  marks  on  them. 

In  a  contemporary  letter  from  a  member  of  Parliament 
to  his  friends  in  the  army,f  which  was  confided  to  the 
Lord  General  Fairfax,  they  are  described  as  disclosing 
most  important  secrets,  viz.,  the  negotiations  with  Holland 
and  other  foreign  States,  a  treaty  for  a  match  between  the 
Prince  of  Orange's  daughter  and  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the 
Irish  business,  and  Scotch  intrigues.  Though  somewhat 
similar  in  contents,  these  two  collections  of  intercepted 
letters  were  quite  distinct,  and  were  sent  up  to  the  Houses 
at  Westminster  at  different  dates. 

In  this  volume  will  be  found  several  letters  from  the 
Queen  not  to  be  met  with  either  in  "  the  King's  Cabinet 
Opened,"  Mrs.  Green's  volume  of  the  letters  of  Henrietta 
Maria,  or  in  the  "  Keliquise  Sacrse  Carolinse."  In  one  of 
these  letters  from  the  Queen  to  George  Lord  Digby,  who 
acted  as  Secretary  of  State  to  the  King,  calendared  at 
page  372,  she  excuses  herself  from  writing  more,  "  my 
hand  being  more  lame  than  ever."  In  this  same  letter 
she  rallies  Digby  in  her  happiest  vein  on  "his  neglect  of 
writing."  "  I  will  not  forbear  to  write  to  you,  however, 
"  though  it  were  but  to  reproach  you,  and  to  tell  you  that 
"  I  fear  you  are  as  inconstant  to  your  friends  as  ordinary 
"  men  are  to  their  mistresses.  I  do  not  [in  this]  speak 
"  of  you  [personally].  You  know  that  I  am  too  well 
"  acquainted  with  you.  For  myself  I  have  only  this 
"  fault  to  be  a  good  friend,  and  I  believe  you  know  it, 
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"  therefore  it  will  not  be  at  all  necessary  to  assure  you 
"  thereof."  In  this  she  spoke  truly,  for  her  continued 
attachment  to  those  who  had  once  enjoyed  her  friendship, 
though  not  too  well  meriting  court  favour,  often  proved 
inconvenient  to  the  King,  as  in  the  instance  of  the  ex- 
Secretary  of  State  Windebank.  On  this  occasion  Lord 
Wilmot  and  Lord  Henry  Percy,  having  been  too  zealous  in 
advocating  peace  to  please  the  King,  were  obliged  to  leave 
Oxford,  and  had  sought  shelter  in  her  court  ou  the  Con- 
tinent. "What  was  Tom  Elliott's  offence  is  not  very  clear, 
but  she  writes,  "  He  hath  behaved  himself  well  here,  and 
"  hath  so  earnestly  importuned  me  for  his  return  that, 
"  having  no  order  from  the  King  to  tell  him  that  he 
"  should  stay,  I  could  not  keep  him  longer  here."  For 
a  brief  space  after  this  the  royal  correspondence  was 
interrupted  on  the  Queen's  part  by  a  sudden  attack  of 
ague,  brought  on  either  by  over  mental  excitement  or  a 
sudden  chill.  For  this  she  was  bled,  and  was  not  suffered 
to  be  consulted  on  any  public  business.  Lord  Jermyn,  in 
his  letter  of  29th  of  March  from  Paris,  writes,*  "  The  Queen 
"  is  sick  of  an  ague.  She  hath  had  two  light  fits,  and 
"  this  third  is  scarcely  discernable  to  be  one,  so  that  I 
"  believe  the  danger  is  past."  The  transmission  of  letters, 
however,  was  so  slow  that,  on  the  24th  of  April,  it  would 
appear  the  King  had  not  been  apprised  of  her  recovery. 
This  was  longer  than  the  letters  generally  took  in  coming 
from  Paris  ;  for,  in  his  letter  of  the  9th  of  May,  Lord  Jermyn 
writes  to  Digby,t  "  Just  now  your  letter  of  the  11th  of  April 
"  and  the  King's  of  the  18th  are  come,  to  which  you  can 
"  have  no  answer  this  week.  They  always  come  to  us  not 
"  under  a  month's  time,  whereas  I  perceive  you  receive 
"  ours  in  a  fortnight ;  pray  rectify  this  if  you  can."     On 
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this  occasion  the  letter  from  Jermyn  probably  had  mis- 
carried, for  the  King,  in  his  letter  of  the  24th  of  April,  asks 
Jermyn  to  certify  him  how  his  wife  is,  "  Which,  though 
"  it  be  not  as  I  would  have  it,  yet  the  perfect  knowledge 
"  will  hinder  me  from  imagining  her  worse  than  she  is ; 
"  if  well,  then  every  word  will  please  me.     I  have  com- 
"  manded  Digby  to  write  to  you  freely."     As  soon  as  the 
Queen  could  again  hold  a  pen  she  wrote  on  the  17th  of  May 
to  her  husband,*  "  This  is  only  to  assure  you  that  Grod 
"  has  still  been  pleased  to  leave  me  in  this  world  to  do 
"  you  some   service,  and  that,  excepting   a   severe   cold 
"  which  my    fever  has   left,   and   my  old  disease,  I  am 
"  tolerably  well."     With   this   letter,  says   Mrs.  Grreen,f 
"  closes  the  interesting  series  of  private  letters  from  the 
Queen."     But  not  from   the   King   to   her,  for  the  late 
Mr.  John  Bruce  was  fortunate  in  discovering  a  transcript 
of  the  whole  of  Charles's  letters  to  his  wife  during  the 
year  1646.     They  are  64  in  number,  commencing  on  the 
4th  of  .January  1645-46,  and  ending  on  the  26th  of  De- 
cember of  the  same  year.     These  Mr.  Bruce  printed  for 
the  Camden  Society  in  1855. J     Though  there  is  no  reason 
to   suppose   that  Charles   and  Henrietta  relaxed  in  their 
frequent  correspondence,  at  least  until  the  former's  sur- 
render to  the  Scots'  army,  which  rendered  his  free  inter- 
course almost  impossible,  or  at  all   events   reserved,  yet 
after  May  1645,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Bruce's  volume, 
the  letters  which  have  been  preserved  are  but  few,  and 
these    scattered    amongst    various    collections    of     State 
Papers.     Probably  the  most  interesting  are  those  printed 
in  the  "  Eeliquise  Sacrse  Carolinse  "  and  the  collected  works 
of  Charles  I.     In  one  of  these  to  the  Queen,  written  from 
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Oxford  on  the  9th  of  June  1645,  only  a  week  before  the 
battle  of  Naseby,  after  criticising  the  rebels'  form,  he 
observes,* — "  My  affairs  were  never  in  so  fair  and  hopeful 
"  a  way,  though  among  ourselves  we  want  not  our  own 
"  follies,  which  it  is  needless,  and  I  am  sure  tedious  to 
"  tell  thee  [about]  ;  but  [these  are]  such  as  I  am  confident 
"  will  do  no  harm  nor  much  trouble  me.  Yet  I  must  tell 
"  thee  that  it  is  thy  letter  by  FitzWilliams  assuring  me 
"  of  thy  perfect  recovery,  with  thy  wonted  kindness, 
"  which  makes  me  capable  of  taking  contentment  in  these 
"  good  successes.  For  as  divers  men  propose  several 
"  recompenses  to  themselves  for  their  pains  and  hazard  in 
"  this  rebellion,  so  thy  company  is  the  only  reward  I  expect 
"  and  wish  for." 

In  addition  to  the  published  royal  letters  of  Charles  and 
Henrietta  there  are  several  from  the  latter  to  the  Earl  of 
Newcastle,  in  cipher,  existing  in  their  original  state 
amongst  the  Harleian  MSS.  in  the  British  Museum,  but 
these  come  not  within  the  scope  of  this  Calendar.  Others 
have  been  transmitted  in  MS.  from  Rome,  by  Mr.  Bliss, 
to  the  Public  Record  Office,  and  these  will  be  found  in 
this  and  the  succeeding  volumes  of  Calendar.  They  are, 
however,  of  comparatively  slight  interest,  being  for  the 
most  part  letters  of  introduction  or  friendship  to  Pope 
Innocent  X.  and  several  of  his  Cardinals.  These  last  are 
in  French,  but  are  not  written  in  cipher  like  those  to  her 
husband  and  friends  in  England.  It  may  be  useful  here 
to  notice  that,  within  the  brief  space  of  three  years,  no 
less  than  four  wholly  different  ciphers  were  made  use  of 
by  the  royal  pair  to  conceal  their  thoughts  and  to  avoid 
communicating  political  secrets  in  the  event  of  their 
letters  being  intercepted.     This  secret  correspondence,  of 
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which  several  examples  will  be  found  in  this  volume, 
commenced  in  March  1642,  when  the  Queen  went  over  the 
sea  into  Holland  with  her  eldest  daughter  Mary,  the 
Princess  Royal,  who  had  to  be  conveyed  to  her  affianced 
spouse,  the  Prince  of  Orange.  The  earlier  ciphers  have 
been  described  by  Mrs.  Green  in  the  Preface  to  her 
volume  of  Collected  Letters  of  Henrietta  Maria,  and  the 
last  cipher  which  was  made  use  of  by  them  is  noticed  in 
the  "King's  Cabinet  Opened."  It  was  enclosed  by  the 
King  in  his  letter  of  the  5th  of  March  of  this  year,  1645. 
"  I  herewith  send  thee  a  new  cipher,"  he  writes,*  "  assuring 
"  thee  that  none  hath,  or  shall  have,  any  copy  of  it  but 
"  myself,"  "  and  to  be  deciphered  by  none  but  by  me,  and 
"  so  likewise  [to  be  used]  from  me  to  thee."  The  need 
for  this  extraordinary  precaution  in  carrying  on  their 
correspondence  was  mainly  occasioned  by  the  questionable 
character  of  the  negotiations  in  which  the  Queen  was 
engaged  on  the  Continent  with  the  governments  of  Prance 
and  Holland,  and  with  the  Irish  Roman  Catholics  at  Paris. 
Her  time  was  chiefly  occupied  with  schemes  for  obtaining 
supplies  of  money  and  arms  to  enable  her  royal  husband  to 
carry  on  the  war  in  England,-)-  and  to  facilitate  the  landing 
of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  with  10,000  of  his  followers  in 
England.  The  papers  in  this  volume  show  that  Cromwell 
was  not  far  wrong  in  his  surmise  that  negotiations  were 
on  foot  for  procuring  foreign  intervention  in  the  autumn 
of  1644,  notwithstanding  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  denial 
"  of  any  such  thing  "  to  be  apprehended.  By  reference 
to  page  151,  it  will  be  seen  that  Cromwell,  in  his  Second 
Examination,  deposes,  "  That,  amongst  other  debates,  it 
"  was  urged  by  this  examinant  that  if  we  should  beat  the 
"  King's   army   [then   at  Newbury]  it  would  hinder  his 
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(  affairs  in  France,  and  might  prevent  the  coming  [over] 
c  of  French  forces  into  this  kingdom,  which  we  heard 
"  was  endeavoured."  To  this  observation  of  Cromwell 
the  Earl  of  Manchester  replied,*  "  that  he  did  assure  them, 
"  meaning  the  Council  of  War  then  present  [in  the  cottage 
"  at  Shaw,  near  Newbury],  there  was  no  such  thing  as 
"  any  forces  to  be  brought  from  France,  which  under- 
"  taking  of  the  Earl  this  examinant  wondered  at,  con- 
"  sidering  what  he  had  heard  concerning  endeavours  of 
"  that  nature." 

The  letters  of  Dr.  Goffe  and  Lord  Jermyn  in  this 
volume  clearly  show  that  a  correspondence  was  then  being 
carried  on  with  the  object  •  of  procuring  foreign  inter- 
vention, and  that  without  any  regard  to  the  national 
interests.  The  family  connection  of  Charles  with  the 
Courts  of  Paris  and  the  Hague  only  too  readily  aided 
these  projects.')"  The  pre-occupation  of  France  in  her  war 
of  aggrandizement  on  the  Rhine,  and  the  pressing  ne- 
cessity of  the  thirty  years'  war  in  Germany,  however, 
precluded  much  aid  coming  from  the  Continent.  All  the 
effective  assistance  Henrietta  Maria  could  obtain  from 
France  was  a  small  contribution  in  money  and  arms 
from  the  Queen  Regent,  and  the  promise  of  the  Assembly 
of  the  French  clergy  to  furnish  further  support. 

In  several  passages  in  his  History,  and  still  more  frequently 
in  his  private  correspondence,  Clarendon  indignantly  alludes 
to  the  want  of  sympathy  manifested  by  France,  and  the 
almost  indifference  of  Holland  as  to  the  events  of  our 
Civil  "War.  A  perusal  of  the  documents  in  this  volume 
will  show  that  in  these  countries  there  was  no  lack  of 
interest  taken  in  the  progress  of  the  struggle.  The  States 
General,  against  whom  Charles  had  been  eagerly  engaged 
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in  plotting,  were  most  zealous  in  their  offers  of  mediation, 
and  oven  ran  the  risk  of  giving  cause  for  offence  to  the 
Houses  at  Westminster  by  their  unsolicited  interference. 
On  three  several  occasions,  viz.,  on  the  20th  of  March,  the 
12th  of  July,  and  the  7th  of  November  1644,  the  Am- 
bassadors from  Holland  tendered  the  mediation  of  the 
States  General.  Almost  the  same  may  be  said  with 
regard  to  France,  for,  after  the  death  of  Cardinal  Richelieu 
in  1642,  the  action  of  the  French  Court  had  been  most 
sympathetic,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  letters  of  Lord  Jermyn 
and  Dr.  Goffe.  The  mission  of  the  Count  d'Harcourt  too 
was  instigated  by  a  desire  to  act  as  intermediary  between 
Charles  and  his  Parliament.  The  Count  arrived  in  Loudon 
in  July  1644,  and  on  the  14th  of  August  1644  he  had  an 
interview  with  the  Houses  at  Westminster,  and  he  did 
not  leave  England  till  February  1645.  In  the  preceding 
volume  of  Calendar  are  several  references  to  his  mission. 

The  favourite  scheme  of  Cardinal  Mazarin  was  to  get 
Charles  the  IVth,  Duke  of  Lorraine,  to  transfer  his  sword 
from  the  service  of  the  Emperor  to  that  of  the  King  of 
England.  By  this  means  the  Cardinal  hoped  to  be  rid  of 
a  troublesome  embroglio,  for  the  Duke  having  been  ex- 
pelled from  his  domain  by  his  predecessor  Cardinal 
Richelieu,  had  since  been  serving  with  distinction  under 
General  Mercy,  and  had  at  his  bidding  a  large  body  of 
retainers  well  trained  to  war.  If  the  Cardinal  could  only 
get  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  to  listen  to  the  proffers  of  the 
Queen.,  Henrietta  Maria,  all  would  go  well,  for  then  France 
would  be  freed  from  his  troublesome  presence  on  their 
borders,  and  the  Cardinal  would  have  rendered  effectual 
service  to  Charles.  The  scheme  was  readily  enough 
entertained  by  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  and  France  pro- 
mised to  supply  the  money.  The  difficulty  was  how  the 
Duke  could  be  conveyed  with  his  followers,  who  it  was 
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said  would  number  10,000,  into  England,  as  France  could 
not  venture  on  so  bold  an  undertaking  without  provoking 
the  hostility  of  the  Houses  at  Westminster.  The  Prince 
of  Orange  was  then  appealed  to,  and  at  first  promised  to 
aid,  but  after  much  vacillation,  objected  that  he  was 
prevented  from  lending  the  Dutch  ships  by  the  States 
General,  who  professed  a  strict  neutrality. 

Bossuet  mentions  this  project  in  his  funeral  oration  on 
Henrietta  Maria,  but  as  the  details  have  never  been  fully 
explained  these  letters  of  Dr.  Goffe  will  be  found  of 
unusual  interest.  They  are  written  in  cipher  from  the 
Hague  to  Lord  Jermyn  at  Paris,  who  had  then  the  Queen 
under  his  protection,  and  were  transcribed  by  him  and 
transmitted  to  Lord  Digby  in  England. 

The  Queen,*  in  her  letter  of  18  February  1645,  furnishes 
the  King  with  an  additional  cause  of  the  failure  of  all  these 
projects.  "  For,  as  to  France,"  she  writes,  "  they  there 
"  have  need  of  their  money,  and  they  will  [have  to]  pay 
"  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  so  that  I  see  no  assistance  but  by 
"  the  Catholics ;  and  if  you  do  not  wish  me  to  have  any 
"  dealings  with  the  Irish  [here  at  Paris],  and  do  not 
"  make  peace  with  them  [at  home],  I  fear  that  these 
"  people  here  will  do  little  for  you."  "  Now  all  the 
"  assistance  that  I  get  from  France  to  send  you  is  from 
"  the  Catholics,  as  a  sort  of  bribe  [to  get  you]  to  assist 
"  the  Catholics  of  England."  The  King's  reason  for 
warning  his  wife  against  the  machinations  of  O'Hartegan, 
the  agent  of  the  Irish  confederates  at  Paris,  to  which  she 
would  appear  here  to  allude,  is  explained  by  the  King's 
letters.  In  one  of  thesef  he  designates  O'Hartegan  "  an 
arrant  knave,"  and  warns  her  to  have  no  dealings  with 
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hirn.    This  was  owing  to  the  discovery  that  O'Hartegan,  in 
concert  with   the   Supreme  Council   at  Kilkenny,  had   a 
design  to  shake  off  the  English  domination  and  establish 
a  Roman  Catholic  league.     How  zealous  the  Queen  was  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Irish  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
Royalist  interest  is  evidenced  by  the  following  extract  of 
a  letter  from  Lord  Jermyn   at   Paris,  dated  the   8th  of 
May*  : — "  The  Queen  has   written   to  the  King  by  this 
"  bearer  Colonel  Fitz  Williams  with  her  own  hand.     It  is' 
"  the  first  time  she  has  been  able  to  use  her  pen  since  her 
"  sickness,  which  now,  God  be  thanked,  is  totally  gone. 
"  She  refers  the  King   to  me  for  several  things.     I  shall 
"  begin  with  that  which  concerns  this  bearer,  who  is  a 
"  brave  man,  and  has  served  in  the  wars  of  this  country 
"  with  great  reputation.     He  hath  persuaded  himself  that 
"  if  the  peace  be  made  in  Ireland  that  he  shall  be  able  to 
"  raise  there  for  the  King  and  bring  into  England  10  or 
"  12,000  men,  upon  the  conditions  that  you  will  find  here 
"  enclosed  signed  by  the  Queen,  which  he   desired   her 
"  Majesty  should  sign  for  this  end  that  the  King  might 
"  see  it  was  her  opinion."     This  ill-starred  interference  of 
the  Queen  in  the   political  affairs  of   England  was  con- 
tinually bringing  the  King  into  collision  with  his  Protestant 
subjects,  who,  notwithstanding  the  drain  on  the  national 
resources  in  the  Civil  War,   were  obliged   to  exert  every 
nerve  to  suppress  the  atrocities  being  enacted  in  the  sister 
island.f     Of  the  Irish  revolt  frequent  mentions  will  be 
found  in  the  preceding  volumes  of  this  Calendar.     It  was 
now  the  question  of  the  "  cessation,"  which  involved  the 
condonation  of  these  crimes  on  condition  that  the  Roman 
Catholic  nobility  and  native  chieftains  would  induce  their 
retainers  to  espouse  the  Royalist  cause  and  raise  forces 
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to  be  transported  into  England  and  Scotland.  This 
attempt  to  employ  Irish  troops  in  the  Civil  War  was  re- 
sented by  the  Houses  at  Westminster  as  the  employment  of 
the  red  Indians  at  the  American  revolt  was  by  the  colonists. 
They  considered  it  a  thing  that  no  civilized  people  could 
tolerate,  and  the  Houses  consequently  passed  the  Ordi- 
nance decreeing  that  no  quarter  should  be  given  to 
Irishmen,  whether  of  English  or  Irish  descent,  and  that 
if  taken  in  arms  on  British  soil  they  should  be  hanged. 
This  savage  enactment  was  actually  put  in  force  on 
several  occasions,  as  will  be  seen  by  these  papers,  the 
evident  design  being  to  deter  the  Irish  from  landing 
on  the  shores  of  England  and  Scotland. 

As  for  the  King  himself,  it  appears  from  this  corre- 
spondence that  he  entertained  but  slight  hope  of  any 
effectual  assistance  from  abroad,  except  from  Holland, 
where  his  family  connection  with  the  Prince  of  Orange 
led  him  vainly  to  expect  that  great  things  might 
be  accomplished ;  forgetful,  it  would  seem,  that  that 
Prince's  power  was  very  limited  for  the  performance  of 
any  undertaking  not  sanctioned  by  the  States  General,  he 
being  only  the  first  magistrate  and  generalissimo  of  a 
republic.  The  project  of  an  alliance  to  be  procured  by 
the  marriage  of  the  youthful  Prince  of  Wales  with 
the  daughter  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  during  the 
spring  of  the  year  1645  pursued  with  great  energy  by 
the  King's  agent,  Dr.  Goffe,  at  the  Hague,  and  was 
approved  by  the  Queen,  the  undisguised  object  being  not 
so  much  to  find  an  eligible  wife  for  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
who  was  only  15,  as  to  obtain  a  large  dower  with  the 
Princess  to  be  employed  in  enabling  the  King  to  carry  on 
the  war  in  England. 

In  the  midst  of  these  fierce  political  antagonisms,  it  is 
pleasant  to    find   interspersed  some  passages   descriptive 
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of.  the   persons   who    figure    in    the   court  life   of    that 
period.     Reference  is  here  more  particularly  intended  to 
the  delineations  Dr.   Goffe  gives  of  the  Prince  of  Orange's 
children.     This  reminds  one  of  the  delicate  missions  of 
Henry  VIII.'s  ambassadors,  when  in  search  of  a  suitable 
partner  for  "  his  Grace."     "  The  young  Prince,"  Dr.  Goffe 
writes,*    "is   worthy   of   all  honour   and  kindness  from 
"  their  Majesties,  and   grows   a  very   proper  and  lovely 
"  person,   as    does    Mademoiselle,    more    now    than    at 
"  first,  perhaps  difficulty  adds  beauty,  but  truly  she  has  a 
"  perfect  good  shape,  white  skin,  excellently  well-fashioned 
"  hands,  neck,  and  breast,  the  face  is  not  ill  indeed,  all  but 
"  very    good   for    many   proportions   there."      This   pro- 
tracted   negotiation  went  through  various  phases   as    it 
became  plain  that  the  sum  the  Prince  of  Orange  could  be 
expected  to  give  with  his  daughter  would  go  but  a  short 
way  towards  supplying  the  sinews  of  war.    The  advantages, 
however,  which  were  expected  to  accrue  from  such  a  close 
alliance  with  Holland  were  liberally  discounted.     It  was 
urged  that  the  Dutch  ports  would  afford  a  safe  asylum  to 
the  Royalist  privateers,  which  were  to  be  equipped  for  the 
destruction  of  the  London  trade.     Here  they  might  sell 
their  prizes  and  buy  arms  and  ammunition.     The  Dutch 
captains,  too,  would  be  ready  to  accept  the  King's  com- 
missions, for  which  no  consent  of  the  State's  General  would 
be  required.     No  doubt  was  entertained  of  the  legitimacy 
of  such  warfare,  for  had  not   the  profound   lawyer   and 
antiquary  Selden  upheld  the  King's  rights  in  his  "  Defence 
"  of  the  King's  dominion  over  the   British  Seas,"  pub- 
lished in  1636  in  answer  to  Grotius  ?    It  only  strengthened 
the  argument  that  Selden  himself  was  now  on  the  side  of 
the  Parliament,     This  extraordinary  man,  though  he  took 
the  Covenant  and  was  appointed  Keeper  of  the  Records  in 

*  Dr.  Goffe's  Letter  to  Jermyn,  pp.  438-440. 
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the  Tower,  as  also  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  Divines  at 
Westminster,  refused  to  write  like  Milton  in  defence  of 
the  Parliament.  As  a  natural  sequence  to  the  marriage  it 
was  argued  that  a  closer  alliance  must  develope  identity  of 
interests  until  a  formal  treaty  might  be  entered  upon  with 
the  concurrence  of  France.  This  threefold  cord  would 
bind  the  Royalists  in  indissoluble  friendship  with  the 
Catholics  of  France  and  the  Republicans  of  Holland,  "  and 
"  so  make  a  league  offensive  and  defensive  as  we  desire."* 
Extraordinary  as  such  reasoning  may  appear,  such  were 
the  views  entertained  by  those  engaged  in  these  negotia- 
tions. A  clearer  view  of  the  situation  will  be  obtained  by 
a  perusal  of  Dr.  Goffe's  letterf  of  the  28th  of  April  1645, 
than  can  be  conveyed  by  a  summary  of  its  contents.  One 
passage,  however,  appears  to  want  illustration.  "  Upon 
"  information,"  Goffe  writes,  "  that  the  rebels  intend  a 
"  defensive  war  only,  the  Prince  of  Orange  said  he  was 
"  very  glad  of  it,  for  then,  if  the  King  [of  England]  could 
"  preserve  himself  until  he  [the  Prince  of  Orange]  could 
"  by  sea  do  something  upon  them  and  their  London  trade, 
"  they  would  be  instantly  ruined."  Can  this  reference  to 
a  defensive  war  have  any  connection  with  the  formation  of 
the  New  Model  army,  which  report  may  have  spread  was 
designed  solely  for  the  defence  of  London  and  the  Eastern 
Association  ?  If  so,  it  would  explain  the  reckless  tactics 
which  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  Royalists  at  Naseby. 
The  King,  expecting  to  have  only  to  deal  with  the  Scots 
under  Leven  and  the  Yorkshire  forces  of  Lord  Fairfax  in 
the  north,  would  be  surprised  by  encountering  the  New 
Model  army  under  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  of  whose  strength 
he  was  ignorant. 

The  year  1645  might  well  be  described  as  "  annus  mira- 
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Ml  is."  Its  opening  scene*  were  such  as  England  had  rarely 
witnessed.  Within  six  weeks  the  scaffold  was  erected  five 
times  on  Tower  Hill,  oftener  than  had  occurred  since  the 
commencement  of  the  Civil  War.*  The  first  to  suffer  was 
Sir  Alexander  Carew,  who  was  executed  on  the  23rd  of 
December  1644 ;  and  a  fortnight  later  the  two  Hothams, 
father  and  son  ;  then  followed  on  the  10th  of  January  1645 
the  execution  of  Archbishop  Laud,  and  on  the  20th  of 
February  that  of  Lord  Maguire.  Of  these  tragic  events 
the  execution  of  Archbishop  Laud  only  finds  any  illus- 
tration in  this  volume.  The  numerous  State  Papers 
concerning  his  trial  have  been  previously  calendared 
under  their  respective  dates,  or  else  at  the  end  of  1643, 
forming  Vol.  ccccxcix.  of  the  State  Paper  Collection.  At 
the  head  of  the  prosecution  of  the  Archbishop  was  the 
legal  antiquary  William  Prynne,  whom  Laud  in  the  days 
of  his  power  had  so  relentlessly  prosecuted  in  the  Star 
Chamber,  and  caused  to  be  so  odiously  mutilated.  This 
ardent  Puritan  was  now  only  too  ready  in  his  turn  to  avail 
himself  of  the  opportunity  for  revenge  offered  by  the 
Archbishop's  impeachment.  Not  content  with  furnishing 
most  of  the  materials  for  the  prosecution,  he  subsequently 
wrote  a  life  of  Laud,  which  is  in  itself  an  embodiment  of 
the  sentiments  of  those  times. 

One  of  the  few  papers  in  this  volume  connected  with 
the  Archbishop's  condemnation  is  the  Ordinance  of  both 
Houses  passed  on  the  4th  of  January  1645.  It  is  entitled 
"  Attainder  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Read  for 
"  the  first  time  on  the  16th  of  November  1644,  the  second 
"  time  on  the  22nd  of  November,  and  the  third  time  on 
"  the  4th  of  January  1645."  This  document  is  printed 
in  the  Lords'  Journals,  and  was  sent  down  to  the  Commons 
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by  the  hands  of  Baron  Trevor  and  Mr.  Justice  Bacon,* 
with  this  message,  that  "  the  Lords  have  passed  the 
"  Ordinance  for  the  attainder  of  the  Archbishop  of  Can- 
'  terbury."f  This  Ordinance,  it  would  appear,  was  passed 
in  the  Lords  by  seven  votes  only,  for  though  the  Journals 
show  that  20  Peers,  a  large  muster  in  those  days,  sat  on 
the  morning  on  which  Laud  was  condemned,  many  went 
out  before  the  vote  was  taken.  Those  who  voted  for  the 
Ordinance  were,  the  Earls  of  Kent,  Pembroke,  Salisbury, 
Bolingbroke,  and  Lords  North  and  Grey,  besides  perhaps 
Lord  Bruce,  but  he  afterwards  denied  that  he  had  voted  on 
that  occasion.!  At  page  240  will  be  found  a  notice  of 
Laud's  sermon,  or  last  speech  from  the  scaffold,  which  was 
intended  to  have  been  addressed  to  the  public,  but  finding 
that  the  soldiers  prevented  the  people  from  approaching 
near  enough  to  be  within  hearing,  he  addressed  it  to  those 
who  were  standing  round  on  the  scaffold.  It  is  printed 
in  Rush  worth,  §  with  a  few  insignificant  variations,  and 
therefore  is  only  briefly  calendared  here.  Rushworth 
intended  to  have  treated  Laud's  trial  at  a  great  length 
as  he  had  done  that  of  the  Earl  of  Strafford ^f ;  but  this 
not  having  been  accomplished,  we  have  to  depend  mainly 
on  Laud's  own  detailed  narrative  of  his  examination. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  comment  on  the  constancy  of 
Laud's  attachment  to  the  Anglican  Church,  or  his  belief 
in  the  truth  of  the  cause  for  which  he  suffered.  Notwith- 
standing the  utmost  exertions  of  his  adversaries  it  was 
found  impossible  to  convict  him  of  any  treasonable  offence, 
so  that  he  Was  eventually  condemned  by  Ordinance  only. 
So  fierce,  however,  was  the  prejudice  against  him  that  it 
was  only  as  a  last  request  that  his  sentence  of  hanging  was 
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exchanged  for  the  less  ignominious  death  by  decapitation. 
This  prejudice  extended  only  to  the  less  educated  classes, 
for  amongst  the  gentry  and  clergy  he  was  esteemed 
for  his  learning  and  piety.  Continental  scholars  were 
especially  shocked  at  the  Archbishop's  sentence,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  Hugo  Grotius  sent  his  old  friend 
Pococke,  the  Oriental  scholar,  to  bear  to  him  his  con- 
dolence. Grotius,  who  himself  had  once  been  obliged  to 
fly  his  country,  besought  him  if  possible  to  effect  his 
escape,  assuring  him  that  he  would  be  gladly  welcomed 
on  the  Continent.  To  this  loving  message  the  Archbishop 
replied,  "  I  can  by  no  means  be  persuaded  to  comply  with 
"  my  friend  Grotius's  advice.  An  escape,  indeed,  is 
"  feasible  enough  ;  yea,  it  is,  I  believe,  the  very  thing 
"  which  my  enemies  desire ;  for  every  day  an  opportunity 
"  for  it  is  presented  to  me,  a  passage  being  left  free, 
"  in  all  likelihood  for  this  very  purpose,  that  I  should 
"  endeavour  to  take  advantage  of  it ;  but  they  shall  not 
"  be  gratified  by  me  in  what  they  appear  to  long  for.  I 
"  am  almost  70  years  old,  and  shall  I  now  go  about  to 
"  prolong  a  miserable  life,  by  the  trouble  and  shame  of 
"  flying  ?  Besides,  whither  should  I  fly  \  .  .  .  •  No,  I 
"  am  resolved  not  to  think  of  flight,  but,  continuing  where 
"  I  am,  patiently  expect  and  bear  what  a  good  and  wise 
"  Providence  hath  appointed  for  me,  of  what  kind  soever 
"  it  may  be." 

The  other  papers  in  this  volume  connected  with  Laud's 
execution  are  certain  poetic  compositions.  The  one  having 
most  claim  to  poetic  merit  is  that  noticed  at  page  241. 
It  is  entitled  an  "Elegy  upon  the  life  and  death  of 
"  [Arch]bishop  Laud  of  Canterbury."  The  poem  consists 
of  90  lines,  the  opening  stanza  of  which  is  printed  at  the 
above  reference.  As  it  bears  a  slight  resemblance  to 
Cleveland's  striking  epitaph  on  the  Earl  of  Strafford,  also 
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found  amongst  these  State  Papers  and  printed  in  a  former 
volume  of  the  Domestic  Calendar,  it  may  not  be  altogether 
out  of  place  to  discuss  it  at  some  length  here.  The  most 
noticeable  point  is  its  endorsement,  W.  19,  which  might 
suggest  that  it  had  been  seized  amongst  the  poet  Edmund 
"Waller's  papers  when  he  was  committed  to  the  Tower 
for  being  concerned  in  what  is  known  in  history  as  Waller's 
plot  against  the  Parliament.  It  is  certainly  not  in  "Waller's 
handwriting,  as  the  sonnet  to  "  Dorothea  "  [Lady  Dorothy 
Sidney]  was,  which  was  printed  for  the  first  time  in 
the  preface  to  the  volume  of  Domestic  Calendar, 
1638-39.  The  fact  that  one  poem  of  Waller's  was  dis- 
covered amongst  these  papers,  makes  it  more  probable  that 
others  may  also  be  met  with.  The  difficulty  of  identification 
is,  however,  increased  by  the  scarcity  of  examples  of 
his  writing,  which  perhaps  may  be  partially  owing  to  the 
illegibility  of  his  manuscripts,  Aubrey  describing  them  as 
"  resembling  the  scratching  of  a  hen."  What  he  did 
write,  however,*  was  highly  appreciated  in  his  day. 
Clarendon,  speaking  of  his  published  sonnets,  says  that 
when  they  first  appeared  "  they  took  the  town  by  surprise, 
"  as  if  a  tenth  Muse  had  been  newly  born  to  cherish 
"  drooping  poetry."  Whether  this  elegy  on  Laud  can  be 
ranked  in  the  same  category,  the  reader  must  judge  for 
himself. 

Elegy  on  Archbishop  Laud. 

"  Can  Britain's  Patriarchal  Peer  expire, 
And  bid  the  world  good  night,  without  a  choir 
Of  Saints  to  sing  his  requiem,  and  toll 
A  blessing  bell  unto  his  dying  soul  ? 
Shall  he  steal  to  his  rest  thus  ?  and  not  have 
A  blazing  star  to  light  him  to  his  grave ; 
Nor  warning  "  Pace  !  "  no  volley — shot  of  thunder 
From  Heaven's  artillery,  to  strike  with  wonder, 
To  ring  alarums  in  the  world's  dull  ear, 
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And  rend  the  universe  with  panic  fear. 

Such  triumphs  fit  brave  martial  monarchs  bold 

With  acclamations  from  the  wondering  world. 

Peace  was  thy  calling  (blessed  soul),  and  men 

Were  awed  by  th'  edicts  of  [thy]  pow'rful  pen ; 

And  as  thy  life  was  mild  and  calm,  so  we 

May  aver  thy  death  too  had  its  sympathy. 

How  sweetly  went'st  thou  hence  :  thy  fluent  tongue 

Warbling  thy  [own]  swan-like  expecUcum  : 

Where  such  a  concourse  rolled,  as  they  had  been 

To  hear  the  raptures  of  some  seraphim. 

Yet  could  not  thy  sweet  language  charm  the  minds 

Of  these  death  adders  ;  thy  bloodthirsty  fiends. 

And  now  methinks  I  hear  the  vulgar  brood 

Vocif'rous  ;  muttering  in  an  angry  mood. 

Faction,  hundred-headed  hydra,  near  in  fury 

Racks  and  arraigns  thee,  both  judge  and  jury, 

Nor  can  thy  fate  be  cancelled  or  repealed, 

In  characters  of  blood  once  stamped  and  sealed ; 

Remorseless  homicides  !     Could  not  suffice 

Your  greedy  jaws,  but  this  sad  sacrifice  ? 

Coiild  not  his  gravity  and  worth  rebate, 

Or  expiate,  your  fury,  and  his  fate  ? 

Could  not  his  venerable  candour  dint 

The  least  impression  in  your  heart[s]  of  flint  ? 

Insatiate  tigers  !     Never  to  give  o'er 

Till  you  are  glutted  and  imbrued  in  gore. 

Cursed  juggling  hypocrites  !  to  rid  thee  hence 

With  a  fine  varnish  and  a  gilt  pretence 

Of  Reformation  too,  and  lest  in  vain 

That  colour  seem,  see  how  'tis  dyed  ingrain ; 

As  if  those  ground-sills  only  firmly  stood 

Which  are  cemented  and  begun  in  blood. 

And  now  methinks  I  see  our  ruins  all 

Involved  and  menaced,  in  thy  mighty  fall. 

How  should  we  stand  ?  when  fate  hath  thus  hewn  down 

The  goodliest  cedar  of  our  Lebanon. 

Great  pilot  of  our  state  !  whose  merits  did 

Erect  thy  glory  to  that  pyramid 

Of  fame  ;  that  through  th'  influence  of  thy  light 

Our  whole  Republic  was  steered  aright, 
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Great  Champion  of  our  Church  !  which  now  for  want 
Of  thy  dread  presence,  is  turned  militant, 
Mangled  with  massacres,  a,nd  environed  round 
With  foes,  she  faints  and  gaspeth  on  the  ground. 
Truth's  seamless  coat  is  rent  with  schism,  the  word 
Is  now  grown  warlike,  and  usurps  the  sword, 
Martyred  Eeligion  once  to  Union  wed 
Is  now  divorced  and  made  widowed, 
Unions  disjointed ;  and  her  triple-twist 
By  each  licentious  self-opinionist 
Is  wrested  and  unravelled.     The  giddy  laws 
Too  with  the  times,  are  turned  Apostates. 
Preposterous  state  !  when  all  things  waxing  sad 
And  ecstasied  with  grief,  can  retrograde. 

Thus  are  we  left  forlorn  ;  made  by  thy  fate 
Like  wandering  orphans  most  disconsolate. 
Let's  then  lament  thy  loss  ;  and  may  our  eyes 
With  tears  embalm  these  thy  sad  obsequies  ; 

Yet  let  us  not  despair,  since  'tis  well  known 

That  thy  fate  was  but  thy  transmigration  ! 
Nor  didst  thou  Jess  account  it,  who  didst  press 
And  trample  death,  with  such  undauntedness 

As  if  thou  meanst  to  spurn  at  Fate  and  spit 

Defiance  in  death's  face,  and  welcome  it. 

Such  was  thy  sweet  composure,  as  did  force 

From  a  silent  thought,  a  sad  remorse, 

With  what  alacrity  didst  thou  then  come 

Unto  the  place  of  thy  sad  martyrdom, 

Where  all  that  saw  may  'ver  thy  latter  state 

Was  thy  best  trophy  and  magnificat. 

The  scaffold  was  thy  Church,  and  we  may  please 

Term  it,  a  chapel  (as  some  do)  of  Ease  ; 

There  pouring  forth  thyself  to  Syon's  King, 

Thyself  wert  both  high  priest  and  th'  offering ; 

An  offering  to  the  Almighty,  since  thy  late 

Sad  decollation  doth  conduplicate 

Thy  triumphs  with  thy  Saviour ;  who  did  list 

And  Canonize  thee  an  Evangelist. 

Thus  hast  thou  left  us,  only  to  lay  down, 
And  change  thy  mitru  for  a  glorious  crown," 
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There  are  three  other  poetic  effusions. in  this  volume,  all 
referring  to  Archbishop  Laud.  That  of  which  some 
extracts  are  given  in  pages  280  and  281  of  this  volume  is 
perhaps  the  most  interesting  as  being  satirical.  It  is 
printed  with  some  variations  in  Wilkins's  "  Poetical 
Ballads  "  under  the  heading  "  A  prognostication  on  Will. 
Laud."  One  line  in  it,  "  Give  Laud  to  the  Devil  and 
praise  to  God,"  would  appear  to  assign  a  date  to  its  com- 
position, for  Dr.  Doran*  informs  us  that  on  one  occasion, 
when  the  Archbishop  was  a  guest  at  a  Court  dinner,  the 
Court  fool,  whose  office  it  was  to  say  the  grace,  and  who 
was  on  this  occasion  Archie  Armstrong,  gave  as  a  prelude 
to  the  feast  the  very  ungracious  utterance,  "  Great  praise 
"  be  to  God  and  little  laud  to  the  Devil."  This  so 
provoked  the  Archbishop  that  he  insisted  on  Archie's 
banishment  from  Court.  These  little  traits  often  throw 
much  light  on  historic  characters,  and  in  this  instance 
the  comparison  of  the  16th  century  with  the  17th  is 
decidedly  in  favour  of  the  former.  On  a  similar  occasion, 
when  Will  Sommers,  the  learned  fool  at  the  Court  of 
Henry  VIII.,  exasperated  the  great  Cardinal  Wolsey  by 
his  pleasantries,  the  King  only  observed,  "  Well  Will,  you 
"  know  your  tongue  is  privileged." 

Of  the  two  remaining  pieces  of  verse,  that  noticed 
at  page  280,  consisting  of  20  stanzas  of  eight  lines, 
appears  to  have  been  written  in  anticipation  of  Laud's 
execution.  It  is  but  of  little  merit.  The  other  noticed 
in  page  211  is  a  political  squib  entitled  "  The  New 
Litany,"  and  has  no  further  connection  with  Archbishop 
Laud  than  by  bearing  his  endorsement  on  the  back  of  the 
paper.  It  is  aimed  pointedly  at  the  Puritan  innovations 
then  being  attempted  in  the  government  of  Church  and 
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State,  and  so  probably  attracted  the  attention  of  Laud. 
When  it  was  written,  or  by  whom,  does  not  appear,  so  it 
is  placed  amongst  the  undated  papers  at  the  end  of  1644, 
for  no  other  reason  than  Laud's  endorsement.  It  is  not 
identical  with  "  The  New  Litany "  printed  by  Wilkins. 
And  besides  the  25  stanzas  in  English,  it  has  two  in  Latin 
at  the  close.  Its  length  precludes  it  from  being  printed 
here,  and  reference  must  be  made  to  the  original  for. 
any  more  than  the  first  stanza  which  will  be  found  at 
page  211. 

The  execution  of  Archbishop  Laud  and  the  failure  of 
the  Treaty  of  Uxbridge  having  removed  the  last  prospect 
of  peace,  both  parties  now  looked  forward  to  the   final 
arbitrament  of  battle  as  the  only  possible  solution  of  the 
difficulty.     Which  side  was  most  to  blame  for  bringing 
affairs  into  this  state  it  is  the  province  of  the  historian  to 
seek  out.      The  materials   in  this   volume   will   probably 
furnish  some  new  particulars.     We  know  that  Hollis  and 
Whitelock  admitted,  in  the  remarkable  interview  they  had 
with  the  King  at   Oxford  in  November    1644,   that   the 
exorbitant   terms    demanded    by   the    Houses    at    West- 
minster were  put  forward  by  the  violent  faction,  who  were 
opposed  to  any  pacification  unless  at  their  own  dictation ; 
while  Ranke*  says  that  the  main  object  the  King  had  in 
view     in    suggesting    the    renewal    of    the    negotiations 
through   his  own   envoys  in  the  winter  of  1644-45  was 
the   necessity    he    was    under   of    satisfying    his    Oxford 
Parliament.      It  was  the  condition  of  his  affairs  required 
this  step  and  not  his  own   desire   for  peace,    "  in   order 
"  that  no  further  ground  should  be  given  for  the  rumour 
"  that  he  hated  peace."     If  the  proceedings  of  the  Oxford 
Parliament  had  been  preserved,  more  positive  evidence  on 
this  point  might  probably  be  produced,   but  these  Were 
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burnt  by  Sir    Edward   Nicholas   at   the   King's   bidding 
before  the  surrender  of  Oxford. 

There  are  other  papers  in  this  volume,  however,  which 
are  of  more  interest  to  the  historian  than  this  royal 
correspondence,  or  even  the  execution  of  Archbishop  Laud. 
These  are  the  examinations  of  the  leading  commanders 
in  the  Parliament's  service,  which,  as  we  have  seen  in  the 
preceding  volume  of  Calendar,  were  ordered  to  be  submitted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  which  had  pre- 
viously been  nominated  for  the  regulation  of  Essex's 
army,  and  in  which  Zouch  Tate,  M.P.  for  Northampton, 
occupied  the  chair.  These  were  considered  of  such  im- 
portance by  the  Commons  that  the  Committee's  report  on 
them  was  impatiently  demanded.  The  documents  them- 
selves are  calendared  very  fully  in  this  volume,  under  date 
November  25,  1644,  as  they  have  not  been  hitherto 
printed.  They  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  Camden 
volume  illustrative  of  the  quarrel  between  the  Earl  of 
Manchester  and  Cromwell.  Oliver  Cromwell's  charge,  how- 
ever, against  Manchester,  in  which  they  originated,  and 
which  will  be  found  in  pages  143  and  144,  is  printed  in 
the  Camden  volume  in  its  entirety  from  this  copy.  This 
draft  narrative  of  Cromwell's,  which  has  a  few  corrections 
and  many  marginal  notes  in  a  different  hand,  is  entitled 
'*  An  account  of  the  effect  and  substance  of  my  narrative 
•'  made  to  the  House  for  so  much  thereof  as  concerned  the 
"  Earl  of  Manchester."  It  would  appear  to  be  the  re- 
duction to  writing  immediately  by  Cromwell,  in  con- 
sultation with  "Waller  and  Haselrigg,  of  those  parts  of  his 
speech  which  the  Commons  required  to  have  in  that  shape 
for  further  proceedings.*  Reference-  is  made  in  the 
Commons'  Journals-)-  to  this  narrative,  but  as  it  has  been 
exhaustively    described    in    the    late     Mr.    John   Bruce's 
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"  Historical  Preface,"  prefixes!  to  (lie  Camden  volume,  no 
further  criticism  of  it  here  is  necessary.  But  such  is  not 
the  case  with  the  examinations  taken  before  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee,  including  those  of  Cromwell,  Ireton, 
Waller,  Lilburn,  Haselrigg,  and  other  commanding  officers 
who,  it  was  rightly  thought,  could  give  reliable  infor- 
mation on  the  military  questions  at  the  basis  of  the  dispute 
between  Cromwell  and  Manchester.  Upon  this  information 
the  Commons  had  apparently  determined  to  act,  as  the 
present  management  of  the  war  was  most  unsatisfactory, 
though  how  it  was  to  be  amended  no  one  previously  had 
been  able  to  define. 

General  Ludlow,  who  was  himself  an  Independent,  gives 
the  credit  of  the  initiation  of  these  measures  to  the 
Presbyterians.*  "  Though,"  says  he,  "  what  was  objected 
"  [before  the  Committee],  touching  the  late  miscarriages 
"  at  the  fight  of  Newbury  and  elsewhere,  amounted  not 
"  to  a  formal  charge  [of  misconduct],  yet  it  so  far  pre- 
"  vailed  with  the  House  of  Commons  as  to  convince  them 
"  of  the  necessity  of  making  an  alteration  in  the  conduct 
"  of  the  army,  in  order  to  bring  the  war  to  a  conclusion." 
This  is  a  point  deserving  of  notice,  as  it  shows  that  the 
idea  of  the  New  Model  and  the  Self-denying  Ordinance 
originally  came  from  the  Presbyterians  and  not  the 
Independents,  though  Cromwell's  system  was  followed  in 
the  reorganization  of  the  armies. 

The  gravamen  of  the  charge  brought  by  Cromwell  was 
that  the  Earl  of  Manchester  and  the  aristocratic  commanders 
in  the  Parliament's  service  did  not  act  with  sufficient  vigour. 
Being  careful  not  to  "  press  too  hardly  on  the  King,"  they 
carefully  abstained  from  reaping  the  full  results  of  their 
victories.  This  was  unquestionably  a  most  serious  im- 
peachment, and  carried  with  it  the  greater  weight  as  the 
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country  was  beginning  to  weary  with  the  long  protraction 
of  the  civil  strife.  On  the  other  hand,  Manchester,  having 
defended  himself  with  much  tact  from  these  charges, 
brought  a  counter  accusation  against  Cromwell  for  his 
asserted  insubordination.  The  Earl's  defence  does  not 
occur  amongst  these  papers,  and  was  until  recently  sup- 
posed to  be  lost,*  but  is  now  known  to  be  extant,  a  part 
having  been  printed  by  Rushworth,f  and  the  rest  by 
Mr.  Rawson  Gardiner  in  the  Camden  Miscellany,  Yol.  viii. 
This  controversy  naturally  aroused  an  antagonism  between 
the  two  Houses,  as  it  threatened  to  transfer  the  commands 
in  the  army  from  the  ancient  nobility,  who  considered 
themselves  the  natural  leaders  of  the  people  in  every 
national  crisis,  into  the  hands  of  military  experts  and  pro- 
fessional soldiers.  It  was  clear,  however,  that  the  con- 
troversy as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Parliament's  military 
commanders  could  not  be  suffered  to  rest  here.  Cromwell, 
apparently  smarting  under  the  accusation  of  insubor- 
dination brought  against  him  by  Manchester,  and  perhaps 
warned  of  the  danger  of  impeachment  which  he  had  so 
narrowly  escaped,  seized  the  opportunity  of  Holles's 
report  on  the  proceedings  in  the  House  of  Lords  to  renew 
the  debate.  On  the  4th  of  December,  in  a  long  and  im- 
passioned barangue,  he  essayed  to  vindicate  his  character. 
In  this  speech,  which  has  not  been  preserved  to  us, 
Cromwell  renewed  his  attack  on  the  military  inefficiency 
of  the  Presbyterian  General,  and  deduced  from  Man- 
chester's own  narrative  evidence  of  his  sacrificing  the 
Parliament's  interests  to  his  aristocratic  leanings.  In 
this  he  seems  to  have  carried  with  him  the  majority  of  the 
Commons.  The  result  was  that  they  almost  unanimously 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  something  must  be  done,  and 
that  speedily,  to  remedy  these  abuses.     So,  ignoring  the 
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Lords'  proposal  for  a  joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  to 
consider  and  discuss  the  charges  against  Cromwell,  the 
House,  as  the  Commons'  House  was  now  emphatically 
designated,  directed  that  their  order  for  referring  the 
original  narratives  of  Waller  and  Cromwell  to  Mr.  Tate's 
Committee  should  at  once  be  proceeded  with,  while  another 
Committee  of  their  own  House  was  appointed  to  consider 
whether  their  privileges  had  not  been  infringed  by  the 
Lords  in  supporting  the  attack  against  Cromwell,  without 
first  obtaining  their  consent.*  It  was  urged,  as  a  ground 
for  these  proceedings,  that  Cromwell  was  a  member  of 
their  House,  whose  duty  it  was  to  report  whatever  he 
found  amiss.  This  threatened  rupture  between  the  two 
Houses  added  zest  to  the  military  inquiry,  and  when, 
five  days  afterwards,  Zouch  Tate  made  his  report,  "  the 
House "  was  unwontedly  crowded.  Instead  of  entering 
into"  the  particulars  of  the  dispute  between  Manchester 
and  Cromwell,  Zouch  Tate  only  proffered  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  the  Committee  had  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  much  confusion  prevailed  in  the  ranks,  and  that  the 
army  was  ruined  through  the  pride,  covetousness,  and 
jealousy  of  its  commanders.  With  this  finding  Cromwell 
expressed  himself  in  accord,  and  in  an  animated  speech,f 
being  the  earliest  of  his  public  utterances  preserved  to  us,J 
he  announced  it  as  his  conviction  that,  unless  the  war 
were  speedily  brought  to  an  end,  the  kingdom  would 
become  weary  of  the  Parliament  altogether,  and  insist  on 
the  acceptance  of  peace,  how  dishonourable  soever,  "  For 
"  what  do  the  enemy  say  ?  Nay,  what  do  many  who 
"  were  our  friends  at  the  commencement  of  this-  Par- 
"  liament  say  ?  Even  this,  that  the  members  of  both 
"  Houses,  having  got  great  plans  and  commands,  and  the 
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"  sword  into  their  own  bands,"  want,  by  means  of  their 
interest  in  Parliament  and  power  in  the  army,  "  to  continue 
"  themselves  in  grandeur,  and  will  no#t  permit  the  war 
"  speedily  to  end  lest  their  own  power  should  determine 
"  with  it.  .  .  .  This,  which  I  speak  here  to  our 
"  faces,  is  but  what  others  do  utter  abroad  behind  our 
"  backs." 

His  own  strong  personality  gave  zest  to  his  words,  and 
the  House  applauded  as  Cromwell  sat  down.  His  eloquent 
peroration  cannot  be  too  often  repeated  : — "  I  trust  we 
"  have  such  true  English  hearts  and  zealous  affections 
"  towards  the  general  weal  of  our  mother-country  as  no 
"  member  of  either  House  will  scruple  to  deny  themselves 
"  and  their  own  private  interests  for  the  public  good  ;  nor 
"  account  it  to  be  a  dishonour  done  to  them  whatever  the 
"  Parliament  shall  resolve  upon  in  this  weighty  matter." 
In  this  speech  Cromwell  clearly  indicated  the  lines  on 
which  the  new  organization  of  the  army  ought  to  proceed, 
and  furnished  the  keynote  of  the  discussion,  which  resulted 
in  Zouch  Tate  moving  the  resolution  afterwards  known 
as  the  Self-denying  Ordinance.  In  its  original  form  the 
Resolution  declared,*  "  That  during  the  time  of  this  war 
"  no  member  of  either  House  shall  have  or  execute  any 
"  office  of  profit,  or  command,  military  or  civil,  granted  or 
"  conferred  by  both  or  either  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament 
"  or  any  authority  derived  from  them."  This,  being 
seconded  by  Sir  Henry  'Vane,  was  carried  by  a  large 
majority,  many  of  the  peace  party,  as  well  as  those  who 
were  adverse  either  to  Cromwell  or  Manchester,  voting  for 
it,  for  it  cut  both  ways  like  a  two-edged  sword. 

An  amendment  in  the  Presbyterian  interest — to  the 
effect  that  none  should  be  employed  who  refused  to  take 
the  Covenant,  or  submit  to  such  form  of  Church  govern- 
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merit  as  might  be  established  by  authority  of  the  Houses 
upon  advice  with  the  Assembly  of  Divines  at  Westminster — 
having  been  proposed  and  rejected,  the  Ordinance  was  sent 
up  to  the  Lords  in  its  entirety  on  the  19th  of  December 
1644,  thus  asserting  the  principle  that  henceforth  military 
considerations  were  to  have  pre-eminence  over  eccle- 
siastical. This  in  itself  was  no  small  gain  to  the  war 
party,  and  encouraged  them  to  proceed  with  the  New 
Model.  Innumerable  difficulties,  however,  were  continually 
springing  up  so  long  as  the  armies  remained  under  separate 
commands,  not  the  least  of  these  being  the  difficulty  of 
reconciling  the  authority  of  the  Lord  General  Essex  with 
the  co-ordinate  authority  of  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  The 
influence  of  the  Lords  was  naturally  exerted  in  favour  of 
the  members  of  their  own  House,  Essex  being  especially 
pointed  to  as  the  embodiment  of  armed  constitutional 
resistance.  Even  in  the  Commons  many  members  called 
to  mind  how  it  was  but  a  short  three  years  since  they  all 
had  vowed  "  to  live  and  die  with  Essex."  To  make  any 
exceptions  to  the  Ordinance  was  declared  by  the  war  party 
to  be  inadmissible,  as  that  Avould  completely  nullify  its 
efficacy.  The  Lords  had  therefore  at  length  to  meet  the 
alternative  of  passing  the  Ordinance  or  facing  the  hostility 
of  the  Lower  House.  To  put  pressure  on  the  Lords  the 
Commons  impatiently  demanded  the  report  of  their 
Committees,  as  if  about  to  proceed  with  the  threatened 
impeachment  of  Manchester.  The  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms  likewise  announced  that  they  were  prepared 
with  the  scheme  for  the  New  Model,  which  had  been 
under  consideration  by  their  Committees  since  November. 
Concurrently  with  these  military  preparations,  the 
abortive  negotiations  for  peace  were  being  anxiously 
watched.  It  was  hoped,  at  least  by  the  peace  party, 
inclusive  of  the  Scots,  that  the  Treaty  of  Uxbridge,  as  it 
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was  called,  might  render  unnecessary  any  further  appeal 
to  arms.  How  vain  these  hopes  were  was  soon  proved  by 
the  utter  collapse  of  the  whole  proceedings. 

In  this  volume  little  or  nothing  new  on  the  disputed 
points  of  the  treaty  will  be  met  with.  There  is  a  transcript 
of  the  Irish  portion  forming  Nos.  136-178  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings,* but  these  have  all  been  printed  in  Rushworth.f 

All  that  the  Houses  would  appear  to  have  gained  by 
entering  on  these  abortive  negotiations  was  the  renewed 
co-operation  of  the  Scots,  who,  now  that  they  were  con- 
vinced of  the  unwillingness  of  Charles  to  impose  upon 
England  the  Presbyterian  form  of  Church  government, 
were  the  less  reluctant  to  join  with  the  Independents  in 
prosecuting  the  war  a  l'outrcmce.%  Having  got  the  scheme 
for  the  New  Model  at  length  perfected,  the  Commons' 
House  took  it  into  consideration  on  the  9th  of  January,  and 
two  days  later  adopted  it  without  a  division.  Unless  the 
Lords  were  prepared  to  let  the  management  of  the  war  slip 
altogether  out  of  their  hands,  it  was  now  imperative  that 
they  should  adopt  a  decisive  course.  So  on  the  13th  they 
rejected  the  Self-denying  Ordinance,§  with  only  four 
dissenting  voices,  viz.,  those  of  the  Earls  of  Northum- 
berland, Nottingham,  and  Kent,  and  Viscount  Say  and 
Sele.  It  was  not  so  much  that  the  Peers  disliked  the  New 
Model,  as  that  they  abhorred  the  way  in  which  it  was 
proposed  to  carry  it  out.  If  the  army  was  to  represent  the 
national  sentiment,  they  argued  it  ought  to  be  commanded 
by  members  of  the  noble  families,  whose  names  were 
already  household  words.  Why  this  plan  should  not  be 
followed  in  the  present  instance  no  intelligible  exposition, 
they    asserted,     had    been    given.      Now    for    the    first 
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time  they  fully  appreciated  the  tendency  of  the  new 
measures.  Their  feeling  of  bitterness  was  indicated  on  the 
day  (20th  January)  on  which  the  presentment  of  Mr.  Lisle' s 
report  was  made  in  the  Commons'  House,  announcing  the 
finding  of  his  Committee  that  the  privileges  of  the 
Commons  had  been  violated  by  the  Lords.*  On  that 
occasion  the  members  of  the  Upper  House  attending  the 
Committee  of  both  kingdoms,  finding  that  a  quorum  could 
not  be  formed  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  the  members 
of  the  Commons,  which  was  accounted  for  by  their  at- 
tending the  debate  in  the  House,  facetiously  caused  the 
following  entry  to  be  made  in  the  Day  Book  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings! : — "  That  the  business  of  the  opinion  of  some  in 
"  Lieutenant  General  Cromwell's  regiment  against  fighting 
"  in  any  cause  whatsoever  be  taken  into  consideration 
"  to-morrow  in  the  afternoon."  As  no  further  proceedings 
followed  on  this  resolution,  and  nothing  was  said  about  it 
on  the  following  day,  when  the  members  of  the  Commons' 
House  who  were  also  members  of  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms  mustered  in  full  force,  it  may  be  taken  as 
tolerably  certain  that  the  Lords'  vote  on  the  previous  day 
was  intended  as  a  gibe  upon  the  passage  in  Lieutenant- 
General  Cromwell's  second  examination,^  where,  in  answer 
to  Manchester's  argument  "  against  fighting  "  of  which 
the  Earl  delivered  himself  at  the  Council  of  War  held  in 
the  cottage  at  Shaw  Field,  near  Newbury,  Cromwell 
acknowledges  that  he  replied, — "  That  if  the  principle  then 
"  laid  down  by  the  Earl  were  true,  it  condemned  all  our 
"  former  fighting  as  foolish,  and  was  an  argument  against 
"  fighting  for  the  future,  and  a  ground  for  making  a  peace 
"  how  dishonourable  soever."  The  Earl's  words  which 
called  for  this  reply  are  worth  quoting,  as  tending  to  prove 
the  truth  of  the  accusation  that  the  aristocratic  commanders 
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Lad  too  personal  an  interest  in  prolonging  the  war: — 
"  Gentlemen,  I  beseech,  you  let's  consider  what  we  do ; 
"  the  King  need  not  care  how  oft  he  fights,  but  it  concerns 
"  us  to  be  wary,  for  in  fighting  we  venture  all  to  nothing. 
"  If  we  fight  100  times  and  beat  him  99  he  will  be  King 
"  still,  but  if  he  beat  us  but  once,  or  the  last  time,  we  shall 
"  be  hanged,  we  shall  lose  our  estates  and  our  posterities 
"  be  undone,  or  to  the  like  effect."  This  passage  is  taken 
from  Ireton's  examination,"  being  more  fully  reported  than 
the  version  given  in  Cromwell's  examination,  but  they  are 
both  to  the  same  effect,  evidencing  the  aristocratic  argu- 
ment against  pressing  the  King,  too  hard.  While  such 
notions  governed  the  action  of  the  Parliament's  generals, 
it  was  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  no  prospect  of  bringing 
the  war  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion  presented  itself.  It 
had  at  length  become  evident  that  the  country  was  so 
weary  of  the  war  that  it  would  not  suffer  its  prolongation. 
The  agricultural  population  especially  were  ready  to  accept 
even  a  dishonourable  peace,  as  asserted  by  Cromwell,  if 
that  were  the  only  alternative.  The  rise  of  the  Club-men 
at  this  period  sufficiently  attests  the  weariness  of  the  agri- 
cultural population,  to  whom  political  considerations  were 
not  of  so  much  weight  as  their  material  prosperity. 

It  is  not  within  the  limits  of  a  preface  that  the  various 
actions  of  both  parties  engaged  in  the  war  can  be  fully 
investigated  ;  we  must  therefore  refer  the  student  for  the 
events  following  on  this  uprise  of  a  third  party  to  the 
papers  epitomized  in  this  volume.  The  events  immediately 
preceding  and  following  the  second  battle  of  Newbury  are 
those  which  more  particularly  call  for  careful  attention, 
as  it  was  these  which  led  to  the  remodelling  of  the 
Parliament's  forces  Attention  especially  should  be  called 
to  the  letter  of  the  Parliamentary  Commissioners  with  the 
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armies,  printed  on  pages  76  and  77.  By  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Commissioners  attach  no  blame  to  any  of  the 
commanders  present  at  the  second  battle  of  Newbury, 
especially  naming  Waller,  Haselrigg,  Harrington,  Micl- 
dleton,  Cromwell,  Crawford,  Holborne,  and  Greaves  as 
having  done  very  good  service.  That  the  victory  was  not 
carried  out  to  the  full,  the  Commissioners  state,:!:  was 
owing  "  to  the  want  of  daylight "  and  "  the  strength  of  the 
"  enemy's  guard,  who  held  those  passages,  so  that  the  Earl 
"  of  Manchester  was  unable  to  take  them,  but  his  keeping 
"  so  many  of  the  King's  forces  engaged  on  that  side  was 
"  of  great  advantage  to  our  other  forces.  The  battle  lasted 
"  about  three  hours,  being  continued  at  least  an  hour  by 
"  moonshine.  The  Earl  and  those  on  the  other  side  were 
"  ignorant  of  each  other's  success  till  the  next  morning. 
"  The  Earl  of  Cleveland,  being  taken  prisoner,  is  sent  up  to 
"  London,  and,  as  we  hear,  Col.  Goring's  younger  brother 
"  was  slain.  Capt.  Galler,  of  the  Lord  General's  division, 
"  was  slain.  We  took  9  pieces  of  ordnance.  Skippon 
"  guesses  the  number  slain  on  both  sides  at  between  two 
"  and  three  hundred.  The  King's  forces  were  all  gone 
"  before  this  morning,  only  a  few  carts  being  left  in  the 
"  field ;  the  other  carriages  were  put  into,  or  so  near  to, 
"  Donnington  Castle,  that  they  could  not  be  taken  off  by 
"  us.  All  our  horse  and  dragoons,  except  1,000  who  stay 
"  with  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  are  gone  in  pursuit  of  the 
"  King's  forces,  which  we  hear  are  gone  toward  Walling- 
"  ford.  We  desire  you  to  consider  how  the  foot  army 
"  shall  be  disposed  of  and  provided  for.  None  of  your 
"  provisions  have  as  yet  come,  but  we  Lope  they  will 
"  shortly.  We  desire  to  give  God  the  glory  of  this 
"  victory,  it  being  his  work  and  upon  his  day.  The  Earl 
"  of  Manchester  marches  to-morrow  for  Blewbury." 
Satisfactory    as   the    result    would    appear   to  have   been 
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considered  by  the  Parliament's  Commissioners,  who  were 
present  with  the  army  for  the  express  purpose  of 
communicating  true  intelligence  and  seeing  that  the 
Parliament's  instructions  were  carried  out  by  the 
Generals,  it  failed  to  give  satisfaction  at  Westminster. 
When,  a  fortnight  afterwards,  news  arrived  in  London 
that  the  King  had  relieved  Donnington  Castle,  while  the 
Parliament's  armies  were  looking  on,  the  indignation  was 
intense.*  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  instructed 
their  Secretary!  "  to  write  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  and 
"  other  commanders  taking  notice  of  the  late  dishonour 
"  [sustained  by  the  Commonwealth  forces]  in  suffering  the 
•'  relief  of  Donnington  [Castle,  Berks.,  by  the  King],  also 
"  to  desire  them  not  to  go  to  their  winter  quarters  as 
"  long  as  the  enemy  is  in  the  field,  and  to  have  care  to 
"  prevent  the  relief  of  Basing."  This  reflection  on  their 
military  skill  and  courage  so  aroused  the  indignation  of 
Cromwell  and  his  fellows  against  the  want  of  energy  and 
determination  in  their  commander,  that  when  Cromwell 
returned  to  town  he  determined  to  bring  the  whole  matter 
before  Parliament.  This  occasioned,  as  we  have  seen,  the 
presentation  of  the  formal  charge  by  Cromwell  against  the 
Earl  which  will  be  found  at  pages  143  and  144.  How 
difficult  it  was  even  at  the  time  to  understand  the  exact 
position  of  affairs  at  this  crisis  is  shown  by  the  Queen's 
letter  J  from  Paris  of  the  18th  of  November,  in  which  she 
writes  to  the  King,  "  We  have  flying  rumours  of  a  defeat 
"  given  you  near  Donnington,  but  know  not  what  to  believe, 
"  but  we  fear  much." 

It  may  here  be  noted  that  no  reference  is  made  in  these 
depositions,  nor  yet  in  Cromwell's  narrative,  to  the  attempt 
stated  by  Clarendon§  to  have  been  made  by  the  Parliament's 
forces  to  storm  Donnington  Castle,  or  of  its  failure. 
*  l'-  H7.  f  p.  us. 
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It  is  worthy  of  note,  too,  that  Manchester  did  not  think 
himself  justified  in  disregarding  the  criticisms  on  his 
conduct  made  in  the  Commons.  For,  after  having  de- 
fended himself  in  the  Lords,  he  applied  to  the  House  of 
Peers  for  leave  to  answer  two  questions  proposed  by  the 
Committee  of  Investigation.  This  permission  was  readily 
granted,  and  he  was  told*  to  use  his  discretion  in  giving 
satisfaction  to  the  House  of  Commons.  He  thereupon 
expressed  his  wish  to  submit  "  his  answer  to  the  Com- 
"  mittee  concerning  those  informations  that  had  been  put 
"  in  against  him,  conceiving  that  by  this  leave  of  the  Upper 
"  House  he  was  justified  in  so  doing,  that  hereby  he  might 
"  the  better  give  satisfaction  to  the  Commons."f  This  is 
of  interest  constitutionally,  not  only  as  proving  the  growing 
influence  of  public  opinion  at  that  time,  but  as  significant 
of  the  daily  augmenting  power  of  the  Commons  in  all 
that  concerned  the  relative  position  of  the  two  Houses. 
"  The  rise  of  Independency  "  Mr.  Frederic  Harrison^  tells 
us,  "  now  began  to  alarm  the  rich  and  well-born  Puritans, 
"  just  as  the  rise  of  Presbyterianism  had  driven  over  to 
"  the  King  so  many  rich  and  well-born  Churchmen." 

The  adoption  of  the  New  Model  and  the  passing  of  the 
Self-denying  Ordinance  likewise  introduced  a  new  character 
into  the  army.  For  while  the  former  may  be  taken  as 
only  implying  an  extension  of  the  same  principles  which 
Cromwell  had  proved  to  be  so  efficacious  in  the  training 
of  his  own  regiment  of  horse  to  the  general  organization 
of  the  army,  the  latter  was  an  expression  of  political 
sentiment  which  affected  all  ranks  in  the  army.  The 
soldier  no  longer  considered  himself  solely  employed  to 
execute  the  orders  of  his  social  superiors,  but  as  personally 
interested  in  the  struggle,  and  with  this  object  he 
acquainted   himself  with  the  relative   merits    of   the  two 
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sides  in  the  Civil  War  and  their  bearing  on  his  own  class 
interests.  This  enlistment  of  the  individual  intelligence  of 
the  soldier  in  his  work  was  therefore  not  without  its 
bearing  on  the  final  result,  and  even  at  the  time  occasioned 
some  inconvenience  in  a  military  sense. 

When  orders  were  given  for  certain  regiments  to  be 
embodied  in  the  New  Model,  the  officers  who  had  served 
under  the  Earl  of  Manchester  became  alarmed  at  the 
contemplated  change,  and  petitioned  that  the  Earl  might 
be  retained  in  command  of  their  division,  and  Sir  William 
Waller's  cavalry  when  ordered  to  proceed  to  the  relief  of 
Weymouth,  which  was  threatened  by  the  enemy,  broke 
out  into  open  mutiny,  declaring  that  they  would  rather  go 
under  any  officer  whom  the  Lord  General  Essex  should 
appoint  without  pay,  than  with  Sir  William  Waller  with 
all  the  money  in  England.*  This  convinced  the  Com- 
mittee of  both  kingdoms  that  more  strenuous  measures 
must  be  taken  to  urge  forward  the  reorganization.  Even 
the  Lords  were  now  satisfied  that  delay  was  no  longer 
possible,  so,  withdrawing  their  objections,  they  passed  the 
New  Model  Ordinance  as  it  had  been  sent  up  from  the 
Commons.f  On  the  same  day  (February  15)  "  Sir 
"  William  Balfour  and  Major- General  Skippon  were  in- 
"  slructed  to  go  down  to  the  horse  and  foot  respectively 
"  to  appease  and  quiet  them. "J  The  Ordinance  of  the 
Lords  and  Commons  for  enforcing  the  new  regulations 
will  be  found  at  page  305.  By  this  it  was  enacted  that 
the  new  army  should  consist  of  6,600  horse,  to  be  dis- 
tributed into  11  regiments,  and  of  1,000  dragoons,  in 
10  companies,  besides  14,400  foot,  in  12  regiments,  each 
consisting  of  1,200,  distributed  into  10  companies.  Sir 
Thomas  Fairfax  was  constituted  commander-in-chief  of 
all    the    forces   raised    by    virtue  of   this  Ordinance,   and 
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Colonel   Philip   Skippoii    was     appointed   Sergeant-Major 
General.     By  this  Ordinance  it  was  likewise  enacted  that 
the  commander-in-chief  should  have  "  power  to  nominate 
"  all    colonels,    lieutenant-colonels,    sergeant-majors,    and 
"  captains  out  of  any  of  the  forces  under  the  Parliament," 
the  same  to  be  approved  of    by  both  Houses,    and  that 
they  shall  take  the  National  League  and  Covenant  of  both 
kingdoms  within  28  days,  after  such  appointment.     That 
the  common  soldiers  of  this  army  shall  likewise  take  the 
Covenant  at  such  times  and  manner  as  the  Houses  shall 
direct.*     In  the  latter  case,  however,  this  test  was  never 
required,  and  the  officers  managed  to  put  their  own  inter- 
pretation on  the  religious  clauses  of  the  Covenant.     The 
consequence  was  that  the  imposition  of  the  Covenant  in- 
terfered but  little  with  the  Independents,  whilst  it  satisfied 
the  Presbyterians  that  no  religious  innovations  were  con- 
templated.   The  transfer  of  the  nomination  of  officers  to  the 
commander-in-chief,  to  be  afterwards  approved  by  the  two 
Houses,  instead  of  a  direct  appointment  by  Parliament, 
was  a  great  alteration  in  the  military  sense,  as  was  also  the 
omission  of  the  words  "  for  the  preservation  of  the  King's 
person,"  in  the  commission  which  constituted  Sir  Thomas 
Fairfax  commander-in-chief  of  the  New  Model  army.     In 
the  constitution  of  the  New  Model  the  post  of  Lieutenant- 
General  was  left  vacant,   apparently  for  Cromwell,   as  the 
ablest  officer  of  cavalry,  but  his  name  was   not  inserted, 
probably  from  considerations  of  expediency  lest  it  should 
unnecessarily  augment  the  opposition   of  the  Lords,  who 
still  regarded  the  cause  of  Manchester  as  their  own.     That 
Cromwell  was  prepared  to  place  the  public  interest  before 
any  personal  considerations  is  shown  by  his  accepting  the 
responsibility  of  advocating  in  the   Commons  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms,   that  the 
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Scots'  army  be  invited  to  advance  southwards  in  order  to 
confront  the  Royalist  army  under  the  King  and  Prince 
Rupert.  This  duty  he  accomplished  successfully  on  the 
30th  January,  notwithstanding  his  known  prejudices 
against  the  Scots.  It  must  therefore  have  been  very 
evident  that  the  approaching  New  Year's  compaign  could 
not  have  been  successfully  planned  without  their  aid. 
Indeed  the  New  Model  was  as  yet  so  incomplete  that  it 
could  not  be  counted  on  to  undertake  any  active  service, 
and  the  old  commands  were  entirely  disorganized  by  the 
authority  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  to  select  what  officers 
he  pleased*  out  of  the  armies  of  Essex,  Manchester,  or 
Waller.  These  commanders,  with  the  Earl  of  Denbigh, 
foreseeing  that  the  passing  of  the  Self-denying  Ordinance 
could  no  longer  be  resisted,  judiciously  laid  down  their 
commands  on  the  2nd  of  April.  On  the  following  day  this 
Ordinance,  which  had  been  so  long  suspended,  was  pro- 
ceeded with,  and  was  passed  on  the  3rd,  but  with  con- 
siderable modifications,!  the  clause  rendering  its  action 
prospective  as  well  as  retrospective  being  omitted,  so  that 
it  left  it  open  to  the  Houses  to  reappoint  any  to  commands 
whom  they  might  please.  They,  however,  preferred  the 
expedient  of  renewing  the  commissions  of  such  com- 
manders in  the  field  as  could  not  readily  be  dispensed  with 
for  successive  periods  of  40  days  after  the  first  40  days 
had  expired  within  which  all  were  required  to  resign  their 
commands.  In  this  number  was  Cromwell,  but  his  was 
not  the  solitary  instance  of  such  extension  of  time,  for 
Sir  William  Brereton,  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  and  Sir 
John  Price  were  likewise  authorized  to  continue  in  their 
commands. 

This    all-important    difference    in    the    Wording    of   the 
Self-denying    Ordinance,    as    at    first    proposed    and    as 
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eventually  passed  by  both  Houses,  has  been  overlooked  by 
many  historians ;  even  Hallam  passing  it  by  with  the 
observation  that,  "  after  being  once  rejected  by  the  Lords, 
"  it  passed  their  House  with  some  modifications  in  April." 
Owing  to  this  want  of  attention  to  the  wording  of  the  two 
forms  of  the  Ordinance,  writers  of  history  have  been  misled 
into  the  belief  that  its  provisions  were  strained  in  order  to 
retain  Cromwell  in  his  command.  "  A  s  a  member  of  the 
"  House  of  Commons,"  says  Hallam,*  "  Cromwell  was 
"  positively  excluded  by  the  Ordinance  itself.  But  through 
"  a  successful  intrigue  of  his  friends,  this  great  man, 
"  already  not  less  formidable  to  the  Presbyterian  faction 
"  than  to  the  Royalists,  was  permitted  to  continue 
"  Lieutenant-Ceneral ."  For  this  statement  he  gives  a 
reference  to  "Whitelocke's  Memorials. f  The  truth  is  that 
no  such  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Self-denying 
Ordinance  was  made  in  Cromwell's  favour,  neither  is  there 
evidence  of  any  "  intrigue  of  his  friends  "  being  employed 
to  retain  him  in  his  command.  His  fitness  for  command 
and  the  importance  of  the  service  he  was  then  engaged 
upon,  as  in  the  above  quoted  instances  of  Brereton, 
Middleton,  and  Price,  were  the  causes  of  his  retention, 
while  the  aristocratic  commanders  who  could  not  so 
readily  be  brought  into  the  new  scheme  were  super- 
seded. It  would  be  doing  the  noblemen  who  com- 
manded  in  the  Parliament's  armies  during  the  earlier 
campaigns  an  injustice  to  lay  the  blame  wholly  on  their 
want  of  military  skill  and  determination,  the  instructions 
under  which  they  took  service  being  different.  In  their 
commissions  they  were  authorized  to  fight  for  the  Parlia- 
ment and  "  for  the  preservation  of  the  King's  person ;" 
these  significant  words  were  omitted  in  Fairfax's.     This 
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was  the  end  for  which  Cromwell  and  the  Independents 
strove  when  they  demanded  the  displacement  of  the 
aristocratic  commanders,  Cromwell,  it  is  asserted,  going 
so  far  as  to  declare  that  if  he  were  to  meet  the  King  in 
battle  he  would  pistol  him  as  he  would  any  other  man. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  Cromwell,  in  designing  this 
mode  of  ridding  the  army  of  its  aristocratic  commanders, 
was  in  league  with  Zouch  Tate,  and  had  his  own 
subsequent  aggrandizement  in  view.  That  such  an  idea 
should  have  ever  been  entertained  by  Cromwell  is  most 
unlikely.  Besides  the  improbability  of  his  being  able  to 
retain  his  military  command  in  the  teeth  of  this  sweeping 
resolution,  while  all  the  other  members  of  either  House 
were  displaced,  it  is  incredible  that  Tate,  a  zealous 
Presbyterian  of  the  narrowest  school,  should  have  been 
induced  for  any  consideration  to  play  into  the  hands  of 
Cromwell.  Those  who  have  entertained  such  notion's 
apparently  overlook  the  fact  that  Zouch  Tate  was  the 
only  professed  Presbyterian  in  the  Lower  House  when  the 
Long  Parliament  began,*  and  had  no  liking  for  the  In- 
dependents or  any  of  their  ways. 

The  process  of  new-modelling  was  carried  out  by  Sir 
Thomas  Fairfax  under  the  instructions  of  the  Committee 
for  both  kingdoms,  which  constituted  two  sub-committees, 
from  amongst  its  own  members,  to  manipulate  the  several 
processes.  In  all  these  Cromwell  took  an  active  part, 
though  the  practical  carrying  out  of  the  plan  was  left 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax.  So  soon  as  the 
remodelling  was  sufficiently  advanced  to  allow  of  a  portion 
of  the  army  taking  the  field,  it  was  intended  that  Sir  Thos. 
Fairfax  should  occupy  himself  with  the  relief  of  Taunton 
and  the  siege  of  Oxford,  whilst  the  Earl  of  Leven  with 
the  Scots'  army  was  to  have  encountered  the  King's  army 
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under  Prince  Rupert  in  Lancashire  or  Yorkshire,  and  so 
have  rescued  Sir  William  Brereton  from  his  precarious 
position  in  the  north-west,  where  Chester  still  held  out  for 
the  King.  In  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms  for  the  14th  of  May  occur  these  entries,  which 
reveal  at  a  glance  the  intended  programme  for  this 
summer's  campaign  : — 

"  That  this  Committee  is  now  upon  consideration  how 
to  employ  all  the  forces  within  the  kingdom,  and  as  the 
occasions  of  the  public  shall  permit  will  be  assistant  to 
them  in  that  design. 

"  That  the  forces  with  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax,  Cromwell,  and 
Browne,  except  the  party  designed  for  the  north,  shall 
join  and  put  themselves  in  order  for  besieging  Oxford. 

"  To  write  to  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax  acquainting  him  with 
this  design,  and  [directing]  that,  having  refreshed  his  men, 
he  will  take  the  best  ways  he  can  for  effecting  hereof." 

Thus  the  more  arduous  duty  of  dealing  with  the  King's 
army,  under  Prince  Rupert,  in  the  field  was  left  to  the 
Earl  of  Leven  and  his  Scotchmen,  aided  by  such  subsidiary 
forces  as  Yorkshire  and  the  North  Midland  counties  could 
supply.  The  victories  of  Montrose  in  Scotland  and  the  defeat 
of  Argyle  at  Inverlochy,  followed  by  the  triumph  of  the 
Highlanders  and  Irish  at  Auldearn,  disconcerted  these 
plans.  The  Earl  of  Leven  naturally  became  alarmed  for 
the  safety  of  his  native  country,  and  being  no  longer  free 
to  advance  southward  into  Lancashire  to  meet  the  King, 
he  was  constrained  to  take  a  circuitous  route  of  80  miles 
by  way  of  Westmorland  in  order  to  succour  Sir  Wm. 
Brereton  in  Cheshire.  Otherwise,  as  he  explains  to  Lord 
Fairfax,*  "  We  should  have  left  our  country  [Scotland] 
"  altogether  naked."  Owing  to  this  unexpected  diversion 
in  the  King's  favour  in  Scotland,  the  Royal  army  was  left 
~"  *  p.  512,  No.  80. 
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at  liberty  to  choose  its  own  field  of  operations,  so  that  this 
year's  campaign  was  virtually  opened  by  the  Royalists. 

During  the  absence  of  Fairfax,  who  had  received  orders 
from  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  hasten  to   the 
relief  of  Taunton,  the  chief  town  which  held  out  for  the 
Parliament  in  the  west  under  its  brave  Governor  Blake, 
the  King  was  enabled  to  start  unopposed   from  Oxford, 
in  company    with  his  two    best  generals,  Prince  Rupert 
and  Goring.     So  taking  with  him  the  main  body   of  the 
Royalist  forces,    he    marched   northwards    for   the  relief 
of  Chester,  then  closely  besieged  by  Sir  William  Brereton, 
whilst  Goring  was  depatched  back    into  the  west    to  aid 
Sir  John  Berkeley  before   Taunton,  who  was  in  danger 
of  being  crushed  by  the  advancing  army  of  Sir  Thomas 
Fairfax.      This  division  of  the  Royalist  forces  proved  fatal 
to  the  King's  success,  for  though  Chester  was  relieved, 
and   Sir  William  Brereton  compelled   to  desert   the  field 
at  the  King's  approach,  Goring's  army  was  ruined  in  the 
west,    almost  without  a  blow.      The   Committee  of  both 
kingdoms,  hearing   of  Goring's  intention  to  join  with  the 
King  and  Prince  Rupert  at  Oxford,  became  alarmed,  fearing 
that  the  Earl  of  Leven  would  not  be  in  time  to  prevent 
the  Royalists  from  entering  the  Eastern  Association,  and 
so  sent  peremptory  orders  for  Fairfax  to  halt  and  return 
eastward.     This  he  accordingly  did,  but  not  until  he  had 
sent  off  a  detachment  of  his  army  westward,  in  hopes  that 
this  small  force  might  divert  the  attention  of  the  besiegers, 
and   so   give  an    opportunity  to    relieve    Taunton   should 
Goring,  as  directed,  return   to  Oxford.      The  experiment 
proved  more  successful  than  could  have  been  anticipated. 
Just  as  the  defenders'  ammunition  was  failing,  the  valiant 
Governor  Blake,  afterwards  Admiral,  beheld  the  standards 
of    his    deliverers    advancing    over    the   hills,    whilst   the 
Royalists   for  the   second  time  drew  off  their  guns  and 
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broke  up  the  siege  works.  Whether  Blake  knew  that  it 
was  only  a  division  of  Fairfax's  army  does  not  appear,  but 
Goring  too  hastily  concluded  that  the  Parliament's  whole 
army  was  upon  them.*  So  fearing  to  be  crushed  between 
the  town  and  the  advancing  forces  he  gave  orders  for  a 
retreat.  This  was  the  more  annoying  as  victory  was  within 
his  grasp,  and  he  soon  discovered  his  mistake.  Misfortunes, 
it  is  said,  never  come  singly,  so  in  this  instance  Goring  ex- 
perienced the  truth  of  the  adage  in  an  aggravated  form. 
The  account  is  so  comic  as  described  by  himself  that  it 
will  be  read  with  zest,  at  page  506. 

Nearly  at  the  same  time  an  equally  unexpected  mis- 
fortune befell  another  of  the  Royalist  commanders.  Sir 
John  Digby,  writing  to  his  brother  Lord  Digbyf  from 
Bath,  recounts  how  his  friend  Colonel  Walter  Slingesby 
"  about  a  month  since  had  the  ill  fortune  to  have  some 
"  contestation  with  General  [Sir  Charles]  Gerard,  and  a 
"  challenge  passed.  The  particulars  have  been  related 
"  much  to  Slingesby' s  disadvantage,  wherefore  I  pray  you 
"  do  him  the  right  to  satisfy  yourself  of  that  business  by 
"  this  bearer,  Sir  John  Thinelby  [Thimbleby].  'Mis- 
"  fortunes  seldom  come  unaccompanied.'  About  a 
"  fortnight  since  Col.  Slingesby  was  unhappily  surprised 
"  at  a  gentleman's  house  not  above  three  or  four  miles 
"  from  Bristol,  whither  he  went  to  be  married  to  a 
"  handsome  gentlewoman  he  had  long  loved,  and  it  is  said 
"  his  ill  luck  is  made  so  criminal  that  another  is  to  have 
"  the  command  of  the  citadel  of  Bristol ;  I  wish  whoever 
"  succeeds  him  may  prove  a  man  of  as  much  diligence, 
"  loyalty,  and  ability  for  that  command.  It  is  true  that 
"  Slingesby  had  never  that  wise  method  that  distinguishes 
"  some  commanders,  though  never  so  brave  and  diligent," 
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This  letter  was  written  on  the  18th  May,  and  Lord 
Goring's,  recounting  his  misadventure,  on  the  20th.  To 
the  latter  it  adds  some  additional  information  : — 

"  I  presume  you  will  have  had  an  account  of  the  proceedings  before 
Taunton  before  tbis ;  however,  to  be  free  with  you,  that  enterprise 
was  so  unhappily  interrupted  that  I  am  out  of  countenance  to 
relate  the  particulars.  "We  were  possessed  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  town  and  had  burnt  some  of  it,  and  were  in  a  fair  way  to  be 
absolute  masters  of  all  but  the  castle  within  24  hours,  and  yet  it 
was  our  ill  luck  to  draw  off  on  the  approach  of  an  inconsiderable 
party  of  Fairfax's  army,  in  regard  of  the  forces  we  had  before  it. 
We  apprehending,  as  I  conceive,  that  Fairfax's  whole  force  was 
there,  whereas  he  had  before  retreated  eastward  with  the  body  of 
his  army.  I  believe  the  party  which  relieved  Taunton  will  have 
but  ill  going  off,  for  General  Goring  had  a  general  rendezvous 
yesterday  at  Kingsmoor.  This  army  there  was  about  11,000,  half 
horse  and  the  other  foot.  I  had  a  trooper  sent  me  thence  by  my 
Lieut.- Colonel  at  noon.  The  party  which  relieved  Taunton  being 
not  above  2,500  were  at  Martock,  but  a  mile  from  our  rendezvous, 
where  they  are  shrewdly  engaged,  for  if  they  retreat  eastwards  they 
must  either  pass  some  bridges  that  we  possess  or  march  over  Black 
Down,  which  will  be  an  uneasy  task  before  our  body  of  horse,  in 
this  posture  stands  our  business  here.  The  plague  increases  so 
much  at  Bristol  that  the  Prince  [of  Wales]  comes  hither  [to  Bath] 
to-morrow." 

On  the  22nd  of  May,  Fairfax  having  returned  with  his 

main  army  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Oxford,  was  joined  by 

Cromwell  and  Major-General  Browne  at  Marston.      The 

siege  operations  were  only  delayed  till  the  arrival   of  the 

heavy  guns  from  the  Tower.     All  eyes  were  now  turned 

towards  Oxford,  where  it  was  expected  great  events  were 

likely  shortly  to  take  place,  as  it  was  not  to  be  supposed 

that  the  King  would  suffer  the  great  Royalist  stronghold 

to  be  captured  without  making  an   attempt  to  relieve  it. 

Even  Lord  Jermyn  at  Paris   could   see  the  imminence  of 

the  situation.     "  We  are  at  this  time,"  he  writes*  to  Lord 
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Digby  on  the  16th  of  May,  "  strongly  solicitous  for  you,  for 
"  there  seems  to  "be  a  gathering  together  [of  forces]  on 
'  both  sides  near  Oxford  like  to  produce  some   notable 
'  encounter,  which  cannot  well  be  followed  with  any  but 
"  great  events ;  God  make  them  prosperous,  and  enable  us 
"  here  [on  the  Continent]  to  contribute  something  more 
'  thereunto  than  our  prayers."     Such  was  the  position  of 
affairs  at  the  Royalist  base  of  operations,  when    on  the 
22nd  May  the  King  received  the  gratifying  intelligence- 
that  Brereton  had  broken  up   his    sieges  before    Chester- 
and  Hawarden  Castle  on  the  18th,  so  soon  as  he  heard  of 
the  march  of   the  Royal   army  that  way,  and    was  now 
waiting  for  the  coming  of  the  Scots'  army.      With  this 
disposition  of  the  Parliament's  forces  the  Royalist  com- 
manders would  appear  to  have  been  well    satisfied,    not 
holding   the  New  Model  army  in  very  high   estimation. 
Digby' s  letter*  of  the  25  th  of  May  furnishes  a  trustworthy 
account  of  the  Royalists'  intentions.      "  Thus  you  have 
"  the   state  of  our  present  designs,"  he  writes,   "  and  if 
"  you  will  have  my  opinion,  it  is  that,  ere  one  month  be 
"'  over,  we  shall  have  a  battle  of   all  for  all."     This  is 
almost  prophetic,  for  on  the  14th  June,  within  three  weeks 
of  its  date,  the  battle  of  Naseby  took  place.     From  this 
letter  we  also  learn  that  the  Royalists  had  no  misgivings 
as  to  the  result.     "  If   Cromwell  and  Fairfax  advance  we 
"  shall  endeavour  to  fight  with  them.     I  believe  it  will  be 
"  about  Leicester.     I  hope  by  this  time  Coring  is  near 
"  Oxford  with  his  force.     If  we  can  be  so  happy  as  that 
"  he  comes  in  time,  we  shall  infallibly  crush  them  between 
"  us-      For    God's   sake   quicken   his    march   all   that    is 
"  possible,  and  desire  him  to  send  more  often  to  advertise 
"  us  of  the  steps  of  his  advance,  and  how  soon  he  is  likely 
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"  to  be  within  distance  of  us.  Our  intentions  now  are  to 
"  be  on  Wednesday  night  next  at  Loughborough,  and 
"  thence  near  Leicester.  I  shall  not  need  entreat  you  to 
"  send  us  all  the  intelligence  you  can  of  Lord  Goring' s 
"  motions."  It  is  evident  from  this  that  the  Royalists 
were  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of  Goring' s  joining 
the  Royal  army  before  an  engagement  should  take  place, 
and  had  he  joined  as  was  expected  the  King's  army  would 
not  have  been  so  greatly  outnumbered  at  Naseby  as  it 
was. 

From  these  Papers  it  is  evident  that  the  King  was 
deceived  both  as  to  the  numbers  of  the  enemy  and  the 
strength  of  their  organization. 

To  follow  the  history  of  this  summer's  campaign  through 
its  various  incidents  which  led  up  to  the  crowning  victory 
for  the  Parliament  at  Naseby,  would  be  to  reprint  the 
greater  portion  of  this  volume,  which  is  in  itself  an 
epitome  of  the  military  proceedings  on  the  side  of  the 
Parliamentarians.  We  have  unfortunately  to  lament  the 
loss  of  the  Entry-Books  containing  copies  of  the  letters 
received  from  the  commanders  in  the  field  after  the  16th 
of  February  1645.  The  Day  Books  containing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms,  with  the 
Entry-Books  of  letters  sent,  are  fortunately  complete  for 
the  whole  period  embraced  by  this  volume,  and  form  the 
larger  part  of  its  contents. 

For  those  who  desire  to  have  the  substance  of  this 
correspondence  in  a  more  condensed  form,  with  all  the 
light  that  modern  historical  research  can  throw  on  it, 
the  second  volume  of  Mr.  Gardiner's  Great  Civil  War  is 
ready  to  hand.  The  student,  however,  will  be  well  repaid 
for  the  trouble  of  perusing  the  many  interesting  letters 
contained  in  this  volume,  which  present  the  circumstances 
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of   the   time   with   a   vividness    which    no   set    historical 

narrative  can  rival.

Present,  Earls  of  Northumberland,  Warwick,  and  Loudoun,  Lords 
Wharton  and  Warristone,  Sir  (j.  Gerard,  Mr.  Solicitor,  Mr.  Pierre- 
pont,  and  Mr.  Kennedy.     Ordered, 

1.  To  signify  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  that  the  orders  for  the  return  of 

Col.  Fleetwood  were  conditional,  and  that  this  Committee  has  written 
again  to  Col.  Fleetwood,  and  to  send  his  horse  and  foot  according  to 
his  former  orders. 

2.  To  write  to  Col.  Fleetwood,  if  the  enemy  be  still  in  Lincolnshire,  to 

proceed  on  his  journey,  and  that  Lieut. -Genl.  Cromwell  be  acquainted 
herewith. 

3.  To  write  to  the  Lord  General,  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  and  Sir  Win. 

Waller,  inclosing  the  Ordinance  which  this  day  passed  the  Houses  of 
Parliament,  and  to  let  them  know  that  this  Committee  is  considering 
of  persons  and  instructions. 

4.  That  the  sub-committee  yesterday  appointed  for  drafting  instructions 

do  prepare  instructions  upon  the  Ordinance  this  day  passed  both 
Houses,  and  that  they  consider  of  the  names  of  persons  to  offer  to 
this  Committee  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  Ordinance. 

5.  To   write  to   the   Committee   of  Sussex,   desiring  them   to   put  into 

Cowdray  House  60  foot  and  10  horse,  imder  a  person  of  trust,  with 
victuals  and  ammunition. 

6.  That   some  of  the  Militia  be  desired  to  speak  with  this  Committee  to-

9.  To  report  to  the  [Commons']  House  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  in 

favour  of  restoring  the  money  and  goods  of  Lieut.-Col.  Mackworth 
and  the  other  two  gentlemen  who  came  from  Hartlepool. 

10.  To  write  to  the  Earl  of  Callendar  concerning  the  ship  of  Hartlepool. 

11.  That  it  be  reported  to  the  House  [of  Commons]  from  this  Committee 

to  take  into  consideration  the  service  of  Major-G-enl.  Skippon. 

12.  That  the  business  of  Capt.  Tuttle,  of  Bushwell  Hall,  be  reported  to  the 

[Commons']  House  to-morrow. 

13.  Likewise  that,  the  ports  being  opened,  the  declaration  concerning  the 

French  Agent  [M.  de  Sabran]  may  be  speedily  sent  away.

now  second  our  yesterday's  request  that  the  Earl  of  Manchester 
may  come  to  us  with  all  speed  possible,  as  also  that  ever  to  be 
honoured  Major  Skippon  may  bring  us  such  foot  of  his  Excel- 
lency's [the  Lord  General's]  as  are  fit  to  march.  We  beseechyou 
cast  not  a  thought  upon  our  differing  about  command.  If  this  be 
done  in  time  the  latter  part  of  summer  may  answer  to  the  success 
of  the  former  part.  Five  companies  are  come  last  night  from 
Sussex.

Genl.  Cromwell's  rendezvous  if  Sir  Thos.  Glemham  was  marched 
[with  the  Royalist  horse]  from  Newark  by  Ashby  [-de-la-Zouch], 
the  truth  of  which  information  a  letter  from  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester gives  us  ground  to  suspect.

October  1.  The  same  to  Edward  Earl  of  Manchester.  We  have  received 
Derby  House.  y0Urs  of  the  30th  Sept.  from  Eeading.  Touching  the  orders  of  this 
Committee  for  recalling  Col.  Fleetwood's  regiment  of  horse,  they 
were  conditional  upon  information  from  Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell  that 
Sir  Thos.  Glemham  had  marched  from  Newark  with  21  colours  of 
[Royalist]  horse,  which  circumstance  proving  true  he  was  to  return, 
but  not  otherwise.  Upon  receipt  of  your  letter  we  have  again 
written  to  Fleetwood  not  to  return  unless  that  information  prove 
true,  but  to  proceed  on  his  journey  to  Lincolnshire.  We  likewise 
renew  our  desires  to  you  to  send  your  horse  and  foot  according  to 
former  orders.

October  2.  Sir  Thos.  Middleton  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  I 
Red  Castle,  make  bold  to  acquaint  you  that  since  my  last  we  have  obtained 
a  second  victory  in  taking  Red  Castle  [in  Salop]  after  an  hour's 
fight  without  the  loss  of  one  man.  We  attacked  it  this 
at  4  a.m.  with  300  foot,  leaving  only  100  men  with  the 
and  this  force,  with  50  horse,  is  all  the  strength  that  I  have  left, 
the  rest  being  run  away  for  want  of  pay,  whereby  you  will  perceive 
the  weakness  of  my  condition.  In  this  event  it  pleased  God  to 
magnify  himself  upon  his  enemies,  for  it  was  conceived  impossible 
to  take  that  castle  with  fewer  than  10,000  men,  and  at  least  a  six 
months'  siege.  The  place  is  of  great  concernment,  and  so  we  were 
resolved  to  venture  our  lives  or  take  it.  I  caused  a  petard  to  be 
prepared  and  some  grenades,  and  in  the  morning  when  it  was  dark, 
the  moon  being  gone  down,  I  drew  out  300  foot  and  marched 
towards  the  castle.  Then  dividing  ourselves  into  three  companies 
we  took  up  our  several  positions  about  the  castle.  They  shot  very 
hotly;  we  answered  them  again,  and  in  the  time  of  our  fight  John 
Arundel,  my  gunner,  got  to  the  outermost  gate  and  fastened  his 
petard,  when  suddenly  the  gate  was  blown  open  and  our  men 
rushed  in.  They  then  broke  open  the  second  gate,  and  so  entered 
into  and  won  the  castle,  wherein  we  took  the  Lord  Powis  himself, 
3  captains,  2  officers,  and  about  70  other  soldiers  prisoners, 
besides  40  horses  and  200  arms.  I  am  in  want  now  both  of  men 
and  money,  which  if  you  would  afford  me,  in  any  reasonable  pro- 
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portion,  I  doubt  not  very  shortly  I  could  reduce  this  and  other 
adjoining  counties.  Please  hasten  down  Col.  Barton  and  Sir  Wm. 
Middleton  with  their  horse  to  me,  and  send  a  considerable  sum  for 
payment  of  my  officers  and  soldiers  and  for  recruiting,  in  regard  my 
forces  sent  by  sea  have  not  yet  arrived.

It  seems  he  now  under- 
stands our  strength  and  will  take  the  planes.  If  forces  could  have 
been  drawn  together  in.  time  we  should  certainly  have  given  you  a 
good  account.  We  hear  of  forces  afar  off,  but  it  is  most  necessary 
that  they  be  speedily  brought  together.  We  know  not  the  intentions 
of  the  enemy,  but  as  he  advances  so  you  shall  hear  further  from  us.

Sir  John  Meldrum  to  the  same.  Upon  sight  of  your  last  letters 
directed  to  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  and  the  Committee  at  Manchester 
requiring  their  best  assistance  in  raising  the  siege  of  Montgomery 
Castle,  being  a  place  of  great  concernment  for  the  reduction  of 
North  Wales,  I  desired  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  leave  two  troops  of 
horse,  which  with  Sir  Thos.  Middleton's  foot  could  within  three 
clays  have  furnished  the  castle  with  victuals.  A  copy  of  my  letter 
to  Sir  Wm.  to  this  effect  I  send  inclosed,  with  a  copy  of  Sir  Thos. 
Middleton's  last  letter  to  me.  I  have  much  ado  to  bring  back  the 
Lancashire  foot  to  their  quarters  before  Liverpool  in  regurd  to 
their  want  of  obedience  even  to  their  own  officers,  the  unseason- 
ableness  of  the  weather,  and  the  time  of  harvest.  They  have  had 
no  pay  for  18  weeks,  and  been  much  pinched  for  want  of  victuals 
ever  since  they  have  been  under  my  charge,  the  country  being  so 
wasted  and  spoiled  by  Prince  Rupert's  two  journeys  through 
Lancashire.  The  country  has  not  shown  itself  sensible  of  my  great 
charges,  but  this  I  rather  attribute  to  the  wants  of  the  time  than 
any  disrespect  to  myself.  During  my  being  abroad  the  enemy  has 
taken  diverse  of  our  men  whilst  sleeping  upon  their  guards,  and  by 
what  is  intercepted,  I  find  them  reduced  to  great  extremities  by 
inviting  the  garrison  at  Lathom  House,  consisting  of  200  horse  and 
300  foot  under  Col.  Ver  [Vere],  who  since  the  rout  at  Ormskirk  has 
been  there,  to  fall  upon  some  of  our  quarters  upon  Thursday  next, 
and  in  the  meantime  those  within  the  town  resolve  to  fall 
desperately  upon  some  of  our  quarters  and  to  make  their  retreat 
towards  Lathom  House.  I  hope,  if  the  foot  come  up,  we  shall  be 
able  to  cross  the  enemy  in  both  their  attempts.  I  am  much 
solicited  by  Lord  Fairfax  to  withdraw  myself  with  the  Yorkshire 
horse  back  to  Yorkshire,  but  am  very  unwilling  to  abandon  the 
siege  of  a  place  of  so  much  importance,  unless  I  be  constrained  by 
the  necessities  above  expressed,  want  of  men  and  victuals.  I  am  very 
jealous  that  my  last  .letters  delivered  to  Sir  William  Brereton  have 
not  come  to  your  hand*.  I  have  had  some  discourse  with  a  Colonel, 
who  tells  me  that  he  saw  a  printed  diurnal  at  York,  giving  Sir  Wm. 
the  whole  praise  of  the  victory  at  Montgomery  Castle,  whereof,  I 
take  God  to  witness,  he  was  free  and  innocent  either  of  contriving. 
ordering,  or  executing  of  that  service,  as  [he  was]  standing  by  the 
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cannon,  whilst  others  were  in  fight,  at  a  very  far  distance  from  any 
clanger.  I  have  never  studied  much  to  get  applause  by  popular 
airs,  and  should  rather  [neither]  envy  such  counterfeit  glory,  nor 
pity  my  own  infelicity,  being  ranked  with  so  worthy  and  noble  a 
gentleman  as  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  who  was  served  with  the  (same 
measure  in  the  victory  before  Nantwich.  I  have  seen  two  printed 
diurnals  ;  in  the  one  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  is  highly  extolled  for  the 
overthrow  given  [to  the  enemy]  at  Oimskirk,  when  he  was  at  least 
30  miles  from  the  place,  and  where  there  were  none  of  the  Cheshire 
forces  but  such  as  came  to  Ormskirk  by  my  order  and  against  his 
will ;  in  the  other  the  Earl  of  Derby  is  made  to  come  to  raise  the  siege 
before  Liverpool,  but  totally  routed  by  Sir  Wm.  Brereton.  In  my 
former  I  enlarged  upon  the  personal  carriage  of  Sir  William  Brereton, 
wherein  I  desire  not  to  be  mistaken  as  that  I  meant  otherwise  than 
of  his  modesty  and  carein  keeping  those  under  his  charge  together 
in  good  temper.  Upon  an  imagination  I  had  that  both  Houses  of 
Parliament  would  have  been  glad  to  have  exchanged  any  of  the  like 
quality  with  Col.  Weem  [Wemyss]  Master  of  the  Ordnance  to  Sir 
Wm.  Waller,  who  is  now  a  prisoner  at  Ludlow  [having  been  taken 
prisoner  at  Cropredy  Bridge],  I  proposed  to  Sir  Thos.  Tillisley 
[Tildesley],  who  has  been  Major-General  and  Colonel  of  foot,  that 
if  he  would  procure  Col.  Wemes  his  liberty,  I  would  use  my  best 
endeavours  to  set  him  [Sir  Thos.]  free,  but  upon  discourse  with  the 
Lancashire  Colonels  I  find  [Sir  Thos.  Tildesley]  has  been  a  great 
enemy  to  the  country,  and  was  the  first  man  who  drew  blood  in 
Lancashire  in  that  cause,  upon  which  account  I  have  stayed  that 
exchange  until  your  pleasure  be  known  therein.  [Ibid.,  pp.  17-19.

Derby  House.  We  have  received  yours  of  30th  Sept.  We  approve  of  what  you 
have  done,  and  do  give  you  hearty  thanks.  We  hope  a  good 
supply  of  arms  and  clothes  are  come  to  you.  An  order  is  this 
day  passed  the  House  of  Commons  for  caps  for  your  soldiers,  Avhich, 
with  10,000£.  ready  for  your  army,  as  Mr.  Nicoll  now  informs  us, 
and  the  other  arms  and  clothes,  we  will  endeavour  to  hasten  to 
you.  We  see  you  will  not  stay  from  service  but  upon  unavoidable 
necessities.

We  hope  the  Ordinance  empowering  your 
Lordship  to  seize  horses  will  provide  for  mounting  the  foot  as\vell 
as  for  draught  horses.  You  write  of  your  need  of 'horse  for  present 
service,  which  you  desire  us  to  take  into  consideration  in  regard 
of  what  we  wrote  of  your  horse  going  to  Sir  Win.

The 
discontentments  amongst  the  horse  and  foot  here,  before 
Liverpool,  who,  in  a  manner,  cannot  be  drawn  to  do  any  kind  of 
duty,  especially  the  horse,  have  enforced  me  to  hasten  my  reso- 
lution to  send  a  summons  to  the  town,  the  copy  whereof  I  enclose 
with  the  answer  [thereto],  and  my  return  thereupon.

I  have  expressly  sent  the  bearer,  my  servant,  who  will  return  with 
any  despatch  from  your  Lordships.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  Since  my  last  to  you 
I  have  been  certified  by  Sir  W.  Waller  that  the  King  is  marching- 
eastward,  and  by  my  own  scouts  I  learn  that  he  quartered  upon 
Wednesday  night  5  miles  on  this  side  Dorchester,  and  that  he 
marches  very  fast.  It  is  reported  at  Oxford  that  he  will  come  by 
way  of  Newbury  and  Abingdon  to  Oxford.

The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  same.  Col.  Fortescue  and  Major 
Murfett  of  Southampton  coming  to  me  about  business  of  the 
soldiers  and  garrison,  I  told  them  of  Waller's  intelligence  that  the 
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King  was  advanced  as  far  as  Dorchester,  which  they  confirmed,  and 
said  that  Major  Sydenham  was  gone  up  to  London.  I  wondering 
very  much  at  his  taking  this  time  to  go  away,  having  the  command 
of  the  horse  in  Dorsetshire,  they  replied  that  he  Avent  by  reason  of 
the  great  necessity  the  soldiers  were  in,  and  that  his  brother  [Col. 
Wm.  Sydenham]  was  in  as  bad  case  at  Weymouth  for  want  ot 
money,  and  that  he  thought  he  should  be  forced  to  make  his  best 
advantage  of  the  garrison  or  ship  his  men  and  go  away.  Although 
these  gentlemen  told  it  me  in  discourse  amongst  other  things,  yet  it 
caused  [in  me]  a  great  apprehension  knowing  Weymouth  to  be  a 
place  of  such  infinite  consequence  to  the  enemy,  and  that  such 
speeches  ought  not  to  be  spread  abroad,  being  enough  to  make  the 
Ling  attempt  it,  though  otherwise  he  should  have  no  thought  of  it; 
I  was  astonished  that  such  thoughts  should  enter  into  their  hearts, 
the  town  being  so  well  manned,  and  they  not  to  acquaint  me  with 
it,  I  being  so  near,  in  order  to  see  if  I  could  not  redress  their 
wants.  Upon  these  grounds  T  took  this  present  resolution  to  send 
away  the  "  Lily  "  frigate  with  my  secretary,  giving  him  instructions 
to  take  500?.  in  money  with  him,  which,  on  his  arrival  [at  Wey- 
mouth], he  was  to  leave  in  the  frigate,  whilst  he  went  into  the 
town  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  if  he  found  that  the 
garrison  was  not  in  order  for  want  of  pay  and  that  this  sum  would 
cause  them  to  return  to  their  loyalty  and  duty  to  the  Parliament, 
he  should  then  deliver  them  that  money.  I  thought  this  a  business 
of  so  great  consequence  that  you  ought  at  once  to  have  notice  of  it.

October  3.  Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  I  perceive  by  your  last 
Reading.  letters  that  you  remain  unsatisfied  with  me  for  not  marching  further 
westward.  In  my  late  letter  I  represented  my  condition  to  you.  I 
have  "since  received  other  letters  from  Norfolk  remonstrating  against 
their  forces  being  carried  so  far  away  from  them  as  they  heard  was 
intended.  They  request  me  to  improve  my  interest  in  effecting 
their  desires,  otherwise  they  feared  they  should  be  disabled  as  to 
further  recruits  or  payments  of  money.  I  should  fail  in  my  duty 
both  to  them  and  you  if  I  were  not  to  declare  this  to  you.  As  to 
my  marching  further  westward,  which  I  conceive  is  to  Newbury, 
that  place  being  appointed  for  a  rendezvous  for  the  Lord  General's 
[Essex']  foot  and  mine,  I  have  ordered  two  regiments  of  foot  to  lie 
in  Newbury,  which  is  more  than  the  town  can  well  accommodate 
in  addition  to  those  forces  of  Major-General  Browne  that  are  there 
already.  The  rest  of  my  foot  are  quartered  in  this  town  and  the 
villages  hereabouts,  and  they  shall  be  within  a  day's  march  of  the 
rendezvous.  I  confess  I  have  ordered  it  in  this  manner  because  it 
gives  some  satisfaction  to  the  counties  which  intrust  me,  and  it 
refreshes  the  foot  for  whom  I  have  not  as  yet  money  nor  clothes 
which  I  expect  in  a  few  days.  As  for  the  horse  which  you  direct 
me  to  send  to  Malborough  [Marlborough]  they  are  thus  disposed  at 
this  present,  4  troops  at  Basing  and  9  near  Newbury,  so  that  they 
may  be  assistant  either  to  Newbury  or  Abingdon  if  there  be  occasion. 
The  rest  of  those  troops  that  are  with  me  lie  quartered  about  this

Upon  veiy  large  tes- 
timony of  Col.  John  Hutchinson's  good  services  and  fidelity  to 
the  Parliament,  I  sent  him  a  commission  for  guarding  Nottingham 
Castle,  not  knowing  at  that  time  any  one  of  more  trust  for  such  an 
employment.

Sir  Win.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  We 
gave  you  notice  that  the  King's  head-quarters  on  Tuesday  night 
were  at  Frampton.  On  Wednesday  he  kept  his  rendezvous  near 
Dorchester,  and  that  night  his  head-quarter  was  Sherborne,  and 
there  the  King  and  Prince  now  are.  Our  horse  were  drawn 
up  in  the  planes  yesterday,  and  have  remained  there  all  through 
this  night,  and  so  must  continue  while  we  are  able  to  lie  near  the 
enemy.

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October  5.       The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 

Portsmouth.  J  have  just  received  your  directions,  and  will  use  all  diligence  to 
put  them  in  practice,  but  fear  it  will  be  a  longer  time  than  you 
expect.  Of  all  those  wants  I  wrote  of  in  my  last  I  have  as  yet 
received  none,  not  even  the  foot  officers.  To  show  you  it  is  no 
fault  of  mine,  I  entrusted  the  mustering,  arming,  and  clothing  of 
the  foot  to  the  two  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Parliament. 
I  doubt  not  but  they  will  use  all  diligence,  yet  I  shall  send 
to-morrow  to  quicken  them.  I  will  send  j'ou  besides  a  note  of 
what  officers  of  foot  are  wanting  in  this  army.  I  intend  to  use  my 
best  industry  to  make  the  foot  march  without  money,  but  fear 
much  the  event.  My  Lords,  I  drew  up  a  despatch  to  you  this 
afternoon,  seeing  there  were  so  many  delays  here  from  taking  the 
field,  and  being  unwilling  to  lie  still  here,  whilst  the  horse  are  in 
action,  till  the  army  were  drawn  together,  that  I  might  repair 
thither.  But  one  of  the  main  reasons  [why]  I  did  not  certify  you 
[was]  fearing  that  I  might  be  thought  to  have  other  ends  than  my 
true  intention,  which  is  to  prevent  your  Lordships  from  hot 
alarms.  For  the  clearing  of  that  point  let  me  affirm  this  truth, 
that  all  particular  spleens  or  provocations  I  may  have  towards  any 
under  my  command,  I  shall  lay  them  aside  during  my  being  in  the 
field  and  shall  use  them  with  all  respect,  and  when  I  come  out 
of  the  field  I  Avill  submit  myself  and  them  to  the  justice  of  my 
masters  whom  I  serve.  Scouts  are  useful  to  prepare  officers  and 
soldiers  to  fear  the  worst,  but  [well]  grounded  intelligence  is  to  be 
[obtained  only]  from  a  party  of  the  army  commanded  by  one 
whom  we  may  confide  in.  I  have  sent  you  enclosed  the  last 
intelligence  I  have  received,  but  if  anything  in  the  letter  should 
displease  you,  I  pray  let  not  the  gentleman  suffer  for  a  private 
communication  to  me,  otherwise  I  shall  be  more  sparing  in  pre- 
senting the  letters  to  your  view,  but  if  I  may  know  at  any  time 
what  is  not  liked,  I  shall  seek  to  redress  it.  I  hope  he  may  have 
from  you  speedily  an  answer  to  the  letter  he  wrote  this  day.

October  5.  The  same  to  the  same.  My  secretary  is  returned  from 
Portsmouth.  Weymouth,  and  has  brought  back  the  money  [500Z.].  By  the 
enclosed  you  will  see  that  the  town  at  present  is  in  no  danger. 
Major  Sydenham,  being  at  London,  can  give  [you  the]  best  account 
of  his  word.  Col.  [Wm.]  Sydenham  needs  encouragement,  the 
place  [Weymouth]  being  of  great  consequence.  My  Lords,  I  doubt 
not  of  your  great  care  to  provide  necessaries  for  the  army,  that 
they  may  presently  take  the  field,  but  they  are  so  long  a-coming, 
money  being  a  scarce  commodity,  that  I  must  desire  you  to  send 
the  foot  officers  to  take  charge  of  the  foot  and  to  bring  them  to 
the  rendezvous,  that  I  may  presently  put  myself  at  the  head  of  the 
horse.  I  doubt  not  a  little  to  quicken  the  work,  if  the  enemy  lie 
not  very  fast,  besides  keeping  up  a  good  agreement  [amongst  the 
officers],  there  being  then  no  dispute  about  command  when  Sir 
Wm.  Balfour  is  there.  I  have  received  this  day  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Tate,  requiring   me    to   send   Dalbier   presently  up  to  be  a 
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witness  in  [Col.]  Butler's  examination.  He  is  of  great  use  [here] 
for  his  judgment,  and  especially  for  quartering  the  horse,  which  are 
in  continual  motion,  but  if  required  I  will  send  him  up.  I  doubt 
not  he  will  be  more  ready  to  come  up  than  I  shall  be  willing  to 
spare  him  at  this  present.  I  am  so  weary  of  lying  still  and  doing- 
nothing,  that  if  I  hear  not  from  you,  and  officers  of  foot  arrive 
with  whom  I  may  leave  the  charge  here,  I  shall  take  it  for  granted 
as  well  pleasing  to  your  Lordships  that  I  should  put  myself  at  the 
head  of  my  horse.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  I  have  received  yours 
of  the  4th  inst.  As  for  Col.  Sparrow's  regiment,  the  Committee 
of  Essex  desire  that  I  would  take  it  for  part  of  the  recruits  of  my 
own  regiment,  but  I  shall  not  take  upon  me  the  disposing  of  it 
without  your  approbation,  and  shall  expect  some  other  course  to  be 
taken  for  my  recruits.  In  accordance  with  your  commands  I  keep 
constant  correspondence  with  the  Lord  General  and  Sir  Wm. 
Waller.  Most  of  my  horse  are  quartered  in  Hungerford,  and  I 
have  informed  Sir  Wm.  Waller  that  upon  any  occasion  he  may 
command  their  services.  I  ha,ve  appointed  two  troops  to  be  ready 
to  wait  upon  the  City  brigade  when  they  shall  be  at  Colebrooke 
[Colnbrook].  As  for  Capt.  Middleton's  troop,  I  left  it  at  Huntingdon 
to  be  recruited,  and  he  is  now  there.  I  believe  those  parts  at  this 
time  are  in  so  great  fears  that  if  I  should  call  him  from  thence  it 
may  prove  inconvenient,  but  if  you  command  me  I  shall  do  it, 
being  always  ready  to  obey  your  Lordships.

Major-General  Browne  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
This  afternoon  a  great  fire  began  in  Oxford,  and  after  sermon  time 
I  rode  with  a  party  within  view  of  it,  one  half  of  the  town  being 
apparently  burnt  down.  The  fire  continues  still  in  most  furious 
manner,  and  if  it  burn  till  the  morning  I  believe  almost  the  whole 
town  will  be  consumed.  I  conceive  some  advantage  may  be  taken 
by  their  present  distraction,  and  have  therefore  drawn  out  all  my 
horse  to  lie  before  it  this  night  to  take  up  such  as  may  possibly 
desire  to  run  away,  and  have  sent  to  acquaint  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester therewith,  desiring  him,  should  he  think  fit,  to  concur  with 
me,  or  at  least  to  keep  them  from  [obtaining]  new  provisions.  It 
may  please  you  to  hasten  the  trained  bands  to  his  Lordship,  as  there 
may  be  present  need  of  them.  (Interregnum  17  E.,  -pp.  30,  31. 
Copy ■=§  p.] 

Col.  Edward  Massie  to  the  same.  Yours  of  the  28th  ult.  reached 
me  at  Monmouth  informing  me  of  Sir  Thos.  Glemham's  march 
from  Newark  with  21  colours  of  horse  and  dragoons.  I  have 
not  received  any  further  news  of  their  march,  but  conceive  their 
aim  to  be  at  Banbury,  if  they  can  muster  sufficient  strength.  As 
for  joining  with  Prince  Kupert  I  conceive  they  would  experience 
much  difficulty,  except  their  strength  be  greater  [than  we  suppose], 
since  the  Prince  has  few  forces  left  to  meet  [them  on]  their  march, 
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all  or  the  greater  part  of  his  horse  still  remaining  under  arrest  by 
ns  in  "Wales.  By  this  time  the  Welsh  themselves  do  as  much 
dislike  their  company  as  they  did  ours.  We  hope  by  continuing 
them  there  they  will  daily  fall  away,  or  at  best  fall  to  loggerheads 
amongst  themselves.  You  have  already  been  informed  of  our 
entrance  into  Monmouth,  and  I  shall  therefore  only  briefly  narrate 
the  manner  of  our  proceedings.  Some  offers  were  made  by  Lieut.- 
Col.  Kyrle  to  deliver  the  town  into  my  hands,  but  these  proved 
unsatisfactory,  so  it  remained  until  the  time  we  set  upon  it  suitable 
to  my  desires.  When,  having  pursued  Prince  Rupert's  horse  into 
Wales  and  towards  Chepstow,  I  found  it  time  for  me  to  look  to 
Beachley  passage,  [it  being  my  object]  not  only  to  hinder  the 
Prince's  horse,  but  to  destroy  their  project  of  strengthening  that 
fort  and  passage  [over  the  Wye].  That  done,  on  my  return  back 
I  quartered  near  Monmouth,  on  the  Forest  [of  Dean]  side,  and 
haviDg  received  an  answer  to  a  message  I  sent  Lieut.-Col.  Kyrle, 
I  concerted  with  him  this  plan,  that  I  should  feign  a  speedy  post 
with  letters  from  Gloucester  side,  requiring  me  to  return  with  my 
force  to  secure  the  country  from  the  enemy  already  fallen  upon  us 
from  Bristol  and  Berkeley,  and  this  message  coming  to  my  hand 
at  the  house  of  Mr.  Hall,  of  High-meadow,  a  Papist,  I  knew  it 
would  want  no  wings  for  its  despatch  to  Monmouth,  by  which 
means  Lieut.-Col.  Kyrle  might  have  an  opportunity,  without  sus- 
picion or  jealousy,  to  draw  out  a  party  to  press  upon  our  rear  or 
cut  off  stragglers.  This  being  done,  I  set  out  upon  a  sudden  march 
towards  Gloucester,  2  or  8  miles  from  them,  lodging  my  forces 
in  a  thicket  of  the  forest,  and  so  preventing  the  enemy's  discovery 
of  us  by  out  scouts.  Then  about  12  at  night  we  surprised  Kyrle's 
troop  and  inarched  with  him  to  Monmouth,  but  the  alarm  being 
given  by  one  who  escaped  made  our  attempt  the  more  difficult. 
Kyrle,  however,  succeeded  in  persuading  the  officer  of  the  guard, 
and  he  the  Governor,  that  there  was  no  truth  in  the  alarm,  so  the 
bridge  was  let  down,  and  Kyrle  with  the  first  party  crossed,  but 
.not  without  suspicion,  so  the  first  party  had  almost  been  surprised, 
only  seeing  it  time  to  lay  about  them  they  made  good  the  passage 
and  bridge  by  which  they  had  entered  until  our  greater  force 
came  up.  It  being  rainy  and  dark  the  Governor  and  soldiers 
escaped,  so  we  took  only  one  major,  3  captains,  and  some  few 
officers,  with  about  60  soldiers,  5  barrels  of  gunpowder,  and  a  few 
arms.  This  alarm  soon  spread  to  the  whole  country,  and  especially 
at  Ragland  Castle  with  the  Marquis  of  Worcester,  who  raised  all 
the  county,  and  called  in  to  his  assistance  some  of  Prince  Rdpert's 
horse,  proclaiming  that  we  were  resolved  to  put  man,  woman,  and 
child  to  the  sword,  which  report  caused  the  country  in  general  to 
rise  against  us.  So  the  second  day  after  our  entry  into  the  town  I 
sent  out  a  party  under  Capt.  Rochford  to  beat  off  the  country  from 
the  guard  commanded  by  Capt.  Gainsford,  who  had  formerly  been 
our  prisoner.  In  this  encounter  we  slew  about  20,  and  took 
16  prisoners.  To  revenge  this  loss  Sir  Wm.  Blackstone,  with  his 
brigade  of  Prince  Rupert's  horse,  joined  with  the  trained  bands  of 
the  county  and  the  forces  from  Chepstow  and  Ragland,  con- 
y  56314,  B 
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sisting  in  all  of  500  horse  and  1,200  foot,  fell  upon  a  strong  house 
held  by  two  troops  of  our  horse  and  10  musketeers,  whom  by  good 
hap  I  head  put  in  the  night  before,  being  Sunday,  the  29th  Sep- 
tember. Capt.  Bailey  aud  Lieut.  Page  behaved  themselves  very 
resolutely,  and  maintained  their  position  until  Captain  Backhouse, 
my  now  Major,  was  able  to  come  to  their  relief  with  my  own 
troop  and  others  quartered  about  the  country,  who  faced  the 
enemy,  whilst  I  commanded  150  or  160  foot  out  of  the  town. 
Several  encounters  then  followed,  but  ultimately  we  put  the 
enemy  to  a  running  retreat,  wherein  we  wounded  many,  took 
60  prisoners  and  slew  70,  besides  one  major  of  horse  and  two  cap- 
tains taken.  Col.  Blackstone  was  also  wounded  in  the  thigh  most 
dangerously.  Our  pursuit  was  stopped  by  reason  of  a  river  over 
which  the  enemy  passed  and  then  pulled  up  the  biidge,  so  we  were 
hindered  from  advancing  further.  Such  prisoners  as  belonged  to 
the  trained  bands  and  country  people  I  caused  to  be  friendly 
treated,  and  discharged  with  letters  to  their  masters  or  others  who 
wished  well  to  the  Parliament.  These  being  now  dispersed,  and 
we  having  marched  in  several  directions  without  doing  any  or  but 
little  spoil,  the  country  people  express  themselves  to  affect  us  more 
than  the  other  party,  which  is  much  to  do  so  near  the  Earl  of 
Worcester,  our  neighbour.  I  have  written  to  several  gentlemen 
supposed  to  be  best  affected  in  that  county,  assuring  them  of  my 
intention  to  hold  Monmouth  for  the  service  of  the  Parliament,  but 
as  yet  have  received  no  replies  except  only  one  from  Mr.  Jones,  of 
Usk.  I  have,  however,  great  hope  of  a  sudden  change,  since  not- 
withstanding the  late  great  summons  of  the  Earl  of  Worcester,  and 
since  their  beating,  the  country  stirs  not  much,  but  some  few 
adventure  into  our  market  who  before  fled  driving  their  cattle 
away  for  fear  of  us,  except  only  Sir  Chas.  Somerset,  the  Earl  of 
Worcester's  brother.  As  yet  we  can  get  no  money  for  our  troops, 
amongst  whom  is  much  discontent  for  want  of  necessaries,  and  now 
as  winter  approaches  despair  of  supply  has  caused  some  of  my 
resolutest  men  to  seek  subsistence  elsewhere.  I  dare  say  my 
regiment  of  horse  is  now  120  weaker  than  it  was  eight  weeks  past, 
and  daily  decreases.  Our  officers  of  foot  are  likewise  exceedingly 
discontented,  so  that  those  who  should  raise  foot,  our  great  want 
for  the  service  entered  upon,  are  so  discouraged  that  the  work  goes 
slowly  on.  Should  the  enemy  return  in  strength  I  shall  be  neces- 
sitated to  draw  off,  not  being  able  to  make  good  the  same  and 
keep  my  other  garrisons,  for  it  is  impossible  that  two  regiments 
of  foot,  not  above  1,800  in  all,  should  make  good  Gloucester, 
Tewkesbury,  Sudeley,  Beverstone,  Slimbridge,  Newnham,  and 
Monmouth  unless  we  may  have  encouragement  to  raise  other 
forces,  Col.  Harley's  being  in  good  forwardness,  only  money  is 
wanting  for  them  as  well  as  the  rest.  I  hope  shortly  some  will  be 
raised  in  Monmouth  by  our  Committee  [here  at  Gloucester],  who 
as  yet  can  make  nothing  of  it.  I  understand  by  the  Speaker's 
letter  that  5001.  has  been  assigned  for  payment  of  our  horse,  which 
will  come  exceedingly  seasonably.  Want  of  dragoons  for  winter 
service.     I  have  only  3  new  recruiting  troops.     My  present  occa- 
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sion,  added  to  the  thing3  at  Gloucester,  which  call  me  hither  at 
present,  will  speedily  command  from  me  another  address  to  your 
Honours,  humbly  desiring  your  Committee  will  continue  to  me  your 
favours.

I  have  ordered 
two  more  troops  to  inarch  to-morrow  night  to  Colnbrook.  Yesterday 
I  sent  orders  to  the  horse  at  Hungerford  to  march  to  Salisbury  and 
signify  to  Sir  Wm.  Waller  their  readiness  to  obey  his  commands. 
P.S. — Since  writing  this  I  have  received  intelligence  from  Waller 
of  the  King's  advancing  with  his  army;  and  that  he,  Waller, 
intends  to  retreat,  according  to  your  orders,  to  Marlborough.  I 
only  offer  this  as  my  humble  opinion,  that  the  sooner  the  foot 
come  up  altogether  it  will  be  the  more  advantageous  to  your  affairs.

The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  same.  Having  neither  heard 
from  your  Lordship,  Sir  W.  Waller,  nor  Dalbier  since  my  last,  I 
cannot  yet  take  any  resolution.  Col.  Barclay  is  now  come  down, 
whom  I  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Commissioners  [sent  down 
by  Parliament]  to  learn  when  they  would  have  completed  the 
clothing  and  arming  of  the  soldiers,  so  that  I  might  know  when 
we  could  march.  He  says  they  cannot  despatch  them  till  Monday 
night,  which  finished  I  hope  to  give  a  real  testimony  that  I  would 
not  stay  an  hour  longer  than  necessity  compells  me.  We  have  as 
yet  neither  drums,  partisans,  nor  halberds.  It  will  not  only  be 
difficult  to  call  the  soldiers  together  without  drums,  but  the  enemy, 
now  that  we  are  to  march  from  them  without  sound  of  drums,  will 
say  that  we  run  away,  they  being  more  valiant  in  voice  than  in 
action.  If  our  speed  in  marching  does  not  answer  your  expectation, 
the  Commissioners  [here]  can  best  account  for  the  reason  of  the 
delay.

This  day,  upon  receipt  of  your 
letter,  I  sent  him  a  copy  of  it  and  renewed  my  orders  to  him  for 
his  present  marchi:.g  up  to  the  re*t  of  the  horse.  I  have  sent  to 
the  Lor  J  General  [Lssex]  to  know  where  I  am  to  attend  his  com- 
mands with  the  forces  I  have  here,  I  cannot  tell  which  way  to 
march  until  I  receive  his  instructions.  The  soldiers  who  are  here 
with  me  think  that  I  am  in  as  fit  a  posture  to  join  the  Lord 
Geueral  as  I  can  be.

Brief  notes  endorsed  "  Abstract  of  the  papers  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Scotland  delivered  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 
1644,  14  October."  1.  Papers  represented  to  the  Houses  of  Par- 
liament by  their  Commissioners,  without  the  answers  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  Estates  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland.  2.  The  9th  of 
September  the  Commissioners  of  Scotland  residing  with  the  army 
before  Newcastle  presented  some  directions  which  have  been  re- 
ported to  the  House  of  Commons,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  at 
which  the  Commissioners  of  Scotland  cannot  be  present.  3.  [By] 
the  Ordinance  of  September  16, 1643,  for  keeping  better  intelligence 
between  these  kingdoms,  their  Committees  and  Councils,  your 
Lordships  and  these  gentlemen  are  appointed  to  deal  with  us  in 
such  things  as  shall  be  propounded  by  us,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland,  for  the  ends  expressed  in  the  said  Ordinance, 
as  likewise  to  propound  to  us  whatsoever  you  should  receive  in 
charge  from  both  Houses,  and  from  time  to  time  advise  considering 
the  same,  and  report  the  result  to  both  Houses,  4.  Paper  of 
21  August  proposed  that  some  course  be  taken  for  preventing  the

Washbourne  for  his  troop  to  march  up 

to  the  City  brigade. 

7.  That  Manchester  be  desired  to  scad  up  two  troops  to  [join]  the  City 

brigade. 

8.  That  the  Committee  of  Militia  and  their  sub-committees  be  desired  to 

speed  away  the  rest  oi' the  brigade  remaining  in  the  City  and  their 
train  of  artillery. 

9.  Instructions  for  the  conduct  of  the  Lord  General's  army,  the  forces  of 

the  Earl  of  Manchester  and  of  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  and  such  other  forces 
as  shall  be  joined  with  them  : — 

(1.)  Those  forces  phall  be  ordered  by  his  Excellency  ihe  Burl  of 
Essex,  Lord  General,  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  LordR  ibartes, 
Sir  Wm.  Waller.  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg,  and  Oliver  Cromwell, 
Esq.,  M.P.'s,  and  of  this  Committee,  and  by  such  others  and 
in  such  manner  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by 
this  Committee,  as  followeth. 

(2.)  His  Excellency  is  to  summon  the  meeting  of  the  said  persons 
when  he  shall  think  fit,  or  when  he  shall  be  desired  by  any 
three  of  them,  or,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  his  Excellency, 
any  three  of  them  may  summon  the  meeting  of  the  persons 
aforesaid. 

(3.)  That  designs,  battles,  sieges,  assaults,  and  the  disposing  of  the 
forces  in  whole  or  in  part  (when  thej'  have  no  particular 
direction  from  this  Committee,  or  that  in  their  judgment  or 
in  the  judgment  of  any  four  of  them  they  have  not  con- 
venient time  to  advise  with  this  Committee),  shhll  be 
ordered  by  the  advice  of  the  greater  number  of  the  persons 
before  named,  four  of  them  at  least  being  present,  whereof 
those  sent  from  hence  to  be  two. 

(4.)  No  battles  shall  be  fought,  no  place  beleaguered  or  assaulted, 
nor  any  enterprise  undertaken  by  the  armies  jointly  or 
severally,  without  the  advice  of  the  greater  number  or  the 
persons  aforesaid. 

(5.)  That  the  Lord  General's  own  regiment  of  horse  and  his  own 
regiment  of  foot  shall  always  march  in  the  van,  if  he  pleases, 
and  that  his  other  regiments  and  all  the  other  forces  upon 
their  march  shall  be  in  the  van  and  rear  by  turns,  unless  it 
shall  upon  special  occasion  be  ordered  otherwise  by  tbe 
greater  number  of  the  persons  aforesaid. 

(6.)  That  the  several  forces  according  to  their  number  or  strength 
perform  equal  duties  of  watching  and  guard,  &c,  unless  it 
shall  upon  special  occasion  be  ordered  otherwise  by  the 
greater  number  of  the  persons  aforesaid. 

(7.)  That  quartering  fhall  be  indifferently  appointed,  and  that 
victuals  and  ammunition  sent  for  the  common  use  of  the 
army  be  equally  distributed. 

(8.)  That  the  Lord  General,  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  Lord  Robartes, 
Sir  Wm.  Waller,  Sir  A.  Haselrigg.  and  Oliver  Cromwell,  Esq., 
or  the  greater  part  of  them,  shall  have  power,  w  th  the  con- 
current advice  and  consent  of  the  persons  sent  from  hence, 
or  with  the  approbation  of  this  Committee,  to  determine  all 
differences  between  the  several  forces  or  their  commanders- 
in-chief  or  other  officers. 

(9.)  That  the  forces  joined  with  his  Excellency  [the  Lord  General's], 
being  distinct  forces,  are  to  be  commanded  by  their  own 
respective  officers,  subordinately  under  the  Lord  General, 
and  are  to  be  divided  when  they  shall  be  ordered  by  the 
greater  number  of  the  persons  as  aforesaid. 
(10.)  That  in  all  exigents  and  emergent  occasions  of  falling  on  or 
surprise  by  the  enemy,  or  advantages  which  may  be  taken 
against  them,  that  cannot  without  prejudice  admit  delay, 
the  chief  commander  upon  the  place  shall  do  what  he  judges 
to  be  most  for  the  advantage  ot  the  service. 
(11.)  In  all  other  things  necessary  to  be  ordered,  such  order  shall 
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be  given  by  the  Lord  General  as  he  shall  think  fit,  which 
orders  and  all  other  orders  to  be  given  out  upon  the  reso- 
lution of  the  major  part  of  the  persons  aforesaid  shall  be 
directed  by  the  Lord  General  to  the  respective  commanders- 
in-chief  of  the  forces  with  him. 

(12.)  That  in  fight  my  Lord  General's  army  shall  have  preference  of 
place,  and  the  other  Major-Generals  and  their  forces  shall 
have  place  as  they  can  agree  or  as  they  shall  be  ordered  by 
the  advice  of  the  greater  part  of  the  persons  aforesaid. 

(13.)  That  if  any  of  the  persons  before  named  shall  be  absent,  that 
the  other  person  of  any  of  the  armies  or  forces  of  which  the 
absent  party  is  a  member  shall  have  vote,  and  call  any  other 
whom  he  pleaseth  that  is  a  member  of  the  army  and  of  this 
Committee  to  supply  the  place  of  the  absent  party ;  and  if 
there  be  none  of  this  Committee  as  aforesaid  to  supply  the 
place  of  the  absent  that  then  there  shall  no  more  have  votes 
of  any  other  forces,  than  of  such  who  have  any  absent,  and 
in  that  case  the  commander-in-chief  of  those  forces  of  which 
both  are  upon  the  place  shall  vote,  and  the  other  to  give  no 
vote.  And  in  case  that  both  the  persons  named  of  any 
of  the  said  forces  shall  be  absent,  then  the  service  to  be 
performed  according  to  the  instructions  by  four  of  the  said 
persons,  whereof  those  sent  from  hence  are  to  be  two. 

(14.)  That  the  persons  sent  from  hence  may  be  present  at  any 
Council  of  War  to  be  holden  in  the  army. 

(15.)  That  the  afore-named  persons  or  four  of  them,  whereof  those 
sent  from  hence  are  to  be  two,  may  call  for  the  general 
officers  of  the  armies  and  such  others  as  they  shall  think  fi  j 
to  be  present  at  their  consultations  and  to  deliver  their 
opinions,  but  the  persons  aforesaid  only  to  have  votes,  and 
no  other  than  themselves  to  be  present  at  the  time  of  their 
voting  but  their  secretary. 

(16.)  That  the  persons  afore-mentioned  or  four  of  them,  whereof 
those  to  be  sent  from  hence  to  be  two,  may  enjoyn  secrecy 
to  all  but  this  Committee,  or  to  whom  they  shall  think  fit  to 
impart  the  same. 

(17.)  They  are  to  give  frequent  advertisements  of  their  proceedings 
to  thiB  Committee,  and  shall  observe  such  instructions  as 
they  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  both  Houses  or 
from  this  Committee. 

Instructions  for  Sir  Archibald  Johnstone,  Lord  Warristone,  and  John 
Crew,  Esq.  : — 

10.  Whereas  we  have  ordered  instructions  for  the  conduct  of  the  Lord 
General's  army,  the  forces  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  and  of  Sir  Wm. 
Waller,  and  such  other  forces  as  shall  be  joined  with  them,  to  be 
executed  by  the  EarL  of  Essex,  Lord  General,  the  Earl  of  Manchester, 
the  Lord  JRobartes,  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  Sir  Arthur  Hazelrigg,  and 
Oliver  Cromwell,  Esq.,  members  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  and  of 
this  Committee,  and  by  such  others  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  appointed  by  this  Committee,  we  do  appoint  you  to 
repair  to  the  said  armies,  there  to  pursue  the  said  instructions  and 
such  other  and  further  instructions  as  you  shall  from  time  to  time 
receive  from  both  Houses  of  Parliament  or  from  thia  Committee. 
Tou  shall  give  us  frequent  advertisements  of  your  proceedings,  and 
of  the  state  of  the  army  and  several  forces.  You  shall  return  hither 
on  the  2nd  day  of  November  ensuing,  unless  you  receive  order  from 
us  for  your  further  stay.

October  14.      Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 

IveadiDg.      Since  my  last  to  you  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Lord  General, 

informing  me    that   he    would  not  be  ready  to  begin   his  march 
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till  Wednesday.  He  has  sent  me  a  programme  of  his  several 
marches  from  day  to  day.  I  intend  to  be  about  Basirigstoke  on 
Wednesday,  the  foot  lying  between  Newbury  and  Basingstoke, 
where  I  expect  to  meet  with  the  Lord  General.  Lieut.-Genl. 
Cromwell  arrived  here  this  night,  but  his  troops  are  yet  at  Henley. 
I  have  given  order  that  they  shall  march  forwai-d  to-morrow, 
according  to  your  directiorj.  I  heard  to-day  from  Waller,  who 
remains  still  in  his  same  quarters,  and  the  King  remains  at 
Blandford.  I  hear  that  Prince  Rupert  is  bringing  up  the  re- 
mainder of  his  forces  from  Bristol  to  join  the  King.  [Printed  in 
Soe.

October  14.  The  same  to  the  same.  I  received  yours  of  the  12th  yesterday, 
Beading.  and  shall  humbly  offer  to  you  this  account.  On  receipt  of  your 
first  letter  I  sent  to  the  Lord  General  to  know  where  he  would 
have  me  wait  on  him  with  the  forces  under  my  command,  and 
upon  the  coming  hither  of  his  train  of  artillery  and  money  I  sent 
again  to  inform  him  of  their  arrival,  but  have  not  as  yet  received 
any  answer  to  either  ;  so  fearing  my  former  messengers  might  be 
intercepted,  Mr.  Gerard,  who  brought  the  money,  and  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Artillery  are  gone  to  Portsmouth  with  new  letters. 
As  for  the  forces  under  my  command,  most  of  the  horse  have  joined 
Sir  Wm.  Waller,  according  to  your  command,  and  the  foot  are 
advanced  forward,  excepting  three  regiments  which  are  here  for 
guard  of  the  Lord  General's  artillery,  my  own,  and  the  carriages. 
I  cannot  tell  which  way  to  order  my  march  until  I  know  where  I 
am  to  join  the  Lord  General  [Essex].  If  the  King  should  march 
this  way  before  we  be  joined  or  before  the  City  forces  be  come  up, 
I  desire  to  have  your  direction  whether  to  engage  wiih  those  forces 
I  have  here,  joining  with  Waller's  horse  if  I  can.  If  you  please  to 
give  me  a  positive  command  in  this  particular  I  shall  punctually 
observe  it,  for  I  hope  it  shall  never  be  justly  said  that  I  either 
decline  action  or  retard  it.  I  shall  be  glad  to  serve  [under]  any  of 
your  Lordships'  number  when  they  come  down.  P.S. — I  am 
desired  to  offer  this  to  your  Lordships,  that  in  regard  of  our  great 
want  of  money,  whether  you  would  please  sanction  our  making  use 
of  2,0001.  of  this  money  [sent  down]  for  the  Lord  General,  which 
shall  be  repaid  within  a  week,  or  else  if  you  would  furnish  us  with 
so'  much  from  London,  to  be  repaid  there  by  Mr.  Leman,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Associated  Counties,  within  a  week.  [Printed  in 
Soc.

October  14.  Sir  W.  Waller  and  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  The  King  is 
Winterbourne,  0n  his  march  and  quarters  this  night  at  Cranborne  and  to-morrow 
Stoke,  Wilts.  af.  gaiiskUIy  \ve  w[\\  attend  him  so  near  as  we  dare.  This  day 
there  have  come  to  us  ten  troops  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  horse 
and  two  of  dragoons.  Two  regiments  of  his  Excellency's  horse  are 
gone  to  convoy  his  foot  to  the  rendezvous,  so  that  our  strength  is 
little  increased.  You  must  not  expect  to  hear  we  have  done  any 
service,  the  best  we   can  hope  for  is  to  trouble  and  retard  the 
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enemy's  march  and  make  them  keep  close  together.  _  Should  we 
engage  the  horse  before  your  foot  come  up  and  they  miscarry,  your 
foot  would  be  all  lost  and  the  King  could  go  which  way  he  pleased. 
We  pray  that  the  King  be  not  [advanced]  beyond  your  rendezvous 
before  your  forces  come  to  it.  The  Lord  has  kept  him  back  by  his 
own  power,  using  our  weakness  to  amazement.  We  have  oft  called 
upon  man  to  help,  [but  now]  we  desire  to  rely  upon  our  good  God. 
We  know  there  has  been  no  defect  in  your  Lordships  unless  want 
of  passion  when  not  obeyed.  P.S.— If  Eversham  [Evesham]  be  not 
garrisoned  already  let  it  be  with  all  speed,  as  it  will  prove  of  great 
consequence  to  your  affairs.

October  14.  Col.  Massie  to  the  same.  My  last  was  from  Gloucester  of  the 
Monmouth.  10th,  wherein  I  advertised  you  of  the  events  in  these  parts,  and  of 
Lieut.-Genl.  [Sir  Chas.]  Gerard's  advance  with  his  Glamorganshire 
forces  to  join  those  of  Monmouthshire  and  the  rest  of  Prince 
Rupert's  horse  with  the  purpose  of  distressing  us  at  Monmouth. 
Upon  these  alarms  I  hastened  thither,  but  before  my  arrival  there 
a  second  alarm  reached  me  that  the  enemy  had  landed  again  in 
great  strength  at  Beachley,  and  were  fortifying  there.  Having 
allayed  the  fears  of  the  officers  about  Gerrard's  coming,  and  given 
some  orders  at  Monmouth,  next  morning  I  marched  with  100  foot 
and  8  troops  of  horse  towards  Beachley,  which  was  fortified  before 
we  could  reach  it,  but  which  God  delivered  a  second  time  into  our 
hands.  For  the  particulars  I  refer  you  to  my  letter  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  Commons.  The  plot  was  I  conceive  thus : — That  by  having 
Beachley  fortified  Prince  Rupert's  horse  might  safely  come  over 
out  of  Wales,  and  so  be  boated  to  the  other  side  Severn,  and  thence 
to  Bristol.  In  order  that  they  might  the  better  fortify  and  we  be 
less  able  to  annoy  them,  Lieut.-Genl.  Gerard's  much  noised  great 
strength  was  to  have  faced  us  at  Monmouth  and  so  prevent  our 
drawing  out  thence  any  forces,  or  if  we  should  draw  out  any  con- 
siderable strength  we  might  run  the  hazard  of  loosing  the  town. 
An  alternative  plan  was  that  Beachley  being  fortified,  their 
Monmouthshire  forces  might  come  over  [the  river]  and  join  with 
Sir  John  Wintour,  and  so  distress  us  in  Monmouth  and  keep  us  in 
there.  But  praised  be  God  neither  of  these  took  effect,  for  we 
spoiled  their  plot,  and  are  still  free  men,  and  doubt  not  but  to  keep 
Prince  Rupert  without  an  army  this  winter  if  we 'may  only  have 
a  suitable  strength  of  foot  to  hold  those  places  we  already  possess, 
and  a  supply  of  money  for  our  winter  necessities.  I  have  presented 
our  wants  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  my  letter  to  Mr.  Speaker, 
and  humbly  beseech  your  Committee  to  employ  your  favour  to 
them  therein  on  our  behalf,  for  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  pass 
through  many  more  such  discouragements  as  I  have  had  in  this 
service.  Only  God's  mercy  in  my  success  and  the  grateful  ac- 
ceptance of  these  truly  [great]  victories  still  engages  me,  and 
thereby  I  hope  to  find  a  remedy  against  these  exigencies.  I  hear 
that  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  has  advanced  to  the  borders  of  Radnor 
and  Hereford  shires,  and  has  taken  Lord  Leigh  prisoner.  I  wish  I 
had  sufficient  forces  to  enable  me  to  advance  towards  him  or  to 
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clear  this  country  of  the  enemy.  My  forces  are  so  few  to  manage 
so  great  a  charge  that  if  I  were  to  declare  the  truth  it  would  be 
thought  incredible.  I  know  you  will  not  expect  of  me  more  than 
I  have  ability  to  perform,  and  protest  I  shall  not  be  wanting  in 
diligence  or  faithfulness  to  promote  the  service.  P.S. — Since  the 
enemy's  endeavours  are  such  as  that  they  are  resolved  to  garrison 
Beachley  and  fortify  it  as  a  place  without  which  they  cannot 
maintain  convenient  intercourse  with  Wales,  I  shall  require  a 
speedy  resolution  from  your  Committee  about  the  demolishing  of 
all  the  dwelling-houses  in  the  town,  so  that  no  covert  be  left  for 
such  as  shall  endeavour  again  the  fortifying  of  the  same.  There 
are  about  15  or  16  dwelling-houses  in  Beachley,  which  being 
destroyed  or  fired,  there  will  be  no  shelter  for  the  soldiers  this 
winter.

October  15.  Proceedings  at  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  this  day. 
Present,  Earl  of  Warwick,  Sir  Ph.  Stapleton,  Sir  H.  Vane, 
Mr.  Recorder,  and  Messrs.  Pierrepont  and  Crew.  No  Committee 
this  day  (the  Scotch  members  being  absent). 

October  15.  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  On 
Portsmouth,  hearing  that  there  was  [a]  500  case  of  pistols  come  down,  Sir  Wm. 
Balfour  begged  me  to  apply  for  more,  as  the  horse  were  in  great 
want  of  arms,  owing  to  their  continual  skirmishing  in  Cornwall 
and  long  marches,  but  on  examination  I  found  that  only  249  had 
been  sent  down.  If  you  would  order  an  additional  supply  of 
pistols  and  saddles,  I  doubt  not  but  upon  the  next  occasion  the 
[horse]  will  so  behave  as  you  will  not  have  cause  to  repent  of  the 
charge.  I  have  received  an  Ordinance  of  both  Houses  for  raising 
of  horses,  but  as  most  of  those  counties  have  been  so  lately  gleaned, 
I  fear  it  will  be  of  little  use,  nevertheless  I  shall  do  my  best  and 
take  the  advice  of  the  Commissioners  [here]  how  to  levy  them.

October  15.  The  same  to  the  same.  Ever  since  Friday  I  have  suffered  from 
Portsmouth,  indisposition,  yet  not  such  as  to  detain  me  from  doing  the  State 
service,  which  I  shall  endeavour  to  my  utmost  by  drawing  the 
forces  together  to  act  against  the  enemy  according  to  your  directions. 
Since  the  directions  to  march  back  to  Newbury  I  have  received 
three  letters  from  you,  including  one  of  the  10th,  which  last  came 
yesterday  night  by  Craven,  and  I  have  used  my  best  industry  to  put 
myself  speedily  upon  the  march.  The  Commissioners  [from  the 
Parliament]  are  not  yet  come  from  clothing  and  arming  the  soldiers, 
but  I  expect  them  here  this  night,  and  I  intended  to  have  marched 
to-morrow,  but  the  wind  is  so  stormy  and  contrary  that  the 
mariners  assure  me  the  regiments  cannot  be  transported  out  of 
the  Isle  of  Wight  this  day.  I  have  sent  instructions  that  they 
shall  seize  the  first  opportunity  by  night  or  day  to  cross  over,  and  I 
doubt  not  to  be  able  to  take  the  field  on  Thursday  morning  so  as 
to  march  to  Alsford  [Alresford],  desiring  the  Earl  of  Manchester 
to  come  some  way  near  there  that  we  may  advance  towards 
Andover,  and  so  forward  as  we  hear  of  the  enemy's  movements, 
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which  I  cannot  believe  will  be  very  sudden,  there  being  6,000 
horse  and  dragoons  to  check  their  progress  should  they  adventure 
over  the  planes.  For  the  King's  going  to  Oxford,  as  soon  as  I  am 
on  foot,  T  shall  take  good  care  to  interpose,  and  likewise  with 
regard  to  Abingdon,  although  I  cannot  see  any  great  likelihood  of 
his  marching  thither,  our  forces  being  masters  of  the  field,  and 
besides  his  horse  are  like  to  have  but  slender  quarter  about  Oxford. 
If  there  be  the  least  neglect  in  me  in  hindering  the  King's  advance 
eastward  I  shall  desire  no  mercy.  Your  Lordships  shall  continually 
hear  from  me  both  of  our  own  movements  and  of  those  of  the 
enemy.  The  horse  I  sent  for  are  now  come,  and  without  which  I 
had  no  means  for  a  convoy  to  bring  the  money  hither,  and  there- 
fore 1  shall  employ  my  best  industry  to  get  the  soldiers  to  march 
till  we  meet  Manchester  where  that  and  the  trains  are.  For  my 
recruiting  out  of  the  western  men  they  are  very  few,  the  runagado 
Were  [Col.  Ware]  having,  as  I  hear,  but  40  men  left  of  his  regiment. 
Col.  Lutterell's  men  I  have  not  yet  seen,  but  think  they  are  not 
many.  I  should  be  very  glad  that  the  officers  might  be  cared  for 
by  the  Committee  of  the  West,  as  I  have  not  means  to  provide  for 
them.

Oct.  15.  Major-General  Richard  Browne  to  the  same.  According  to  your 
Abingdon.  iate  orders  I  called  off  the  party  at  Newbury.  Before  which  I 
requested  the  Earl  of  Manchester  that  some,  of  his  officers  might 
be  appointed  to  apprehend  stragglers,  and  such  as  in  respect  of 
their  usual  hardships  here  might  stay  behind,  but  notwithstanding 
this  precaution  there  came  hither  very  few  of  my  own  regiment, 
and  not  above  30  of  the  Windsor  soldiers,  urging  the  aforesaid 
reasons  for  their  stay  behind.  Consequently  our  strength  instead 
of  being  augmented  is  of  late  much  weakened,  because  those  who 
are  come  back  are  not  able  to  do  duty  for  want  of  clothes  and 
shoes.  We  have  500  fallen  sick  of  late,  and  one  or  two  being 
perished  for  want  of  clothes  have  died  in  the  streets.  I  beg  you 
to  pity  our  sad  condition  and  to  think  of  ammunition  so  much 
wanted  for  this  garrison.  Captains  Greenfield  and  Tyrrell's  troops 
are  of  little  use  to  us  here,  making  it  their  business  to  plunder  and 
shamefully  rob  the  country,  urging  the  want  of  pay  as  their 
excuse,  which  I  desire  you  to  consider.  The  officers  of  my  own 
regiments  and  of  the  Windsor  party  being  left  almost  without  men, 
humbly  desire  there  may  be  present  course  taken  for  recruiting 
their  companies  and  clothing  the  soldiers  they  have  left,  or  else 
that  these  may  be  disbanded.  I  could  have  completed  my  own  in 
this  county  only  I  wanted  money  to  keep  together  those  forces 
I  had.  Unless  some  course  be  taken  by  your  command  for  our 
better  supply  here,  I  humbly  beg  that  so  soon  as  the  expectation 
of  the  King's  coming  be  past,  I  may  be  discharged  hence,  where 
our  wants  and  incredible  sufferings  make  me  altogether  unable  to 
do  the  service  I  so  heartily  desire.  I  conceive  it  my  duty  to  give 
you  this  intelligence,  -which  I  had  from  Joseph  Bramble  and  Richd. 
Hunt,  troopers  of  Major  Underwood,  and  late  prisoners  at  Walling- 
ford,  who  report  that  while  they  were  there  in  prison  one  Turner,

the  Queen's  musician,  dwelling  in  Queen-street,  London,  being 
then  come  to  Wallingford,  and  mistaking  the  said  troopers,  told 
them  he  was  conveyed  out  at  the  Guards  of  London  by  a  Par- 
liament man,  with  letters  of  consequence  to  the  Governor  of  Wal- 
lingford and  Oxford,  which  letters  he  showed  them,  the  Governor 
being  then  absent.  You  can  take  what  notice  thereof  you  shall 
think  fit.  Praying  for  a  blessing  on  all  your  consultations  I  take 
my  leave.  P.S. — Since  this  letter  was  written  I  received  yours  of 
the  12th,  and  return  thanks  for  your  care  of  us,  hoping  that  your 
commands  concerning  provisions  come  not  too  late.  The  fire  in 
Oxford,  according  to  our  best  intelligence,  consumed  a  third  part 
of  the  town,  the  loss  is  estimated  at  300,000?.  ;  7  brewhouses, 
12  bakehouses,  and  9  malthouses,  with  2,000  quarters  of  malt, 
were  then  consumed.  All  the  West-street  is  consumed.  The  fire 
began  in  five  several  places.  Three  men  supposed  to  have  been 
instrumental  in  it  were  tormented.

October  15.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  We 
Andover.  gave  you  an  account  yesterday  of  the  King's  march  and  head- 
quarters. This  day  his  rendezvous  was  at  Black -warren,  six  miles 
from  Salisbury.  We  drew  out  our  horse  intending  to  have  waited 
upon  him,  and  whilst  on  our  march  Ave  received  your  letter  of  the 
12th,  commanding  us  with  all  speed  to  join  with  the  Lord  General 
[Essex's]  and  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  forces,  which  forthwith  we 
obeyed.  The  letter  came  seasonably  as  the  weather  proved,  for 
we  needed  no  other  enemy  to  have  beaten  us  off  the  field.  We 
are  sensible  that,  if  the  enemy  should  intervene  between  your  foot 
before  they  can  join,  their  meeting  will  be  hindered  till  the  spring. 
This  night  we  are  at  Andover,  but  will  keep  good  intelligence 
with  the  Lord  General  and  Manchester,  so  that  we  may  under- 
stand their  marches,  our  purpose  being  to  interpose  between  the 
enemy  and  their  foot,  and  so  endeavour  to  our  utmost  to  bring 
all  safe  together.  We  shall  observe  your  further  commands. 
P.S. — We  apprehend  Basing  to  be  in  distress.  We  have  sent  you 
the  enclosed  letter,  which  was  intercepted  and  proved  true.  We 
could  wish  our  foot  to  meet  there,  [then]  let  the  King  come  to 
relieve  it.

October  16.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  Committee  of 
Andover.  both  kingdoms.  Last  night  500  of  the  King's  horse  came  into 
Salisbury,  but  the  foot  were  delayed  by  the  wet  weather.  In  the 
heat  of  summer  many  of  our  men  were  unable  to  carry  their  ai-ms, 
their  marches  being  great,  but  now  the  weather  is  cold  they 
exceedingly  desire  them.  If  you  would  send  us  immediately 
500  backs,  breasts,  and  pots,  which  will  not  cost  above  5001. ;  it 
would  embolden  our  men,  discourage  our  enemies,  and  it  may  be 
advantage  the  public  very  many  thousands ;  had  we  money  cer- 
tainly we  would  not  want  them.  If  this  be  granted  we  desire 
there  may  be  no  delay,  not  one  hour,  and  for  expedition  it  would 
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be  well  to  send  them  by  horse  in  panniers,  by  way  of  Farnham  to 
Alresford,  for  thereabouts  we  conceive  our  foot  will  join.  We  hear 
not  a  word  of  Col.  Ludlow's  horse  coming  to  us.  We  hope  you 
will  not  suffer  400  horse  to  be  idle  so  near  us  when  our  lives  and 
all  [we  have]  will  be  at  stake  upon  a  day's  labour,  and  that  very 
shortly,  if  we  mistake  not.  We  have  sent  up  the  Commissary  for 
arms  to  attend  your  Lordships,  and  entreat  his  speedy  despatch.

We  conceive  there  can  be 
no  proceedings  in  the  courts  of  justice  in  the  co.  palatine  of 
Durham  except  there  be  a  Chancellor,  who  must  be  made  by  letters 
patents  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  and  likewise  a  great 
seal  for  the  said  co.  palatine  may  be  made  by  Ordinance  of  Par- 
liament as  hath  been  usually  done  by  the  King's  commission  and 
the  Lord  Treasurer's  warrant  in  case  of  the  vacancy  of  the 
bishopric,  as  appears  by  the  enclosed  precedents  from  the  Close 
Rolls  of  the  Chancery  at  Durham,  which  we  have  written  out  and 
altered,  as  we  conceived  the  grant  and  patent  ought  to  be  made  to 
the  Chancellor  in  these  times.

On  the  5th  present  we  marched 
Wirehall.  with  the  forces  belonging  to  this  county  [Cheshire]  to  Stanney  in 
L  irra  ,j  Wirral,  where  we  quartered  till  Tuesday  the  8th,  having  taken  in 
Brinston  [Brimstage]  Tower  in  Wirral  on  Saturday  wherein  the 
enemy  kept  a  small  garrison,  but  foresook  it  upon  the  news  of  our 
approach,  leaving  behind  in  it  the  provisions  intended  for  the 
relief  of  Liverpool.  On  Tuesday  we  removed  to  Tramnole 
[Tranmore]  opposite  Liverpool,  about  ^  mile  from  the  water  side, 
where  we  have  quartered  these  7  days,  expecting  almost  daily  that 
the  town  would  be  delivered  up.  With  this  object  Sir  John 
Meld  rum  has  been  in  treaty  diverse  days,  and  sent  to  me  for  the 
aid  of  Lieut  Col.  Coote,  son  of  Sir  Charles  Coote,  to  be  imployed 
in  this  treaty,  but  though  they  did  not  make  use  of  him,  yet 
diverse  of  the  old  soldiers  from  Ireland  who  knew  him  came  out 
of  the  town  over  the  works  to  him,  as  others  did  to  Lieut.-Col. 
Jones,  and  they  report  that  many  others  would  follow  their 
example  if  only  they  can  find  opportunity.  Most  of  the  soldiers  in 
the  town,  except  only  the  Papists  and  Irish  rebels,  desire  that 
Liverpool  may  be  surrendered  [to  the  Parliament],  but  the  officers 
have  very  subtilely  spun  out  the  time,  as  though  they  intended  to 
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attempt  an  escape  and  to  break  through  the  leaguer.  I  hope  a 
little  time  will  produce  much.  In  my  former  letters  I  was  bold  to 
desire  that  two  or  three  regiments  of  the  Scots  might  be  imployed 
to  assist  in  the  taking  in  of  Chester,  which  is  in  a  condition  likely 
to  be  reduced  if  there  were  a  considerable  party  on  the  other  side 
of  the  river  [Dee]  in  Wales  to  block  the  enemy  up,  they  being  in 
great  want  of  gunpowder.  Should  they  be  strengthened  and  sup- 
plied with  men  and  ammunition,  it  might  prove  a  far  more  difficult 
work  to  reduce  the  town  than  now.  Having  recommended  this  to 
your  wisedoms,  I  shall  not  presume  to  enlarge  further  thereon,  but 
submit  myself  wholly  to  be  disposed  of  at  your  service.

to  the  right  hand  towards  Alton,  for  our  safe  meeting  with  the 
Earl  of  Manchester,  as  to  go  nearer  to  Winchester  would  not  be 
convenient,  [for  fear  of]  the  King's  horse  getting  between  us  and 
our  horse.

Major-Genl.  Richard  Browne  to  the  same.  I  conceive  it  my 
duty  to  acquaint  you  that  a  scout  assures  me  that  the  King  was 
yesterday  in  Salisbury  with  his  foot,  and  his  horse  quartered  in 
the  villages  on  this  side,  and  that  Sir  W.  Waller  was  then  at 
Andover.  This  man,  who  has  spent  7  days  in  the  King's  quarters, 
reports  that  the  only  design  of  the  royal  army  was  for  Abingdon, 
though  their  horse  may  go  out  of  the  direct  course  as  a  blind.  I 
have  very  lately  acquainted  you  with  our  condition,  which  is  still 
the  same.  I  will  do  my  best  for  the  security  of  this  place, 
although  in  very  ill  condition.  P.S. —  This  intelligencer  further 
reports  that  the  King  has  there  summoned  all  men  between  16.  and 
60  to  his  assistance,  and  that  be  saw  1,000  appear  in  one  day 
accordingly.  That  the  E,oyalists  report  their  number  to  be  20,000, 
and  he  verily  believes  them  not  fewer  than  16,000,  whereof  8,000 
are  horse.

Col.  Edw.  Massie  to  the  same.  Two  days  since  I  wrote  to  you 
from  Monmouth  giving  a  particular  relation  of  our  good  success  at 
Beaohley  upon  Sunday  the  13th,  and  acquainted  you  with  our 
present  condition  and  necessities,  beseeching  you  to  consider  thereof. 
In  addition  to  the  5001.  already  granted,  I  beg  you  would  be 
pleased  to  order  that  a  supplementary  grant  may  be  assigned  us, 
that  so  the  necessities  of  roy  regiment  of  horse,  being  great,  may 
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be  relieved,  and  the  men  clothed  for  this  winter  service,  which 
exposes  them  to  great  difficulties  and  toil.  As  for  my  own  particular 
I  find  by  the  Committee  here  [at  Gloucester]  they  cannot  of  them- 
selves settle  or  allow  me  any  maintenance,  there  being  no  Ordinance 
of  Parliament  passed  for  the  settling  of  any  allowance  for  me  as 
Governor.  Therefore,  if  your  Honours  intend  to  establish  me 
therein,  I  desire  that  both  that  may  be  settled  by  Ordinance  of 
Parliament,  and  the  power  and  command  I  conceived  I  had  as 
commander  of  a  brigade  and  of  the  forces  in  Gloucester  may  be 
confirmed  likewise  by  an  Ordinance  to  me,  if  such  be  the  intentions 
of  the  Parliament.  Further,  I  would  desire  that  all  such  general 
officers  both  of  the  artillery  and  other  branches  of  the  army,  as  I 
know  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for  a  brigade  and  fit  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  service,  may  by  your  authority  be  confirmed, 
and  directions  given  for  their  entertainment  which  is  now  in 
suspense,  so  that  my  authority  may  no  longer  be  in  question  or 
dispute.  I  humbly  desire  your  resolutions  concerning  this  place 
and  your  meaning  therein,  whether  you  intend  to  maintain  such  a 
force  in  Gloucester  as  may  only  support  itself,  or  one  that  may  be 
of  service  to  relieve  the  rest  of  the  outlying  garrisons  lying  far 
remote.  This  place  being  situated  upon  so  great  a  pass  is  fit  to  be 
furnished  with  a  brigade  not  only  for  securing  the  smaller  garrisons 
but  for  hindering  the  enemy's  march,  contributions,  levies,  and 
recruits,  and  for  such  like  services  of  advantage  to  the  public.  If 
such  brigade  be  found  necessary  and  supports  for  it  cannot  be 
furnished  by  this  county  (as  by  your  commands  to  the  Committee 
here  for  an  account  thereof  would  ajjpear),  that  the  House  [of 
Commons]  would  then  take  into  consideration  an  order  that  the 
deficiencies  may  be  supplied  elsewhere,  and  that  speedily ;  before 
such  forces  as  are  short  of  pay  or  provision  be  forced  to  disband 
through  want.  This  want  has  hitherto  chiefly  been  experienced  by 
myself,  officers,  and  horse  troops,  we  having  not  received  three  days' 
pay  in  all  from  the  Committee  here  since  our  first  coining.  I 
further  desire  that  the  Parliament,  if  they  so  intend  it,  would 
settle  the  Militia  and  the  power  thereof  upon  me,  and  so  save  all 
grounds  of  dispute;  and  in  passing  of  such  Ordinance  that  the 
Houses  would  consider  whether  it  be  not  requisite  that  the  issuing 
of  the  money  raised  by  the  Committee  may  not  somewhat 
respect  me ;  as  to  men  of  action  there;  are  various  occasions 
of  expense  hourly  happening  for  which  no  rule  can  be  set  down. 
There  is  a  manifest  inconsistency  between  the  settlement  of  the 
Militia  and  the  disposal  of  the  money  being  in  two  men's  power,  for 
if  the  money  may  not  issue  without  the  Committee's  being  privy 
to  any  extraordinary  design,  the  Militia  cannot  stir  but  when  the 
Committee  pleases  and  approves  the  design,  and  so  consequently 
the  power  granted  to  me  over  the  Militia  will  be  lame  and  altogether 
useless.  And  yet  for  manifesting  the  clearness  of  my  own  desires 
herein,  I  shall  be  ready  to  render  to  the  Committee  a  just  account 
of  the  money  so  disbursed  immediately  after  the  performance  of 
the  design  for  which  it  was  required.  I  have  been  so  far  from 
advancing  to  myself  anything  by  those  ways  that  for  the  promoting 
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of  all  designs  I  have  expended  all  mine  own  proper  estate  without 
any  satisfaction  at  all  made  to  me  by  any,  as  the  accompts  of 
Gloucester  will  sufficiently  manifest.  Even  of  the  gratuity  con- 
ferred upon  me  by  the  Parliament  a  great  part  is  already  expended 
and  the  rest  must  follow  if  my  present  condition  be  not  redressed 
by  your  gentle  hands.  I  am  a  further  suitor  to  the  House  [of 
Commons]  that  such  persons  in  this  county,  as  supplied  us  in  the 
time  of  our  extremity,  and  are  well  affected,  may  have  the  public 
faith  for  the  sums  advanced  by  them,  or  that  the  Committee  here 
may  deduct  such  loans  out  of  their  five  and  twentieth  part,  which 
the  Committee  here  conceive  they  have  not  power  to  do  without  an 
especial  Ordinance,  they  being  established  in  their  power  since 
the  time  of  such  loans.  This  defect  of  justice  in  the  Committee 
occasions  some  dislike  in  the  country,  and  reflects  so  much  upon  my 
honesty  in  their  opinions,  that  it  concerns  me  to  see  the  same  re- 
moved if  possible,  which  is  but  a  request  of  justice  and  conscience. 
Lastly,  you  may  please  to  take  notice  of  the  enemy's  endeavours 
again  to  possess  themselves  of  Monmouth,  to  which  end  all  the 
forces  of  South  Wales  which  are  marchable  under  the  command  of 
Lieut. -Genl.  [Sir  Cbas.]  Gerard,  are  now  come  down  as  far  as 
Abbergeny  [Abergavenny],  Usk,  and  England,  and  it  is  to  be  sup- 
posed that  all  the  force  Prince  Rupert  can  make  [up]  will  endeavour 
also  to  fall  upon  the  same,  and  to  repossess  themselves  of  Beachley, 
for  without  these  [places]  South  Wales  will  be  but  of  little  con- 
sideration to  the  enemy,  and  therefore  they  will  more  fiercely  set 
upon  this  design.

We 
desire  still  to  remind  you  of  a  supply  of  ammunition  [required], 
our  City  soldiers  in  their  daily  exercise  and  guards  unavoidably 
lessening  much  our  provisions.  P.S. — I  received  yours  of  the  16th 
from  the  Earl  of  Manchester  this  last  night.

_  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  I  came 
hither  last  night  from  Portsmouth,  having  a  great  desire  to  join 
quickly  that  we  may  give  you  some  account  of  our  actions.  I 
gave  you  an  account  by  old  Hanbury  yesterday  of  the  reason,  of 
my  taking  this  \,  ay,  but  by  reason  of  its  length  and  the  weakness 
of  the  teams  I  intended  to  have  stayed  here  to-day  to  gather  up 
the  scattered  forces,  never  a  regiment  but  my  own  coming  up  near 
their  number,  yet  understanding  by  letter  from  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester that  the  King  was  advancing  within  three  or  four  miles  of 
Andover  with  his  whole  army,  before  Sir  Wm.   Waller,  who  was 
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there,  had  notice  of  it,  and  this  being  the  direct  way  to  Basing, 
where  Manchester  with  his  forces  is,  makes  me  march  [at  once] 
towards  him,  I  intending  to  be  at  Alton  this  night,  choosing 
rather  to  hazard  many  men,  who  are  coming  up,  than  not  quickly 
to  draw  to  a  head,  fearing  that  our  soldiers,  being  used  to  make 
retreats,  will  not  be  ready  to  make  a  stand  when  they  should.  I 
doubt  not  when  we  are  together  the  enemy  will  not  be  so  hasty  to 
come  on,  but  if  they  do  we  will  give  them  the  best  entertainment 
we  can.  I  shall  second  my  suit  to  you  for  [Quartermaster]  Dalbier 
to  be  sent  down,  and  if  more  saddles  and  pistols  were  sent  to 
Famham  it  would  be  a  great  encouragement  to  my  horse  and  service 
to  the  Parliament.  Portsmouth  and  Southampton  are  in  a  very 
sad  condition,  being  but  weakly  manned,  and  the  former  without 
money.  At  my  coming  away  I  offered  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
that  if  they  would  lend  any  money  for  the  use  of  the  town  I  would 
secure  it  out  of  my  own  estate  till  the  Parliament  repaid  it,  but  they 
either  wanted  power  or  will,  for  they  would  not  lend  any.  [Ibid.,

Edw.  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  In  accord  with  advice 
from  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  and  in  order  to  effect  a  junction  with  the 
Lord  General,  I  marched  for  Basingstoke,  where  I  arrived  on 
Thursday.  Yesternight  late  I  received  a  very  hot  alarm  from 
Sir  Wm/s  quarters  that  the  King,  with  all  his  army,  was  come  to 
Andover,  and  that  he  was  forced  to  quit  his  quarters  and  retreat 
towards  me,  whereupon  I  drew  out  my  foot,  and  such  horse  as 
were  with  me,  in  order  to  have  clone  the  best  service  I  could  for 
Sir  William's  security  ;  but,  blessed  be  God,  lie  is  safely  retreated 
hither  with  little  or  no  loss.  Sir  Wm.  Balfour  is  likewise  come 
hither  with  the  Lord  General's  horse.  Upon  this  alarm  I  sent  to 
advertise  the  Lord  General  of  it,  and  to  desire  his  speedy  advance, 
who,  notwithstanding  some  difficulties,  is  marched  this  night  to 
Alton.  Upon  this  sudden  occasion  I  took  upon  me  to  write  to 
Sir  James  Harrington  to  desire  him  to  bring  up  four  of  the  City 
regiments  hither  to  me.  I  thought  it  necessary,  for  the  safety  of 
Reading  to  leave  one  regiment  there.  If  I  have  erred  in  this  I 
humbly  ask  your  pardon.  I  do  not  hear  that  the  King  marches 
this  day,  only  I  hear  that  some  of  his  horse  were  drawn  up  about 
Whitchurch.  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  your  commands.  P.S.  by 
Sir  Archibald  Johnstone,  of  Warriston,  and  John  Crew,  M.P. — 
We  are  both  now  come  hither,  and  therefore  can  give  your  Lord- 
ships no  further  intelligence  than  what  is  contained  in  this 
letter.

Having  received  intelligence  from  the  Committee 
at  Reading  that  the  King's  forces  were  within  four  miles  of  them, 
and  that  they  apprehended  themselves  to  be  in  extreme  danger, 
we  resolved  to  march  yesterday  towards  them,  the  horse  going 
between  us  and  the  King's  army.  Being  on  our  march  about 
12  o'clock  we  heard  that  the  King  had  a  rendezvous  betwixt 
Reading  and  Aldermaston  on  the  other  side  of  the  Kennet,  which 
confirmed  us  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  haste  for  the  preser- 
vation of  Reading,  and  to  keep  the  King's  forces  from  coming 
betwixt  us  and  London.  About  5  p.m.  we  were  assured  by  our 
horse  that  the  King  went  in  haste  from  Kingsclere,  where  he 
quartered  the  night  before  towards  Newbury.  Last  night  the 
greater  part  of  our  horse  and  all  the  dragoons  quartered  at  Alder- 
maston and  our  foot  came  very  late  in  foul  ways  to  Swailowfieid, 
within  four  miles  of  Reading  and  two  other  villages.      Notwith- 
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standing  the  care  taken  no  provision  from  Reading  met  us,  so  that 
by  reason  of  their  long  march  yesterday  and  want  of  provision  it 
was  thought  necessary  to  quarter  the  foot  this  night  at  Reading 
that  they  might  be  there  refreshed  and  re-collected,  they  beino1 
much  scattered.  The  horse  have  this  day  a  rendezvous  at  Alder- 
maston,  whither  we  are  going,  and  from  whi<  h  we  intend  to  send 
you  such  intelligence  as  we  there  receive.  Some  of  the  carriages 
are  to  be  left  at  Reading,  from  whence  the  foot  are  to  march  to- 
morrow to  join  the  horse  who  are  sent  forward  to  retard  the  King's 
march  till  they  come  up.  All  here  are  resolved  to  follow  the  King 
notwithstanding  the  season,  wherein  we  desire  your  approbation 
or  else  your  direction.  They  had  last  night  a  strong  alarm  at 
Reading  occasioned  by  the  Lr.rd  General's  waggons  coming  that  way. 
P.S. — Since  the  writing  of  this  letter  we  received  yours  certifying 
that  you  have  appointed  the  victuals  and  ammunition  to  come  to 
Farnham  according  to  our  desire.  We  now  desire  that  it  may  be 
sent  on  to  Reading.

October  23.  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  the  same.  These  lines  may  give  you  some 
Great  Neston  further  account  of  our  proceedings  in  Wirral,  where  we  find  the 
inhabitants  very  well  affected  to  the  Parliament,  except  the  gentry, 
most  of  whom  have  deserted  the  country  and  are  in  Chester  and 
Wales.  The  inhabitants  of  this  hundred  would  have  us  leave  a 
garrison  amongst  them,  but  as  there  is  no  place  more  convenient 
we  are  endeavouring  to  fortify  Hooton  House,  5  miles  from  Chester, 
whither  the  country  comes  in  very  freely  to  work.  In  the  mean- 
time the  rest  of  the  army  is  to  be  stationed  in  the  lower  end  of 
Wirral,  next  Liverpool,  that  they  maj<  assist  Sir  John  Meldrum  and 
the  Lancashire  forces  against  that  town,  now  that  the  treaty  [with 
the  King]  is  broken  off.  Notwithstanding  the  |>resuniptuousn' ss 
of  its  inhabitants  I  hope  their  ruin  and  destruction  is  not  far 
remote,  for  God  will  reckon  with  them  for  that  blood  which  was 
formerly  spilt  when  Liverpool  was  taken.  They  are  already 
reduced  to  great  extremities,  and  as  Sir  John  Meldrum  wiites  are 
constrained  to  mix  their  horse  flesh  with  their  other  provision. 
Fifty  [of  the  garrison]  with  their  arms  hnve  come  over  to  Lieut.  - 
Col.  Jones,  and  the  like  number  to  Lieut.-Col.  Coote,  under  whom 
they  formerly  served  in  Ireland,  and  I  hope  they  will  prove  faithful 
[to  the  Parliament].  Though  the  works  are  very  strong  and  those 
within  the  town  desperately  bent  to  hold  out,  I  doubt  not  but  we 
shall  give  a  good  account  thereof.  What  I  most  fear  is  lest  this 
sharp  air  and  foul  weather  with  constant  hard  duty  may  produce 
sickness  within  onr  camp,  diverse  being  already  fallen  sick  ;  this 
makes  it  a  difficult  task  to  keep  the  rest  together  until  Liverpool 
be  taken  and  the  works  about  our  garrison  perfected,  without  which 
it  is  not  possible  to  retain  this  part  of  the  country,  it  being  an 
island.  If  the  enemy  were  to  recover  the  command  it  would  piove 
very  destructive  to  the  inhabitants,  and  dishonourable  to  us  if  we 
should  not  improve  our  utmost  endeavours  for  their  protection.  In 
whose  behalf  and  at  whose  request  I  am  bold  to  present  this  suit, — 
That  when  Liverpool  is  taken  Capt,  Clarke's  or  some  other  ship 
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may  be  assigned  to  ride  in  Chester  water,  near  to  Neston,  or  on 
the"  const  of  Wirral,  to  protect  the  country  and  block  up  Chester,  so 
that  the  latter  can  receive  no  supplies  by  sea,  which  cannot  be 
effected  if  the  ships  lie  in  Liverpool  water.  As  occasion  presents 
I  will  give  you  account  thereof.  P.S.— I  hear  Sir  Thos.  Middleton 
is  approaching  us  on  the  Welsh  side,  having  taken  Ruthin  -Castle, 
which,  though  somewhat  ruinous,  may  be  of  good  advantage,  but  I 
will  say  no  more,  having  as  yet  received  no  letter  from  him.  [Ibid., 
pp.  81-83.

Our  dragoons  and  theirs  fired  upon  each  other  for  two  hours,  20  of 
our  horses  are  killed,  but  not  one  of  our  men  lost.  A  captain  of 
our  horse  who  came  up  in  the  van  was  shot  in  the  thigh.  We 
gained  half  a  mile  of  their  ground  before  6  p.m.  It  was  resolved 
last  night  that  the  field  should  be  viewed  by  the  chief  officers  early 
this  morning.  It  will  be  an  advantage  to  us  to  set  upon  [the 
King's]  army  on  this  side  Newbury,  because  we  shall  be  between 
the  enemy  and  our  provisions  ;  and  [ready]  to  fall  upon  him  on 
the  other  side,  because  we  shall  be  betwixt  the  enemy  and  Prince 
Rupert,  who  is  daily  expected  with  additional  forces ;  [but]  the 
ground  not  having  been  viewed  they  could  determine,  nothing 
herein.  Being  informed  by  such  as  come  from  London  that  they 
meet  many  soldiers  going  homewards,  we  renew  our  desire  that 
some  exemplary  punishment  may  be  inflicted  upon  them.

LeDoUnmngtonenfrom  Wickham  Heath  towards  the  place  where  the  King's  forces 

and  Newbury,  were  drawn  up  between  Donnington  and  Newbury,  near  the 
castle,  having  no  way  to  pass  but  by  a  wood  and  through  lanes. 
We  met  with  works  and  fortifications  crossing  those  lanes,  which 
the  enemy  had  thrown  up  during  the  night  and  planted  ordnance 
therein  :  they  had  also  other  ordnance,  two  hodies  of  horse,  and 
two  brigades  of  foot  at  a  little  distance.  They  played  also  from 
the  castle  upon  our  men  with  great  shot.  These  [works]  were 
very  hard  to  gain,  yet  it  pleased  God  so  to  encourage  the  spirit  [of 
our  forces],  among  whom  the  Lord  General's  had  a  most  special 
care,  and  so  to  bless  their  endeavour  that  about  5  o'clock,  only  an 
hour  after  their  falling  to  work,  our  men  took  it  by  storm  and 
got  4  pieces  of  ordnance ;  afterwards,  beating  the  enemy  off  his 
ground,  they  got  other  live  ordnance.  The  Lord  General's  foot  took 
much  contentment  in  regaining  some  of  their  ordnance.  Our 
horse  stood  very  gallantly  under  the  view  and  danger  of  the 
cannon  playing  directly  upon  them,  when  they  were  drawing  them- 
selves together  to  secure  the  foot,  and  by  charging  the  enemy 
put  them  to  a  retreat,  taking  the  Earl  of  Cleveland,  who  com- 
manded that  brigade.

It  is  a  comfort  to  me  in  this  sad  time  of  mine  affliction  of  mind  and 
body  to  see  that  I  am  continued  in  your  care,  being  at  this  present 
so  useless  a  servant  to  the  State.  The  particulars  of  my  disease  I 
shall  crave  pardon  to  defer  till  Dr.  St.  Johns,  old  Mr.  Bowden  of 
Reading,  and  Langley,  my  own  surgeon,  shall  set  down  the  true 
state  of  it;  as  yet  only  thus  much.

October  28.  Sir  A.  Johnstone  and  John  Crew,  M.P.,  to  the  Committee  of  both 
Newbury,  kingdoms.  What  we  wrote  in  our  last  [of  the  27tli]  we  repeat 
here,  lest  that  should  miscarry.  Yesterday  about  4  o'clock  those 
forces  which  went  from  Thatcham  towards  Newbury  by  way  of 
Wickham  Heath,  and  were  there  drawn  up,  set  upon  a  work  and 
breastwork,  well  guarded  with  ordnance,  horse,  and  foot,  which 
commanded  all  the  ways  leading  to  that  side  of  the  field  betwixt 
Newbury  and  Donnington  Castle,  where  the  King's  army  was 
drawn  up.  The  [enemy's]  works  were  made  strong,  although  they 
had  but  little  time,  [so]  that  the  gaining  of  them  would  have  lost 
much  time  and  been  doubtful  if  the  foot,  amongst  whom  the  Lord 
General's  particular  forces  deserved  very  well,  had  not  with  extra- 
ordinary resolution  stormed  them,  which  they  did  within  an  hour 
after  the  first  charge.  Upon  their  unexpected  entrance  into  the 
works  the  [enemy's]  foot  which  held  them  all  ran,  leaving  the  ord- 
nance placed  in  and  about  the  works.  Major-Genl.  Skippon  hazarded 
himself  too  much,  Sir  W.  Balfour  used  great  diligence,  there  being 
but  few  field  officers  of  horse,  while  Waller,  Haselrigg,  Harrington, 
Middleton,  Cromwell,  Crawford,  Holborne,  Col.  Greeves.  and  others 
did  very  good  service.  The  Earl  of  Manchester  about  4  o'clock  en- 
deavoured to  force  a  passage  through  Shaw,  a  village  on  the  other 
side  of  the  field,  where  the  King's  forces  lay.  Prince  Maurice  was 
on  that  side,  and  many  of  the  King's  best  foot,  who  maintained 
those  passes  although  they  were  very  bravely  assaulted.  For  want 
of  daylight  and  by  reason  of  the  strength  of  the  guard  who  held 
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those  passages  the  Earl  was  unable  to  take  them,  but  his  keeping 
so  many  of  the  King's  forces  engaged  on  that  side  was  of  great 
advantage  to  our  other  forces.  The  battle  lasted  about  three 
hours,  being  continued  at  least  an  hour  by  moonshine.  The  Earl 
and  those  on  the  other  side  were  ignorant  of  each  other's  success 
till  the  next  morning.  The  Earl  of  Cleveland,  being  taken  prisoner, 
is  sent  up  to  London,  and,  as  we  hear,  Col.  Goring's  younger  brother 
was  slain.  Capt.  Galler,  of  the  Lord  General's  division,  was  slain. 
We  took  9  pieces  of  ordnance.  Skippon  guesses  the  number  slain 
on  both  sides  at  between  two  and  three  hundred.  The  King's  forces 
were  all  gone  before  this  morning,  only  a  few  carts  being  left  in  the 
field;  the  other  carriages  were  put  into,  or  so  near  to,  Donnington 
Castle,  that  they  could  not  be  taken  off  by  us.  All  our  horse  and 
dragoons,  except  1,000  who  stay  with  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  are 
gone  in  pursuit  of  the  King's  forces,  which  we  hear  are  gone  toward 
Wallingford.  We  desire  you  to  consider  how  the  foot  army  shall 
be  disposed  of  and  provided  for.  None  of  your  provisions  have  as 
yet  come,  but  we  hope  they  will  shortly.  We  desire  to  give  God 
the  glory  of  this  victory,  it  being  his  work  and  upon  his  day.  The 
Earl  of  Manchester  marches 'to-morrow  for  Blewbury.  P.S. — We 
earnestly  entreat  you  to  take  care  that  the  want  of  surgeons  may  be 
supplied  ;  it  is  a  miserable  thing  to  see  men  want  means  of  cure  who 
have  been  wounded  in  defence  of  the  public.  [Printed  in  Soc.

October  28.  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  the  same.  By  several  former  letters  I 
Stanneyin  advertised  you  at  large  of  our  proceedings  at  Wirral,  so  I  shall  not 
Wirral.  trouble  you  with  the  repetition,  but  only  add  that  we  remain  still 
in  Wirral  with  our  forces,  betwixt  the  besiegers  of  Liverpool  and 
Chester,  to  prevent  the  conveyance  of  supplies  to  the  garrison, 
which  is  in  much  want,  and  I  hope  cannot  hold  out  long.  We 
cannot  do  more  than  give  the  enemy  strong  and  frequent  alarms, 
who  are  for  the  most  part  quartered  either  within  the  city  or  on 
the  other  side  of  the  river  Dee.  Since  we  entered  Wirral,  which  is 
about  a  month  since,  we  have  received  no  annoyance  from  the 
enemy,  though  we  have  much  provoked  them  by  taking  away  cattle 
from  their  very  works.  Upon  Thursday  last  we  took  above  100 
cattle,  when  their  horse  and  foot  issued  out  to  rescue  them,  but 
were  beaten  back  with  the  loss  of  two  cornets,  Hopton  and  Slegge, 
and  several  men  slain,  besides  7  taken  and  12  horses,  without  any 
loss  on  our  side.  On  Saturday  a  party  of  our  men  from  Tarvin 
took  away  diverse  cattle  belonging  to  the  Governor  of  Beeston 
Castle,  and  enticed  the  enemy  into  an  ambuscade,  killing  several 
and  taking  17  prisoners,  whereof  one  was  an  ensign,  besides  30 
stand  of  arms,  without  the  loss  of  one  man.  On  Monday  the 
enemy,  whose  strength  begins  to  increase,  issued  out  of  Chester 
against  our  guard  at  Backford,  but  were  beaten  back  with  one 
lieut.  of  horse  taken  prisoner.  Our  garrison  at  Tarvin  is  in  good 
forwardness,   and  we   proceed  with  all  expedition   in  fortifying 
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Hooton  in  Wirral.  The  enemy  is  raising  all  the  forces  possible  in 
Wales,  with  which  they  hope  to  be  able  to  struggle  with  us  until 
the  arrival  of  the  forces  expected  to  come  down  with  the  Prince 
[Rupert]  from  the  King's  army,  which  is  not  to  be  doubted  is  a  great 
part  of  their  care.  If  it  please  you  to  direct  that  three  or  four 
thousand  of  the  Scots'  forces,  now  that  Newcastle  is  taken,  should 
assist  on  the  Welsh  side  to  the  taking  in  of  Chester,  I  hope  there 
may  be  a  good  account  given  of  all  those  parts.  In  the  meantime 
nothing  shall  be  omitted  which  may  tend  to  the  advancement  of 
this  service.

October  28. .  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  the  Lord  General.  Upon 
Derby  House.  Wednesday  next  there  will  be  20  cart-loads  of  ammunition  and 
provisions  for  your  own  train  at  Windsor  to  be  from  thence 
conveyed  to  the  armies,  for  the  safe  transport  of  which  you 
are  desired  to  send  a  party  of  horse.

October  29.  27.  Warrant  of  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  [residing  with 
Durham.  the  Scottish  army]  to  [Alexander]  Lord  Balgonie  and  Colonel 
Robert  Montgomery,  their  regiments  of  horse  being  part  of  the 
Scottish  army  to  quarter  in  Cleveland,  Yorkshire.  Appointing 
the  chief  constables  there  to  meet  Lord  Balgonie  and  Colonel 
Montgomery,  and  set  down  the  most  equal  way  for  quartering  the

October  29.       Sir  A.  Johnstone  and  John  Crew,  M.P.,  to  the  same.     We  have 

Newbury,      presently  had  intelligence  from  one  come  from  Bristol,  that  Prince 

Rupert,  with  4,500  foot,  3,000  horse,  and  a  train  of  artillery,  was 
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come  yesternight  to  Bath,  and  that  the  reporter  met  the  King 
with  500  horse  at  6  a.m.  yesterday  within  9  miles  of  Bath,  and 
that  Prince  Maurice  and  Goring  led  the  rest  of  the  King's  forces  to 
Wallingford  in  the  night's  march.  We  have  not  as  yet  received 
any  intelligence  from  our  horse,  but  we  know  they  are  so  harassed 
as  they  stand  in  need  of  some  refreshment.  Some  officers  here 
apprehend  that  the  forces  which  are  gone  to  Oxford  will  join  with 
the  King's  and  Prince's  forces  about  Cirencester.

P.S. — Upon  Friday  last  Sir  John 
Meldrum  came  to  me  into  Wirral  and  desired  I  would  assist  him 
with  500  foot  for  the  storming  of  Liverpool,  which  was  willino-ly 
assented  unto.  But  I  believe  their  wants  in  the  town  are  so  treat 
as  that,  it  may  be  within  a  short  time  possessed  by  starving  them 
out.

October  29.  Sir  Thos.  Middleton  to  the  same.  In  my  last  I  acquainted  you 
Red  Castle.  with  the  taking  prisoner  of  Lord  Leigh  of  Stoneleigh.and  my  sending 
him  up  to  the  Parliament  upon  his  parole,  also  with  my  request  for 
the  assistance  of  500  Scots,  which  being  so  small  a  number  could 
not  any  way  impair  their  great  army.  Having  received  intelligence 
of  the  enemy's  fortifying  the  town  and  castle  of  Ruthin,  and  of  the 
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raising  of  great  forces  in  cos.  Denbigh  and  Flint,  being  within  my 
limits,  by  virtue  of  sending  commissions  granted  by  bis  Majesty  to 
Col.  Francis  Trafford,  a  professed  Papist,  Col.  Mark  Trevor,  Col. 
Washington,  and  others,  I  thereupon,  with  the  few  forces  I  could 
spare  out  of  my  several  garrisons  of  Montgomery  and  Red  Castle, 
and  Col.  Mitton's  forces  from  Oswestry,  marched  to  Ruthin,  where 
we  found  the  streets  strongly  barricaded,  the  town  pretty  well 
fortified,  the  enemy  within  it,  and  Cols.  Trevor  and  Trafford  with 
120  horse  and  200  foot  endeavouring  to  defend  the  town  and  oppose 
us.  My  foot  entering  the  town  broke  down  the  barricades  and  so 
made  way  for  the  horse,  who  pursued  the  enemy's  horse  through 
the  town  and  almost'  to  Denbigh  Castle,  another  of  the  enemy's 
garrisons,  returning  in  safety  with  24  prisoners,  including  a  doctor, 
cornet,  and  quartermaster.  The  enemy's  foot  fled  into  the  castle 
which  I  was  obliged  to  leave,  Mitton's  forces  having  been  recalled 
to  Oswestry  upon  some  pretended  fear  of  the  enemy's  approach 
thither,  but  before  quitting  the  town  I  caused  the  turnpikes  and 
fortifications  to  be  broken  down  and  rendered  unserviceable.  The 
castle  I  found  to  be  by  nature  strong,  of  large  circumference,  and 
situated  on  a  rock,  but  as  yet  uncovered  and  the  wads  under  repair. 
The  town  adjoining  was  very  considerable  and  well  suited  for  a 
garrison,  it  being  the  best  situate  and  fairest  and  largest  town  for 
buildings  within  that  county,  and  not  above  5  miles  distant  from 
the  enemy's  other  garrison  of  Denbigh.  If  the  enemy  should  settle 
a  garrison  in  Ruthin  and  fortify  it,  they  would  then  be  able  to 
curb  all  the  Parliament's  friends  and  their  proceedings  in  cos. 
Denbigh,  Flint,  Carnarvon,  and  Anglesey ;  but  on  the  contrary,  if 
you  were  pleased  to  enable  me  to  locate  a  garrison  there  and  fortify 
the  town  and  castle,  I  conceive  it  would  be  a  ready  way  for  the 
recovery  of  Denbigh  Castle  and  the  speedy  reduction  of  the  aforesaid 
counties.  All  which  I  beseech  you  to  take  into  consideration.  And 
now,  my  Lords  and  gentlemen,  the  good  tidings  of  the  taking  of 
Newcastle  doth  embolden  me  to  solicit  you  for  a  whole  regiment  of 
Scotch  foot,  which  I  expect  would  enable  me  to  reduce  these  parts 
or  at  least  defend  myself  against  all  assaults  of  the  enemy  who  are 
daily  raising  forces  and  expect  Prince  Rupert's  coming  with  great 
forces.  You  may  please  to  think  of  some  means  to  maintain  the 
Scotch  regiment  and  the  forces  I  have  already  raised,  also  how  to 
arm  them,  this  country  having  been  exhausted  by  the  exactions  of 
the  enemy  before  my  coming.  The  supplies,  which  cost  me  above 
]  ,0001.  in  London,  being  sent  by  sea  to  Liverpool,  were  there  detained

All  which  I  beseech  you  to 
consider,  and  to  take  some  speedy  course  for  my  supply,  who  am 
ready  to  sacrifice  my  life  and  fortunes  in  the  present  service  of  the 
King  and  Parliament.

The  King's  forces  went  in  such  haste 
from  hence  that  our  horse  overtook  none  but  stragglers,  the  horse 
and  foot,  with  the  exception  of  500  horse  which  went  towards 
Bristol  with  the  King,  being  gone  as  far  as  Wallingford  by  6  o'clock 
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on  Monday  morning.  The  Earl  of  Manchester  has  resolved  to 
summon  Donnington  Castle  to-morrow  ;  if  he  takes  it,  it  will  be  a 
service  to  the  Parliament  and  a  great  comfort  to  this  town,  which 
is  very  well  affected.  Concerning  the  disposal  of  these  forces  some 
here  are  of  opinion  that  5,000  foot  and  4,000  horse  should  march 
to  Bath,  which  they  say  would  keep  the  King  from  raising  an  army, 
and  they  commend  those  parts  for  very  rich  quarter.  Others  think 
such  a  march  would  reduce  those  forces  to  nothing,  many  of  the 
soldiers  already  deserting  by  reason  of  the  coldness  of  the  weather 
and  want  of  provisions.  Something  must  be  resolved  presently,  we 
therefore  entreat  your  speedy  direction.  Basing  sends  often  for 
help,  we  desire  to  know  your  pleasure  therein  also.  Two  or  three 
coaches  which  were  left  behind  in  [Donnington]  Castle  succeeded 
in  getting  7  or  8  miles  on  their  way  towards  Bristol,  with  30  or  40 
horses.  General  Ruthven's  lady  was  in  one  of  them,  but  the  General 
himself  took  horse  and  escaped.  The  ministers  here  turned  the  fast 
into  a  day  of  thanksgiving.

October  30.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  We 
Newbury,  know  your  great  labour,  and  the  long  time  [taken  up]  in  gathering 
these  forces  now  united.  You  and  we  see  God's  great  blessing  to 
the  kingdom  since  their  union.  The  King's  army  is  exceedingly 
dispersed,  and  if  ever  victory  might  be  followed  with  advantage 
this  is  one.  We  all  know  the  activeness  of  the  enemy  to  rally, 
especially  Prince  Rupert  having  so  good  a  foundation  for  an  army 
at  Bath  and  the  King  in  person  with  him.  We  conceive  if  you 
suffer  your  forces  to  disperse  before  they  either  scatter  Prince 
Rupert's  or  drive  them  to  their  winter  quarters,  the  enemy  will 
continue  masters  of  the  west.  If  you  command  your  forces  to  go 
up  towards  Bath,  either  the  Kirig  will  give  us  battle  or  retire  to 
Bristol.  If  a  battle  we  have  cause  to  desire  it;  if  to  Bristol  we 
have  as  fruitful  parts  as  are  in  England  to  quarter  in,  and  then  our 
victory  will  be  prosecuted  to  the  Parliament's  honour  and  profit. 
The  King's  contributions  and  levies  both  for  men  and  money  in 
the  west  will  be  absolutely  frustrated,  and  Taunton,  now  besieged, 
relieved  ;  and  so  your  enemies  will  have  no  army  in  the  spring. 
Some  think  of  the  [enemy's]  falling  into  the  [Eastern]  Association's 
[district]  ;  we  apprehend  that  will  not  be,  for,  if  the  King  should 
see  forces  draw  towards  him,  he  must  call  up  altogether,  and  it  is 
not  for  men  with  horses  here  in  winter  to  go  far  from  their  gar- 
risons, for  there  are  so  many  rivers  in  every  county,  and  so  much 
inclosure,  and  the  lanes  so  deep  [in  mud],  that  cut  up  but  one 
bridge  and  in  places  of  advantage  500  foot  might  beat  5,000  horse. 
And  upon  this  stroke,  if  we  move  suddenly,  we  may  do  that  work  ; 
that  our  forces  may  safely  divide,  but  for  the  present  it  is  visible 
division  is  most  dangerous.  We  feel  the  season  of  the  jear,  we 
see  the  soldiers'  wants  and  sufferings,  yet  our  sensibleness  of  the 
desolation  and  utter  ruin  which  falls  upon  all  sorts  of  people 
where  armies  come  makes  us  more  earnestly  desire  to  end  the  war 
than  to  enjoy  our  own  ease.     We  presume  not  to  direct,  only  being 
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upon  the  place  we  conceive  it  our  duties  to  declare  our  thoughts, 
submitting  all  to  your  resolutions,  and  are  ready  to  obey  what  you 
may  please  to  command.

October  30.  Major-General  Richard  Browne  to  the  same.  Yesterday  above 
Abingdon.  80  of  Major  Underwood's  troop  ran  away  from  us  to  London,  pre- 
tending want  of  pay,  although  they  were  not  above  4  or  5  weeks 
behind.  I  beg  that  they  may  be  made  exemplaryin  punishment, 
as  they  never  were  nor  will  be  serviceable  as  soldiers.  The  con- 
dition of  our  poor  foot  is  still  very  sad,  and  increasing  beyond 
belief.  I  hear  there  is  2,000?.  coming  to  us,  but  that  will  do  little 
good,  only  supplying  the  soldiers  with  shoes  to  run  away,  besides 
the  officers  are  six  times  that  proportion  already  out  of  purse  to 
their  soldiers.  I  acquaint  you  with  this,  as  I  have  formerly  done, 
that  the  consequence  may  be  prevented  in  time.  The  Essex  men 
also  run  away  daily  in  multitudes.  I  doubt  not  but  you  have 
heard  of  the  late  proceedings  of  the  armies  at  and  about  Newbury. 
Upon  the  enemy's  retreat  by  Wallingfbrd,  we  having  broken  down 
Newbridge,  a  party  of  our  horse  met  and  skirmished  with  them 
within  a  mile  of  our  quarters.  We  killed  and  took  of  them  above-30, 
besides  many  others  met  with  since.  The  Lord  General's  horse 
and  the  rest  are  now  quartered  somewhat  near  us,  so-  that  I  sup- 
pose this  garrison  is  n.ow  out  of  danger  from  the  enemy.  I  therefore 
renew  my  former  suit  to  you  to  be  recalled  hence,  not  being  able 
to  do  that  service  I  desire  for  the  reasons  humbly  presented,  nor 
[desiring]  to  behold  so  many  starving  wretches  without  ability  to 
relieve  them.

Now  this  Co.mmittee  was 
this  day  informed  that  Higden,  notwithstanding  the  said  order, 
hath  been  with  Elton's  tenants  of  the  lands  extended,  and  hath  put 
some  out  of  their  farms  and  threatened  the  rest,  and  endeavoureth 
to  hinder  them  from  paying  their  rents  to  Elton,  endeavouring  to 
set  on  foot  a  statute  pretended  to  be  heretofore  acknowledged  by 
the  said  Bacon  unto  one  John  Miller,  and  by  Miller  assigned  to 
Higden;  and  forsomnch  as  this  day  it  was  made  appear  to  this 
Committee  that  the  said  Elton  and  one  Robert  Marsh,  who  hath 
also  been  assessed  here  for  his  20th  part  and  satisfied  the  same, 
have  also  a  judgment  of  600Z.  against  Bacon  for  a  debt  of  3001., 
besides  damages  and  costs,  and  have  lately  taken  out  an  extent

The 
partialities  and  divisions  amongst  the  gentlemen  here  are  so  great 
that  I  cannot  but  leave  the  charge  of  the  command  in  Liverpool  in 
the  hands  of  Col.  [John]  Moore,  M.P.,  he  being  of  ancient  family, 
a  great  lover  of  the  cause,  and  one  who  has  sustained  great  loss  in 
his  personal  estate,  until  that  charge  be  otherwise  disposed  of.

I  cannot  forbear  that  accustomed  freedom 
I  ha-ve  taken  to  acquaint  your  Lordships  with  what,  in  my  appre- 
hension, I  conceive  may  be  both  dangerous  and  unprofitable  to  this 
State,  which  is  to  keep  up  forts  and  garrisons,  which  may  rather 
foment  than  finish  a  war.  France,  Italy,  and  the  Low  Countries 
have  found  by  experience  during  these  three  hundred  years  what 
losses  are  entailed  by  places  being  fortified,  while  the  subjects  of 
the  isle  of  Britain,  through  absence  thereof,  have  lived  in  more 
tranquility.

If  there  be  a  garrison  kept 
at  Liverpool,  there  must  be  at  least  300  men,  which  will  make  the 
jealousies  and  emulations  amongst  those  gentlemen  endless  and 
chargeable.  The  place  itself  is  one  of  the  strongest  that  I  have 
seen  in  England,  which  makes  me  to  be  the  more  apprehensive  of 
danger,  as  well  in  regard  of  the  partialities  and  factions  amongst 
the  gentlemen  of  the  country  as  of  the  Papists  in  that  county,  who 
would  find  it  an  easier  task  to  maintain  a  strong  fortification  made 
to  their  hand,  if  they  could  make  themselves  masters  of  it,  than  to 
raise  a  new  fortification,  upon  any  new  commotion  that  may  arise. 
I  desire  your  resolution  herein.  Having  in  my  former  letters  ac- 
quainted you  at  large  with  the  state  of  things  here,  I  shall  forbear 
to  be  further  troublesome  at  this  time.

3G.  Orders  issued  by  Alexander  Earl  of  Leven,  Lord  General  of  the 
Scottish  army,  for  regulating  the  Scots'  army  in  England.  Whereas 
by  the  treaty  concluded  betwixt  Scotland  and  England  the  army 
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under  my  command  is  subject  to  the  directions  of  the  Committees  of 
both  kingdoms  residing  with  the  said  army ;  and  whereas  these 
Committees  have  agreed  on  the  allowances  for  the  officers  and 
soldiers,  and  the  rates  of  provisions  [see  above,  Oct.  29,  p.  79],  and 
have  also  appointed  the  quarters  for  the  several  regiments  ;  these 
are  to  require  all  officers  and  soldiers  under  my  command  strictly  to 
observe  the  following  articles  and  rates  annexed  for  preventing  all 
differences,  and,  for  the  better  confirmation  of  the  happy  union 
betwixt  the  kingdoms,  to  conform  to  the  ensuing  particulars : — 
1.  The  quartermaster  of  any  regiment  shall  not  divide  the  quarters 
without  the  advice  of  some  of  the  standing  Committee  nearest  the 
quarters  in  the  country,  and  the  constables  and  officers  of  the  place 
wherein  such  quarters  are  to  be  divided.  2.  That  the  officers  of  the 
several  regiments  take  all  possible  care  the  soldiers  straggle  not  from 
their  quarters,  but  in  case  of  necessary  business  when  they  have 
ticket  from  their  officers.  3.  That  the  houses  of  Committee-men 
of  the  country  be  exempted  from  quartering  soldiers — they  paying 
their  assesses, — the  necessary  occasions  of  the  country  requiring 
their  absence  from  their  own  houses.  4.  That  the  quartermaster  or 
officer  designed  for  that  purpose  take  care  for  the  safe  convoy  of  all 
provisions  brought  to  the  quarters,  and  give  billet  for  what  is 
brought  in,  and  that  in  kind,  whether  money  or  provision,  and  not 
to  give  ticket  for  provision  when  they  pay  it  in  money.  5.  That 
the  quartermaster  give  ticket  for  the  billet  of  the  soldiers  under 
his  care,  that  so  it  may  be  brought  to  account.  6.  That  no  officer 
or  soldier  presume  to  lay  any  tax  or  imposition  upon  the  in- 
habitants of  the  country.  7.  That  since  all  possible  care  is  taken 
according  to  the  condition  of  the  country  for  the  provision  of  the 
army,  no  officer  or  soldier  presume  to  deface  any  houses,  or  take 
away  books,  cattle,  or  goods,  as  not  from  any  well  affected,  so  neither 
from  Papists  nor  delinquents,  their  estates  being  to  be  sequestered 
for  the  use  of  the  army  in  an  orderly  way.  8.  That  all  officers  and 
soldiers  endeavour  with  all  possible  care  to  prevent  all  differences 
betwixt  themselves  and  the  subjects  of  England,  and  that  upon  the 
arising  of  any  such  unhappy  differences  they  make  them  known 
with  all  speed  to  the  Committees  of  both  kingdoms  resident  at 
Newcastle  or  elsewhere,  according  to  the  treaty  betwixt  the  two 
kingdoms.  And  hereby  I  further  require  the  colonels  or  com- 
manders-in-chief of  every  regiment  to  take  notice  of  these  orders, 
and  to  give  copies  of  them  to  the  quartermasters  who  are  most  con- 
cerned, as  also  to  give  frequent  notice  thereof  to  their  soldiers,  as 
they  tender  the  preservation  of  the  happy  union  betwixt  the  nations 
and  the  honour  of  the  army.

5.  That  the  House  be  moved  to  take  notice  of  the  good  service  of  the 

armies,  and  of  the  King's  rallying  again  ;  likewise  to  encourage  them 
[the  commanders]  to  keep  their  forces  together  and  advance  towards 
them  [the  enemy].  That  the  letter  now  drafted  be  offered  to  them 
[the  Commons]  to  be  sent  by  them  to  the  army. 

6.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Committee  of  the  "West  to  take  care  for 

the  garrisoning  of  the  Earl  of  Coleraine's  house  as  desired  in  Bichard 
Whitehead's  letter. 
Afternoon. — Ordered, 

7.  To  write  to  the  commanders-in-chief  of  the  armies,  acquainting  them 

with  the  ammunition  and  guns  to  be  sent  to  them.  In  answer  to 
their  letter  sent  by  Lord  Warriston  and  Mr.  Crew  they  shall  hear 
from  this  Committee  before  Wednesday  morning. 

8.  To  write  to  Lord  Fairfax  about  finding  out  some  way  for  ships  to  trade 

to  Newcastle  for  coals  without  danger  of  interruption  from  Scar- 
borough. 

9.  That  it  be  reported  to  both  Houses  that  before  the  despatch  of  their 

letter  to  the  army,  Lord  Warriston  and  Mr.  Crew  had  returned  with 
intelligence  that  a  Council  of  War  held  at  the  spot  had  agreed  upon 
the  disposal  of  the  forces  another  way  than  that  which  was  appointed 
by  their  letter,  which  had  consequently  been  stayed  by  this  Committee 
till  the  pleasure  of  the  Houses  be  known,  whether  it  should  now  be 
sent  or  no. 

10.  That  the  Speakers  of  both  Houses  be  entreated  to  be  in  the  Houses 

to-morrow  before  sermon  to  hear  a  report  from  this  Committee. 

11.  That  it  be  reported  to  both  Houses  that  Tynemouth  Castle  was  sur- 

rendered [to  the  Scots'  army]  upon  composition  the  28th  of  October, 
having  in  it  good  store  of  ordnance,  arms,  and  ammunition;  and  that 
Liverpool  was  turrendered  the  last  week  to  Sir  John  Meldrnm ;  for 
which  mercies  it  be  offered  to  the  consideration  of  the  Houses  whether 
they  think  fit  to  give  order  that  thanks  be  given  to  God  to-morrow  ; 
likewise  to  notify  the  same  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  that  thanks  may  be 
given  to  God  in  the  several  churches  within  London. 

12.  That  the  Committee  of  the  Navy  be  desired  to  give  a  bill  of  store  for 

the  goods  of  the  late  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  [Strafford]. 

13.  That  the  letter  now  read  be  sent  to  the  commanders-in-chief  at  the

Nov.  4.  Sir  John  Meldrum  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.     Being 

Liverpool,  unwilling  to  let  slip  any  opportunity  which  in  my  judgment  might 
avail  for  the  reduction  of  this  county  to  the  obedience  of  King  and 
Parliament,  I  could  not  find  a  more  probable  way  than  to  make 
trial  of  my  influence  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  Avhere,  if  its  head  the  Earl 
of  Derby  could  be  made  sensible  of  his  own  happiness,  the  ac- 
cessary  members   might  be   more   easily  tempted  to  follow  the 
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example,  and  to  this  effect  I  directed  two  letters,  one  to  the  Earl, 
of  which  I  send  a  copy,  and  the  other  to  Capt.  Rawstorne,  the 
chief  commander  in  Latham  House,  the  latter  in  reply  to  a  letter 
from  him  about  the  exchange  of  prisoners.  Mr.  Ashurst,  M.P.,  has  a 
brother  here  who  has  been  expressly  employed  by  me  to  deal  in 
that  particular  with  the  chief  commander  in  Latham  House ;  the 
business  was  far  advanced  when,  I  having  occasion  to  withdraw  all 
the  horse  out  of  Lancashire  for  the  relief  of  Montgomery  Castle,  he 
was  forced  for  his  own  safety  to  withdraw  himself  to  his  regiment 
of  foot,  whereof  he  is  major.  I  expect  now  the  business  will  be 
less  difficult  in  regard  of  the  reduction  of  Liverpool,  whereof  I  send 
you  this  short  account,  that,  upon  the  arrogant  carriage  of  the 
Governor  and  officers  of  the  garrison,  who  disdainfully  rejected  con- 
ditions which  were  more  honourable  and  safe  than  either  their 
merit  or  condition  could  justly  challenge,  they  are  now  reduced  to 
be  suitors,  and  to  embrace  conditions  less  honourable,  less  safe,  and 
more  advantageous  to  the  cause  in  hand,  as  you  may  perceive  by 
the  articles  proposed  on  both  sides  by  the  letters  exchanged  betwixt 
Sir  Eobt.  Byron  and  me,  and  by  the  issue  of  the  treaty  here 
enclosed,  whereby  you  may  know  that  (a  bill  of  divorcement  being 
thrown  in  betwixt  the  Governor  and  his  soldiers)  he  and  they  are 
all  prisoners,  there  being  140  officers  and  700  common  soldiers, 
besides  400  soldiers  who  forsook  him,  some  of  whom  I  have 
suffered  to  go  to  their  homes,  and  others  to  serve  the  King  and 
Parliament.  This  is  all  I  have  to  impart  to  you  for  the  present, 
but  that  the  deputy  lieutenants  with  their  officers  have  carried 
themselves  very  worthily  as  true  patriots  in  all  the  services  here. 
P.S. — Upon  a  report  here  that  Prince  Rupert  has  received  a  check 
in  Gloucestershire  by  Col.  Massie,  in  his  march  through  Wales 
attempted  as  well  to  relieve  the  necessities  of  Chester  as  to  raise 
the  siege  before  Liverpool,  I  have  adventured  this  postscript  to 
entreat  from  you  a  favourable  letter  to  the  deputy  lieutenants  of 
cos.  Derby,  Stafford,  and  Salop,  besides  what  other  places  you  may 
think  fit,  that  their  forces  of  horse  and  foot,  joined  with  the  forces 
of  Cheshire  and  Lancashire,  may  attempt  some  enterprise  against 
Chester,  which  cannot  but  promise  a  happy  issue,  as  well  in  regard 
of  the  scarcity  of  victuals,  men,  and  ammunition,  as  of  the  divisions 
betwixt  the  Governor  and  the  mayor  of  that  city  ;  "  it  is  good 
striking  the  iron  whilst  it  is  hot."  I  entreat  your  directions  what 
shall  be  done  with  the  remainder  of  the  Irish,  who,  if  they  had 
shipping,  would  return  to  their  country,  where  they  may  do  less 
mischief  than  to  be  kept  here  as  a  new  seminary  for  the  King's 
armies  ;  as  also  for  the  government  of  this  place,  which,  upon  my 
reputation,  has  been  made  one  of  the  strongest  seats  of  war  in  this 
kingdom  by  Col.  Moore.

38.  Sir  George  Vane  to  his  father,  Sir  Henry  Vane.  Your  letters 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Parliament  and  deputy  lieutenants  I  took 
next  day  to  Newcastle  and  delivered  them  to  Sir  William  Arrnyn 
and  the  rest  of  the  Commissioners,  who  appointed  a  meeting  with 
the  Committee  and  gentry  of  the  country  next  Tuesday,  after 
which  you  may  expect  a  speedy  answer.  I  commanded  Francis 
Singleton,  your  steward,  to  write  to  you  this  week,  being  myself 
very  much  taken  up  with  the  audit,  which  has  been  very  troublesome 
and  expensive  to  me,  being  altogether  inexpert  in  this  business, 
having  been  forced  for  the  better  expediting  of  the  service  to 
entertain  one  that  supplies  the  place  of  my  deputy,  besides  Thomas 
Wine,  and  two  others  to  tell  the  moneys  ;  the  times  are  such  with

us  that  few  or  none  have  paid  their  full  rents,  besides  none  the 
arrearages  which  are  very  great.  I  do  not  think  I  have  received  much 
above  700?.  Most  desire  some  further  time,  promising  to  do  their 
uttermost  to  get  it,  so  that  I  am  resolved  to  give  them  a  fortnight 
or  three  weeks'  respite,  and  then  if  they  pay  not  to  distrain  their 
goods  by  pursuivant.  The  great  ones  in  these  parts  that  are  to 
pay  the  best  rents  to  the  King  excuse  themselves  by  their  great 
losses,  as  Sir  John  Fenwick  who  writes  to  this  purpose,  and  I 
hear  nothing  at  all  from  Lord  Grey  of  Werke.  The  Earl  of 
Northumberland's  steward  wrote  to  us  that  his  Lordship  would 
satisfy  the  Committee  of  the  Revenue  above,  and  that  he  had 
obtained  respite  by  reason  of  his  former  great  losses.  I  crave  yours 
and  the  Committee's  further  directions  herein;  and  [would  suggest] 
if  it  were  not  fit  for  you  to  crave  the  like  respite  by  reason  of  your 
great  losses  and  your  tenants'  disability  who  do  not  pay  near  the 
sum  that  should  make  up  the  King's  rents  for  this  whole  year  now 
behind,  I  shall  detain  for  you  the  501.  fee  as  High  Steward  of 
Richmond  and  Midlam  according  to  the  order  I  received  from  the 
Committee.  I  desire  to  understand  what  the  allowances  are  of  the 
receiver  and  auditor  for  defraying  their  expenses  during  the  audit. 
I  was  informed  by  the  deputy  auditor  4<0l.  for  the  auditor  and  301. 
for  myself,  and  ]  01.  for  my  journey  to  London  to  clear  my  accounts. 
Besides  I  should  be  glad  to  know  what  to  detain  as  receiver  for 
every  11.  or  1001.  I  shall  not  fail  to  employ  my  best  endeavour  to 
recover  such  of  your  goods  as  have  been  plundered.  Singleton  will 
give  you  account  of  such  kitchen  stuff  as  is  at  the  castle,  which  is 
very  little,  and  thereby  you  will  guess  what  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  against  your  coming.  Little  or  nothing  will  be  recovered 
of  what  Colonel  Heron  during  his  being  in  the  castle  caused  to  be 
conveyed  away,  for  though  it  will  sufficiently  be  proved  that  aweene 
[wain]  load,  horse  load,  and  a  coachful  of  your  goods  were  carried 
thence  while  he  was  there,  I  cannot  get  information  to  whose  house 
they  went,  but  such  things  only  as  I  recovered  from  Mrs.  Eubank 
and  are  now  in  the  castle.  Prays  that  the  100?.  he  borrowed  of  his 
brother  Pelham  may  be  repaid  out  of  the  money  due  to  hiin  for 
coals  sold  by  the  Commissioners  at  Chester  from  our  pits  during 
their  abode  at  Sunderland.  Colonel  Wardelaw  is  going  into 
Scotland,  whence  he  will  correspond  with  you.  I  have  my  father- 
in-law's  house  reserved  free  against  your  coming  down  if  it  should 
be  this  winter,  until  I  understand  more  certainly  of  it  from  you, 
when  some  fitter  accommodation  may  be  thought  of  and  at  all 
times,  I  doubt  not,  had  for  you.  I  did  wonder  that  you  wrote  you 
had  provided  a  minister  for  Raby,  having  but  the  week  before 
wished  me  to  put  into  the  place  some  good  man  that  I  wrote  to  you 
I  could  provide  here  ;  which,  upon  receipt  of  your  letter,  I  did 
accordingly,  and  offered  Mr.  Faucet,  a  very  honest  man,  the  place, 
who  was  to  enter  upon  it  this  week,  whom,  being  now  engaged,  I 
should  be  loth,  if  it  might  stand  with  your  approbation,  to  disappoint. 
However,  if  it  be  your  pleasure  otherwise,  1  shall  entreat  you  to  see 
him  disposed  of  in  some  other  benefice  in  these  parts  according  to 
his  deserts.     When  I  further  understand  your  pleasure  herein  I  shall 
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be  bold  to  discover  what  place  that  is  vacant  may  be  fittest  for 
him.  Barnard  Castle  is  in  a  very  distressed  condition  for  want  of 
a  good  preaching  minister,  and  I  shall  refer  to  your  and  my  brother's 
consideration  the  fittest  way  of  settling  a  sufficient  yearly  allowance 
for  him.  I  desire  also  to  put  you  in  mind  of  Mr.  Shaw,  a  Scotch 
minister,  recommended  formerly  for  the  benefice  of  Stanhope,  wlo, 
failing  in  that  after  much  expense  and  trouble,  has  desired  me  to 
recommend  Mm  to  you  and  the  other  gentlemen  of  the  Committee 
for  settling  a  preaching  ministry  in  these  parts  for  the  benefice  of 
Wolsingham.  For  satisfaction  as  to  his  doctrine  and  conversation, 
I  desire  you  to  take  the  information  of  the  Lord  Chancellor  of 
'  Scotland  and  Sir  Richard  Bellasis,  to  whom  he  is  better  known 
than  to  myself.  I  shall  as  soon  as  possible  go  and  see  your  wood 
at  Chopweil,  and  the  state  of  your  shore  at  Shields.  I  cannot  con- 
clude without  craving  your  assistance  for  the  speedy  accomplishing 
of  the  business  Sir  Bichard  Bellasis  was  despatched  to  the  Parliament 
about,  the  burden  on  our  country  being  so  intolerable  that  without 
some  speedy  remedy  we  shall  be  irrecoverably  lost.  We  had  last 
week  with  the  news  of  the  taking  of  Midlam  Castle  by  Sir  Wilfrid 
Lacon's  [Lawson's]  men  [news  of]  the  death  of  M  r.  Warde,  minister  of 
Staindrop,  who  was  killed  by  a  musket  shot,  the  only  shot — as  is  re- 
ported— that  was  made  against  the  castle  before  they  treated,  and 
soon  after  upon  conditions  they  surrendered ;  so  that  all  these 
northern  counties  are  settled  except  Carlisle  and  some  few  castles 
in  Yorkshire,  which  might  be  easily  effected  now  there  are  so  many 
forces  here  to  spare.  If  care  were  taken  to  provide  thein  with  some 
clothes  and  other  necessaries,  which  I  perceive  by  their  General 
they  need,  being  once  mustered,  and  a  course  settled  for  the  orderly 
payment  of  them  for  the  future,  they  might  be  better  employed 
than  to  lie  here  utterly  to  eat  up  these  parts.  P.S. — I  shall  send 
you  up  with  the  first  opportunity  the  Earl  of  Northumberland's 
picture.

Nov.  6.  39.  Sir  Lionel  Maddison  to  [the  same].     I  received  your  letter 

Newcastle.  sent  last  week,  and  return  you  thanks  for  that  you  will  within 
few  days,  as  you  hope,  put  an  end  to  my  business.  I  am  glad  the 
Parliament  is  in  hand  touching  the  pay  of  the  army,  which  must 
needs  be  taken  care  for,  that  these  northern  counties  may  not  still  be 
overburdened,  and  both  army  and  country  utterly  ruined  thereby. 
I  perceive  by  yours  also  that  you  are  about  an  imposition  upon 
coals  for  the  payment  of  them,  but  whosoever  informed  you  of  the 
number  ordinarily  vented  during  a  year  is  mistaken,  for  it  comes 
not  to  any  such  number  as  400,000.  The  vent  ordinarily  was 
about  18,000  tens,  or  180,000  chaldrons — for  we  commonly  account 
by  tens,  that  is,  so  many  ten  chaldrons— in  this  port,  and  about 
4,000  tens,  or  40,000  chaldrons,  at  Sunderland,  so  that  the  whole 
comes  but  to  220,000  chaldrons,  or  22,000  tens.  The  farm  of  the  12d. 
which  was  paid  I  take  it  was  8,300?.  per  annum,  having  defalcation 
for  the  vent  .at  Sunderland  till  within  these  few  years  by  a  letter 
of  the  then  Lord  Treasurer ;  it  was  paid  by  the  masters  there, 
which  was  the  farmers'  profit.     The  vent  beyond  seas  was  supposed 
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to  be  some  3,000  tens,  or  30,000  chaldrons,  upon  which  was  paid 
lOd.  for  the  old  custom,  5s.  imposition,  and  then  came  a  further 
imposition  of  3s.  4c?.  per  chaldron  on  all  vented  or  carried  by 
strangers,  and  Is.  8c?.  by  English  ;  and  witbin  these  four  or  five 
years  to  my  Lord  of  Holland,  Sir  Job  Harby,  &c,  4s.  per  chaldron, 
which  is  13s.  2d.  by  the  stranger  and  lis.  Gd.  by  the  English,  since 
which  the  foreign  vent  by  strangers  is  less  than  I  can  remember  it. 
There  are  within  the  river  222  [salt]  pans,  of  which  in  good  times 
some  180  or  190  might  be  going,  for  there  were  always  some  out 
of  repair.  These  pans  cast  80  weigh  [of  salt],  and  burn  20  tens  of 
coal  yearly  each  pan,  which  amounts  to  about  14,400  weighs  of 
salt  and  3,G00  tens  of  coal.  In  Sunderland  there  were  some  pans 
which  burnt  300  tens  of  coal,  but  are  at  present  out  of  repair,  all 
belonging  lately  to  Sir  Wm.  Lamb  ton.  There  has  been,  I  think, 
the  like  number  of  coals,  viz.,  300  tens,  vented  from  thence  for  the 
use  of  the  alum  works.  The  quantity  vented  either  of  coal  or  salt 
betwixt  Berwick  and  London  to  ships  I  conceive  not  much  con- 
siderable. If  any  happen  to  be  at  Blyth,  I  account  as  many  less 
will  be  at  Newcastle  and  Sunderland.  For  the  excise  in  Newcastle, 
Northumberland,  and  the  bishopric  of  Durham  not  knowing  the 
rates,  I  cannot  conjecture  what  it  can  amount  to.  For  the  im- 
position of  anything  for  coals  used  by  the  salt  pans,  iu  that  you 
intend  in  the  Houses  to  impose  for  the  present  necessity  upon  the 
salt,  [it]  is  [not?]  considerable.  In  my  poor  opinion  it  deserves 
due  consideration  whether  it  be  advisable  to  impose  any  great 
matter  either  on  coals  or  salt,  both  being  so  necessary  commodities, 
and  though  of  low  and  mean  value,  yet  so  useful  for  all,  even  the 
meanest  people,  that  it  may  neither  occasion  an  aversion  of  trade 
from  these  ports  nor  an  overburden  to  the  poor  people  that  shall 
use  them.  In  cases  of  necessity  few  rules  can  be  made  or  observed, 
otherwise  imposition  upon  native  commodities  within  the  kingdom 
would  trench  much  upon  the  subject's  interest  and  liberty,  which 
we  are  all  bound  to  maintain.  P.S. — My  house  is  at  your  service 
so  soon  as  you  please  to  come  into  the  north.     [3  pp.]

I  and  others  who  conceive  our- 
selves friends  have  petitioned  for  possession  and  enjoyment  of  our 
coals  and  collieries,  submitting  to  all  ordinances  of  Parliament, 
but  can  have  no  answer  yet,  but  are  treated  withal  upon  some  pro- 
position put  in,  I  know  not  for  what  good  purpose,  by  Sir 
Nicholas  Cole,  who  hath  no  continuing  colliery,  but  a  great  stock 
upon  his  staith,  which  he  got  cheap  when  others  had  no  means 
to  do  the  like.  His  proposition  is  that  [if]  he  may  have  10s.  a  chaldron 
for  the  present  he  will  let  all  the  rest,  that  can  be  made  upon  them, 
go  to  the  service,  knowing  that  these  being  sold  he  needs  not  care 
much  for  afterwards,  thinking  thereby  to  please  the  Scots  and  clear 
himself  for  his  delinquencies,  but  you  will  shortly  hear  no  small 
matters  objected  against  him.  Let  hirn  ingratiate  himself  now,  and 
come  off  afterwards  as  well  [as]  he  can.  For  the  imposition  on 
coal  used  for  salt  it  will  be  too  much  to  lay  both  upon  them  and 
the  salt  too,  and  if  there  be  a  necessity  of  imposition  the  half 
methinks  of  what  is  aimed  at  were  much,  considering  the  value 
and  necessary  use  of  the  commodities ;  and  if  the  trade  elsewhere 
be  not  well  balanced,  both  for  coals  and  salt  that  shall  be  sold  in 
England,  we  shall  be  draining  soon  of  the  trade,  and  those  that 
have  of  late  felt  the  sweat  thereof,  and  [are]  still  desirous  of  the 
same,  would  lick  their  lips  thereat.  I  should  think  an  equal  im- 
position on  all  commodities,  by  a  consideration  of  the  values  pro- 
portionally, were  most  equal,  and  [that]  those  commodities  most 
used  by  the  poor  should  be  most  and  soonest  eased.  Whatsoever 
is  thought  fit  for  home  vent  will,  I  think,  be  sufficient  if  added  to 
the  foreign  vent,  for  if  that  be  overburdened  fewer  will  be  trans- 
ported from  hence ;  but  elsewhere  the  more  were  vented  at 
present,  double  and  treble  benefit  would  accrue  for  the  present 
estate,  for  which  I  speak  it,  in  that  it  matters  not  for  us  to  whom 
we  sell  or  where  they  be  vented.  The  sale  for  some  years  cannot 
be  like  former  years,  because  so  many  will  hardly  be  wrought,  and 
in  that  they  cannot  be  afforded  at  so  low  rates  as  formerly  men 
will  spend  fewer  as  they  find  them  dearer.  Again,  the  troubles  I 
doubt  have  made  fewer  householders  and  less  housekeeping ;  but 
especially  while  the  troubles  last  they  cannot  be  dispersed  nor 
carried  to  be  sold  in  the  country  so  far  or  so  freely  as  they  have 
been.  Coals  cannot  now  be  afforded  under  14s.  or  15s.,  paying  the 
old  l'Zd.,  and  then  consider  what  more  shall  be  necessary  to  be 
added,  which,  whatever  it  be,  will  be  so  much  to  be  paid  by  the 
buyer  and  poor  spender  of  the  coal  in  England.  P.S. — I  pray  God 
keep  us  from  the  sickness  which  is  in  clivers  houses  in  Sandgate 
and  some  few  in  [this]  town  [Newcastle],  and  many  places  in  the 
country.  Since  Sir  Nicholas  Cole's  propositions  for  bettering, 
nothing  but  selling  by  the  chaldron  will  be  hearkened  unto.

That  the  Governor  shall  not  undertake  any  design  or  service  against 
the '  enemy  (except  an  opportunity  be  offered  him  or  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  whom  he  sends  out  when  he  is  upon  any  other  service  or 
employment,  and  that  then  a  Council  of  War  of  those  officers  in  the 
field  advise  him  -to  it)  without  the  approbation  or  consent  of  the 
aforesaid  persons,  or  the  major  part  of  them  as  aforesaid. 

That  the  Governor  shall  not  send  forth  any  horse  or  foot  out  of  the 
garrison  to  assist  or  join  with  any  other  county  or  force  upon  any 
other  design  or  service,  without  the  approbation  or  consent  as 
aforesaid. 

That  the  forces  so  sent  forth  shall  not  be  commanded  back  without 
the  approbation  and  consent  as  aforesaid,  but  the  orders  for  sending 
out  and  commanding  in  such  forces  after  the  approbation  and  consent 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  signed  with  the  Governor's  hand  only. 

No  works  or  fortifications  shall  be  made  in  or  about  the  garrison 
without  the  consent  or  approbation  as  aforesaid. 

The  managing  and  carrying  on  of  any  design  or  service  shall  be 
left  wholly  to  the  Governor  or  Commander-in-Chief  whom  he  shall 
appoint  after  it  is  agreed  and  consented  to  as  aforesaid,  except  the' 
persons  above  mentioned  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  march  into 
the  field  with  them,  and  then  he  is  to  be  regulated  in  the  prosecution 
of  any  service  according  to  their  votes  and  direction. 

That  in  all  other  things  appertaining  to  the  charge  and  duty  of 
the  Governor,  the  Governor  shall  be  left  to  act  singly  by  himself, 
according  to  the  authority  of  Parliament  and  his  commission.

Gloucester,    pliance   with   your  commands  signified  in  your  letter  of  the  24th 
ult.,  which  came  late   to  my  hands,  I  drew  off  such  a  strength  of 
horse  and  foot  as  I  could  from  Monmouth  and  hastened  my  march 
towards  Evesham,  but  the  enemy  forestalled  me,  having  8  for  1    of 
my  number,  although  I  drew   out   all  I   could   without  too  much 
weakening  this  and  other  garrisons,  especially  Monmouth,  where 
the  enemy's  vigilance  is  not  little  and  the  malignancy  of   the  town 
exceeding  great.     Conceiving  our  strength  in  these  parts   lias  been 
exaggerated,  I  am  bold  to  give  this  just  account  to  your  Committee. 
That  we  have  two  regiments   of  foot  consisting  of  10  companies 
each  and  some  four  other  companies  in  process  of  recruiting,  in  all 
about  2,000  foot  and    60  dragoons,  with  which  force  we  have  to 
keep  the  garrisons  of  Gloucester,  Sudeley,  Tewkesbury,  Be/erstone, 
Slimbridge,   and  Yate-Court,   from   whence  necessity  will  enforce 
me  to   draw  off,  having  ]  00  foot  in  that  garrison  from  Malmes- 
bury,   which   foot    the    Committee    of    Wilts,  now   require    to  be 
returned  for  the  safeguard  of    that  county,    Col.  Ludlow    being 
commanded  thence  by  Sir  Wm.  Waller  for  service  in  Hants.     Our 
other   garrisons    are   Newnham,    Tidenham,    and    Monmouth ;    all 
which  are  conceived  very  necessary  to  be  held,  or  else  the  enemy 
would  soon  wrest  them    from    us.     If    you    should    think   fit    to 
command  me  to  withdraw  from  any  of  these  garrisons  in  order  to 
raise  my  forces  to    a   reasonable  marching  strength  I  will  humbly 
obey,  your  letter  of  the    8th   directing   me  to   advance   towards 
Oxfordshire,  only  I    would    beg    you   speedily    to   intimate   your 
pleasure  on  that  point.     In  the  meantime,  I  shall  march   [with]  all 
my  regiment  of  horse,  or  such  of  Col.  Stevens'  as  he  will  afford  me, 
they  being  at  his  own  disposal,  to  join  with  those   of  Col.  Pureftty, 
commanded  by   Major   Pont,    and  Lord    Denbigh's,  expecting   to 
understand  your  further  pleasure   therein.     I   should  be   sorry  if 
these  occasions  were  to  hinder  my  return   shortly  into  Monmouth- 
shire   where   many  of  the  gentry  are  working  towards  the   Par- 
liament ;  in   the  interval,   I  dare  say  Sir  John  Wintour,  the  most 
active  of  all  other  [Royalists],  will  not  be  idle,  it  having  been  my 
constant  care  to  prevent  him.    1  wrote  to  the  Parliament  beseeching 
them  to  determine  of  my  condition  here  and  if  their  pleasure  be 
that  I  should  have  a  brigade  in  these  parts,  that  the  same  may  be 
confirmed  by  an  Ordinance,  and  the  necessary  officers  provided  for, 
who  now,  by  some  of  the  Committee  of  Gloucester,  are  accounted 
supernumerary ;   but  if  the  Parliament  confine  my  command  to  a 
foot  company,  I  shall  readily  obey.     I  shall  beg  that  I  may  speedily 
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be  assured  by  the  Parliament  what  provision  is  made,  for  neither 
myself  nor  the  other  officers  can  possibly  longer  subsist  at  this 
rate  and  uncertainty.  Col.  Edw.  Harley  has  been  appointed 
Governor  of  Monmouth,  but  his  slackness  in  raising  a  sufficient 
force  to  keep  it  much  prejudices  us,  which  I  understand  by  his 
officers  is  only  occasioned  through  their  lack  of  money  ;  I  would 
therefore  pray  you  to  move  the  Parliament  that  he  may  be 
furnished  with  money  and  arms.  My  affections  want  not 
warmth,  nor  my  observances  duty  for  the  prosecution  of  your 
commands.  I  acknowledge  my  obligation  to  be  exceeding  great 
to  your  Honble.  Committee,  for  the  continuance  of  your  many 
favours  and  care  of  my  honour  in  that  troublesome  business  of 
mine,  in  which  I  only  desire  an  honourable  vindication  of  my  own 
innocency  and  faithfulness  to  the  Parliament  and  the  service  of 
the  kingdom,  and  not  matter  of  revenge  or  of  further  trouble  to 
you  or  the  Parliament.  Had  not  the  public  as  much  as  mine 
own  private  [interest]  been  therein  concerned  I  should  have  passed 
the  same  by  without  so  much  trouble  to  your  honours,  whose  more 
weighty  affairs  importune  your  choicest  minutes.  I  know  there 
are  some  of  the  Committee  of  Gloucester  whose  passions,  envy,  or 
malice  cause  them  to  be  more  troublesome  in  their  complaints  than 
either  reason  or  good  affection  would  prompt,  when  such  [complaints] 
come  to  your  knowledge  I  beg  they  may  have  a  candid  interpretation 
until  I  have  an  opportunity  to  refute  them.  [Interregnum  17  E., 
pp.  118-121.

Nov.  11.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  same.  I  have  received  your  command  for 
Newbury,  the  relieving  of  Taunton,  which  I  suppose  to  be  pre-counter- 
manded  by  a  former  letter  sent  down  about  two  days  ago,  in 
regard  of  his  Majesty's  advance  towards  us.  The  relation  of  that 
business  under  the  hands  of  Manchester,  Balfour,  and  myself 
[see  Nov.  10,  p.  110]  will  I  hope  satisfy  you  that  we  could  do  no 
more  than  we  did,  without  a  rash  and  precipitate  engagement. 
Concerning  the  west,  besides  the  obedience  I  owe  to  your  com- 
mands, I  have  a  particular  inclination  to  do  service  for  those  parts, 
and  I  am  extremely  sensible  of  the  sad  condition  of  that  poor  town 
of  Taunton,  and  the  good  people  in  it,  but  I  humbly  crave  leave 
to  signify  [the]  truth  to  your  Lordships  without  offence.  The 
continual  duty  and  service  we  have  been  upon  has  extremely 
weakened  my  troops,  insomuch  as  if  you  deduct  1,000  horse  from 
them,  the  remainder  will  be  so  small  as  I  cannot  with  any  coun- 
tenance stay  with  them.  Besides,  we  are  in  such  want  that  there 
is  necessity  for  an  instant  supply  ;  those  former  little  payments 
for  a  fortnight  in  three  or  four  months  being  utterly  insufficient  to 
recruit  them  with  necessaries,  and  their  discontents  are  increased 
by  seeing  other  forces  paid  in  a  greater  proportion  than  they 
are.  For  the  present  relief  of  Taunton  I  shall  humbly  offer  this, 
that  Col.  Ludlow's  and  Col.  Fitz-James'  regiments,  with  200  com- 
manded horse  of  mine  own  under  Commissary-General  Vandruiske 
[Vandrusques],  may  be  sent  down  to  join  with  and  command  the 
Dorsetshire  horse,  and  I  shall  send  Major-General  Holborne  down 
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to  draw  out  the  foot  of  the  several  garrisons,  and  to  command  all 
in  chief,  with  which  strength  1  make  no  question  but  Taunton 
may  be  relieved  and  his  Majesty's  levies  in  those  parts  broken ;  I 
shall  be  most  ready  to  follow  when  you  command  me,  but  I  hope  to 
be  sent  in  such  condition  as  may  enable  me  to  do  you  service, 
without  dishonour  to  myself.  My  desire  is  that  my  commission 
may  be  new  settled  by  both  the  Houses,  according  to  the  full 
latitude  thereof  over  cos.  Dorset,  Wilts.,  Somerset,  Gloucester, 
Devon,  and  Cornwall,  with  a  full  power  to  grant  commissions 
and  to  command  the  garrisons,  as  was  granted  to  Lieut.-General 
Middleton  when  he  marched  into  the  west,  and  to  have  authority 
to  press,  in  order  to  recruit  my  foot.  Without  a  full  power  I  shall 
not  be  in  a  capacity  to  serve  you,  and  for  want  of  it  I  have  been 
exposed  to  many  affronts,  particularly  from  Major  Dennett  of 
Col.  Ludlow's  regiment,  whom  I  had  formerly  preferred.  The  like 
disobedience  I  met  with  in  the  Dorsetshire  troops,  where  I  could 
never  draw  above  one  small  regiment  of  Col.  Fitz- James'  and  one 
troop  of  Capt.  Starre's  into  the  field,  when  the  King's  whole  army 
advanced  upon  me,  and  they  then  had  15  troops  in  that  county. 
There  is  now  at  Chichester  a  new  regiment  of  horse,  commanded 
by  Major  Strahan,  who  would  very  willingly  come  to  me,  but.  that 
the  Committee  of  the  West  particularly  prohibited  him.  I  cannot 
but  wonder  at  it.  P.S. — My  horse  have  been  in  constant  service 
ever  since  the  first  battle  at  Newbury,  both  winter  and  summer. 
After  the  business  of  Alton  and  Arundel  in  the  winter,  and  the 
battle  of  Cheriton  in  the  spring,  the  House  of  Commons  was 
pleased  to  promise  10,000£.  towards  the  recruiting  of  my  horse, 
but  I  never  received  one  penny.  I  have  at  the  least  500  men  on 
foot,  and  as  many  unserviceable  horse.  [Ibid.,  pp.  122-124.  Copy

Derby  House,  received  large  testimony  of  the  merit  and  worth  of  Sir  Francis 
Hamilton  manifested  from  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion  in 
Ireland  both  in  the  raising  of  forces,  horse  and  foot,  at  his  own 
great  charge  for  defence  of  himself  and  preservation  of  very  many 
others  of  the  British  from  the  fury  of  the  rebels,  whom  he  not 
only  defended,  but  also  fed  and  clothed  at  his  own  charge.  He 
adhered  to  the  Parliament  and  continued  in  its  service  till  after 
the  conclusion  of  that  hateful  cessation,  when  for  that  he  refused 
to  come  over  into  England  to  fight  against  the  Parliament,  his 
command  was  taken  from  him  and  bestowed  upnn  others,  and  he 
after  so  much  good  service  and  so  many  great  losses  is  left 
destitute.  We  are  desirous  that  he  may  have  the  acknowledgment 
and  reward  of  his  merit  both  for  his  own  satisfaction  and  the 
encouragement  of  others.

47.  Sir  George  Vane  to  his  father  [Sir  Henry  Vane,  senr.]. 
Wonders  his  father  has  not  received  his  last ;  has  written  every 
week.  My  letters  of  last  week  will  give  you  satisfaction  of  what 
I  have  done  in  the  trust  the  Committee  of  Revenue  has  employed 
me  in,  and  what  my  resolution  is  for  perfecting  it  as  far  as  possible. 
I  crave  your  and  the  Committee's  further  directions  herein.  I 
desire  also  your  advice  whether  you  hold  John  Rayne  of  Marwood 
a  fit  man  to  hs  employed  as  my  deputy,  who  is  very  willing  and 
seems  to  be  forward  in  the  service.  I  believe  you  have  had 
knowledge  of  the  man  formerly,  and  in  that  respect  it  is  my  own 
and  his  desire  that  Sir  H[enry]  V[ane]  should  give  his  approbation 
in  the  business.  The  truth  is  Sir  G[eorge]  V[ane]  was  enforced,  as 
no  other  could  be  learnt  of  here  so  capable  to  perform  the  service 
as  he,  to  make  use  of  him  at  this  present  audit.  Besides  my 
deceased  brother  did  intend  to  make  use  of  him,  not  being  able  to 
learn  of  any  other  so  fit  for  the  place.  Be  pleased  to  despatch 
d^wn  the  minister  you  have  provided  for  Staindrop,  for  the  parish 
stands  in  very  great  need,  and  I  find  the  party  I  had  engaged  in 
it  here  most  willingly  submits  to  your  pleasure,  and  will  very 
thankfully  receive  your  recommendation  of  him  for  another  place. 
By  Mr.  Wright  and  Sir  Richard  Bellasis  you  will  be  fully  satisfied 
of  the  present  state  of  our  county ;  but  the  charge  and  burden 
now  upouit  is  so  intolerable  it  forces  me  to  put  you  still  in  mind 
of  procuring  us  some  speedy  ease,  if  not  by  the  removal  of  some  of 
the  forces  that  lie  upon  us  to  Westmoreland  and  Cumberland  where 
they  may  be  useful  for  reducing  some  places,  yet  that  some  present 
pay  may  be  sent  them  for  relief  of  the  country,  and  our  former 
sufferings  and  present  burden  be  thought  on  for  our  future  ease  in 
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the  laying  on  of  the  assessment  in  these  Northern  Associated 
counties.  The  deputy  lieutenants  have  been  long  endeavouring  the 
settling  of  the  trained  bands  or  militia  of  this  county,  and  more 
particularly  they  have  laboured  to  get  the  troop  of  horse  ready  for 
service,  which  there  is  not  any  possibility  of  doing  unless  it  please 
the  Parliament  to  allot  unto  us— as  it  is,  if  I  mistake  not,  in  other 
counties — the  benefit  of  our  own  sequestrations  for  setting  them 
on  foot  and  the  future  maintenance  of  them  in  such  a  manner  as 
shall  be  thought  lit ;  and  that  other  charges  incident  to  our  county 
may  be  borne  by  them,  and  they  not  be  converted  to  the  maintenance 
of  forces  out  of  our  county,  whereof  it  has  no  present  benefit.  I 
shall  also  make  bold  to  put  Sir  H[enry]  V[ane]  in  mind  for  the 
settling  of  a  standing  Committee  for  this  county  by  Ordinance  of 
Parliament,  and  great  care  should  be  taken  to  choose  persons  well 
affected  and  able  to  do  the  business  of  the  county,  and  such  a 
number  that  a  competent  number  of  them  might  sit  for  the  despatch 
of  business,  and  others  be  at  leisure  to  look  after  their  other  employ- 
ments ;  and  they  should  have  power  given  them  to  appoint  sub- 
committees under  them.  It  will  be  very  tedious  before  you  can 
receive  the  county's  sense  concerning  the  taking  away  of  the  county 
palatine,  as  the  freeholders  should  be  called  together  and  the  Com- 
missioners present  at  the  doing  of  it,  who  have  these  two  weeks 
put  it  off,  they  are  so  much  taken  up  with  business  here  in  the 
town;  so  that  I  believe  at  last  it  will  be  referred  to  [Sir]  H[enry] 
V[ane],  [Sir]  H[enry]  V[ane],  junr.,  Sir  Thomas  Witherington,  Mr. 
Wright,  Sir  Richard  Bellasis,  and  our  other  countrymen  to  do 
therein  what  shall  be  most  for  the  ease  of  our  county.  Prays  him 
to  communicate  these  general  things  to  Mr.  Wright  and  Sir  Richard 
Bellasis.  Has  endeavoured  these  two  Committee  days  to  get  Sir 
Richard's  particular  instructions  sent  after  him  and  some  money  he 
desired,  but  the  Committee  has  been  so  taken  up  with  ordering  the 
soldiers'  quarters  and  proportioning  an  assessment  for  their  present 
maintenance  that  he  has  been  unable  to  effect  it.  The  assessment  for 
maintenance  of  the  Scots  now  amongst  us  amounts  to  11.  13s.  3d. 
per  pound  weekly  throughout  our  county,  whereof  the  officers'  pro- 
portion they  will  receive  in  money  and  not  in  provision.  The  state 
of  \our  ballast  shore  and  what  money  is  owing  you  by  the  carpenters 
here,  and  of  Chapwell  Woods  [in  Winlaton  parish],  I  shall  en- 
deavour to  satisfy  you  by  the  next.  If  the  steward  might  but 
know  the  certain  resolution  of  his  [Sir  Henry  Vane's]  coming  down, 
he  might  make  fit  preparation  against  that  time.

Nor.  14.  48.  Sir  Lionel  Maddison  to  [the  same].  I  acquainted  you  in  my 
Newcastle,  last  what  answer  these  that  hold  themselves  friends  made  to  the 
propositions  of  our  Commissioners  concerning  the  coals  for  payment 
of  the  army,  and  what  answer  Sir  Nicholas  Cole  and  others  made, 
which  was  that  friends  should  lend  what  they  would  give  ;  which 
is  conceived  by  friends  very  unreasonable.  Since  then  divers 
proffers  and  treaties  have  been  made,  but  what  Sir  Nicholas  pro- 
pounded is  in  general  best  approved,  and  friends  are  like  to  lend  as 
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much  as  the  others  [malignants]  are  to  give  at  present,  who  may 
well  give  part — say  they  that  are  friends — of  that  which  is  to  he  for- 
feited to  the  State,  and  those  that  have  not  these  two  years  made 
use  of  their  mines  for  fear  of  having  their  coals  taken  away,  and  so 
have  been  great  losers,  and  those  who  while  they  had  any  hopes  of 
vent  wrought  their  collieries,  shall  have  that  advantage  now  which 
the  others  have  lost.  Those  that  offered  to  take  the  malignants' 
coals  conceive  they  offered  better  by  40,000?.  or  50,000?.  for  the 
present  service  of  the  State.  I  offered  for  the  collieries  I  was 
interested  in  that  I  and  my  other  partners  would  undertake  for 
such  shares  as  belonged  to  any  delinquent  in  partnership  with  us, 
but  because  it  was  conceived  that  without  some,  though  they  might 
prove  delinquents,  the  trade  could  not  be  so  well  managed,  they 
have  much,  according  to  that  way  of  Sir  Nicholas  Cole's,  concluded 
the  business,  and  so  intend  to  publish  it,  excepting  the  coals  of 
some  few.  Those  that  are  friends,  to  deal  plainly  with  you,  I  find 
not  well  satisfied  with  what  is  concluded  here,  if  things  he  not  con- 
cluded with  you  and  there  were  time,  and  I  cannot  perceive  what 
great  loss  of  time  there  can  be,  for  the  malignants'  coals  may  be  a-de- 
livering,  and  will  supply  the  ships  a  good  while.  It  would  not  be 
amiss  if  some  who  understand  the  trade  were  summoned  to  attend 
the  Committee  there  for  the  better  understanding  and  settling  of 
the  coal  business.  The  shipmasters,  I  perceive,  grumble  much  to 
have  so  great  an  imposition  laid  on  the  trade  ;  if  they  take  any 
check  it  will  lessen  the  trade  much,  and  so  the  proceeds  thereupon ; 
many  pence  will  surmount  a  few  shillings,  and  I  doubt  any  great 
matter  added  to  the  foreign  vent,  whereof  the  great  imposition 
ariseth,  will  make  a  great  failure  therein.  I  have  endeavoured  to 
inform  myself  of  the  foreign  vent,  hut  the  entries  at  several  ports 
all  along  the  coast  by  the  masters  of  ships  when  they  cross  the  seas 
from  their  own  homes,  after  the}^  be  gone  hence,  hindereth  that  I 
cannot  get  perfect  knowledge  thereof;  but  I  cannot  perceive  it 
hath  been  so  much  for  many  years  of  late,  since  the  impositions 
have  been  so  many  and  so  much  thereupon,  as  I  wrote,  but  will 
fall  short  some  thousands  of  chaldrons.  I  was  mistaken  by  2d.  in  the 
chaldron,  old  custom,  in  the  foreign  vent,  which  the  English  pay 
less  than  the  strangers,  conceiving  that  both  had  paid  alike,  viz.  lOd. 
per  chaldron,  whereas  the  English  pay  but  8d.  If  the  excise  or  some 
other  way  by  the  whole  kingdom  could  be  thought  of  for  payment 
of  the  army,  and  as  little  as  might  be  laid  upon  the  coal  trade,  it 
would  prevent  great  clamour  of  the  poor,  much  distaste  to  the  City, 
and  to  all  who  burn  coal  in  any  place,  which  I  doubt  will  follow  upon 
it.  The  [Scotch]  soldiers  [under  the  Earl  of  Leven]  having  taken 
the  town  [of  Newcastle]  by  storm  [19  Oct.]  claim  is  laid  to  all 
ships  in  the  river  as  well  belonging  to  friends  as  others,  they  he- 
coming  thereupon,  as  is  said,  lawful  prize.  I  have  interest  in  part 
of  one,  the  "  Sarah,"  the  rest  of  her  belonging  to  some  of  London 
and  this  town  ;  they  tell  me  the  officers  are  appraising  her  and  all 
the  rest,  and  intend  to  sell  them  to  whoever  will  give  most  for  them 
or  to  dispose  of  them.

The 
foot  are  not  in  better  case,  besides  the  lessening  of  their  numbers 
through  cold  and  hard  duty  ;  sickness  also  is  much  on  the  increase, 
which  we  dare  not  conceal  from  you,  daily  regarding  their  extreme 
sufferings  with  not  a  little  sorrow.  The  places  we  are  in  do  not 
afford  firing,  food,  or  covering  for  them,  nor  is  the  condition  of  the 
people  less  to  be  pitied,  who  both  within  our  horse  and  foot  quarters 
are  so  exhausted  that  we  may  justly  fear  a  famine  will  fall  upon 
them.  Having  represented  these  things  to  you,  we  are  notwith- 
standing ready  to  obey  what  you  shall  command  us,  and  to  under- 
take to  prevent  the  enemy's  relieving  of  Basing  House.  We  find 
but  two  ways  to  accomplish  this  object ;  the  one  is  by  guards  with 
half  of  our  horse  upon  that  duty  night  and  day,  which  will  un- 
doubtedly destroy  our  body  of  horse,  so  weakened  as  before 
[stated] ;  the  other  by  marching  our  whole  army  thither,  which 
must  lie  from  under  covert,  there  being  no  place  of  shelter,  until 
the  house  be  reduced  by  famine,  whose  provisions  we  doubt  not 
will  last  longer  than  is  imagined.  How  certainly  this  would  break 
our  army  and  cause  all  the  foot  to  leave  us  we  humbly  submit  to 
your  judgment.  If  any  inconvenience  should  come  to  the  State  by 
not  keeping  such  castles  and  houses  from  relief,  we  conceive  the 
error  lies  in  the  first  undertaking  such  sieges  and  the  loose  prose- 
cution of  them  ;  [but]  we  hope  nothing  of  that  can  be  laid  to  our 
charge.  Having  represented  to  you  what  the  waiting  on  this  place 
is  like  to  cost  you  at  this  season,  we  will  obey  your  commands,  if 
you  please  to  let  us  know  them.  For  the  present  to  [reinforce] 
that  force  already  there,  we  send  this  day  one  of  the  City  regi- 
ments of  foot  and  three  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  to  quarter  in 
Basingstoke.

but  only  because  commanded  by  you,  the  enemy  lying  about  Marl- 
borough and  in  Wilts.     The  enemy  are  diligently  recruiting  in 
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Monmouth  and  those  parts,  and  the  Committee  sitting  there  do 
exceedingly  importune  my  return  thither.  Taking  advantage  of 
the  withdrawal  of  my  troops,  the  Colonel's  and  Major  Harley's  now 
being  only  left  there,  the  enemy  took  courage  to  stir,  and  have 
become  a  terror  to  those  who  wish  well  to  the  Parliament's  cause, 
some  being  taken  into  custody  by  Sir  John  Wintour  at  Chepstow, 
which  place  I  had  determined  to  have  assaulted,  but  now  the  Castle 
will  be  so  fortified,  victualled,  and  provided  that  my  hopes  for  this 
winter  will  not  be  so  strong  as  they  were  before  [my  march].  In 
prosecution  of  your  commands  I  have  only  been  able  to  draw  out 
320  horse,  and  of  those  60  or  70  belong  to  Col.  Stevens'  regiment  of 
horse,  mj'  power  to  command  which  is  now  in  dispute  and  yet 
depending  before  your  Committee,  as  also  the  settling  of  my 
business  and  command  in  these  parts,  without  a  speedy  settlement 
of  which  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  act  in  these  parts.  This 
bearer,  Capt.  Backhouse,  can  satisfy  your  doubts  or  scruples,  and 
will  receive  the  other  5001.  ordered  for  us  by  the  Parliament.  All 
my  best  men  run  away  for  lack  of  clothing  and  other  requisites  to 
protect  them  against  the  cold,  and  take  service  in  other  parts  and 
Associations  where  they  may  have  a  better  and  surer  entertainment. 
For  it  seems  there  is  such  a  liberty  given  [to  troopers]  that  all 
comers  are  welcomed  by  every  Association  without  enquiry  so  that 
they  be  well  mounted  or  appointed.  The  consequence  is  that 
in  some  armies  it  is  personally  more  advantageous  to  be  traitors, 
cowards,  and  runagates  than  to  be  faithful,  resolute,  and  constant 
soldiers  to  any  one  place  and  service,  which  state  of  things  tends  to 
the  great  detriment  of  the  service  and  discouragement  of  all  gallant 
and  faithful  soldiers.  Notice  is  taken  thereof  by  most  of  our 
private  soldiers,  and  when  one  has  been  punished  for  example  to 
others,  and  cashiered  from  us  for  cowardice  or  other  crime,  it  is 
customary  for  him  to  find  a  better  entertainment  elsewhere,  and  some 
obtain  offices  and  advancements.  This  is  especially  detrimental 
to  ud,  as  no  place  in  England  is  so  slenderly  provided  for  as 
Gloucestershire,  and  the  officers  and  soldiers  by  some  more  slighted. 
Therefore,  until  some  course  be  taken  for  our  livelihoods,  and  an 
express  restraint  issued  to  all  Associations  and  commands  forbidding- 
soldiers  to  be  received  by  them  without  a  testimonial  from  their 
former  officer,  we  shall  be  able  to  retain  but  few  soldiers  with  us, 
especially  horse.  If  this  course  were  duly  observed,  I  dare  say  it 
would  save  the  kingdom  at  least  one  third  of  the  present  charge  for 
raising  and  arming  their  forces.  The  desertion  of  our  soldiers  to 
seek  new  entertainment  upon  any  new  levies  being  heard  of  is  the 
true  reason,  I  conceive,  why  our  armies  moulder  away  from  great 
strengths  to  nothing.  That  we  now  endeavour  to  raise  new  [rather] 
than  to  preserve  the  old  forces  [which  are]  of  better  advantage  [I 
take  to  be  a  mistake].  For  this  my  freedom  I  despair  not  to  obtain 
your  pardon,  my  only  motive  being  duty  from  a  faithful  heart.  1 
again  make  bold  to  revive  my  former  opinion  of  the  necessity  of  an 
ample  treasury  in  these  parts,  and  such  a  strength  as  may  be  con- 
siderable and  well  commanded,  for  in  these  parts  and  beyond  us  the 
King's  supplies  are  had  and  his  passage  is  and  must  constantly  lie.

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I  seek  only  the  public  good,  and  am  therefore  ready  to  serve  in  any 
under-condition  if  required.  In  Col.  Langhorne's  letter  to  uie,  you 
will  observe  how  needful  it  would  be  for  those  parts  to  be  seconded 
by  some  better  force  than  I  as  yet  have.  If  we  are  to  hold  those 
places  and  garrisons  we  already  have,  I  cannot  draw  out  any  foot, 
unless  that  Col.  Harley's  regiment  which  is  assigned  for  Monmouth 
be  expedited  in  the  raising.  For  our  preparations  to  interrupt  the 
march  of  Col.  Gerard's  army  and  the  action,  I  refer  you  to  Caps. 
Backhouse,  who  can  give  your  Committee  satisfaction  therein.  I 
humbly  beg  that  my  business  depending  at  your  Board  may  be 
determined,  and  your  pleasure  signified  concerning  my  march  and 
the  disposal  of  the  forces  now  abroad.

My  duty  to  the  public  and  your 
Honours  enforces  me  to  give  this  timely  notice,  which  I  desire  may 
be  taken  into  consideration,  for  without  more  forces  and  some  relief 
for  those  we  have,  I  fear  the  issue  may  be  such  as  I  have  often 
presaged,  though  rny  faithful  endeavours  will  never  be  wanting  to 
avert  the  same.

The  present  miseries  of  the  country,  lying  ex- 
posed to  the  pillage  of  both  those  places,  require  a  speedy  remedy, 
but  the  soldiers  in  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  and  Cheshire,  having 
been  kept  all  this  time  without  pay,  cannot  be  persuaded  to  stir 
from  their  houses  at  this  time  of  the  year.  I  find  that  the  King 
has  been  tampering  with  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  settling  the 
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bishopric  of  Man,  which  the  Earl  of  Derby  is  resolved  never  to 
suffer,  and  with  this  object  has  seized  upon  all  houses  and  revenues 
that  might  be  thought  proper  for  such  an  establishment.  I  desire 
to  know  your  resolutions  whether  in  this  or  any  other  particular  my 
endeavours  can  further  advance  the  public  service,  which  is  my 
greatest  ambition.  P.S. — There  are  great  jars  betwixt  Lord  Byron 
and  Governor  Ley  [Leigh]  in  Chester,  the  latter  accusing  Byron  of 
having  caused  the  overthrow  near  Montgomery  Castle,  and  conversely 
Byron  accusing  the  Governor  of  causing  the  loss  of  Liverpool.  It 
were  happy  that  these  divisions  amongst  enemies  might  breed 
union  amongst  friends.

1642,  his  Majesty  asked  if  we  had  the  Treaties  ;  and  after  the 
Propositions  were  read,  he  asked  if  we  had  power  to  treat  con- 
cerning them,  to  which  we  replied  we  were  to  deliver  them  to  his 
Majesty  and  to  desire  his  answer  in  writing,  which  he  said  we 
should  have  so  soon  as  he  could  ;  and  we  shall  not  fail  to  obey 
your  commands  in  our  speedy  return,  when  we  have  received  it.

[Nov.  25.]  55.  Lieutenant-General  Cromwell's  narrative  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  so  far  as  concerns  the  Earl  of  Manchester.  Being  com- 
manded by  the  House  to  give  an  account  of  the  many  opportunities 
lost  and  advantages  given  to  the  enemy  which  seemed  to  be  by 
some  miscarriage  or  neglect  in  the  conduct  of  the  armies,  and 
especially  of  our  not  prosecuting  the  victory  at  Newbury,  in  time 
to  prevent  the  King's  rallying,  &c,  I  did  in  my  narrative  freely 
declare  that  I  thought  the  Earl  of  Manchester  was  most  in  fault 
for  those  miscarriages,  and  because  I  had  great  reason  to  think  his 
miscarriage  was  neither  through  accidents  nor  his  improvidence 
only,  but  through  his  backwardness  to  all  action,  and  a  design  or 
desire  to  have  the  war  ended  by  accommodation  on  terms  to  which 
it  might  be  disadvantageous  to  bring  the  King  too  low,  I  did 
freely  discover  my  apprehensions,  and  what  grounds  I  had  for 
them.  The  charges  against  the  Earl  are  put  under  four  heads,  and 
an  account  is  subjoined  of  his  conduct  of  the  army  since  he  left 
York  in  the  middle  of  July.  1.  His  continued  backwardness  to  all 
action,  averseness  to  engagement,  his  neglecting  opportunities,  and 
declining  to  take  or  pursue  advantages  upon  the  enemy,  contrary 
to  advice  given  him  and  commands  received,  and  when  there  was 
no  impediment  or  other  employment  for  his  army.  2.  That  he 
had  expressed  much  contempt  and  scorn  of  commands  from  the 
Parliament  or  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms,  requiring  his 
advancing  with  his  army,  especially  those  for  advancing  west-* 
wards ;  and  endeavoured  to  have  his  army  drawn  back  into  his 
Association  to  lie  idle  there,  while  the  business  of  the  kingdom 
needed  it,  and  the  aforesaid  commands  required  it  to  be  employed 
elsewhere.  3.  That  his  Lordship  used  shuffling  pretences  and 
evasions  sometimes  to  delay  till  'twas  too  late,  sometimes  to  avoid 
things  propounded  to  him  tending  to  action,  of  which  the  advantage 
and  security  were  clearly  urged  upon  him,  in  which  he  had  seemed 
studiously  to  decline  to  gain  such  advantages,  and  sometimes  to 
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design  the  drawing  of  the  army  off  from  the  advantages  it  had  into 
a  posture  of  less  advantage.  4.  That  he  uttered  speeches  and 
expressions  concurrent  with  his  said  carriages,  whereby  he  declared 
his  dislike  to  the  present  war,  or  the  prosecution  thereof,  his  un- 
willingness to  have  it  prosecuted  to  a  victory  or  ended  by  the 
sword,  and  his  desire  to  make  up  the  same  with  some  such  peace 
as  himself  best  fancied.  [This  draft,  which  has  a  few  corrections 
and  many  marginal  notes  in  a  different  hand,  is  entitled  "An 
Accompt  of  the  effect  and  substance  of  my  narrative  made  to  this 
House  for  so  much  thereof  as  concerned  the  Earl  of  Manchester." 
It  would  appear  to  be  the  reduction  to  writing  immediately  by 
Cromwell,  in  consultation  with  Waller  and  Haselrigg,  of  those 
parts  of  his  speech  which  the  House  required  to  have  in  that  shape 
for  further  proceedings  [Rushworth,  v.  732].  It  is  printed  at  full 
in  the  Camden  Society's  volume,  New  Series  XII.,  pp.  78-95,  with 
a  very  able  historical  preface  by  the  late  John  Bruce  and  David 
Masson,  who  [Pref.p.  Ixix.]  describe  it  as  a  document  of  no  ordinary 
interest,  being  a  continuous  and  scathing  criticism  of  Manchester's 
military  conduct,  from  his  parting  with  the  armies  of  Fairfax  and 
the  Scots  in  Yorkshire  after  Marston  Moor  [2  July  1644]  to  his 
conjunction  with  the  armies  of  Essex  and  Waller  in  the  south  for 
the  second  battle  of  Newbury,  and  the  abortive  issue  of  that  con- 
junction in  the  affair  of  Donnington  Castle  [9  Nov.  1644]. 
Reference  is  made  to  this  narrative  in  the  Commons'  Journals, 
iii.,  pp.  703,  704,  where,  on  the  25th  November,  it  is  ordered  to  be 
referred  to  the  examination  of  the  Committee  formerly  appointed 
for  the  Lord  General's  army,  where  Mr.  Tate  has  the  chair,  with 
power  to  send  for  parties,  witnesses,  papers,  and  records,  and  to 
examine  Sir  Wm.

We  request  that  by  your  order 
to  the  Militia  they  may  receive  a  fortnight's  pay  of  the  money 
sent  for  that  purpose,  not  only  to  encourage  but  to  enable 
them  to  do  service,  else  we  shall  be  shortly  left  by  them  and  laid 
open  to  be  surprised  by  the  enemy.  Were  our  horse  quartered 
betwixt  us  and  Oxford  and  about  Abingdon,  the  very  eating  up  of 
the  enemy's  provisions,  without  fighting,  would  be  a  great  service, 
[but]  now  they  eat  up  the  City's  provisions,  and  the  City  devours 
them.  These  are  my  thoughts,  which  duty  [requires  me]  to 
represent,  and  which  I  humbly  lay  at  your  Lordship's  feet.  P.S. — 
I  have  stayed  some  wines  and  groceries  here,  which  the  owners 
had  bills  of  excise  and  passes  for  to  carry  within  5  miles  of  and 
probably  to  Wallingford  and  Oxford.  I  desire  to  know  the  pleasure 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  your  Lordship's,  whether  such  a 
trade  be  permitted  to  those  places.

The  Earl  of  Manchester  then  de- 
clared his  opinion  against  engaging,  saying  to  his  knowledge  there  were 
no  forces  coming  out  of  France,  and  that  if  we  beat  the  King  never  so 
often  yet  he  will  be  King  still,  but  if  we  are  once  beaten  we  shall  be 
hanged,  and  our  posterity  will  be  slaves. 

Sir  James  Harrington.  The  Earl  of  Manchester  after  Spine  [Speen- 
hill,  near  Newbury]  fight  often  declared  his  desire  to  return  with  his 
army  to  the  [Eastern]  Association.  That  he  [Sir  James]  moving  the 
Earl  and  officers  present  at  Newbury  after  Spine  [Speen]  battle  to  march 
after  the  King's  army  and  keep  them  from  rallying,  the  Earl  showed  his 
unwillingness,  it  being  alleged  that  the  provisions  for  the  army  were 
not  come  from  Beading.  That  the  forces  lying  at  Harwell  some  [few] 
days  before  Donnington  Castle  was  relieved,  direction  came  for  their 
march  to  Newbury,  and  as  he  [Sir  James]  conceives  by  order  of  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  alone,  he  not  knowing  of  any  Council  of  War  called 
for  that  purpose.  That  complaint  was  made  by  Major-General  Crawford 
and  others  at  Newbury  to  the  Earl  of  the  weak  condition  of  his  foot, 
saying  they  were  but  as  so  many  ghosts  for  want  of  provisions  and  other 
accommodations.  These  complaints  were  before  and  after  the  relief  of 
Donnington  Castle. 

Lieut.- Genl.  Hammond.  That  if  the  Earl  [of  Manchester]  had 
quartered  and  continued  his  army  between  Wallingford  and  Donnington 
Castle  [its  relief  might  have  been  prevented].

56.  iv.  Examination  of  Lieut.-Col.  John  Lilburne.  That  about  a  week 
after  the  defeat  of  Prince  Eupert  near  York,  as  this  examinant  was 
marching  from  York  with  4  troops  of  dragoons,  ho  received  orders  from 
Lieut. -Gen.  Cromwell  to  quarter  in  Tickhill,  Yorks.  When  he  was 
come  thither  some  of  the  sentries  of  Tickhill  Castle,  then  held  by  the 
Cavaliers,  called  to  his  sentries  and  told  them  that  if  they  would  fall 
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upon  the  castle  the  soldiers  there  were  so  discontented  that  they  wotild 
yield  it  up  upon  easy  conditions,  and  if  they  should  make  an  assault  they 
would  engage  that  there  should  he  no  bullet  fired  but  powder  only,  as 
they  knew  the  mind  of  all  the  soldiers  was  in  favour  of  surrendering  it  to 
the  Parliament.  Lilburne  himself  was  likewise  called  to  by  the  Governor 
of  that  castle,  and  received  good  assurance  that  it  would  be  surrendered 
upon  a  summons.  He  immediately  rode  off  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester, 
who  was  then  at  Doncaster,  ibur  miles  distant,  and,  informing  him  of 
these  particulars,  desired  him  to  summon  the  castle,  but  he  replied  that 
Tickhill  Castle  was  only  a  little  hole,  and  that  he  valued  10  men  more 
than  the  castle ;  besides  if  he  should  summon  it  he  would  then  be  en- 
gaged, and  it  might  break  up  his  whole  army.  To  his  request  to  be 
allowed  to  summon  it,  the  Earl  answered  that  he  was  a  mad  fellow. 
Upon  receiving  this  answer  he  consulted  with  Quartermaster-General 
Ireton,  who  said  to  him  that  all  circumstances  considered  he-  conceived 
that  he  [Lilburne]  might  summon  it,  which  he  did.  Upon  the  first 
summons  the  Governor  sent  forth  two  commissioners  with  articles  of 
surrender,  which  he,  submitting  to  the  Earl,  the  latter  reviled  him  in 
presence  of  the  commissioners,  calling  him  base  fellow.  There  were 
yielded  up  in  the  castle  when  it  was  surrendered  80  horses,  120  muskets, 
some  barrels  of  gunpowder,  and  a,  great  deal  of  provender  besides, 
amounting  in  all  to  about  1,000Z.  worth.     30  Nov.  1644.     [If  J)p-] 

56.  v.  Examination  of  Captain  John  Hooper.  That  he  was  present  at 
the  battle  near  Dalington  [Donnington],  which  was  fought  about  five 
weeks  since,  and  that  the  horse  under  the  command  of  Sir  Wm.  Waller, 
and  the  foot  under  Major-General  Skippon,  were  then  drawn  forth  to  a 
place  called  Spine  [Speen],  about  half  a  mile  from  Donnington  Castle, 
while  the  other  part  of  the  army,  commanded  by  the  Earl  of  Manchester, 
was  drawn  forth  to  a  place  called  Highdike,  near  Shaw,  about  a  fourth  of 
a  mile  from  Donnington.  That  the  King  with  his  army  then  lay  betwixt 
Spine  [Speen]  and  Shaw.  That  the  division  of  the  army  under  Sir  Wm. 
Balfour  and  Major- General  Skippon,  which  was  drawn  forth  to  Speen, 
then  fell  upon  the  enemy  about  two  hours  before  sunset,  and  routed  Ahe 
King's  horse,  who  fled  away  in  sight  of  this  exarninant,  and  in  view  of 
the  Earl  of  Manchester's  forces  standing  near  Shaw.  The  forces  of  the 
Parliament  that  were  placed  at  Speen  then  likewise  gained  ground  on  the 
King's  foot  and  beat  them  from  hedge  to  hedge  unto  the  last  hedge  lying 
between  Speen  aud  Newbury ;  but  the  Earl  did  not  then  draw  down  his 
foot  from  Highdike  until  a  little  before  sunset,  and  did  not  fall  on  the 
enemy  until  about  quarter  of  an  hour  after  sunset.  This  exarninant  is 
clearly  of  opinion  that  if  the  Earl,  with  the  forces  under  his  immediate 
command  then  stationed  near  Shaw,  had  then  fallen  on  the  King's  army 
between  Doleman's  house  [i.e.,  Shaw  Hall  built  by  Doleman,  the  clothier] 
and  Donnington  town,  as  soon  as  the  other  forces  of  the  Parliament 
placed  at  Speen  under  Balfour  and  Skippon  had  fallen  on  the  enemy, 
tha,t  the  King's  army  could  not  in  all  probability  have  possibly  escaped, 
as  he  verily  believeth,  the  enemy  being  then  encompassed  between  the 
two  parties  of  the  Parliament's  army  between  Speen  and  Shaw.  That 
the  forces  of  the  Parliament  then  placed  at  Speen  could  not  pursue  the 
body  of  the  King's  array  in  regard  that  the  river  [Lambourne]  was 
betwixt  them  and  the  King's  army,  but  the  Earl's  army  was  then  on 
the  same  side  as  the  King's  when  the  latter  fled  away.  This  exarninant 
believeth  that  if  the  Earl  had  sent  forth  a  party  of  scouts  to  discover 
which  way  the  King's  army  fled,  that  the  Parliament's  army  might  then 
have  pursued  the  former  7  or  8  hours  sooner  than  they  did;  also 
that  the  Earl  might  have  immediately  pursued,  being  on  the  same  side 
of  the  river,  and  only  a  little  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
King's  army  at  the  time  of  its  flight.     2  Dec.  1644.     [1  p.] 

56.  vi.  First  examination  of  Leon  Watson,  Scoutmaster-General  to 
the  Earl  of  Manchester,  taken  before  the  Committee  of  investigation. 
He  saith  that  he  was  with  the  Earl  of  Manchester  in  Shaw  Field  at  the 
same  time  the  battle  was  fought  near  Dolington  [Donnington]  about 
5  weeks  since.    That  [the  Parliament's]  army  was  then  divided  into  two 
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parts,  the  one  stationed  at  Shaw  immediately  under  the  command  of 
the  Earl  of  Manchester,  and  the  other  division  on  the  other  side  of  a 
rivulet  at  Speen,  within  a  mile  of  Shaw,  That  he  being  at  Shaw 
attending  on  the  Earl  and  his  army  there,  did  perceive  the  very  time 
when  the  Parliament's  forces  at  Speen,  under  Sir  Wm,  Balfour  and 
Major-General  Skippon,  fell  on  that  portion  of  the  King's  army  near 
Speen,  which  he  conceives  was  about  an  hour  and  a  half  before  sunset. 
That  the  Earl's  forces  did  not  fall  on  the  enemy  until  about  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  after  sunset.  That  this  examinant  seeing  the  Parliament's 
forces  likely  to  be  engaged,  he  desired  the  Earl  to  put  his  foot  into  a 
present  posture  to  distract  the  enemy,  so  that  the  latter  might  be  afraid 
to  bring  all  his  forces  to  bear  upon  those  of  the  Parliament  at  Speen,  to 
which  the  Earl  replied  that  it  would  be  time  enough.  That  he  spoke 
these  words  to  the  Earl  to  the  end  that  his  forces  might  be  ready  to  fall 
on  presently,  hearing  that  the  Parliament's  forces  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  [Lambourne]  had  agreed  to  fall  on  the  enemy  together.  That  he 
went  several  times  to  the  Earl  both  before  and  after  the  engagement  at 
Speen  was  begun,  and  earnestly  moved  him  as  aforesaid,  but  received 
either  no  answer  or  such  as  is  above  mentioned.  That  the  Earl  did  not 
fall  on  until  the  forces  at  Speen  had  beaten  the  enemy  and  made  them 
fly  from  hedge  to  hedge  until  the  nearest  towards  Newbury.  That  the 
Earl  fell  on  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  sunset,  and  about  two  hours 
after  the  fight  began  at  Speen.  That,  as  the  Earl's  soldiers  were  drawn 
out  ready  to  fall  on  the  enemy,  being  then  routed  at  Speen,  and  a  little 
after  sunset,  the  Earl  sent  this  examinant  to  Major-G-eneral  Crawford  to 
charge  him  that  the  latter  should  not  fall  on  nor  engage.  That  if  the 
Earl  had  fallen  on  by  daylight,  and  as  soon  as  the  forces  of  the  Parlia- 
ment near  Speen  were  engaged,  this  examinant  is  of  opinion  that  it  had 
been  of  great  advantage  to  the  present  service,  and  might  in  all  pro- 
bability have  ruined  not  only  the  King's  army  in  Newbury  Meld,  but 
have  also  put  that  part  of  it  which  was  located  in  Shaw  and  in  Doleman's 
house  past  a  possibility  of  retreat.  That  if  the  Earl  had  sent  forth  a 
party  of  horse  he  might  have  gained  intelligence  of  the  King's  move- 
ments upon  the  flight  of  his  army.  That  the  Earl  and  his  forces  were 
much  nearer  and  lay  better  to  gain  intelligence  of  the  King's  motions 
than  the  other  party  of  the  Parliament's  army  who  were  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river  at  Speen.  That  the  forces  of  the  Cavaliers  at  Doleman's 
house  marched  away  westward  little  more  than  musket  shot  of  the 
Earl's  forces,  and  this  examinant  doth  not  know  that  any  party  of  the 
Earl's  were  sent  after  them  upon  their  retreat.  3  Dec.  1644.  Under- 
written, Names  of  the  Committee  present  at  the  examination.

56.  vn.  First  examination  of  Lieutenant-Genl.  Oliver  Cromwell.  That 
after  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  had  directed  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester to  advance  with  his  army  into  the  west  whilst  his  army  and 
himself  were  at  Huntingdon,  Lieut.-Genl.  Hammond  with  examinant 
came  to  him  to  desire  his  Lordship  that  he  would  hasten  his  march  in 
obedience  to  the  commands  he  had  received,  to  the  which  he  replied 
that  he  would  hang  him  or  them  that  should  advise  him  to  march  with 
his  army  into  the  west,  or  words  to  that  effect.  4  Dec.  1644.  Under- 
written, Names  of  the  Committee  present  at  the  examination.  Endorsed, 
Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell's  first  examination.     [4  jj.] 

56.  vin.  Examination  of  James  Pitsom,  Scoutmaster-General  to  Sir 
Wm.  Waller.  That  he  was  [occasionally  present  at  the  Council  of  War 
held  in  a  little  hou'-e,  when  the  army  of  the  Parliament  was  drawn  up 
being  near  Shaw  Field,  while  the  King's  army  was  drawn  up  at  the 
same  time  to  Winterbourne  Heath.  That  at  this  Council  of  War  there 
were  words  spoken  by  the  Earl  of  Manchester  in  the  hearing  of  this 
examinant  to  this  ell'ect,  viz.,  he  [the  Earl]  was  assured  that  we  need 
not  fear  the  French  or  any  foreign  nation  to  come  over  in  this  next 
spring.  That  this  examinant  heard  the  Earl  say  at  the  same  Council  of 
War  that  wo  must  take  heed  of  fighting,  for  if  we  beat  the  King's  army 
never  so  many  times,  [even]  if  u  hundred  times,  yet  he  is  King  still,  and 
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so  will  his  posterity  be  after,  but  if  be  beat  us  once  then  we-  are  every 
one  of  us  undone,  and  besides  we  shall  lose  otir  necks  and  our  posterity 
will  be  made  bond  slaves ;  to  which  Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell  replied,  that 
his  Lordship  had  as  good  have  said  that  we  are  resolved  to  have  peace 
upon  any  terms  in  the  world  as  to  have  said  thus,  for  by  the  same 
argument  we  should  never  have  fought  with  the  King's  army.  4th  Dec.

56.  ix.  First  examination  of  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg.  That  he  w&s 
present  at  the  Council  of  "War  when  the  Parliament's  army  was  drawn 
out  upon  Shaw  Field,  and  the  King's  upon  Winterbourne  Heath  and 
marching  away.  That  it  was  there  urged  as  a  motive  for  present  fighting 
and  engaging  with  the  King's  army,  that  if  the  King's  army  were  now 
beaten  it  would  prevent  the  bringing  over  of  the  French  or  of  any 
foreign  force  which  was  the  present  design  in  hand,  wbereunto  the  Earl 
of  Manchester  answered,  "Upon  my  credit  you  need  not  fear  the  coming 
in  of  the  French,  I  know  there  is  no  such  thing."  The  Earl  afterwards 
there  said,  "  That  if  we  beat  the  King  99  times  yet  he  is  King  still,  and 
so  will  his  posterity  be  after  him,  but  if  the  King  beat  us  ouce  we 
shall  be  all  hanged,  and  our  posterity  be  made  slaves."  These  were 
the  very  words  as  this  examinant  remembereth,  but  he  is  sure  words  to 
this  effect  were  there  used  by  the  Earl  as  a  motive  against  present 
engaging;  whereupon  Cromwell  replied,  "My  Lord,  if  this  be  so,  why 
did  we  take  up  arms  at  first  ?  this  is  against  fighting  ever  hereafter,  if 
so,  let  us  make  peace,  be  it  never  so  base."  Signed,  Art.  Hesilrige, 
6  Dec.  1644.

66.  x.  Second  examination  of  Lieut.-Genl.  Oliver  Cromwell.  That  the 
King's  army  marching  from  Donnington  Castle  and  being  drawn  up 
on  Winterbourne  Heath,  the  army  belonging  to  the  Parliament  drew 
out  of  Newbury  town  and  field  into  Shaw  Field,  about  one  mile  from 
the  King's  army.  The  Earl  of  Manchester,  with  divers  of  the  chief 
officers,  having  viewed  the  same,  did  a  little  after  repair  into  a 
cottage  near  the  said  field  to  consult  what  to  do,  and  amongst  other 
debates  it  was  urged  by  this  examinant  that  if  we  should  beat  the  King's 
army  it  would  hinder  his  affairs  in  France,  and  might  prevent  the 
coining  of  French  forces  into  this  kingdom,  which  we  heard  was 
endeavoured.  To  this  the  Earl  answered  that  he  did  assure  them, 
meaning  the  Council  of  War  then  present,  there  was  no  such  thing  as 
any  forces  to  be  brought  from  France,  which  undertaking  of  the  Earl 
this  examinant  wondered  at,  considering  what  he  had  heard  concerning 
endeavours  of  that  nature,  and  this  examinant  still  pressing  towards 
engagement,  his  Lordship  said  further  that  he  was  against  fighting,  giving 
this  as  his  reason,  "that  if  we  should  beat  the  King  never  so  often 
yet  he  would  be  King  still  and  his  posterity,  but  if  he  should  beat  us  but 
once  we  must  be  hanged  and  our  posterity  undone,"  or  words  to  that 
effect ;  to  which  this  examinant  replied,  "  that  if  this  principle  was  true 
it  condemned  all  our  former  fighting  as  foolish,  and  was  an  argument 
against  fighting  for  the  future,  and  a  ground  for  making  a  peace  how 
dishonourable  soever."

56.  xi.  Examination  of  Col.  John  Pickering.  That  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester, as  soon  as  he  came  to  Doncaster  in  his  return  from  York, 
23  July,  had  intelligence  from  Newark  of  the  weak  estate  of  that 
garrison,  and  of  the  fears  that  oppressed  them  when  [news  came  of]  the 
late  good  success  before  York,  many  of  them  removing  themselves  and 
goods  for  fear  of  a  present  siege,  likewise  of  the  great  divisions  that  were 
amongst  those  of  that  garrison,  and  particularly  of  the  differences  between 
the  Governor  of  Newark  and  Sir  John  Digby.  Whilst  the  Earl  lay  at 
Doncaster  with  his  army  for  eight  days,  Cromwell,  Ireton,  and  this 
examinant,  upon  consideration  of  these  advantages,  moved  him  several 
times  to  march  immediately  to  Newark,  but  we  could  not  prevail, 
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neither  did  the  Earl  call  a  Council  of  "War  during  the  time  of  his  being  at 
Doncaster  to  advise  concerning  the  disposing  of  his  army.  During  the 
Earl's  stay  at  Doncaster,  Col.  Lilburne  summoned  Tickhill  Castle,  and 
thereupon  got  it  from  the  Cavaliers,  which  was  a  very  great  ease  and 
security  for  those  parts,  but  when  notice  thereof  came  his  Lordship 
threatened  to  hang  him  for  his  pains.  The  Earl,  expressing  much 
unwillingness  to  engage  his  army  or  any  part  of  it  whilst  he  was  at 
Doncaster,  removed  to  Lincoln.  At  Lincoln  I  understood  by  Cromwell 
and  others  that  they  had  again  pressed  him  to  invest  Belvoir  Castle  or 
other  places  thereabouts,  and  that  he  said  the  work  was  _  difficult  and 
tedious,  and  besides  he  was  to  send  a  party  into  Derbyshire,  but  when 
the  party  was  to  depart  he  pretended  that  his  horse  must  first  be  re- 
freshed for  some  few  days,  and  sent  them  not  at  all.  Having  received 
orders  at  Lincoln  from  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  advance  with 
his  army  into  the  west,  on  3  Sept.  he  marched  to  Sleaford,  and  on  the 
6th  came  to  Peterborough,  where  Cromwell  and  this  examinant  moved 
him  to  hasten  his  march  westward,  but  he  replied  that  his  army  must  be 
refreshed.  On  the  7th  he  came  to  Huntingdon,  where  the  next  day  he 
received  intelligence  of  the  great  blow  the  Parliament's  army  had  re- 
ceived in  the  west,  and  another  order  came  from  the  Committee  to 
hasten  his  march  and  send  his  horse  before,  but  he  expressed  his 
unwillingness  to  march  more  than  ever,  pretending  a  necessity  to  first 
muster  and  pay  his  army,  saying  that  there  was  an  impossibility  of  doing 
any  good  in  the  west,  and  this  examinant  well  remembers  that  the  Earl 
said  to  him  and  others  that  it  would  be  much  better  for  his  Excellency's 
army,  Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Major-G-enl.  Browne  to  quarter  about 
Beading,  Basing,  Henley,  and  other  places  thereabouts,  and  his  own  army 
at  St.  Albans,  than  to  march  to  Dorchester  and  Abingdon  as  was 
required.  The  Earl's  constant  opposition  to  action  did  beget  in 
examinant  and  other  officers  an  opinion  that  he  was  not  so  serious  and 
resolute  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war  as  was  desirable,  and  this  was 
confirmed  by  his  breaking  out  into  a  passion  against  the  Parliament 
and  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  whenever  he  received  orders  which 
required  any  engagement  of  his  army.  He  had  often  heard  the  Earl 
profess  that  he  never  liked  this  war,  and  was  against  it  from  the 
beginning,  saying  "  it  was  easy  to  begin  a  war,  but  no  man  knew  when  it 
would  end,  and  that  this  was  not  the  way  to  advance  religion-"  He 
further  saith  that  he  had  observed  a  constant  backwardness  and  unwil- 
lingness in  the  Earl  to  engage  his  forces  all  this  year,  and  in  particular 
his  backwardness  to  make  that  diversion  he  was  appointed  in  Oxford- 
shire, the  beginning  of  March  last,  to  advance  from  Stamford  towards 
Leicester,  to  send  any  horse  into  Derbyshire,  to  march  into  the  west,  and 
the  other  services  before  mentioned.

56.  xii.  Examination  of  John  Weaver,  Judge  Advocate.  That  he  had 
heard  the  Earl  of  Manchester  say  that  "  he  was  of  opinion  that  this  war 
would  not  be  ended  by  the  sword,  for  if  it  were  so  concluded  it  would  be 
an  occasion  of  rising  again  or  of  a  future  quarrel,  but  it  would  be  better 
for  the  kingdom  if  it  were  ended  by  an  accommodation,"  or  words  to  that 
effect.  That  for  the  business  of  Donnington  he  did  perceive  some  un- 
willingness in  the  Earl  then  to  engage  his  army  with  the  enemy,  Lieut.- 
Genl.  Cromwell  expressing  "  much  joy  that  he  had  an  opportunity  to  fight 
with  the  King's  army."  That  the  Earl  when  at  Reading,  having  received 
divers  letters  from  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  or  the  Parliament, 
directing  him  to  advance  into  the  west,  expressed  his  unwillingness  to 
go  for  the  west,  saying  his  army  was  very  weak.  That  he  heard  it  was 
agreed  at  the  Council  of  War  that  those  forces  of  the  Parliament  which 
were  to  march  about  towards  Speen,  and  the  other  forces  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  Earl  at  Shaw,  agreed  to  fall  [on  the  enemy]  so  soon  as  the 
one  were  engaged,  so  as  to  help  each  other,  but  that  the  Earl  did  not 
fall  on  so  soon  as  the  others  were  engaged,  although  moved  to  do  so. 
He  observed  the  Earl  to  be  very  backward  to  fall  on.  About  an  horn- 
before  sunset  the  forces  at  Speen  fell  on  the  enemy,  and  those  with  the 
Earl  about  sunset.  That  being  at  Shaw  with  the  Earl,  he  saw  the 
King's  horse  retreat  from  the  Parliament's  forces  at  Speen  about  an  hour

56.  xiii.  Examination  of  Oapt.  Thos.  Bawlins.  That  he  was  with  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  in  Shaw  Field,  near  Newbury,  at  the  time  when  part 
of  the  Parliament's  army  marched  about  towards  Speen  and  the  rest 
remained  with  the  Earl  about  Shaw  Field.  That  about  an  hour  before 
sunset  he  heard  the  report  of  great  guns  near  Speen,  and  then  saw  the 
forces  of  the  Parliament  there  fall  on  a  party  of  the  King's  army,  and 
force  the  horse  back  in  disorder.  That  he  then  heard  Major-General 
Crawford  and  the  Scoutmaster-General  [Leon  Watson]  earnestly  press 
the  Earl  that,  as  the  fight  had  now  begun  at  Speen,  he  would  fall  on  the 
enemy  on  this  side ;  also  that  Crawford  came  again  to  the  Earl  to  per- 
suade him  to  give  him  leave  to  fall  on  ;  and  the  same  day,  a  little  after 
sunset,  Crawford  being  ready  to  engage,  the  Earl  sent  this  examinant  to 
him,  to  countermand  his  falling  on  the  enemy.     12  Dec.  1644.     [J  p.~\ 

56.  xiv.  Second  examination  of  Scoutmaster-General  Leon  Watson. 
That  he  has  at  several  times  heard  the  Earl  of  Manchester  express  him- 
self that  "he  was  not  desirous  that  this  war  should  be  ended  by  a  victory. 
And  that  God  had  sufficiently  declared,  by  not  suffering  us  to  take  the 
opportunities  we  have  had  one  of  another,  that  He  would  not  have  this 
war  ended  by  one  of  us  overcoming  the  other.''  That  the  Earl  seemed  so 
desirous  of  peace  that  he  expressed  his  dislike  of  the  Parliament's  high 
terms  with  the  King,  especially  about  the  excepting  of  delinquents  from 
a  general  pardon ;  as  also  the  Ordinance  that  gives  authority  to  make 
sale  of  the  rebels'  lands  in  Ireland.  That  when  sundry  propositions 
have  been  made  to  the  Earl  by  Cromwell,  Pickering,  and  others, 
touching  putting  the  whole  army  or  some  part  of  it  upon  any  service, 
he  has  been  very  unwilling  to  it,  >nd  has  commonly  with  much  in- 
dustry sought  to  avoid  any  action  with  his  army.  That  this  deponent 
doth  remember  that  divers  propositions  were  made  to  the  Earl  about 
quartering  his  foot  about  Newark,  upon  these  reasons,  viz.,  the  easing 
and  securing  of  our  friends,  the  eating  up  of  the  enemy's  provisions,  the 
straitening  and  keeping  the  enemy  in,  the  making  of  forts  whereby 
they  might  be  blocked  up  and  the  country  be  secured  by  a  small  force 
left  in  those  forts,  if  the  army  should  be  called  away  ;  especially  that  it 
was  insisted  upon  how  that  either  the  building  of  a  fort  at  Muscom 
Bridge  or  the  taking  of  Muscom  Bridge  would  be  of  extreme  advantage, 
to  secure  all  the  countries  beyond  Trent,  especially  as  all  the  enemy's 
garrisons  had  been  lately  taken  in ;  and  there  being  no  garrison  of  the' 
enemy's  nearer  than  Pontefract  Castle,  it  was  declared  that  great  store 
of  men  and  contributions  might  be  raised,  and  how  that,  on  the  other 
side  of  Newark,  all  Lincolnshire  and  the  adjacent  counties  would  be 
secured  by  two  or  three  forts  made  on  that  side.  Yet  was  his  Lordship 
exceeding  averse  to  any  propositions  that  were  made  to  him  about  it, 
and  sought  by  all  possible  means  to  avoid  it.  That  when  commands 
came  from  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  the  Earl  at  Lincoln  for 
him  to  march  with  his  army  into  Cheshire,  he  expressed  himself  resolved 
not  to  march  thither,  and  sent  up  reasons  to  that  effect  to  the  Com- 
mittee, amongst  which  the  blocking  up  of  Newark  and  securing  the 
country  were  chief,  but  nevertheless  he  did  not  block  it  up.  That  the 
Earl  sundry  times  expressed  great  unwillingness  to  advance  westward, 
and  spoke  slight[ing]ly  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Committee  of 
both  kingdoms  for  commanding  him  that  way.  Examinant  heard  him 
say,  on  receipt  of  such  commands  at  Beading,  that  his  army  was  raised 
by  the  [Eastern]  Association,  and  was  for  guard  of  that  Association,  and 
could  not  be  commanded  by  the  Parliament  upon  any  such  employment 
without  their  consent,  or  words  fully  to  that  effect.  While  staying  at 
Newbury,  in  expectation  of  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms'  com- 
mands how  to  dispose  of  our  armies,  the  Earl  expressed  himself  to  this 
purpose,  that  if  the  Committee  of  the  Association  at  London  would  call 
him  back,  he  would  return,  notwithstanding  a  command  to  the  con- 
trary from  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  Whilst  the  Earl  lay  at 
Beading,  and  Cromwell  with  his  regiment  of  horse  around  Banbury, 
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intelligence  came  of  the  King's  advance  towards  him  out  of  the  west, 
upon  which  the  Earl  commanded  him  [examinant]  to  send  to  Cromwell 
to  come  away  speedily  with  his  horse,  but,  upon  second  intelligence,  he 
sent  them  orders  to  return  and  stay  about  Banbury.  Whilst  at  Beading 
the  Earl  often  expressed  an  exceeding  inclination  to  return  with  his 
army  into  the  [Eastern]  Association,  saying  that  Cambridge  must  be  our 
winter  quarters.  That  this  examinant,  having  been  present  at  most  of 
the  Councils  of  War,  can  depose  that  he  never  knew  the  Earl  to  favour 
fighting  or  advancing  against  the  enemy,  although  most  of  the  other 
members  were  for  that  course,  and  that  the  Earl  never  advocated 
anything  tending  to  an  advance  or  an  engagement,  or  gaining  of  any 
advantage  against  the  enemy.  That  this  examinant  was  present  at 
Newbury  when  Cromwell  and  others  earnestly  pressed  the  Earl  to  march 
in  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  to  prevent  the  recollecting  of  their  scattered 
forces,  which  we  had  immediately  before  dispersed,  but  they  could  not, 
with  all  their  persuasion,  move  him  to  consent  to  it  within  six  or  seven 
days  of  the  enemy's  departure  thence.  He  remembers  that  when  the 
enemy  was  upon  Winterbourne  Heath,  after  the  relief  of  Donnington 
Castle,  and  our  army,  both  horse  and  foot,  were  drawn  into  Shaw  Field, 
the  Earl  laboured  with  all  earnestness  at  the  Council  of  War,  then  held 
in  a  little  house  near  Shaw,  to  persuade  [our  commanders]  not  to  fight, 
and  seemed  to  be  very  much  against  it.  At  that  Council  of  War  it  was 
alleged,  as  a  reason  why  we  should  fight,  that  an  endeavour  [ought  to  be 
made]  to  put  an  end  to  the  war  before  the  next  spring,  for  we  heard 
that  forces  were  gathering  in  France  for  the  King's  assistance  here  in 
England,  and  if  the  King  should  sit  down  this  winter  with  the  reputation 
he  had  gained  by  the  relief  of  Donnington  Castle,  it  would  much 
encourage  the  French  to  come  over,  whereas  if  we  broke  the  King's 
army  they  would  be  loath  to  engage  where  they  must  bear  the  whole 
burden  of  the  war ;  to  which  the  Earl  of  Manchester  answered  that,  for 
any  foreign  gathering  in  France,  he  did  assure  them,  upon  his  credit, 
that  there  was  no  such  thing,  or  words  to  that  purpose.  16  Dec.  1644.

56.  xv.  Second  examination  of  Lieut.-Genl.  Thos.  Hammond.  That 
he  heard  more  than  once  the  Earl  of  Manchester  say  that  this  present 
war  would  never  be  ended  by  fighting.  That  the  army  lay  still  many 
days  at  Doncaster,  whereas  if  the  Earl  had  speedily  advanced  he  is 
persuaded  Newark  might  have  been  blocked  up,  nothing  appearing  to 
hinder  the  attempt ;  neither  knoweth  he  how  that  opportunity  was 
neglected.  That  the  Earl  was  very  backward  to  do  anything  against 
Sheffield  Castle,  and  even  when  at  last  he  sent  forces,  thither,  private 
orders  were  given  on  the  march  to  send  back  the  culverin,  two  long 
Bakers,  and  ammunition.  That  propositions  were  made  to  the  Earl  on 
his  return  from  York,  for  disposing  of  such  part  of  his  army  as  marched 
with  him  into  Lincolnshire  to  quarter  about  Newark,  for  easing  our 
friends,  straitening  our  enemies,  and  blocking  up  the  town  with  a  small 
force,  but  to  these  propositions  the  Earl  was  averse.  That  the  Earl 
seemed  to  defer  the  propositions  for  blocking  up  of  Newark  only  till  the 
rejoining  of  his  army,  which  was  sent  to  Sheflield,  and  after  did  admit 
of  them  upon  some  considerations,  and  sent  for  the  Committees  of 
Derby,  Nottingham,  and  Leicester  for  that  purpose.  These  propositions 
concerning  Newark  were  such  as  left  the  army  more  free  to  draw  off 
from  these  parts  for  southern  service.  When  command  came  to 
march  southward  the  Earl  retarded  his  march  at  Lincoln,  Peterborough, 
and  Huntingdon  some  days._  At  the  inn  at  Huntingdon,  the  Earl  being 
urged  to  advance,  said  that  if  any  should  persuade  him  to  go  westward 
he  would  hang  him,  also  at  Reading,  when  he  received  orders  to  march 
westward,  the  Earl  said  he  would  rather  adventure  a  cashiering.  One 
of  his  officers  [Major-Genl.  Crawford,  crossed  out]  publicly  said  in  the 
Earl's  presence  that  the  Parliament  could  not  rule  an  army,  and  many 
other  contemptuous  like  words,  without  reproof.  That  the  army  lay 
still  about  a  week  at  St.  Albans,  and  took  another  week  in  marching  to 
Beading,  where  it  again  halted  so  long,  as  he  heard  the  Earl  say,  he  had 
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received  14  letters  to  advance  westward.  The  Earl  expressed  great 
reluctance  to  advance  into  the  west,  although  this  examinant  conceiveth 
that  the  army  might  have  done  so  with  safety,  nothing  hindering  a 
conjunction  of  his  forces  with  those  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  the  City 
brigade.  When  Sir  Wm.  Waller's  army  came  to  Basing  from  Andover 
the  Earl  gave  this  examinant  ift=ders  to  draw  the  train  [of  artillery] 
through  Basing  town,  that  if  cause  were  they  might  go  to  Odium 
[Odiham],  this  resolution  was  taken  on  the  field  suddenly  and  not  at  a 
Council  of  War,  that  this  examinant  knoweth  of.  He  further  saith  that 
at  this  time  the  Earl  had  7,000  foot  and  7,000  horse  and  dragoons,  and 
yet  his  Lordship  did  then  endeavour  to  avoid  fighting  with  the  King's 
army.  That  if  the  Earl  had  quartered  and  continued  his  army  about 
Oompton  and  the  towns  thereabouts  which  are  between  Wallingford  and 
Donnington  Castle,  either  the  King  had  not  relieved  Donnington  Castle, 
or  else  his  Lordship  might  have  fought  with  much  advantage  against 
the  King's  army,  but  the  Earl  gave  this  examinant  orders  to  advance 
with  the  train  of  artillery  from  those  parts  to  Thatcham,  near  Newbury, 
about  three  days  before  Donnington  was  relieved.  Endorsed,  The 
examination  of  Lieut.-Genl.

56.  xvn.  Examination  of  Major  John  Disbrowe.  Saith  that  he  saw  an 
order  from  the  Earl  of  Manchester  when  the  Earl  first  advanced  with 
his  army  to  Reading  about  Michaelmas  last,  wherein  he  commanded 
Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell,  then  about  Banbury,  with  half  his  regiment  to 
march  to  him  to  Reading  ;  his  Lordship  inserting  in  his  said  order  that 
he  heard  the  King  advanced  that  way,  but  when  Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell 
had  marched  between  20  and  30  miles,  another  order  was  sent  to  let  him 
know  that  later  intelligence  had  been  received  of  the  King's  halt,  and 
the  Earl  ordered  Cromwell  to  march  back  again  to  Banbury,  and  within 
two  days  after  we  came  back  to  Banbury  as  this  examinant  remembereth. 
The  Earl  sent  orders  again  to  Cromwell  to  march  with  all  his  regiment 
to  Reading,  for  he  heard  the  King  advanced  fast  that  way.  I  heard 
Mr.  G-ossell,  at  Newbury,  say  to  many  soldiers  who  asked  him  for  money 
that  he  had  none  for  them  till  they  should  come  into  the  Association, 
and  when  we  can  get  thither  you  shall  have  all  new  coats  and  shoes, 
besides  money  enough,  but  not  a  penny  till  then.  He  heard  the  Earl 
say  at  Newbury,  about  5  days  after  Donnington  was  relieved,  that  if  the 
Committee  of  the  [Eastern]  Association  did  but  write  to  him  to  come 
back  to  them  he  would  march  with  his  army  the  next  day,  though  the 
Parliament  hanged  him  for  so  doing.     23  Dec.  1644.     [1  p.] 

56.  xviii.  Examination  of  Lieutenant. Col.  Nathaniel  Rich.  I  have 
continually  found  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  more  especially  since  his 
coming  from  York,  backward  to  any  action  that  might  bring  his  army  to 
an  engagement  either  in  part  or  whole,  and  particularly  since  its  coming 
into  Lincolnshire.  He  did,  at  all  debates  at  which  I  was  present, 
earnestly  oppose  and  endeavour  -to  refute  all  considerations  offered 
tending  to  attempt  anything  upon  Newark,  either  by  way  of  siege  or 
blocking  it  up,  thereby  to  straiten  the  enemy  and  secure  our  friends  ; 
although  most  of  those  present  at  the  several  Councils  [of  War]  wera 
clearly  convinced  that  the  design  was  very  feasible.  After  we  left  the 
northern  parts  and  were  located  at  Reading,  I  have  heard  the  Earl 
express  much  unwillingness  to  advance  westward,  saying  that  it  were 
pity  we  should  leave  those  counties  which  have  paid  us  and  parted  with 
their  money  so  willingly  to  us  all  this  while,  and  now  by  our  absence  be 
exposed  to  the  incursions  of  an  enemy.  That  if  we  lay  still  in  and  about 
Reading,  securing  it  and  the  parts  adjacent,  the  King  would  never  think 
of  coming  with  his  army  to  Oxford.  That  the  weather  and  time  of  year 
grew  unseasonable  for  the  action  of  the  armies,  and  it  was  impossible 
that  either  men  or  horse  should  endure  the  field,  though  at  present  the 
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weather  was  fair  enough.  That  when  letters  came  from  the  Committee 
of  both  kingdoms  intimating  the  continuance  of  their  desires  for  his 
Lordship's  march  westward,  the  Earl  said,  "  Still  they  would  have  me 
march  westward,  westward  ho  !  but  they  specify  no  place,  for  ought 
I  know  it  may  be  t^the  West  Indies  or  to  St.  Michael's  mount ;"  and  I 
desiring  to  know  whether  they  or  his  Lordship  did  intend  that  our 
winter  quarter  should  be  in  and  near  Newbury,  he  answered,  "No,  if 
we  do  I  will  give  them  leave  to  New  bury  me."  26  Dec.  1644.

56.  xix.  Second  examination  of  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg.  That  SirWm. 
Waller,  whilst  he  lay  with  his  brigade  about  Shaftesbury,  Dorchester, 
and  those  parts,  keeping  back  the  King's  army  from  advancing  further 
from  the  west,  sent  several  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  then  with 
his  forces  at  Beading,  to  desire  his  speedy  advance  towards  him.  That 
Waller  lay  about  Dorchester  6  weeks  before  the  Earl's  forces  came  up  to 
him.  That  the  Lord  General  [Essex's]  horse  then  joined  Waller  at 
Shaftesbury,  and  this  examinant  doth  verily  believe  that  if  the  Earl  had 
marched  thither  likewise  with  his  horse  and  foot  the  King's  force  could 
not  have  advanced  beyond  that  place,  but  that  the  forces  of  the  Parlia- 
ment might  in  all  probability  have  safely  fought  with  the  King's  army, 
or  compelled  them  to  have  remained  in  those  parts  about  Sherborne. 
That  1,000  men  might,  with  safety,  have  come  from  Beading  to  Shaftes- 
bury, the  enemy  being  further  westward,  and  Waller's  army  lying 
betwixt  Beading  and  the  King's  army.  That,  by  reason  no  forces  came 
from  the  Parliament  when  the  King's  army  were  pressing  upon  Waller, 
he  was  enforced  to  retreat  to  Winterbourne  Stoke,  in  Wilts.  The  King's 
army  then  coming  to  Salisbury,  Waller  retreated  to  Andover,  and  after 
an  engagement  retired  to  Basing,  where  this  examinant  then  found  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  to  have  drawn  forth  all  his  horse  and  foot,  intending 
to  retreat  towards  Odiham,  in  Hants.,  but  upon  consultation  the  Eaii 
consented  to  stay  at  Basing  until  the  Lord  General's  foot  and  the  City 
brigade  came  up  to  them.  Whilst  the  two  armies  were  joined  this 
examinant  never  remembers  the  Earl  to  have  declared  any  opinion  in 
favour  of  fighting,  but  often  to  have  opposed  it  at  the  Council  of  War. 
That  Waller  commanded  the  van  of  the  army  the  day  after  the  battle  at 
Speen,  and  being  advanced  5  miles  from  Newbury  in  pursuit  of  the 
King's  army,  the  Earl  sent  to  him  and  this  examinant,  desiring  them  to 
halt  as  the  enemy  was  gone  another  way,  and  to  attend  a  Council  of 
War.  But  they  being  well  assured  that  the  enemy  had  retreated  that 
way,  did  not  think  fit  to  leave  pursuing  the  enemy  to  attend  the  Council 
of  War,  and  returned  this  answer  to  his  Lordship  by  the  messenger, — 
That  it  would  have  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  service  of  the  Parlia- 
ment, and  for  keeping  the  King's  forces  from  rallying,  if  we  had  forth- 
with advanced  towards  Oxfordshire  after  the  battle  near  Speen.  Shortly 
after  this  battle,  Waller  and  this  examinant  moved  the  Earl,  Major- 
G-enl.  Skippon,  and  other  foot  commanders,  for  the  present  advance  of 
the  foot,  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  if  this  course  had  been  followed  they 
might  have  seized  on  Woodstock  and  other  places  of  consequence,  to 
hinder  the  King's  army  from  rallying,  but  the  foot  did  not  march  until 
the  Friday,  when  a  command  was  received  from  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms  to  that  effect.  That  this  examinant  was  not  at  any  Council  of 
War  where  it  was  resolved  that  the  Earl  or  his  forces  should  remove 
from  Blewbury  towards  Newbury,  and  verily  believes  that  had  the  army 
stayed  near  the  former  place  it  would  have  been  impossible  but  that 
they  might  have  fought  with  the  King's  army  upon  equal  terms  before 
the  relief  of  Donnington  Castle.  That  he  heard  the  Earl  say  the  Com- 
mittee of  both  kingdoms  had  directed  their  return  from  Blewbury  to 
Newbury,  but  he  never  saw  those  letters.  That  the  chief  argument 
which  prevailed  with  himself  and  others  of  the  Council  of  War  at  New- 
bury, not  to  interpose  betwixt  the  King  and  Donnington  Castle,  when 
the  King  was  marching  to  its  relief  was,  that  if  they  should  interpose 
then  the  King  would  get  into  Newbury  and  by  that  means  recover  that 
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winter  quarter  and  hinder  the  Parliament  from  keeping  and  enlarging 
their  quarters  so  far  as  they  had  done  by  taking  that  town  of  Newbury.

56.  xx.  Examination  of  Sir  Wm.  Waller.  That  he  is  of  opinion  that 
the  Earl  of  Manchester  and  his  forces  might  securely  have  advanced 
from  Beading  to  Shasbury  [Shaftesbury]  to  the  assistance  of  this 
examinant  when  he  lay  there  with  his  brigade ;  and  he  likewise  believed 
that  the  Lord  General's  forces  and  the  City  brigade  might,  without 
expecting  any  force  to  join  with  them,  have  advanced  without  danger  to 
his  assistance.  That  if  those  armies  had  advanced  to  him  into  the  west 
the  forces  of  the  Parliament  lying  before  Basing  House  and  Donnington 
Castle  might  very  well  have  continued  their  sieges,  notwithstanding 
any  strength  of  the  enemy,  either  from  Oxford  or  any  other  place,  as  this 
examinant  doth  conceive.  That  if  the  before-mentioned  forces  of  the 
Parliament  had  joined  with  his  about  Shaftesbury  or  Salisbury,  in  all 
probability  the  King's  army  could  not  have  advanced  further  eastward. 
That  the  not  coming  up  of  Manchester's  forces  or  any  other  considerable 
strength  to  his  assistance  did  necessitate  his  retreat  towards  Basing. 
That  he  wrote  several  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  before  and  after 
the  Earl  came  to  Reading,  as  he  doth  remember  pressing  the  advancing 
of  his  army.  That  when  he  came  to  Basingstoke  in  his  retreat  from 
Andover  he  found  the  Earl  still  near  Basingstoke  with  his  horse,  and  it 
was  then  in  proposition  for  the  Earl's  forces  to  march  towards  Odiham, 
but  he  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  gave  their  opinions  to  the  contrary, 
much  disliking  of  it,  and  thereupon  that  proposition  was  laid  aside. 
That  after  the  King's  retreat  from  Speen  this  examinant  the  next 
morning  pursued  the  King's  army  2-fc  miles,  but  was  sent  for  back  by  the 
Earl.  Examinant"  returned  his  opinion  against  compliance  with  this 
order,  but  whilst  he  was  still  in  pursuit  he  received  a  second  message  from 
the  Earl,  viz.,  that  if  he  would  not  come  back  himself,  that  he  should 
then  send  back  Major- Genl.  Holborne  and  Sir  John  Harvey,  which  he 
obeyed  accordingly.  That  he  understood  afterwards  the  reason  of  that 
message  to  be  that  he  might  consider  of  certain  propositions  which  the 
Earl  had  received  from  the  Earl  of  Forth  out  of  Donnington  Castle.  That 
himself,  Sir  William  Balfour,  and  Lieut.-G-en.  Cromwell  havingpursued  the 
King's  army  as  far  as  Blewbury,  when  it  had  gained  Wallingford  Bridge 
they  could  pursue  no  further.  On  the  Tuesday  he  received  a  letter  from  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  and  the  Commissioners  to  come  to  Newbury,  where 
at  a  convention  of  all  the  officers  it  was  proposed  to  advance  with  all 
their  forces,  both  horse  and  foot,  and  to  pursue  the  King's  army  to  the 
end  that  they  might  keep  his  forces  from  rallying,  and  disperse  those 
that  were  already  in  a  body,  which  this  examinant  is  of  opinion  they 
might  have  accomplished  had  they  advanced  accordingly.  Upon  his 
return  to  Newbury,  at  a  Council  of  War  this  proposition  was  opposed  by 
the  Earl  and  other  commanders,  who  declared  it  not  fit  to  harass  out  the 
foot  by  a  march  at  that  season  after  a  light  enemy.  That  they  did  not 
march  until  the  Saturday  followiug,  and  upon  the  Sunday  came  to 
Harwell,  about  4  miles  from  Abingdon.  That  at  Harwell  it  was  again 
proposed  that  the  army  might  have  marched  by  Highworth,  and  so  to 
Woodstock,  for  by  that  means  they  wo  aid  have  interposed  betwixt  Prince 
Eupert's  and  [Sir  Chas.  Gerard's]  Garrett's  forces,  which  came  out  of 
Wales,  and  those  other  forces  of  the  King  at  Woodstock  and  Witney,  or 
have  dissipated  the  King's  forces  thereabouts  before  their  conjunction  ;  but 
this  proposition  was  opposed  by  the  Earl  and  others,  who  alleged  that  even 
then  the  foot  began  to  run  from  their  colours.  That  at  a  convention 
of  officers  in  a  little  house  at  Shaw  Field  it  was  proposed  that  they 
might  engage  then  with  the  King's  army,  and  it  was  said  that  the  King 
had  hopes  of  foreign  aid,  and  particularly  out  of  France  ;  to  which  the  Earl 
answered  declaring  his  opinion  against  engaging,  saying  "  that  to  his 
knowledge  there  were  no  forces  coming  out  of  France."  This  examinant 
remembers  that  the  Earl  then  said  "  that  if  we  beat  the  King  never  so 
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often  yet  he  -will  be  King  still,  but  if  we  are  once  beaten  we  shall  be 
hanged  and  our  posterity  will  be  slaves,"  or  words  to  that  effect.  Dec.  31, 
1644.    [21^.] 

56.  xxi.  Draft  of  the  above  examination  of  Sir  Wm.  "Waller.    [2j  pp.] 

56.  xxii.  Examination  of  Quartermaster-General  Henry  Ireton.  That 
he  has  heard  the  Earl  of  Manchester  declare  himself,  that  he  would  not 
have  the  present  war  ended  by  the  sword  but  by  accommodation,  or  to 
that  effect ;  as  also,  that  God  had  sufficiently  declared  He  would  not 
have  this  war  ended  by  the  sword,  or  by  fighting,  or  to  that  effect ;  the 
Earl  likewise  on  several  occasions  expressed  an  unwillingness  to  have 
this  war  prosecuted  unto  a  victory  or  conquest  of  either  party.  That 
when  the  Earl  in  July  last  marched  from  York  towards  Lincoln,  if  he 
had  speedily  advanced  against  Newark  he  might  in  all  probability  have 
taken  the  town,  or  at  least  have  blocked  it  up,  before  he  was  called 
southward.  That  this  opportunity  and  these  advantages  were  timely 
represented  to  the  Earl  both  before  and  after  his  coming  to  Doncaster, 
but  he  neglected  the  same,  although  his  army  there  lay  still  for  8  or  9 
nights,  as  likewise  when  it  had  arrived  about  Lincoln.  "While  the  Earl 
lay  still  at  Doncaster  his  army  might  well  have  been  employed  against 
Sheffield  and  Bolsover  Castle.  "When  the  Earl  was  come  to  Lincoln  there 
were  certain  considerations  and  propositions  tendered  to  him  showing 
the  feasibility  of  this  service,  but  he  expressed  himself  very  averse  to 
undertaking  anything,  and  without  consulting  a  Council  of  "War  caused 
his  army  to  lie  idle  in  the  districts  more  remote  from  Newark,  which 
were  secured  to  the  Parliament,  while  he  left  the  parts  of  Kesteven  and 
Nottinghamshire  about  Newark  open  to  the  incursions  of  the  enemy. 
That  owing  to  the  Earl's  neglect  in  not  blocking  up  Newark  when 
orders  came  for  advancing  southward  a  greater  force  was  obliged  to  be 
left  behind  to  secure  the  country,  viz.,  three  troops  of  Sir  John 
Norwich's  regiment  sent  from  Peterborough  to  join  with  the  Lincoln- 
shire horse,  and  afterwards  Col.  Fleetwood's  regiment  sent  back  to 
strengthen  them.  That  after  the  commands  came  for  advancing  towards 
the  west,  the  army  marching  from  Lincoln  about  3rd  September 
stayed  about  Peterborough  and  Huntingdon  4  or  5  nights,  and  came  to 
St.  Albans  13th,  where  they  stayed  many  days  till  the  21st,  and  then 
marching  to  Heading,  the  Earl's  army  advanced  not  thence  till  16th 
October,  and  even  then  he  advanced  not  westward  directly  to  the  aid 
of  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  but  struck  southwards  to  Basingstoke.  This  ex- 
aminant  is  ignorant  of  any  needful  occasion  for  these  delays.  At  Reading 
the  Earl  pretended  somewhile  to  stay  for  the  coming  up  of  the  City  foot 
and  conjunction  with  the  Lord  General's,  in  order  to  which  he  declined 
to  Basing.  But,  without  staying  for  either  of  those  parties,  the  Earl 
might  securely  enough  have  advanced  directly  to  "Waller,  then  about 
Salisbury,  and  those  parties  might  then  have  advanced  after  the  Earl  in 
safety,  and  so  formed  the  general  junction  so  far  to  the  westward,  to 
which  course  this  examinant  urged  the  Earl,  but  the  latter  would  not. 
That  the  Earl  expressed  much  backwardness  to  advance  westward ; 
speaking  with  much  contempt  and  indignation  against  the  commands 
received  at  Huntingdon  to  march  to  Abingdon  and  Dorchester  [in 
Oxfordshire],  pretending  to  understand  it  to  mean  Dorchester  by  the  sea- 
side ;  likewise  upon  other  occasions  when  he  received  commands  from  the 
Parliament  or  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  he  spoke  very  scornfully.desig- 
nating  them  weak  and  inconsiderate.  That  after  the  King's  flight  from 
Newbury  the  timely  marching  of  our  army  into  the  quarters  about 
Oxford  would  have  been  of  great  advantage,  when  the  King's  forces 
there  began  to  rally,  and  might  probably  have  made  a  speedy  end  of  the 
war ;  but  the  Earl  advanced  not  thence  in  due  time,  only  coming  to 
Harwell  7  days  after  the  victory,  where  he  stayed  3  nights,  although  the 
army  was  in  sufficient  condition  to  have  advanced  further,  and  the  high- 
ways passable  for  foot  and  artillery  to  Abingdon.  That  the  retreat  of 
our  army  to  Newbury  was  most  disastrous,  and  put  us  out  of  possibility 
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to  prevent  the  relief  of  Donnington  Castle,  besides  giving  other 
advantages  to  the  King.  The  examinant  at  a  debate  clearly  pointed  out 
to  the  Earl  thai  the  King  had  a  clear  advantage  to  relieve  the  castle 
before  we  could  draw  out  to  interpose,  if  we  stayed  at  Newbury  till 
notice  of  the  King's  advance  from  Wallingford,  and  advocated  the 
placing  of  the  army  in  some  better  posture  while  we  had  time,  but  the 
Earl  would  not  then  hearken  thereto  nor  admit  the  consideration  of  it. 
On  Friday  night,  after  notice  of  the  King's  advance  from  Wallingford,  it 
was  decided  by  the  Earl  and  Council  [of  War]  that  we  could  not  draw 
out  time  enough  to  interpose  or  prevent  the  relief  of  [Donnington] 
Castle,  as  was  foretold,  but  must  stand  upon  our  guard  in  our  quarter 
till  the  enemy  should  retreat.  This  resolution  was  taken  upon  the  sup- 
position that  the  King  would  hold  on  his  march  in  the  night,  or  at  least 
when  the  moon  should  rise,  and  so  be  at  the  Castle  before  our  horse 
could  be  drawn  together,  but  it  proved  otherwise,  for  the  King  did  not 
come  on  from  Ilsley  until  daylight ;  and  our  horse  being  then  come 
together  before  day,  it  was  again  pressed  by  Lieut. -G-enl.  Cromwell  and 
others  that  we  should  draw  out,  but  the  debate  was  prolonged  until  the 
time  for  action  passed,  so  it  was  again  concluded,  as  on  the  previous 
night,  that  we  should  only  stand  upon  our  guard,  the  Earl  being  most 
earnest  against  drawing  out  to  interpose,  urging  the  impossibility  or 
danger  of  it.  At  both  these  debates  it  was  resolved  that  in  the  enemy's 
retreat  we  should  fall  on  and  endeavour  to  fight.  On  Saturday  night, 
having  intelligence  that  the  enemy  held  on  their  retreat  in  the  night 
which  they  had  begun  in  the  evening,  it  was  again  concluded  in  order  to 
fighting,  that  the  horse  should,  at  3  a.m.,  be  drawn  over  into  Shaw  Eield 
and  pursue  the  enemy,  to  be  followed  by  the  foot  at  daybreak ;  but  yet 
in  the  morning,  the  Earl  having  notice  from  the  horse  soon  after  it  waa 
light  of  the  enemy's  being  on  Winterbourne  Heath,  it  was  11  o'clock 
before  the  foot  were  drawn  out.  That  on  Sunday,  the  enemy  being  not 
yet  gone  off  the  heath,  until  our  army  was  drawn  out  into  Shaw  Field, 
there  was  an  opportunity  to  fight  if  we  would,  with  the  advantage  of 
the  enemy's  necessitated  retreat.  A  Council  of  War  was  then  again  held 
to  consider  whether  it  were  prudent  for  us  to  fight,  at  which  examinant 
coming  in  found  the  Earl  earnestly  persuaded  not  to  fight,  and  suggesting 
many  disadvantages  against  it.  That  the  chief  argument  then  used 
against  marching  out  with  all  the  army  to  the  Downs  in  order  to  fighting 
was  that  the  King  might  wheel  about  some  other  way  and  possess  him- 
self of  Newbury,  which  place  was  rightly  judged  to  be  of  very  great 
importance  for  preventing  the  relief  of  Basing  [House],  enlargement  of 
quarters  and  other  considerable  ends.  But  this  examinant  knows  not 
how  afterwards  it  came  to  be  quitted,  he  being  absent  from  the  army 
when  it  was  quitted.  That  at  this  Council  of  War  the  Earl  urged  with 
much  earnestness  and  seeming  solicitude  this  principle  for  not  fighting, 
saying,  "  Gentlemen,  I  beseech  you  let's  consider  what  we  do  ;  the  King 
need  not  care  how  oft  he  fights,  but  it  concerns  us  to  be  wary,  for  in 
fighting  we  venture  all  to  nothing.  If  we  fight  100  times  and  beat  him 
99  he  will  be  King  still,  but  if  he  beat  us  but  once,  or  the  last  time,  we 
shall  be  hanged,  we  shall  lose  our  estates,  and  onr  posterities  be  un- 
done," or  to  the  like  effect.  That  it  was  a  consideration  alleged  by  the 
Earl  at  his  return  to  Newbury  from  Harwell,  that  Newbury  mast  be 
fortified  for  a  winter  quarter,  but  when  we  came  there  that  was  not 
done.    [5  pp.~} 

56.  xxirr.  Examination  of  Col.  Eichd.  Norton.  That  being  with  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  on  the  day  of  the  battle  near  Speen,  he  observed, 
about  3  p.m.,  the  great  guns  with  the  Parliament's  forces  open  fire,  at 
which  time  there  were  about  1,400  horse  with  the  Earl,  and  drawn  up'  on 
a  hill  near  Shaw  many  of  the  Earl's  foot.  That  seeing  the  armies  en- 
gaged this  examinant  often  expressed  a  wish  in  the  Earl's  hearing  that 
these  forces  might  engage  to  help  those  at  Speen  by  creating  a  diversion 
and  then  seeing  the  King's  forces  retreating  from  the  Parliament's  he 
again  addressed  the  like  speech  to  Capt.  Betsworth,  the  Earl  standing'by 
while  the  enemy  were  retiring  towards  us.  That  about  two  hours  before 
nightfall,  Major-Genl,  Crawford  drew  down  a  party  towards  our  horse 
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with  the  intention  of  falling  on  the  enemy,  but  the  Earl  sent  to  stop 
them,  and  subsequently,  when  Crawford  seeing  the  advantage  to  be 
gained  earnestly  entreated  the  Earl's  permission  to  fall  on,  he  would  not 
give  way  to  it,  which  moved  this  examinant  to  add  his  solicitation,  when 
the  Earl  gave  order  for  it,  and  then,  it  being  about  half  an  hour  before 
night,  they  fell  on ;  it  was  above  an  hour  after  the  retreat  of  the  enemy 
before  the  Earl's  forces  did  engage,  whereas  if  it  could  have  been  begun 
at  once  this  examinant  conceives  they  might  have  given  the  enemy  an 
utter  overthrow.  He  was  informed  that  there  was  a  party  of  about  80 
of  the  enemy's  horse  that  lay  betwixt  both  our  parties  to  intercept  intel- 
ligence, which  so  provoked  this  examinant  that  he  afterwards  expressed 
his  dislike  even  sometimes  in  the  Earl's  hearing. 

56.  xxiv.  Examination  of  Sir  James  Harrington.  That  he  has  heard 
the  Earl  of  Manchester  say  that  he  did  not  believe  this  war  would  be 
ended  by  the  success  of  either  side,  but  rather  desired  it  should  be  con- 
cluded by  a  proposition,  and  after  the  battle  of  Speen  the  Earl  often 
declared  his  desire  to  return  with  his  army  into  the  [Eastern]  Association. 
That  after  the  battle  at  Speen  this  examinant  did  move  the  Earl  at 
Newbury  and  the  officers  that  were  then  present  with  him  to  march  forth 
of  .Newbury  after  the  King's  army  in  order  to  prevent  them  rallying,  but 
they  showed  an  unwillingness  to  entertain  that  proposition,  alleging  as  a 
reason  that  the  provisions  for  the  army  were  not  then  come  from  Reading. 
That  some  days  before  the  relief  of  Donnington  Castle  the  forces  of  the 
Parliament  lay  at  Harwell,  betwixt  that  castle  and  "Wallingford,  but 
directions  came  for  them  to  remove  thence  into  Newbury,  which  were 
accordingly  obeyed,  but  this  examinant  doth  not  know  of  any  Council  of 
War  being  called  to  give  order  therein,  and  conceives  that  the  order  was 
given  by  the  sole  authority  of  the  Earl  who  commanded  in  chief.  That 
he  has  heard  Major- General  Crawford  and  other  officers  complain  to  the 
Earl  of  the  weak  condition  of  the  foot  whilst  at  Newbury,  saying  that 
they  looked  like  so  many  ghosts  for  want  of  provisions  and  other  accom- 
modations.    Jany.  1,  1644-5.     [ljp.] 

56.  xxv.  Examination  of  Col.  Samuel  Jones.  That  3  or  4  days  after 
the  battle  near  Speen,  the  enemy  being  retreated  towards  Wallingford 
and  Woodstock,  this  examinant  discoursed  with  the  Earl  of  Manchester 
at  Newbury  concerning  the  many  inconveniences  and  prejudices  suffered 
by  the  Parliamentary  forces  owing  to  the  not  prosecuting  of  their 
victories,  urging  motives  to  persuade  his  Lordship  to  pursue  the  King's 
army,  but  he  seemed  to  have  a  dislike  for  this  discourse,  saying  that  he 
had  more  reason  to  return  with  his  army  to  his  own  Association  and 
there  to  take  up  his  winter  quarters,  for  his  army  could  not  subsist  with- 
out covert.  The  Earl  then  hearing  that  Lord  Pagett  was  come  to  London, 
said  that  he  was  very  glad  to  hear  that  honest  Pagett  was  come  in,  where- 
upon Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  replied  that  he  would  have  called  him  honest 
likewise  if  he  had  continued  with  the  Parliament,  to  whom  the  Earl  said, 
speaking  in  a  merry  and  familiar  way  to  Sir  Arthur,  "  Thou  art  a  bloody 
fellow,  and  prayed  God  to  send  us  peace,  for  He  did  never  prosper  us  in 
our  victories  to  make  them  their  victories."     Jany.  2,  1644-5.     [f  p. 2 

56.  xxvi.  Examination  of  Col.  Edw.  Mountagu.  That  he  heard  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  say  that  he  was  against  this  war  in  the  beginning  of 
it,  and  that  if  those  who  began  it  had  it  to  do  again  they  would  be  twice 
advised,  or  to  that  effect.  That,  at  Lincoln,  after  the  return  of  the  party 
sent  against  Sheffield  Castle,  his  Lordship  had  a  design  propounded  to 
him  for  the  better  security  of  Lincolnshire  by  blocking  up  Newark,  in 
case  he  should  be  called  into  the  west  with  his  army,  which  he  was  averse 
to,  and  did  wholly  wave,  pretending  the  commands  of  the  Committee  of

59.  Sir  George  Vane  to  his  father  Sir  Henry  Vane.  The 
gentlemen  entrusted  here  are  almost  at  a  nonplus,  having  with 
much  difficulty  engaged  the  country  to  advance  the  Scots'  forces 
amongst  us  one  month's  pay  in  provision  and  money  ;  but  money  is 
the  thing  that  is  piessed  for  throughout  the  country,  which  is  very 
difficult  to  be  found  amongst  us  and  amongst  the  ordinary  sort  of 
people  not  to  be  had  ;  so  that  this  month,  for  which  [it]  was  engaged, 
being  now  expired  and  no  course  yet  settled  for  the  regular  pay- 
ment of  this  army  and  relieving  this  poor  ruinated  country,  I 
cannot  tell  what  way  will  be  found  to  content  the  officers  and 
soldiers.  The  General  is  going  into  Scotland  and  many  of  the 
principal  commanders  absent,  so  that  the  country  is  likely  to  be  in 
a  very  sad  condition,  and  in  particular  the  parts  about  you  at  Eaby 
and  Staindrop,  in  which  two  places  there  are  160  and  odd  footmen 
quartered  besides  those  that  are  at  Wackerfield,  Cockfield,  Shotton, 
and  Langley  Dale,  all  in  co.  Durham.  I  have  been  labouring  ever 
since  I  understood  of  their  being  there — for  they  had  removed  their 
quarters  without  acquainting  any  of  the  Committee,  contrary  to 
the  General's  own  declaration  for  regulating  bis  soldiers — to  get 
tli  em  removed  again.  The  General  promised  it  me,  and  recom- 
mended it  to  Lord  Sinclair,  whose  regiment  they  are  of,  and  I  have 
attended  his  Lordship  to  get  it  done,  but  have  not  been  able,  and 
I  know  not  whether  anything  will  be  done,  he  being  gone  himself 
into  Scotland,  and  the  business  referred  to  his  major.  The  worst 
of  all  is  that  the  new  book  of  rates  contrived  in  the  Earl  of  New- 
castle's time  is  used  in  assessing  the  country,  and  in  it  it  seems  your 
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three  parks,  parsonage  of  Staindrop,  the  high  woods,  and  other 
grounds  which  we  cannot  yet  find  out  are  valued  at  71.  odd  money, 
and  this  is  given  to  a  captain  of  the  aforesaid  regiment  for  his 
quarters,  and  he  demands  entertainment  for  seven  score  odd  soldiers 
at  a  groat  per  diem.  The  billeting  and  assessing  of  the  country 
was,  upon  our  agreement  to  advance  one  month's  pay,  referred  to  the 
Committee  to  do  ;  but  it  seems  now  they  will  be  their  own  carvers. 
The  captain  let  a  week  pass  before  he  discovered  this  to  the  steward, 
then  demanded  it  in  money  or  else  threatened  to  drive  your  parks 
and  goods  ;  so  that  I  thought  it  best  for  once,  being  put  upon 
this  necessity,  to  let  the  steward  give  him  satisfaction  for  the 
present,  with  protestation  not  to  submit  to  so  unjust  a  thing  so 
much  to  your  prejudice  for  the  future,  intending  to  make  your 
case  known  to  the  Committee  and  Commissioners,  and  desire 
redress  in  this  particular ;  but  I  find  not  much  forwardness  in  it, 
[they]  being  not  desirous  to  have  the  trouble  to  alter  this  book  of 
rates.  Meantime  you  will  not  be  able  to  bear  this  great  burthen 
if  you  get  not  yourself  and  country  some  relief  speedily ;  by  what 
I  have  represented  unto  you,  you  may  perceive  how  necessary  your 
coming  down  speedily  into  these  parts  is.  I  am  trying  before  the 
General's  departure  what  can  be  done  for  relief  of  your  tenants, 
and  taking  course  about  your  ballast  shore,  the  woods  sold  out  of 
Chopwell,  and  getting  what  money  and  best  security  I  can.  You 
shall  have  account  of  that  and  of  jour  business  concerning  the 
reimbursing  of  the  money  for  our  colliery  at  Chester.  P.S. — Be 
pleased  to  cause  the  money  owing  to  Sir  Richard  Bellasis  to  be 
paid  in  London.

I  can  say  no  more  than 
Newcastle.  I  have  already  acquainted  you  with,  only  this,  that  if  you  above 
do  not  timely  and  speedily  provide  for  the  northern  counties, 
especially  Durham,  expect  the  inevitable  ruin  thereof,  and  that 
suddenly.  No  money  is  to  be  had,  little  provision  left,  nothing  but 
money  will  give  content ;  driving  off  what  is  remaining  where 
money  cannot  be  had  is  not  only  in  part  executed  by  the  officers 
and  soldiers,  but  generally  threatened,  and  what  the  consequence 
thereof  will  be  any  man  may  judge.

Whereupon  I  conceived  myself  still  bound  in  duty  to  execute  the 
commands  of  your  letter,  and  for  that  end  it  was  so  contrived  by 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  some  of  the  Committee  and  some 
honest  commanders  well  affected  to  the  Parliament,  as  that  I  had 
this  morning,  about  sun-rising,  very  peaceable  and  fair  entrance 
with  200  horse  and  100  foot,  where  I  found  a  strong  party  so 
sensible  of  their  own  danger  and  so  willing  to  comply  [with 
measures]  for  effecting  of  their  own  security  as  that  without  any 
great  difficulty  or  opposition  we  were  speedily  possessed  of  the 
town.  Upon  consultation  with  the  Committees  and  mayor,  I 
found  the  townsmen  desirous  that  the  persons  of  some  of  the 
prime  commanders  might  be  secured  and  removed,  for  until  that 
were  done  they  apprehended  themselves  in  no  safety.  Therefore, 
with  their  advice,  Col.  Lewis  Chadwick,  Lieut.-Col.  Chadwick,  and 
Capt.-Lieut.  Hughes  were  secured  and  sent  away  this  evening  to 
Eccleshall  Castle.  Touching  Col.  Chadwick,  I  will  not  lay  to  his 
charge  any  guilt  of  unfaithfulness,  but  the  countenance  given  by 
him  to  those  who  were  more  justly  to  be  had  in  suspicion  required 
that  this  course  should  be  taken  for  his  removal,  and  as  he  is  now 
going  to  Nantwich  all  those  fears  may  be  removed.  So  many  of 
the  officers  and  others  in  the  town  who  are  notoriously  to  be 
suspected  and  disliked  shall  be  secured  or  discharged,  and  the 
residue  of  those  that  remain  under  that  command  and  are  fit  to  be 
continued  shall  be  exchanged  with  other  garrisons ;  this  garrison 
being  entrusted  to  Captain  Stone,  a  man  much  approved  by  the 
Committee  and  townsmen.  What  further  orders  you  may  send 
down  will  readily  be  observed  by  him.  P.S. — Since  Captain 
Stone's  return  from  London,  there  has  been  a  report  of  some 
intended  design  against  the  town,  but  he  has  been  very  diligent 
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to  frustrate  it.  A  company  of  foot  under  Capt.  Monke,  of  my  own 
regiment,  and  the  troop  of  horse  from  Eccleshall  Castle  have  been 
constantly  there,  which  made  our  passage  and  entrance  less  difficult 
and  hazardous.  1  must,  injustice  to  Col.  Chadwick,  the  Governor, 
acknowledge  that  his  carriage  this  day  was  very  fair  and  discreet, 
and  that  he  laid  his  commands  on  some  of  his  officers  not  to  suffer 
the  soldiers  to  nwke  a  disturbance ;  to  prevent  which  we  had 
three  strong  troops  standing  in  the  market  place ;  yet  circum- 
stances required  immediate  action  on  our  part  in  his  case,  without 
waiting  fur  examinations  ;  by  which  means  we  might  have  made 
"  the  cure  worse  than  the  disease,"  and  given  liberty  and  oppor- 
tunity to  the  ill-disposed  to  make  a  party.

It  is  my  duty  to  represent  to  your  Lordships  that 
these  City  forces  think  they  are  much  neglected  in  that  after  many 
solicitations,  though  placed  in  a  frontier  garrison  as  yet  un- 
fortified, they  have  not  assigned  unto  them  the  200  horse  pro- 
mised, and  are  now  of  necessity  required  to  keep  their  outguards, 
give  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  bring  in  necessary  provision  for 
their  subsistence,  and  to  secure  the  country,  yesterday  plundered 
within  a  mile  of  us.  My  humble  request  is,  that  if  not  Col. 
Fiennes'  regiment,  as  most  proper  for  the  defence  of  Oxfordshire, 
you  would  be  pleased  to  order  some  others  to  this  service,  or  at 
least  that  those  three  broken  and  almost  unarmed  troops  lent  us  by 
Col.  Martin,  being  about  120  horse,  may  receive  some  pay  to 
enable  them  to  continue  and  to  do  us  service,  I  rather  choosing 
to  present  you  with  my  commission  than  to  be  any  longer  an 
instrument  to  maintain  them  by  oppressing  and  overrating  this 
country.  And  that  they  and  we  may  not  be  suddenly  eaten  up  and 
besieged  by  our  friends,  I  desire  your  special  order  that  no  other 
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horse  may  quarter  within  5  miles  round  Henley,  without  which  we 
cannot  subsist  here,  our  few  horse  being  already  dispossessed  of 
their  quarters  and  our  provisions  eaten  up.  I  desire  you  to  send 
down  speedily  some  of  the  Committee  of  Oxfordshire  here,  by 
whose  action  here  much  service  may  be  done  to  the  State.  If  it 
seem  fit  to  you  I  can,  with  little  charge,  fortify  Mr.  Whitelock's 
house  at  Heuley  town's  end,  which  I  believe  will  command  both 
the  town  and  river,  and  300  men  raised  in  the  town  will  be  able 
to  keep  it  against  a  summer's  siege  of  a  royal  army.  Also,  if  you 
please  to  quarter  1,500  horse  about  Thame  and  1,000  about 
Bicester  or  Banbury,  and  1,000  about  Abingdon,  without  which 
that  garrison  cannot  long  subsist  or  be  useful,  Oxford  by  the  spring 
will  be  brought  into  great  straits,  and  if  the  residue  of  our  horse 
be  active  in  Hants,  and  the  west,  and  his  Majesty  have  a  day  set 
to  come  in  to  his  Parliament,  the  enemy's  designs  of  recruiting  will 
be  much  hindered,  and  the  war  will,  I  hope,  receive  a  happy  and 
short  conclusion.  I  ain  confident  you  will  pardon  my  presumption, 
because  of  your  love  of  plain  dealing  and  sincerity.  [Interregnum

From  your  letter  I  conceive  that  you  must  have  been  informed  as 
to  provisions  lately  sent  to  us,  for  if  it  be  supposed  that  Col.  Fiennes 
or  any  other  brought  hither  any  cattle  for  our  relief,  we  never  saw 
them  nor  aught  else  by  the  last  convoy  except  one  tun  of  match, 
with  the  salt,  which  I  reserve  till  there  be  occasion  to  employ  it. 
I  am  solicitous  only  that  your  profitable  intentions  towards  us 
miscarry  not,  through  misinformations,  in  the  execution.  Those 
1,000  horse  are  absolutely  necessary,  nor  can  we  hope  here  for 
provisions  long  without  them,  or  they  to  subsist  well  without  a 
supply  of  oats.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  they  should  quarter  in 
the  town,  which  is  already  fully  occupied,  but  if  they  quarter  within 
a  mile  of  the  town  they  need  fear  no  danger.  The  hay  within  3 
or  4  miles  is  eaten  up,  but  if  we  had  1,000  horse  we  should  never 
fear  want  so  long  as  there  is  more  than  enough  within  10  or  12 
miles  compass.  I  assure  you  that  my  cares  and  complaints  hitherto 
have  been  solely  for  the  welfare  of  the  garrison.  I  am  still  con- 
strained to  urge  that  motion  of  a  more  constant  pay,  otherwise  we 
shall  never  be  able  to  encourage  our  markets  though  the  way  were 
never  so  open.  The  King's  forces,  though  not  likely  suddenly  to 
storm  us,  continue  to  block  us  up  and  straiten  our  victuals.

Having  received  intelligence 
from  my  foot  forces  commanded  by  Col.  Beale  and  Lieut.-Col. 
Carter,  which  landed  in  Pembrokeshire  four  mouths  since  from 
London,  that  they  were  on  their  march  by  land  towards  me 
through  Cardigan  and  other  cos.  in  the  possession  of  the  enemy, 
I  drew  out  the  remainder  of  my  horse  and  dragoons,  about  200, 
and  with  those  few  forces  after  a  long  and  tedious  march  of  four 
days  met  with  my  foot  at  Lampeter-Pont-Stephen,  under  the 
personal  command  of  Sergeant- Major-Genl.  Langhorue.  The  enemy, 
having  got  intelligence  that  they  numbered  only  140  foot,  besides 
my  horse  and  dragoons,  and  of  the  way  they  intended  to  return, 
did  set  upon  them  at  a  bridge  near  Machynlleth.  The  enemy 
numbered  about  1,000  men  under  Rowland  P'^gh,  Esq.,  a  Commis- 
sioner of  Array,  and  Major  Hookes.  In  the  skirmish  which  took 
place  on  the  27th  November  we  killed  20,  took  60  prisoners,  most 
of  them  forced  men,  and  the  rest  fled,  the  town,  bridge,  and 
Mr.  Pugh's  house  falling  into  our  hands ;  in  ail  which  march  and 
flight  we  lost  not  a  man.  Within  the  week  after,  upon  intelligence 
that  about  200  of  the  enemy  were  garrisoning  a  very  strong  house, 
anciently  an  abbey,  called  Abbey-cwm-Mr,  in  South  Wales,  distant 
not  above  11  miles  from  Montgomery  Castle,  wherein  there  is  a 
garrison  for  the  Parliament,  we  marched  thither  on  Wednesday 
night  last,  and  on  Thursday  morning  about  8  o'clock  we  stormed 
it  and  entered  the  house.  We  took  as  prisoners  Col.  Barnard, 
the  governor,  two  foot  captains,  one  horse  captain,  several  officers, 
and  80  soldiers,  with  their  arms,  besides  about  40  horse,  3  barrels 
of  gunpowder,  60  firelocks,  and  a  little  ammunition.  In  the  house 
we  also  took  Hugh  Lloyd,  Esq.,  the  primest  Commissioner  of  the 
Array,  and  late  high  sheriff  of  that  county.  He  was  the  mo-t 
active  and  bitterest  man  of  all  others  in  those  parts  against  the 
Parliament.  We  were  forced  to  burn  the  house,  otherwise  we  could 
not  render  it  unserviceable  for  the  future.    So  we  returned  without 
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the  loss  of  one  man,  either  in  the  storming  or  taking  of  the  house. 
I  have  likewise  made  an  entrance  into  Flintshire,  and  placed  a 
small  garrison  in  Mr.  Dymock's  house,  which  I  hope  to  maintain 
against  the  enemy's  forces,  who  since  my  coming  thither  have 
burned  Bangor,  where  formerly  they  had  a  garrison.  They  are  now 
grown  desperate,  and  care  not  what  spoil  they  make.  I  purpose 
to  oppose  them  with  the  weak  strength  which  I  have  here,  hoping 
that  God  will  prosper  our  endeavours  as  he  has  hitherto  done.  I 
crave  pardon  for  my  tediousness.

Henley-on-  According  to  your  order  we  were  ready  to  march  on  Monday 
morning,  when  we  received  an  express  from  the  Earl  of  Manchester 
desiring  our  stay  till  Tuesday.  Our  departure  was  again  deferred 
till  this  morning,  when,  and  not  before,  they  promised  us  relief. 
This  town  is  of  considerable  importance,  in  respect  of  the  river  and 
pass,  and  for  hindering  the  great  trade  and  correspondence  between 
Oxford  and  London,  as  also  for  the  well-being  of  Reading  and 
Abingdon,  the  great  supplies  of  corn  and  wood  for  London,  and  its 
offensiveness  by  reason  of  its  nearness  to  the  enemy ;  besides,  our 
unwearied  labours  have  made  it  within  a  week's  work  defensible, 
so  that,  Mr.  Wbitelock's  house  being  fortified, .  the  town  may  ha 
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commanded  both  summer  and  winter.  I  hope  that  upon  our  return 
the  enemy  will  not  draw  bis  strength  towards  the  Eastern  Asso- 
ciation, for,  if  these  forces  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester  be  called 
hence  for  the  relief  of  the  Associated  counties,  this  town  will  be  left 
open  to  the  enemy,  after  we  have  fortified  it.  I  have  certain  in- 
telligence that  the  enemy  intend  fortifying  a  strong  moated  house  be- 
longing to  Mr.  Chamberlain,  a  Papist,  at  Shirburu  [in  Oxfordshire], 
which,  had  I  stayed  two  days  longer,  I  intended  by  stratagem  to 
have  surprised,  there  being  now  only  8  men  and  2  pieces  of  ordnance 
in  it.  I  have  Jeft  the  design  to  be  enacted  here  by  the  officer  com- 
manding for  the  Earl  of  Manchester.  If  the  King  possess  it,,  being 
within  5  miles  of  Thame  and  the  like  distance  from  Wallingford,  it 
will  much  straiten  this  town,  cut  off  all  provisions  from  Thame, 
which  is  our  best  market  for  cattle,  and  shut  up  the  passage  to 
Abingdon.  This  day  I  desire  you  would  put  forward  and  en- 
courage a  design  for  raising  two  regiments  of  foot  already  begun 
by  us  in  this  place,  the  men  being  inhabitants  hereabouts,  and 
buying  their  own  arms,  which,  when  these  forces  draw  forth,  may 
secure  Reading  and  Henley.  I  have  also  a  request  in  behalf  of  the 
regiment  of  Yellow  Auxiliaries  at  Abingdon,  who,  being  part  of 
our  [the  City]  brigade,  are  much  discontented  to  be  cut  off  from  us, 
which  is,  that  one  of  Manchester's  regiments  may  relieve  them,  he 
having  forces  there  already.  [By  this  means]  the  engagement 
which  they  plead  from  the  Ordinance  [of  Parliament]  will  be  per- 
formed to  them,  future  expeditions  from  the  City  will  be  en- 
couraged, and  that  regiment  will  return  with  honour  and  fit  for 
summer  service,  which  else  is  like  to  be  ruined,  as  being  already 
much  impaired  and  lessened ;  which  favour  from  your  Lordships 
will  not  only  benefit  the  public,  but  oblige  your  humble  servant.

And    for    his    entertainment    the   Committee 
agrees    that    he   be  paid    according    to   the   establishment    by 
Ordinance    of    Parliament  for  the   several  commands  he  holds 
over  several   regiments,  which  in  all  amounts  to    between   81. 
and  91.  per  diem,   and  this  is  assented  unto  in  respect  of  his 
being  Governor. 
(3.)  That  an  Ordinance  of  Parliament  may   pass  for  settling  his 
command    over    all  the    forces    in    co.    Gloucester   and    other   the 
counties  associated  thereto,    that    no  dispute  may  be  made    of  his 
command. 

The  Committee  claims  no  power  to  intermeddle  with  the   forces 
of  the  counties,  but  what  is  concerned  in  this   proposition    is 
to    be  left  according    as  it   is    settled  by  Ordinances    of    Par- 
liament. 
(4.)  That  the  Parliament  will  declare  whether  he  shall  command  a 
brigade    and  have  officers    necessarily    incident    to    the  same,    and 
provide  entertainment    for    such    officers    in    case    the    Committee 
now  in  the  county  cannot  provide  the  same  out  of  their  Associated 
counties. 
This  [is]    left    to    the    consideration  of  the    Committee   of    both 
kingdoms  when  they  shall  take  into  consideration  the  ordering 
of  the  armies  and  forces  of  the  kingdoms. 
(5.)  That  instructions    bo  sent   to  the    Committee   of  Gloucester,

That  such  soldiers  as  have  been 
wounded  in  doing  gallant  service  may  have  their  full  pay  until 
their  recovery  or  their  deserting  of  their  employment. 

Concerning  the  5th  proposition,   and  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th 
branches  of  it,  they  are  consented  unto  so  far  as  concerns  co. 
Gloucester,  and  as  it  shall  be  able  to  bear,  and  the  Ordinances 
give  power. 
(6.)  That  a  general  declaration  may  issue  throughout  the  kingdom 
that  no  soldier  shall  depart  from  one  brigade  or  officer  to  another 
without   the  leave    of    his   former    officer    under    his    hand,   upon 
pain    of  severe   punishment.      And  that   no    officer    shall    entertain 
any  such  soldier  without  sight  of   such  certificate,  under  the  like 
pain. 
For  the  6th  proposition  it  is  referred  as  the  4th. 
(7.)  That   the   public   faith  may   be    given  to   such    well-affected 
persons  as  did  lend    to  the  garrison  of  Gloucester  suniB  of  money 
in  the  times  of  their  distress,  or  that  such  sums  may  be  allowed  to 
them  in  the  loan  of  their  fifth  and  twentieth  part. 

The  names  of  the  persons  and  sums  to  be  certified,  and  it  shall  be 

presented  to  the  Parliament. 
(8.)  That  it  may  be  declared  whether  the  goods  of  enemies  in  actual 
war,  taken  with  the  hazard  of  the  soldiers'  lives,  shall  not  be  prize 
unto  those  that  take  them. 

Agreed,  that  what  shall  be  taken  in  fight  from  the  enemy  or  in 
storming  a  garrison    town    shall   be   prize  to  those  that  shall 
take  it. 
(9.)  Lastly,  whereas  it  is  desired  that  there  may  be  two  locks  and 
several    keys  for  the    gates  and    drawbridges   of  the  city  of  Glou- 
cester, one  to  be  kept  by  the  Governor  every  night  and  the  other  by 
the  Mayor. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  Committee  and  others  of  the  city,  pro- 
fessing their  full  assurance  of  the  integrity  and  undoubted 
fidelity  of  the  Governor,  which  they  have  done  and  are  most 
ready  and  willing  to  do.  This  be  assented  unto,  for  more 
caution  only  that  a  place  of  such  importance  may  not  fall 
out  through  the  negligence  or  unfaithfulness  of  inferior 
ministers.

Our  foot 
for  want  of  pay  daily  run  away,  and  being  taken  by  the  forces  at 
Wallingford  are  tendered  an  oath  not  to  bear  arms  for  the  Parlia- 
ment more,  and  are  then  dismissed.  The  consequence  of  this  I 
refer  to  your  judgments.  Great  part  of  the  enemy's  forces  that 
lately  went  to  hinder  the  relief  of  Taunton  are  returned,  and  last 
night  possessed  themselves  of  Mr.  Speaker  [Lenthall's]  house  at 
Besesly  [Besselsleigh],  which  is  3  miles  off  us.  Some  say  they 
are  100  foot  and  (iO  horse,  hut  their  exact  number  I  cannot  learn. 
The  house  is  very  strong,  and  they  will  be  very  ill  neighbours  to 
us.  I  am  preparing  a  party  to  go  thither  this  night  to  remove 
them,  but  the  issue  we  must  refer  to  the  Almighty.  I  pray  you 
to  consider  the  prejudice  we  suffer  by  the  new  garrison  at 
Farringdon,  which  stops  all  cattle  and  other  provisions  usually 
coming  hither  by  that  way,  and  which  might  yet  be  removed  by 
an  indifferent  party,  if  I  had  soldiers  to  spare.  This  I  refer  to 
your  Honours,  together  with  our  great  want  of  money,  which  puts 
us  to  many  exigencies,  and  without  which  we  cannot  subsist.

Tirrell's  and  Ayscough's,  and  part 
of  Capt.  Greenvile's  troops  are  run  away  within  these  three  days 
for  want  of  pay,  so  that  we  have  very  few  horse  left,  and  these 
together  with  the  rest  of  the  foot,  I  expect  will  shortly  follow  if 
timely  course  be  not  taken  for  their  relief.

specially  give  in  charge  in  behalf  of,  &c.  And  I  hereby  declare 
that  I  shall  punish  in  an  exemplary  manner  all  who  fail  in  the 
premises.  Nevertheless  I  do  expect  that  his  Majesty's  subjects  do, 
upon  request  from  such  commanders  and  officers,  furnish  the  ships 
with  vic[tuals],  water,  and  such  other  things  as  they  shall  need, 
they  paying  a  reasonable  price.

That  petitioners, 
by  the  expenditure  of  much  time,  labour,  and  charges  have  attained 
a  competent  knowledge  in  mineral  experiment,  whereby  they  are 
very  sensible  your  Majesty  is  deprived  of  a  very  great  part  of  your 
prerogative  and  revenue,  and  the  kingdom  much  impoverished

2.  That  they  do  not  think  Dr.  Layfield  is  open  to  any  blame, 
but,  on  the  contrary,  account  him  worthy  of  much  love  and 
esteem,  for  his  frequent  preaching,  and  his  grave  and  loving  con- 
versation. 

3.  That  they  never  heard  him  utter  any  words  savouring  of 
envy,  malice,  or  contention,  but  only  such  as  became  his  office. 

4.  That  of  late  years,  before  he  became  vicar,  the  repairing  of 
their  church  cost  1.400Z.,  and  the  parish  thereby  became  much 
indebted  ;  but,  since  he  became  incumbent,  the  said  debt  has  been 
reduced  to  25 1.

That  being  lately  ordered 
by  your  Worship  to  pay  to  James  Ellis  4J.  this  term  for  words  spoken  against 
him,  she  has  offered  40s.,  which  he  refuses,  threatening  to  prosecute  her 
at  law  unless  she  pays  the  whole  4>l.  at  once.  Prays  order  for  Ellis  to 
take  the  408.,  and  to  allow  her  reasonable  time  for  payment  of  the  rest. 

115.  xv.  Petition  of  Eobert  Palmer,  vicar  of  Sheepshed,  co.  Leicester. 
That  he  lately  presented  certain  persons  inhabiting  the  forest  of  Cham- 
wood,  and  parish  of  Sheepshed,  for  not  frequenting  divine  service,  and 
such  of  them  as  appeared  before  you  on  the  29th  Aug.  last  were  monished 
to  frequent  their  parish  church,  but  have  not.

Jan.  11.  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  the   Committee  of  both  kingdoms.     This 

day  I  received  intelligence  that  Prince  Maurice  is  expected  speedily 
at  Worcester,  and  that  his  carriages  have  left  Oxford  and  are  upon 
their  march,  which  news  is  confirmed  by  letters  from  Sir  Thos. 
Middleton  and  Sir  John  Gell.  I  send  this  timely  advertisement 
that  such  of  your  forces  as  are  thought  fittest  may  be  assigned 
to  watch  their  motions,  otherwise  it  cannot  be  expected  that  we 
should  be  able  to  prosecute  our  designs  in  those  parts,  or  to  main- 
tain our  garrisons  against  so  potent  an  enemy.  It  has  formerly 
been  the  plan  of  the  enemy  to  draw  their  forces  out  of  their  petty 
garrisons  to  form  a  compact  body,  wherein  if  we  should  imitate 
them  we  should  be  at  a  disadvantage,  they  having  the  rivers  Dee 
and  Severn  as  a  protection.  We  should  thus  be  compelled  to  quit 
the  siege  of  Beeston  Castle  and  some  of  our  strong[holds]  within 
two  miles  of  Chester.  The  least  prejudice  we  should  receive  would 
be  the  burning  of  our  garrisons  and  the  occupation  by  the  enemy 
of  our  quarters.  They,  having  many  Irish  amongst  them,  have 
already  fired  several  towns  and  houses.  They  expect  the  assistance 
of  10,000  more  Irish,  who  are  said  to  be  preparing  for  them.  I 
would  suggest  that  such  forces  as  you  think  fit  to  appoint  to  this 
service  may  be  speedily  despatched,  in  order  that  the  enemy  may 
not  be  suffered  to  rest  and  gather  together  more  armies  as  formerly, 
but  be  dispersed,  and  so  prevented  from  committing  more  spoil. 
To  this  end  no  forces  would  be  more  serviceable  than  foot  or 
dragoons,  and  therefore,  if  you  so  think  fit,  all  or  some  part  of  the 
Scotch  army  may  be  thus  disposed  of  to  our  advantage  in  these 
parts,  which  being  once  settled,  [they]  will  be  very  serviceable  for 
the  relief  of  Ireland.  As  there  may  be  occasion  I  will  give  you 
further  advertisement.  P.S.— I  will  endeavour  to  speed  away  Col. 
Lewis  Chadwick  for  London  according  to  your  command.  [Inter- 
regnum 17  E.,  'pp.  171-173.

Jan.  11.  Major-Genl.  Richard  Browne  to  the  same.     I  think  it  my  duty 

Abingdon,     to  give  you  an  account  of  God's  late  mercies  to  us.     The  enemy  at 

Oxford,  with  a  party  of  800  horse  and  1,000  foot,  drawn  together 

from   Wallingford,    Farringdon,  and   their   horse   quarters   round 

Oxford,  marched  forth  on  Friday  night,  commanded  by  Prince  Rupert, 
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and  accompanied  by  Prince  Maurice,  Sir  Henry  Gage,  the  Governor, 
and  most  of  the  gentry  of  Oxford,   who  came  to  see  the  event. 
Their  intention,  as  appears  by  a  letter  of  Prince  Rupert  to  Major 
Farmer,  was  to  storm  Abingdon  on  Culham  side  of  the  town,  whilst 
a  body  of  horse  from  Farringdon  should  fall  on  our  horse  quarters 
on  the  other  side,  to  prevent  their  coming  to  our  assistance.     This 
morning,  by  break  of  day,  they  approached  altogether  undiscovered 
and  gained  a  bridge  about  half  a  mile  from  us,  where  was  a  sentry 
who  escaped  and  gave  us  the  alarm.     But  before  any  [of  our  forces] 
were  ready  to  meet  them  they  had  gotten  half  [along]  the  cause- 
way towards  Abingdon  great  bridge.     Upon  the  alarm  the  guards 
who  were  upon  this   bridge  drew  forth  towards  them  and  fought 
till  our  other  men  recovered  their  arms  ;  but  being  too  weak  [to 
maintain  the  fight]  were   driven  back  until  fresh   reinforcements 
came  up.     In  the  interim  we  manned  the  other  side  of  the  town 
next  Oxford,  and   sent   out  horse    to  discover  the  ways.     At  the 
return  of  our  horse,  understanding  that  the  whole  body  of  the  enemy 
was  together  on  Culham  side,  I   could   then  safely  draw  out  more 
men,  which  I  did  with  good  success.     The  causeway  between  the 
two  bridges  being  narrow  I  commanded  a  party  into  the  meadows 
to  flank  the  enemy  on  each  side,  which,  though  they  had  to  wade 
through   much  water,  they  did  cheerfully.     The  enemy  upon  this 
retreated,   and    after  three   hours  fight,  we  recovered  the  bridge, 
which  the  enemy  would  have  broken  down.     And  now,  notwith- 
standing their  infinite  advantages   of  ground,  secured  with  many 
hedges  and  ditches,  we  beat  them  from  place  to   place  quite  out  of 
the  field,  and  our  men,  only  I  would  not  suffer  it,  being  improper 
and  unsafe,  were  very  eager  to  pursue  them  further.     Our  loss  was 
not  great,  saving  that  Major  Bradbury,  of  Col.  Ayloff  s  regiment,  a 
very    gallant   man,  died    upon    the    bridge,  and   besides    him    not 
above  8  or  10  common  soldiers  at  most,  with  50  or  60  wounded. 
On  the  enemy's  side  were  slain  Sir  Henry  Gage,  Governor  of  Oxford, 
with  others  of  note  whose  names  I  cannot  yet  learn.     The  country 
people  affirm  the  enemy  loaded  three  carts  with  their  dead,  besides 
throwing  some  into  the  river  and  carrying  others  away  dead  upon 
horseback.     All  this  while  the  enemy's  horse  from  Farringdon  and 
ours  were  engaged  in  this  manner.     They  fell  into  Drayton  at  the 
same  time  in  the  morning,  but  found  our  men  in  more  readiness 
than  they  expected.     The  alarm  was  presently  given  to  the  rest, 
who  as  soon  came  together  and  beat  the  enemy  out  of  the  town, 
rescued  some  of  our  own  men,  killed,  wounded,  and  took  prisoners 
most  [of  the  Royal  horse],  except  some  few,  who  escaped  being 
pursued  within  a  mile  of  Farringdon,  and  all  this  was  done  without 
the  lofs  of  one  man,  colour,  or  horse  on  our  part,  so  far  as  we  can 
hear  of.     Sir  Hatton  Farmer's  son,  being  major  to  Prince  Charles' 
regiment  of  horse,  was   slain   in   the   pursuit,  together   with   his 
lieutenant  and    other  officers.      On  our  side  Capt.  Blunden[ll]  of 
Col.  Martin's  regiment  of  horse  received  a  wound  in  the  face,  but 
did    very    gallantly,    as    did    the   rest   of  the    officers    of    horse. 
Capts.  Melvin  and  Butterfield,  both    Scotchmen   and   captains    of 
the  Lord  General's  party  of  foot,  are  wounded,  but  [they]  with  his 
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Excellency's  foot,  -whom  I  kept  for  one  of  my  reserves,  behaved 
themselves  with  no  ordinary  courage.  Most  of  our  officers  per- 
formed their  places  well,  as  also  did  the  soldiers  of  the  London 
Auxiliaries.  The  body  of  the  enemy,  when  they  saw  the  rest 
retreat,  fell  to  plundering  of  Gulham,  which  they  did  miserably. 
I  understand  their  design  was,  in  case  they  failed  of  [surprising] 
Abingdon,  to  cut  up  the  aforesaid  bridge,  and  [placing  a]  garrison  in 
Lady  Cary's  house  and  the  church  in  Gulham,  standing  both  together, 
which  would  have  proved  our  great  annoyance,  as  they  could  then 
have  battered  our  town  from  the  hill,  their  ordnance  this  day 
reaching  into  our  streets,  and  besides  they  would  have  cut  off  our 
passages  and  markets,  but,  blessed  be  God,  they  were  prevented. 
Among  other  prisoners  we  took  five  Irishmen,  all  belonging  to 
Prince  [Rupert's]  regiment,  whom  I  caused  instantly  to  be  hanged 
in  the  market  place,  according  to  an  Ordinance  of  Parliament.  I 
forgot  last  time  to  acquaint  you  with  our  want  of  gunpowder,  and 
especially  match,  which  I  desire  may  be  speedily  supplied.  We 
want  also  more  guns  for  our  own  works,  and  gunners,  with  spades, 
shovels,  and  pickaxes.  The  Committee  of  Middlesex  sent  hither 
about  40  horse,  and  paid  them  for  some  weeks,  but  have  since 
desisted,  so  these  as  well  as  the  rest  begin  to  run  away,  which  I 
desire  may  be  prevented.  Our  men,  for  want  of  pay,  desert  us 
daily,  their  duty  is  bard,  their  quarters  very  strait,  victuals  very 
scant,  and  no  money  sent  to  us.  The  country  people  are  com- 
manded forthwith  to  bring  all  their  corn  into  Oxford,  for  what 
purpose  I  know  not.  I  forward  the  enclosed  letters,  which  were 
lately  taken  by  our  scouts  going  to  Oxford.  I  beseech  you  at 
length  to  consider  us  for  relief.  P.S. — I  received  an  order  from 
this  Committee  for  reducing  the  three  London  regiments  into  one, 
which  I  shall  obey,  and  another  order  from  the  [Commons'] 
House,  directing  the  payment  of  1,000?.  by  the  [Committee  of] 
Militia  to  Col.  Underwood's  troop,  and  the  3  London  regiments,  but 
do  mention  of  my  own  regiment,  the  Windsor  regiment,  nor  the 
gunners.  I  presume  it  will  appear  reasonable  unto  you  that  they 
be  paid  equally  with  the  others,  which  I  desire  may  be  ordered  by 
your  Honours  accordingly.  [Interregnum  17  E.,  pp.  173-177.

Jan.  11.  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  Col.  Venn.  We  have  been 
Derby  House,  informed  that  there  is  not  the  full  number  of  200  in  your  garrison 
according  to  the  appointment,  and  that  those  who  are  there  present 
are  very  negligent  and  remiss  in  the  performance  of  their  duty. 
We  have  taken  into  consideration  the  strengthening  of  your 
garrison,  and  intend  that  it  be  increased  to  400,  consisting  of  four 
companies,  for  which  an  establishment  will  be  drawn  up  and  re- 
ported to  the  Houses.  In  the  meantime  you  are  to  look  diligently 
to  your  charge,  and  see  that  the  soldiers  be  more  vigilant  in  per- 
formance of  their  duty.

15.  Jane  Jones  to  Edw.  Viscount  Conway  at  Oxford.  I  thank 
you  for  your  affectionate  care  of  me  in  procuring  the  removal  from 
me  of  "  the  great  evils,"  which  fortunately  departed  this  morning. 
Insolent  behaviour  of  the  soldiers'  quartered  in  her  house.  Had  I 
not  prepared  before  to  have  encountered  with  people  of  savage 
natures,  it  would  very  much  have  troubled  me.  They  pretended 
the  want  of  something  in  the  house,  but  I  conceive  the  cause  of 
their  incivility  was  because  I  refused  to  pay  my  month's  con- 
tribution to  them,  which  according  to  the  King's  rates  is  more  than 
discharged  in  billet.  They  compelled  from  the  rest  of  the  town 
[payment  of]  their  contribution,  and  then  left  the  people  unsatisfied 
for  their  billet.     [Seal  with  crest.     1  p.] 

J  6.  Prince  Rupert  to  [Major-General  Lord  Astley  ?].  Your 
letter  of  the  9th  to  Lord  Digby  hath  been  fully  considered  of,  and 
my  answer  to  the  particulars  contained  in  it  is  this, — In  the  first 
place,  for  such  precise  orders  as  you  seem  to  desire,  I  must  deal 
freely  with  you  that  you  are  not  to  expect  them  from  hence,  we 
being  not  so  fit  judges  as  you  upon  the  place  of  the  particular  ad- 
vantages that  may  be  taken  there  for  his  Majesty's  service ;  and  I 
should  be  very  loath,  by  misjudging  here,  to  direct  that  which  you 
should  find  inconvenient  there,  or  that  you  should  be  restrained  by 
any  orders  from  hence  from  laying  hold  or  pursuing  such  ad- 
vantages or  opportunities  as  may  be  given  you  there  una  wares  to 
us  here.  I  shall  only  direct  you  in  general  to  the  course  which  is 
judged  here  most  conducing  to  his  Majesty's  service.  I  do  approve 
and  commend  your  opinion  of  not  advancing  at  this  present  into 
Evesham  till  you  have  refreshed  and  recruited  in  the  time  by  you 
desired,  which  is  allowed  of.  As  for  the  manner  and  place  of  your 
resting,  I  cannot  approve  of  Hereford  or  any  part  of  Wales,  since 
that  would  destroy  your  own  quarters  there.  [I  would  not  have 
you  take  the  field  ?]  unless  the  enemy  should  advance  thitherward 
with  a  considerable  force,  which  is  not  improbable.  I  shall  desire 
you  to  remember  well  the  first  intent  of  your  going  into  those 
parts,  and  to  pursue  your  instructions.  [You  are  to  take  good  care 
of]  that  place,  also  to  maintain  your  forces  as  much  as  possible. 
[Arrange]  whereby  to  eat  up  your  own  quarters  and  to  disable  that 
county  [Worcester  ?]  from  maintaining  the  enemy's  forces  when- 
soever they  shall  come  thither,  which  must  not  only  be  done  [but 
speedily].  All  the  provisions  that  you  are  not  like  else  to  use 
[must  be  seized  and  destroyed  ?].  This  is  the  course  which  I  here 
judge  the  fittest  for  you  to  pursue  till  such  time  as  by  the  west 
[rest  s]  and  refreshment  desired  by  you  you  shall  have  put  yourself 
into  a  fitter  condition  to  undertake  some  greater  design.  In  the 
meantime  I  am  confident  that  you  will  not  neglect  to  take  any 
advantage  that  shall  be  offered  you  in  the  parts  adjacent  to  you, 
and  it  shall  not  be  neglected  against  your  next  sally  at  the  month's 
end  to  procure  you,  if  possible,  the  recruits  promised,  which  in  your 
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refreshing  time  would  be  but  a  burden  to  you,  and  cannot  for  the 
present  be  spared  from  the  pressing  use  for  them.  Concerning 
Col.  .Nevill's  regiment  it  was  never  intended  to  be  called  from  you 
contrary  to  the  King's  promise,  the  meaning  only  was,  when  your 
design  were  over,  to  go  into  some  good  quarter  to  recruit,  where- 
with, if  you  can  accommodate  it  in  those  parts,  you  may  continue 
it  with  you  still,  and  you  may  be  confident  that  neither  that,  the 
northern  horse,  nor  any  other  part  of  your  forces  shall  be  com- 
manded away  but  upon  full  debate  and  consideration  and  with 
regard,  as  is  fitting,  to  j'-our  advice  concerning  it.  Concerning 
the  clothes  and  money,  I  must  refer  you  to  the  King's  letter  on  the 
subject.  As  for  your  want  of  an  engineer,  there  is  a  Frenchman 
who  has  the  reputation  of  being  a  good  one  ;  he  shall  be  despatched 
away  to  you  speedily.  I  have  no  more  to  add  at  this  time.

Having  taken  into  consideration  the  former  good  service  done 
by  Lord  Broghill  in  Ireland  before  the  cessation  and  his  present  great 
care  and  diligence  in  the  solicitation  of  the  affairs  of  Munster,  we 
are  desirous  that  such  merit  may  ever  have  all  due  encouragement. 
We  conceive  it  will  much  promote  the  affairs  of  the  Parliament 
there  if  his  Lordship  may  have  a  command  worthy  of  him,  and 
therefore  especially  recommend  him  to  you  to  be  made  General 
of  the  horse  in  that  Province,  for  which  you  are  to  give  him  a 
commission.  We  doubt  not  but  this  our  recommendation  will  be 
very  acceptable  to  your  Lordship  as  of  a  noble  person,  whose  very 
great  care  both  of  the  public  and  your  affairs  here  gives  us 
assurance  that  his  service  there  in  that  command  will  be  much  to 
the  promotion  of  the  public  interests  and  to  your  particular 
satisfaction.

17.  George  Alleyn  to  Giles  Greene,  M.P.,  one  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Navy.  I  have  written  to  you  several  letters  which  I  hope 
have  come  to  hand.  The  news  which  these  parts  afford  is  as 
follows : — The  enemy's  forces  which  lay  at  Chard  are  dispersed,  for 
upon  the  coming  of  Sir  Balph  Hopton  to  Chard  there  was  a  great 
difference  between  them,  who  should  be  Commander-in-Chief ;  some 
say  the  dispute  was  between  Col.  Bampfield  and  Mr.  Coventry,  and 
others  that  it  was  between  Hopton  and  Bampfield,  but  true  it  is 
Hopton  carried  away  Bampfield  prisoner  with  him,  and  some  went 
towards  Exeter  and  to  St.  Mary  Ottery,  where  they  have  placed 
a  garrison,  and  the  rest  to  Lamport  [Langport-Eastover],  near 
Somerton  [co.  Somerset],  where  they  say  Hopton  is,  but  I  doubt 
not  but  we  shall  meet  with  them  there  also,  for  our  forces  purpose 
to  place  a  garrison  at  Ilchester,  which  will  be  somewhat  near  that 
and  Sherborne.  This  day  there  arrived  here  a  bark  from  Plymouth, 
which  brings  us  intelligence  that  on  Thursday  last  Sir  Bichd. 
Gre[n]ville  fell  on  the  outworks  of  Plymouth,  and  at  first  took  a 
fort,  called  Pennycomequick,  which  they  kept  near  7  hours,  but 
Col.  [John]  Birch  surrounded  and  retook  it  with  the  captain  and  40 
prisoners.  Then  they  stormed  another  fort  called  Maudelin,  in 
which  the  gunner  and  his  mate  were  slain,  but  the  captain  of  that 
fort  levelled  a  cannon  upon  them  loaded  with  case  shot,  which 
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killed  30  men  on  the  spot  and  near  as  many  more  fell  by  the  way ; 
afterwards  they  stormed  the  town  on  all  sides,  but  were  beaten  off 
with  the  loss  of  near  300  men.  Here  is  a  ship  come  from  St.  Lucas 
[San  Lucar,  in  Spain],  which  reports  12  sail  of  Turks  brought  into 
Calles  [Cadiz]  by  the  Spaniards  and  Dunkirkers,  in  which  were 
2,000  Turks  and  100  Christians.  In  my  last  I  wrote  to  you  con- 
cerning the  Prisage  Office  of  this  county,  no  man  being  as  yet 
deputed  to  receive  that  duty.  My  request  is  that  you  would 
remember  me  in  that  particular  and  give  me  an  order  to  the 
Prisage-master  to  receive  that  duty  from  him.  [Seal  with  arms 
and  crest.

Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  Th^se 
lines  will  give  you  some  further  account  of  our  proceedings  in  these 
parts.  In  order  to  secure  our  quarters  against  the  enemy,  we  have 
been  constrained  to  place  a  closer  guard  on  Chester,  and  have  there- 
fore advanced  nearer  to  it.  Lieut.-Col.  Jones  and  Major  Louthiane 
being  now  at  Christlelon,  only  a  little  above  a  mile  from  tiie 
city's  works,  with  my  regiments  of  horse  and  foot,  which  will 
be  a  mighty  annoyance  and  vexation  to  the  besieged  if  we  can 
maintain  the  same.  Beeston  Castle  is  every  day  more  and  more 
distressed,  so  unless  speedily  relieved  I  hope  a  good  account  may  be 
given  thereof.  If  the  forces  which  we  are  expecting  come  to  our 
aid  to  make  good  the  Welsh  side,  I  hope  to  give  a  good  account  of 
Chester  and  all  these  parts.  It  only  requires  that  care  be  taken 
that  no  forces  from  the  King's  army  be  suffered  to  approach  these 
parts  in  order  to  annoy  and  disturb  us,  but  that  you  cause  their 
movements  to  be  closely  watched  to  prevent  them  in  their  designs, 
which  are  probably  to  overrun  these  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  to 
raise  a  new  army,  and  then  to  attempt  to  suppress  and  subdue  the 
same.  Trusting  in  your  wisdoms  to  take  such  course  therein  as  may 
be  thought  fit,  I  shall  not  presume  any  further  to  detain  you  from 
your  more  serious  despatches.

Brereton  and  others  of  the  Committee  at  Nantwich  to 
the  same.  As  we  have  much  cause  to  bless  God  because  He  hath 
inclined  the  heart  of  the  Parliament  to  commit  to  you  the  great 
command  and  trust  which  is  placed  with  you,  so  we  know  none  to 
whom  in  our  dangers  and  extremities  we  may  more  securely  resort 
than  to  your  wisdoms,  to  whom  we  venture  to  address  this  adver- 
tisement. That  we  hope  a  good  account  may  be  given  of  your 
affairs  in  these  parts ;  if  course  be  taken  that  we  be  not  oppressed, 
as  often  before  has  happened  to  us,  with  forces  from  the  King's  army, 
which  we  hear  are  nowfdrawingdown  towards  us  and  are  fortifying 
Evesham  and  Campden  House.

Upon  these  con- 
siderations we  have  taken  the  boldness  to  represent  to  you  our 
apprehensions,  upon  whose  wisdoms  we  depend  for  provision  to  be 
made  against  these  growing  mischiefs.

[Nantwicb.]  lines  may  present  you  with  the  success  of  this  day,  when  the  Lord 
did  wonderfully  work  and  fight  for  us  to  the  amazement  and  dis- 
comfiture of  the  enemy.  This  day  twelvemonth  the  Lord  was 
pleased  to  do  great  things  for  us,  when  this  town  [Nantwich]  was 
fiercely  assaulted  and  the  enemy  [under  Lord  Byron]  repulsed  with 
the  loss  of  500  men  slain  and  wounded,  and  near  1,000  run  away. 
This  was  then  done  with  very  little  loss  on  our  part.  This  day, 
about  2  o'clock,  the  enemy  issued  out  of  Chester  intending  to  fall 
upon  our  quarters  and  so  to  break  through  in  or^er  to  rel:e\e 
Beeston  Castle.  For  wlrch  purpose,  uniting  about  800  foot  and 
300  horse,  they  prepared  a  strong  ambuscade  through  which  our 
horse  charging  very  resolutely  fell  fiercely  upon  their  horse  which 
were  placed  in  the  rear  of  their  ambuscade,  routed  them,  slew 
many,  and  performed  great  execution  even  until  they  [the  enemy] 
entered  the  gates.  We  have  taken  .more  than  200  prisoners,  amongst 
whom  are  two  colonels,  two  lieutenant-colonels,  and  ten  other 
officers,  besides   good  store  of  horses  and  arms.    The  foot  led  on 
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by  Adjutant  [Major]  Louthiane  performed  gallant  service,  they 
came  on  valiantly,  beat  the  enemy  from  their  ambuscades,  slew 
many  of  them  almost  within  the  range  of  their  cannon,  which 
saved  them  from  being  so  totally  taken  and  slaia  as  otherwise  they 
would  have  been.  Lieut.-Col.  Jones  led  on  the  horse  with  much 
judgment,  valour,  and  success.  I  do  not  hear  of  any  of  our 
commanding  officers  being  slain,  but  Capt.  [John]  Blackwell  is 
missing,  and  Capt.  Zanchie,  who  is  a  very  valiant  man  and  com- 
mands my  own  troop,  being  without  his  arms,  was  wounded,  but 
it  is  hoped  not  mortally.  This  may  have  a  good  effect  upon 
Beeston  Castle,  and  we  will  endeavour  to  improve  time  and  ad- 
vantage by  all  means  in  our  power.  We  pray  that  such  provident 
re.-pect  may  be  had  to  our  present  engagement,  that  some  of  your 
forces  not  at  present  on  active  duty  may  be  assigned  to  watch  the 
movements  of  any  portion  of  the  King's  army  which  may  advance 
this  way  to  the  prejudice  of  our  hopeful  designs,  as  we  desire 
nothing  more  than  the  shortening  and  concluding  of  this  war.

Yours  of  the 
16th  inst.  had  stricken  me  dead  if  I  had  not  been  so  dulled  before 
by  the  constant  report  of  the  same  sad  story  you  related,  that  I 
was  scarce  sensible  of  the  new  incision  your  letter  made  in  my 
bleeding  heart ;  I  shall  endeavour  to  have  that  greater  patience 
you  tell  me  is  requisite  to  bear  so  great  a  loss,  and  I  could  wish 
that  reason  were  able  now  to  mitigate  these  tears,  which  time  will 
waste  if  not  wholly  dry  up  ;  were  my  loss  the  greatest  in  his  [Sir 
Thos.  Roe's  ?]  death  I  am  persuaded.  I  could  bear  it  more  patiently, 
but  I  fear  those  further  from  him  in  blood  than  I  will  have  a 
nearer  relation  to  his  loss  than  I  shall  have,  who  lose  but  a  few 
drops  of  blood  in  him,  who,  had  he  lived,  might  have  saved  many 
lives  more  precious  than  his  own.  I  am  glad  you  understand  so 
well  my  dark  expressions.  In  my  letters  of  the  10  th  inst.  from 
hence  were  some  for  60  [the  King  ?]  from  his  dearest  friends.    I 
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have  questioned  the  bearer  for  an  answer,  but  find  he  gives  me  no 
good  account  of  their  delivery.  It  seems  that  60  approves  of  my 
first  suggestion,  and  will  interpose  effectually  therein,  if  so  I  shall 
hope  it  will  prove  beneficial  to  him.  As  for  the  2nd,  which  you 
say  needs  further  demonstration  either  by  me  or  my  patron  [Dan 
Antonio  de  Sousa,  Portuguese  Resident],  and  wherein  you  say  that 
60  promises  secrecy  as  well  as  yourself  until  that  further  demonstra- 
tion be  made  Whither  I  have  hindered  the  lady  of  my  dead 
friend  from  coming,  even  before  I  had  your  order  to  do  so.  Had 
my  merchant  been  in  the  way  I  would  have  sent  her  200/.  by 
bills  of  exchange,  to  pay  part  of  that  debt  her  husband  contracted 
in  the  King's  service.  My  friend,  in  his  letters  of  the  .9th  inst., 
said  that  60  had  given  him  all  the  money  that  I  could  get  for 
the  business.  In  my  dead  friend's  letters  of  the  9th  he  ordered  me 
to  lay  out  much  of  the  300?.  in  many  provisions  for  him  there, 
which  I  could  not  do  before  I  received  the  sad  news  of  his  death, 
but  then  I  laid  out,  as  our  custom  is  who  are  Catholics,  money  in 
charity  to  get  his  soul  prayed  for,  and  such  was  the  number  of 
poor  prisoners  in  this  town  that  to  lend  a  small  charity  to  each 
cost  me  30/.  preferring  this  act  of  religion  to  his  soul,  before  I  would 
think  of  paying  myself  above  50/.  wliich  he  owes  me.  I  shall 
refrain  from  any  further  disposal  of  this  money  until  I  hear  your 
answer.  My  patron  [Don  Antonio  de  Sousa,  Portuguese  Resident 
in  England  ?]  is  preparing  to  [go]  towards  you.  He  tells  me  he 
will  seem  as  if  the  second  proposition  were  wholly  mine  ;  true  it  is, 
I  think  I  did  first  above  a  year  since  glance  thereat,  but  he  hath 
now  special  orders  from  the  blade  [King  of  Portugal]  about  fitting 
the  scabbard  [Princess  of  Portugal]  as  I  told  you,  so  must  repute 
it  as  a  finesse  in  him,  to  see  how  much  he  can  make  it  others, 
desires,  which  is  his  own,  a  usual  practice  of  such  lookers-on.  He 
tells  me  further  he  will  ask  what  60  [the  King]  requires.

Sir,  I  can  assure  you  there  is  a  great  design  for  the  Plenipotentiary's 
pigeons  [Parliament's  ships]  to  seize  upon  some  chief  places  in 
Spain  [Ireland],  and  their  pigeons  [ships]  are  to  do  this  feat,  which 
lie  at  my  cousin  Prince's  cornfields  [in  Wales].     I  have  a  pretty 
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fly  [spy]  belonging  to  these  pigeon  houses  [the  navy],  if  I  were 
able  to  requite  his  kindness  now  and  then,  which  I  shall  do  if  you 
order  Browne  [Sir  Rich.,  late  English  Ambassador  at  Paris]  to 
repay  it.  Also  the  humble-bee  in  Spain  [Protestants  in  Ireland]  are 
plotting  what  will  be  the  ruin  thereof  by  letting  in  the  Pleni- 
potentiary's pigeons  [Parliament's  ships]  under  pretence  to  make 
them  useful  to  the  humble-bee  [Protestants],  whereas  the  wasp 
[Puritans]  will  sweep  all  away  when  they  little  dream  of  it.  And 
for  my  part  abstracting  from  what  I  am  in  my  own  profession,  and 
only  looking  upon  Spain  [Ireland]  with  respect  to  barber's  [the 
King's]  interest  therein,  I  am  assured  barber  [King  Charles]  will 
never  enjoy  any  foot  of  land  in  Spain  [Ireland]  quietly  until  the 
elders  [Papists]  have  there  the  expedient  [concession]  they  desire, 
and  who  would  deny  such  an  expedient  to  secure  his  fortunes  and 
rights  to  any  place.

He  likewise 
produced  a  letter  written  unto  him  by  Manchester  of  16th  January, 
desiring  that  he  might  know  what  the  informations  are,  which,  he 
hears,  are  given  in  against  him  at  the  Committee,  before  the  Report 
made,  that  he  might  give  satisfaction  ;  the  which  were  all  read  and 
immediately  redelivered  to  the  reporter.

Major-General  Richd.  Browne  to  the  Committee  of  both  king- 
doms. I  take  the  boldness  to  again  remind  you  of  the  condition 
of  this  garrison,  and  of  our  want  of  gunpowder,  bullet,  and 
especially  match,  which  increases  fast  upon  us.  The  three  regi- 
ments of  London  Auxiliaries  are  reduced  according  to  your  order, 
but  I  am  confident  it  will  prove  their  dissolution.  I  desire  that 
the  2,000£  appointed  for  us  may  be  ordered  to  be  paid  equally  to 
my  own  regiment,  the  Windsor  men,  the  gunners  and  general 
officers,  as  to  the  reduced  [London]  regiments,  as  it  would  other- 
wise prove  our  ruin.  I  must  again  put  your  Honours  in  mind  of 
our  great  arrears,  being  21  weeks  behind,  which  with  the  inability 
of  the  country  to  help  us  has  occasioned  the  perishing  of  many. 
Those  who  yet  stay  are  so  discouraged  that  I  expect  they  will 
shortly  quit  this  garrison.  Three  parts  of  the  Essex  men  are 
already  dead  or  run  away,  and  their  colonel  has  not  been  here  these 
three  months.  I  have  often  humbly  represented  my  just  fears,  and 
at  last  am  enforced  to  become  a  suitor  to  the  Commons'  House  to 
be  quite  discharged  [of  this  service],  and  beg  the  favour  of  your 
furtherance.     [Interregnum  17  E.,  p.  183.     Copy.     1  p.] 

Col.  Edw.  Massie  to  the  same.  In  my  last  of  the  8  th  present  I 
advertised  you  of  the  condition  of  this  part  of  the  country,  occa- 
sioned by  the  enemy's  strength  lying  round  about  us  and  their 
oppression  of  the  people,  as  also  how  the  want  and  necessity  of  the 
soldiery  were  increasing  their  mutinies.  What  I  then  feared  has 
since  unhappily  happened,  for  the  officers  of  foot  belonging  to  this 
garrison  and  the  rest  coming  jointly  to  me,  and  with  much  grief 
declaring  their  sad  condition  and  want  of  recompense  for  their  good 
service  from  the  Parliament,  have  presented  their  commissions  to 
me.  When  they  laid  them  down  they  expressed  their  resolution  to 
leave  this  place,  so  little  regarded,  and  to  seek  their  livelihood  and 
advancement  in  other  parts,  where  better  provision  and  entertain- 
ment is  made  for  the  soldiery.  The  want  of  pay  so  increased  the 
mutinous  spirit  of  the  soldiers,  that  although  we  have  not  omitted 
to  punish  divers  and  some  lately  with  death,  yet  many  have  resolved 
to  laj  down  their  arms.  I  conceive  this  was  partly  occasioned  by 
the  action  of  the  Committee  of  Gloucester,  who  at  Thos.  Pury's 
coming  engaged  certain  soldiers  of  the  garrison,  intending  to  have 
formed  a  party  with  them.  Promises  were  likewise  made  to  the 
officers  by  the  Committee  here  for  their  constant  weekly  half  pay, 
which  have  never  been  performed.  Our  field  officers  and  captains 
have  receivtd  but  5  4  days'  whole  pay,  and  the  lieutenants  and 
ensigns  only  a  month's,  and  that  cau.e  cut  of  the  .stock  at  Lordou, 
so  that  they  have  resolved  also  to  take  their  leaves.  Finding 
myself  in   this   lamentable   condition   and   seeing  the   inevitable 
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destruction  of  the  country,  and  of  this  place,  if  their  resolutions 
should  be  carried  out,  the  enemy  being  so  strong  and  near  to  us,  I 
appealed  to  their  patriotism,  putting  before  them  the  consideration 
of  the  common  safety,  and  the  trust  that  Parliament  had  reposed  in 
them,  adding  that  our  personal  obligations,  oaths,  and  covenant  for 
the  conservation  of  the  whole  [forbad  our  abandoning  our  trust]. 
Moved  by  my  importunity  and  promise  of  a  speedy  redress  from 
the  Parliament,  they  have  consented,  notwithstanding  their  two 
former  late  petitions  to  the  Parliament  remain  unanswered,  to 
await  an  answer  to  my  letters,  and  if  the  Parliament  would  at 
length  take  care  for  their  pay  hereafter,  as  well  as  [it  does  for] 
other  places,  they  would  in  no  ways  desert  this  place.  I  beseech 
you  to  consider  in  what  condition  I  stand,  and  with  how  much 
solicitousness  I  have  formerly  moved  to  prevent  this  event.  Con- 
sider I  beseech  you  likewise  this  county,  the  importance  of  which 
I  conceive  is  not  rightly  understood,  being  situated  in  the  midst 
of  the  enemy's  strength  and  marches,  otherwise  I  cannot  conceive 
that  the  settling  of  the  enemy  in  their  winter  quarters  and  garrisons 
in  our  immediate  vicinity,  by  which  our  wants  are  increased,  should 
be  so  waived  as  they  seem  to  be.  Since  I  am  enforced  to  send  this 
gentleman  with  this  express  on  behalf  of  the  rest  of  the  officers 
and  soldiers,  I  shall  beg  leave  to  make  known  my  own  condition, 
which  is  not  behind  that  of  the  most  miserable  officer  in  this  county, 
knowing  no  way  any  longer  how  to  subsist  in  this  condition.  It  is 
true  that  you  were  pleased  in  the  letters  sent  by  Major  Backhouse 
to  the  Committee  at  Gloucester  to  signify  your  desires  to  allow  me 
a  suitable  and  ample  entertainment,  but  you  did  not  specify  the 
means  by  which  I  was  to  obtain  it,  neither  is  the  word  fiat  of  such 
avail  with  this  Committee  as  to  enable  a  performance.  Had  the 
Committee  of  Gloucester,  as  we  advised,  given  the  horse  and  foot 
their  assignations  upon  the  country  in  times  of  a  better  enlarge- 
ment, when  the  enemy  had  not  possessed  themselves  of  it,  we  might 
have  provided  for  our  winter  support  and  now  devoted  our  attention 
to  seeking  the  enemy ;  but  then  our  soldiers  were  not  suffered  to 
gather  in  their  own  entertainment  which  was  behind  of  their 
former  assignations.  Our  arrears  must  now  be  lost  and  taken  off 
from  us  with  our  assignations,  whilst  four  or  five  simple  fellows  must 
be  appointed  their  collectors  to  bring  in  the  same  with  the  rest 
of  the  county's  assessments  unto  them  [the  Committee  of  Gloucester], 
who,  until  the  enemy's  drawing  into  our  county  and  about  us,  con- 
tinued that  way  ;  but  now  seeing  they  could  do  nothing  nor  subsist 
any  longer,  part  [of  the  Committee]  steer  their  course  for  London, 
and  those  that  remain  here  give  us,  when  too  late,  assignations 
upon  the  country,  on  which  by  reason  of  the  enemy's  strength  at 
Cirencester,  commanded  by  Major-General  Lord  Astley,  the  forces 
at  Campden  [House],  Evesham,  and  Worcester,  with  the  increased 
strength  of  horse  and  foot  at  Berkeley  all  on  this  side  of  the  river 
[Severn],  the  Herefordshire  forces  with  Monmouth  and  Sir  John 
Wintour's  in  [Dean]  Forest  on  the  other  side  [Severn],  we  can  raise 
little  or  nothing.  Thus,  by  reason  of  the  occupation  of  the  country 
by  the  enemy,  together  with  its  poverty  and  our  want  of  money, 
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the  discontent  of  the  private  soldier  lias  become  so  excessive  that  it 
threatens  our  destruction.  The  fear  of  the  enemy  is  nothing  to  our 
officers  in  comparison  of  the  dread  of  having  their  throats  cut  by 
our  own  soldiers  now  their  pay  has  failed  them  and  us  all  [as  well], 
for  out  of  the  assignations  allotted  me  by  the  Committee  I  have 
not  received  more  than  ]  01,  during  these  4  weeks,  and  since  the 
Committee  have  sat  at  Gloucester  I  have  only  received  2021.  2s., 
being  not  the  sixth  part  of  what  I  have  expended.  Now  all  [the 
money]  I  could  draw  or  procure  either  from  my  own  estate  or  by  my 
credit  from  others  being  spent,  many,  to  whom  for  their  service  the 
Parliament  is  engaged,  are  unrelieved,  and  no  support  to  be  had  for 
them  from  this  Committee.  Nay,  my  necessity  'has  been  such  that 
the  equipage  both  of  persons  and  instruments  necessary  to  me  for 
this  service  are  destroyed,  so  that  if  I  were  to  march  this  spring  I 
should  not  have  one  horse  to  draw  either  artillery  or  ammunition, 
nor  any  person  to  wait  upon  any  such  charge,  or  to  carry  out  the 
most  necessary  of  my  commands,  no,  not  a  surgeon  left  to  inarch 
with  me,  there  being  no  care  taken  for  their  maintenance,  except 
what  they  have  received  from  me,  but  now  they  have  bidden  me 
farewell  also,  and  those  not  yet  gone  are  contemplating  their 
departure  to  seek  a  better  livelihood  elsewhere,  so  what  to  do  I 
know  not.  I  must  tell  the  world  and  satisfy  my  own  conscience 
by  the  reflection  that  I  have  not  been  silent  in  making  this  known 
to  your  Committee  and  the  Parliament,  to  whom  mine  of  Dec.  2nd 
I  had  hoped  would  have  done  this,  so  that  I  had  needed  no  further 
complaint.  At  Mr.  Thos.  Pury's  being  here  he  designated  the 
officers  I  then  had  about  me  "  supernumerary  men,"  and  therefore 
to  be  put  off ;  although  I  must  assure  your  Committee  that  unless 
I  Lad  had  such,  who  formerly  found  maintenance  from  my  own 
hand,  I  could  not  have  performed  those  services  I  have  rendered  to 
the  kingdom.  If  care  be  not  taken  to  supply  me  with  fitting  men, 
and  these  maintained  by  the  State  in  time  to  come,  I  shall  under- 
take few  more  services  abroad,  nor  can  it  be  expected  from  inc. 
I  would  have  you  consider  how  that  some  commanders  under  his 
Excellency  [the  Lord  General  Essex]  have  had  large  sums  disbursed 
for  extraordinary  engines  and  instruments  of  war  with  their  retinue, 
whilst  I,  in  all  the  services  I  have  performed,  have  never  put  the 
Parliament  or  country  to  2d.  extraordinary  expense  but  what  I 
repaid  out  of  my  own  purse,  and  never  complained  so  long  as  I  had 
anything  [of  my  own]  to  expend,  but  now  all  being  spent,  though 
ready  to  die  in  this  service,  I  resolutely  refuse  to  play  the  traitor 
by  betraying  my  knowledge  in  things  of  this  nature  to  the  ignorance 
of  the  Gloucester  Committee,  and  by  submitting  to  their  humour 
consent  to  the  destruction  of  this  place  and  of  those  with  me,  It  is 
a  high  presumption  to  conclude,  because  that  in  our  low  condition 
God  showed  himself  strong  amongst  us,  and  enabled  us  with  small 
means  to  accomplish  much,  he  should  be  tied  to  the  continuance 
of  like  mercies  when  an  addition  of  strength  may  be  had,  and 
therefore  I  shall  desire  that  this  place  [Gloucester]  may  be  put  in 
such  a  posture  that  I  maybe  enabled  to  go  forward.  In  order  that 
you   and   the   Parliament   may  not  be   disappointed  in  your  ex- 
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pectations  of  what  seems  meet  and  feasible,  I  would  have  you  to 
think  of  the  necessity  we  are  under  of  keeping  divers  garrisons  and 
out-guards  upon  the  enemy.  We  have  in  the  Forest  of  Dean  at 
least  5  or  6  [of  these]  as  well  to  keep  in  and  block  up  Sir  John 
Wintour's  garrison  as  to  keep  out  others  from  Hereford,  Monmouth, 
and  Chepstow,  besides  another  at  Dymock  to  secure  those  parts 
from  an  incursion  of  the  Herefordshire  force  [of  the  enemy],  which 
is  strong.  I  have  been  compelled  to  garrison  Sir  Wm.  Russell's 
house  at  Strensham  near  Tewkesbury,  and  have  placed  a  garrison 
by  Stroud,  besides  those  at  Sudeley,  Tewkesbury,  Beverstone,  and 
Slimbridge,  all  most  necessary  to  be  maintained  if  we  mean  to 
preserve  anything  in  the  country  for  the  support  of  the  same  and  of 
this  garrison  [at  Gloucester],  which  otherwise  would  soon  be  spoiled 
by  the  enemy  lying  so  close  and  strong  on  all  sides  of  us,  and  who, 
notwithstanding  these  precautions,  sufficiently  annoy  aDd  harm  the 
country.  It  is  with  grief  of  heart  that  I  have  written  these  things, 
and  the  more  so  that  after  my  many  express  letters  of  advertisement 
they  still  increase  upon  us,  and  are  like  to  grow  if  not  speedily 
remedied.  Therefore,  on  behalf  of  all  the  officers  and  soldiers 
belonging  to  this  command,  and  for  the  safety  of  the  place,  I  pray  a 
redress  of  these  evils,  that  they  may  continue  their  service,  and 
that  they  and  myself  may  be  enabled  to  do  according  to  your  and 
the  kingdom's  expectation.  If  not,  I  must  again  and  again  desire 
with  the  rest  to  deliver  up  my  charge  also,  and  wait  upon  your 
pleasures  in  some  more  slender  command,  where  I  may  have  better 
ability  to  employ  myself.  P.S. — I  have  sent  the  note  of  what 
money  I  have  received  since  June  last.  Only  50Z.  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  Gloucester.  "What  money  was  sent  us,  viz.,  1,0002.  for  my 
regiment  of  horse,  the  officers  and  soldiers  have  had  it  amongst 
them,  but  myself  not  one  penny,  the  supply  being  insufficient,  so 
the  world  may  judge  of  my  poor  condition.

-Col.  Rush,  showing 
our  sad  condition  at  Gloucester,  and  the  great  distraction  that  our 
wants  have  caused  amongst  us,  I  received  yours  of  the  15th 
present,  and  should  be  exceeding  glad  if  I  were  in  such  a  condition 
that  I  might  perform  your  commands  therein.  It  is  my  great 
misfortune  that  my  oft  repeated  advertisements  concerning  our 
condition  and  [the  danger  to]  this  place  will  not  be  understood, 
[otherwise]  I  had  ere  this  assuredly  performed  your  command  with 
less  noise,  and  soon  beaten  off  the  enemy  from  Campden  [House]. 
Notwithstanding  our  best  diligence  with  our  whole  strength  we 
cannot  sufficiently  guard  this  county,  no  one  quarter  being  free 
from  their  power  and  ourselves  sufficiently  annoyed.  How  then  can 
I  withdraw  forth  any  party  of  the  foot  for  other  services,  especially 
as  marching  in  this  winter  time  will  be  tedious  and  irksome  with- 
out shoes,  and  draw  off  our  horse  or  out-garrisons,  without  exposing 
that  side  from  whence  they  are  withdrawn  to  the  ravages  of  the 
enemy  ?  It  is  what  the  enemy  desires  to  get  me  out  upon  any 
design  of  continuance,  that  they  may  work  their  ends  upon  the 
country.  How  much  hazard  will  there  be  too,  and  fear  of  the 
loss  of  Gloucester,  if  I  should  be  engaged  abroad  with  the  force 
that  ought  to  defend  it  and  the  country,  especially  during  this 
distraction  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  caused  by  their  necessities, 
your  honourable  Committee  may  judge.  My  yesterday's  letter 
will  show  how  unable  I  am  to  stir,  so  that  anything  attempted 
must  be  suddenly  and  secretly  performed,  whereas  the  drawing 
together  of  those  forces  mentioned  lying  so  far  asunder,  could  not 
escape  the  observation  of  the  enemy  close  to  us,  who  would  soon 
bring  together  a  greater  body  to  prevent  us  or  do  a  worse  service 
to  the  country.  I  humbly  offer  the  same  to  your  more  serious 
consideration,  and  desire  to  know  your  pleasures  if  upon  less  pre- 
paration and  noise  the  enemy  should  be  beaten  out  of  Campden 
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House,  what  is  to  be  done  with  it,  as  I  have  no  men  to  garrison  it. 
It  were  fitting  that,  ere  this  work  were  set  upon,  we  should  know 
from  whence  the  garrison  was  to  come,  or  whether  the  House 
should  be  fired.  I  know  it  would  be  a  good  service  to  remove  that 
garrison,  but  the  distance  from  Gloucester  is  the  difficulty,  and  now 
the  enemy  lies  round  about  me.  Our  soldiers  decrease  daily,  and 
my  regiment  of  horse,  who  do  most  service  and  are  the  worst  paid, 
are  likely  to  disperse,  going  to  places  of  less  work  and  better  enter- 
tainment.

I  have  left  my  petition  with 
Mr.  Eandall,  and  my  desire  is  that  it  may  be  read,     [f  p.] 

Major- General  Browne  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  I 
received  this  morning,  by  the  convoy  commanded  by  Col.  Sheffield, 
30  barrels  of  gunpowder,  2  tuns  of  match,  and  2,000?.,  for  which  I 
return  thanks.  I  desire  more  particular  orders  as  to  the  payments, 
whether  Col.  Underwood's  horse  and  Col.  Washbourne's  troop  are 
to  be  paid  out  of  it.  If  so,  there  will  be  very  little  remaining  for 
the  foot,  I  have  certain  intelligence  that  the  enemy  are  drawing 
together  their  forces  from  several  parts,  intending  to  storm  us.  I 
wish  you  would  consider  the  advantage  of  quartering  some  more 
force  near  this  garrison,  as  welL  for  the  annoyance  of  the  enemy  as 
our  relief  ;  also  that  you  would  give  order  for  sending  hither  Capt. 
Humfries'  company  of  foot,  belonging  to  Col.  Ayloffe's  regiment,  as 
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many  others  here  run  away  daily.  Having  seen  some  warrants 
sent  into  the  hundreds  of  these  counties  for  new  listing  of  men  to 
serve  [against]  the  enemy,  I  have  countermanded  them,  as  you  will 
see  by  the  copies  enclosed,  till  I  should  receive  notification  of  your 
pleasures  therein.  P.S. — I  formerly  acquainted  you  that  the 
greater  part  of  tho3e  provisions  appointed  for  us  were  left  at 
Reading,  with  all  the  oats  and  some  clothes,  which  I  desire  may  be 
ordered  [here]  with  all  speed.  We  cannot  make  that  haste  with 
our  works  which  I  desire  for  want  of  tools.  I  would  also  remind 
you  of  our  want  of  guns  and  gunners.  [Interregnum  17  K, 
pp.  200,  201.

Feb.  2.  Sir  Win.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.     Since  my 

Farnbam.  last  I  have  had  conference  with  Col.  John  Greaves  and  the  foot 
officers,  from  whom  I  have  this  information, — that  the  Lord 
General's  horse  are  about  600,  his  and  Manchester's  foot  2,000,  and 
Manchester's  horse  near  700.  I  cannot  yet  give  a  particular 
account  of  my  own  forces,  both  in  regard  they  are  quartered  more 
remote  from  me,  and  I  know  not  to  what  proportion  they  are 
recruited.  To-morrow  morning  I  propose  to  take  a  view  of  the 
foot,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Lord  General's  and  Manchester's 
horse.  On  Tuesday  I  intend  to  be  at  Petersfield,  and  to  muster  my 
own  horse  and  dragoons,  and  on  Wednesday  or  Thursday,  if  money 
be  sent  down,  to  advance  to  Alresford  and  Bishops  Waltham,  from 
whence  I  can  move  as  you  may  direct  me.  I  am  informed  that  at 
their  first  marching  the  Newport  men  only  numbered  300,  and  are 
already  shrunk  100,  and  the  rest  not  likely  to  continue.  1  hear 
nothing  of  the  Aylesbury  regiment,  which  I  desire  may  be 
quickened.  It  is  in  vain  to  talk  to  the  soldiers  of  marching  till 
the  money  comes.  The  officers  this  day  represented  some  par- 
ticulars wherein  their  regiments  were  defective,  viz.,  600  pikes, 
1,000  swords,  1,000  bandoleers,  2,000  knapsacks,  and  2,000  pairs  of 
stockings.  I  have  written  to  the  [Commons']  House  about  it,  and 
desire  it  may  be  seconded  from  your  Committee.  The  charge  of 
these  things  will  not  be  great,  and  it  will  give  the  soldiers  a  great 
encouragement  to  have  them  supplied.

Marten's  and  Underwood's  regi- 
ments and  the  Middlesex  troop,  who  equally  with  the  rest  expect 
to  be  paid.  It  were  much  better,  as  I  conceive,  to  pay  none  of  the 
horse  at  present,  than  not  to  pay  all.  And  if  they  be  generally 
paid  out  of  this  2,000?.,  a  very  small  proportion  will  accrue  to  the 
foot,  who  are  both  longer  in  arrears  and  less  able  to  subsist  within 
the  gairison  than  the  horse,  who  can  fetch  in  their  contribution. 
This  I  thought  -ood  to  certify,  together  with  the  continual  running 
away  and  falling  sick  of  our  soldiers,  and  that  in  such  sort  that  a 
weekly  recruit  of  50  men  will  hardly  keep  up  the  number.  Lieut. - 
Col.  Sadler's  regiment  being  now  reduced  [in]to  Col.  AylofFs,  it 
is  much  feared  will  also  leave  us.     My  desire  to  serve  the  State

37.  Peter  Fisher  to  the  Commissioners  for  taking  the  Accounts  of

Some 
of  us  conceived  not,  but  yet  it  put  a  demur  amongst  us  till  we  had 
acquainted  you  with  it,  for  they  refused  to  take  their  oaths.  For 
myself  I  was  put  into  commission  "with  diverse  others  for  felling  of 
Sir  Thos.  Temperley's  woods,  and  laid  out  about  121.,  which  I  re- 
ceived back.  Whether  that  doth  not  exempt  myself?  I  humbly 
desire  an  answer  if  you  can  by  the  post,  for  as  soon  as  we  are 
resolved  of  these  questions  we  go  upon  the  Commission.  [Seal 
with  arins.     §  p.] 

Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  These 
lines  are  to  give  you  some  further  account  of  our  proceedings  since 
our  late  success  against  the  enemy  betwixt  Christleton  and  Chester, 
when  they  last  issued  out  on  Jan.  18th.  On  the  27th  of  January, 
before  daybreak,  we  prepared  and  attempted  to  storm  the  outworks 
of  Chester,  but  failed  to  enter  ;  nevertheless  we  escaped  without 
damage,  though  our  body  of  horse  stood  within  musket  shot  and 
the  foot  within  pistol  shot  of  their  works,  yet  not  one  man  was 
wounded  or  taken.  On  the  29th  ult.  I  sent  a  strong  party  of  horse 
and  foot  under  Lieut.-Col.  Coote,  which  marched  through  the 
adjoining  parts  of  Wales,  where  they  saw  no  enemy,  and  possessed 
themselves  of  Holt-bridge,  which  is  a  passage  of  much  consequence 
to  us.  They  brought  back  good  store  of  cattle  out  of  the  enemy's 
quarters,  including  60  or  80  fit  for  slaughter,  which  will  be  very 
serviceable  to  our  garrisons.  Prince  Maurice  is  or  was  lately  at 
Worcester,  and  is  reported  to  be  now  on  his  march  on  this  side 
Worcester.  His  design  is  to  relieve  Chester,  and  to  form  an  army 
in  cos.  Worcester,  Hereford,  and  Salop,  on  the  other  side  Severn, 
which  parts  being  in  the  enemy's  possession,  and  so  rich  and 
populous,  it  is  probable  he  will  succeed.  This  army,  joined  to  the 
forces  out  of  the  enemy's  several  garrisons  at  Worcester,  Ludlow, 
Lichfield,  Dudley,  Shrewsbury,  Hereford,  Bridgnorth,  Lindsell 
[House],  Tong,  Madeley,  &c,  will  prove  of  very  prejudicial  conse- 
quence [to  us],  blasting  all  our  hopeful  designs  against  Beeston 
Castle  and  Chester,  and  may  hazard  our  whole  counties  and  all 
these  parts.  Now  that  we  are  repossessed  of  this  passage  into 
Wales  at  Holt-bridge,  we  conceive  it  may  conduce  much  to  the 
reducing  of  Wales  and  Chester  if  we  be  not  interrupted  by  the 
access  of  Prince  Maurice's  army,  whereof  the  enemy  has  a  strong 
expectation,  and  whereby  they  are  much  encouraged.  Upon  the 
approach  of  the  Prince's  army,  we  shall  not  only  be  constrained  to 
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quit  Wales  and  forsake  the  siege  of  Beeston  Castle,  which  has  been 
environed  since  the  20th  of  November,  as  also  Chester,  but  endanger 
all  our  garrisons,  for  we  neither  have  nor  ever  had  sufficient  forces 
to  hold  them,  and  yet  spare  any  considerable  forces  to  form  an  army 
capable  of  keeping  the  field  or  encountering  the  enemy.  And 
though  we  have  several  times  been  victorious,  when  we  have  been 
enforced  to  engage  all  our  forces,  this  has  been  at  the  hazard  of  our 
garrisons  and  all  our  interest  in  the  country,  which  ought  not  to  be 
taken  into  precedent.  I  have  therefore  assumed  the  boldness  to 
represent  to  you  the  following  considerations  : — That  it  would  be 
much  less  difficult  to  overcome  and  disperse  the  army  now  forming 
whilst  it  is  collecting  than  when  it  is  increased  to  a  great  body.  It 
would  have  been  much  less  difficult  and  hazardous  to  have  prevented 
Prince  Rupert  from  collecting  so  powerful  and  formidable  an  army 
when  he  first  began  last  spring  to  levy  and  form  the  same  about 
Shrewsbury,  Chester,  and  Wales,  whereby  the  whole  kingdom  might 
have  been  hazarded  if  the  Lord  had  not  wonderfully  appeared  and 
assisted  to  recover  the  battle  at  Hessey  or  Marston  Moor,  near  York, 
when  in  human  judgment  it  was  very  doubtful  if  not  clearly  lost. 
If  Prince  Maurice  should  now  be  suffered  to  raise  another  army 
without  interruption,  it  would  much  more  prejudice  your  affairs, 
seeing  we  are  much  weakened  and  more  tasked,  having  diverse 
garrisons  lately  erected  and  strongly  fortified,  which  we  cannot  quit 
and  desert.  It  is  therefore  to  be  desired  that  you  would  appoint 
such  a  strength  as  shall  seem  fit  to  you  to  attend  Prince  Maurice's 
movements,  that  he  be  not  permitted  to  rest  quietly  whilst  collecting 
forces  to  form  another  army.  I  doubt  not  you  are  so  sensible  of 
the  danger  that  I  shall  not  allow  myself  to  importune  you  any 
further,  but  desire  the  Lord  to  direct  and  guide  you.  Interregnum

That  we  have  not  as  yet  withdrawn  our  siege 
from  Chester  and  Beeston,  but  still  maintain  our  quarters  at 
Christleton  on  the  Cheshire  side  and  at  Wrexham  in  Wales,  but 
expect  every  hour  to  hear  of  the  advance  of  Prince  [Maurice's] 
army,  which  is  not  yet  on  this  side  Shrewsbury,  only  a  party  of 
.  them  are  about  Wellington,  having  come  lately  from  Evesham ; 
these  are  about  1,000  horse  and  foot,  well  armed  and  furnished 
with  gunpowder;  the  residue  of  the  Prince's  forces,  being  collected 
out  of  their  several  garrisons,  are  quartered  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Severn.  In  the  meantime  we  have  endeavoured  to  make  the  best 
advantage  of  the  time  by  marching  up  and  down  cos.  Flint  and 
Denbigh  in  order  to  scatter  the  forces  collected  therein,  and  intended 
to  join  with  the  Prince's  army  ;  these  are  3,000  or  4,000  in  number, 
but  the  greater  part  being  unarmed  they  fled  on  our  advance  first 
to  Ruthin  and  thence  to  Denbigh,  apparently  resolved  not  to  stand 
but  to  reserve  themselves  to  join  the  Prince's  army,  so  we  despair 
to  be  able  to  find  or  overtake  them.  About  400  Warwickshire  and 
300  Staffordshire  horse  with  200  Staffordshire  foot  were  the  first 
to  come  to  our  assistance,  whose  forwardness  prevented  our  in- 
vitations [being  sent  to  them  for  aid].  Sir  John  Gell  has  promised 
to  send  us  some  horse  and  the  Lancashire  gentlemen  some  foot,  of 
which  we  are  in  greatest  want,  besides  we  expect  the  assistance  of 
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500  horse  out  of  Yorks. ;  whether  these  will  come  timely  enough 
to  assist  us  I  cannot  give  you  the  assurance,  but  I  have  sent  to 
hasten  them.  We  have  divided  the  few  men  we  have  here,  locating 
the  greater  part  at  Wrexham,  another  party  at  Fame  to  secure  that 
passage  and  keep  in  the  enemy's  garrison  in  Holt  Castle,  another 
party  is  quartered  at  Christleton  on  the  Cheshire  side,  and  we  still 
maintain  the  siege  of  Beeston  Castle,  which  we  hope  cannot  hold 
out  long.  The  Prince's  forces  are  within  ten  or  twelve  hours  of  us, 
before  which  time  we  must  unite  most  of  our  forces  together,  or 
otherwise  [we  shall]  endanger  those  several  parties  upon  which  the 
enemy  may  first  fall.  It  is  a  great  disadvantage  to  us  that  we 
must  always  be  exposed  to  the  enemy's  assaults  and  yet  cannot 
disturb  his  quarters,  because  the  most  of  them  are  on  the  further 
side  of  the  Severn,  whereunto  we  have  no  access  ;  and  as  we  are 
uncertain  how  soon  the  enemy  may  fall  upon  us,  so  it  may  be  much 
to  our  disadvantage  if  he  delay  so  long  as  to  tire  out  those  friends 
who  come  to  our  assistance.  Therefore  it  is  desired  that  the  forces 
above  named,  or  such  others  as  you  may  assign  for  our  assistance 
in  this  great  work,  whereupon  depends  the  tranquility  and  happiness 
of  all  these  north-western  parts,  may  be  ordered  to  stay  with  us, 
especially  the  Lancashire  foot,  otherwise  we  shall  be  left  in  a  worse 
condition  than  we  were  found,  when  the  enemy's  strength  is 
increased  into  a  great  body  ;  being  every  day  augmented  they  will 
without  doubt  form  a  considerable  army  even  out  of  their  garrisons 
of  Worcester,  Hereford,  Shrewsbury,  Ludlow,  Bridgnorth,  Tong, 
Linsell  [Linley?],  Madeley,  Dudley,  and  Lichfield,  besides  those  1,000 
horse  and  foot  quartered  at  Wellington,  who  say  they  came  from 
Evesham  and  those  parts.  If  those  who  are  come  to  our  assistance 
should  leave  us  while  the  enemy's  strength  is  increased  and  ad- 
vancing towards  us,  it  could  not  but  produce  sad  consequences  and 
effects.  It  is  therefore  humbly  propounded  that  the  Scotch  army, 
or  part  of  it,  should  be  applied  this  way.  It  would  then  prove 
but  a  short  work,  and  all  the  forces  of  these  parts  and  of  Wales, 
the  Welsh  castles  being  taken  in,  might  be  employed,  where  you 
should  think  fittest,  either  in  this  kingdom  or  Ireland.  If  no  settled 
provision  be  made  by  your  authority  to  enable  us  to  effect  what  we 
are  engaged  in  against  Chester,  the  advantages  we  have  gained 
will  be  lost,  and  these  parts  inevitably  fall  into  a  worse  condition 
than  formerly ;  whereas  now,  in  all  probability,  it  will  be  but  the 
work  of  a  short  time  to  reduce  Chester,  which  we  could  sufficiently 
straiten  and  block  up,  were  it  not  that  we  are  enforced  so  to  dispose 
yourselves,  that  we  may  be  in  readiness,  if  it  were  possible,  to 
unite  our  forces,  and  so  be  better  able  to  deal  with  the  Prince's 
army.  This  is  the  more  difficult  for  us  to  effect,  by  reason  of  the 
river  Dee,  over  which  we  cannot  gain  a  convenient  passage,  but 
we  will  make  the  attempt,  if  the  enemy  give  us  time.  I  shall  not 
enlarge  further,  but  leave  it  wholly  to  you  to  dispose  of  me  for  your 
service.

Col.  Massie  to  the  same.  I  have  frequently  solicited  your  care 
for  the  preventing  of  the  enemy  and  the  preservation  of  this  place. 
Our  wants  put  us  into  a  bad  condition,  but  our  lack  of  strength 
into  a  worse,  and  I  am  now  almost  without  heart  to  move  you 
further ;  only  two  reasons  at  present  command  these  my  earnest 
requests  to  your  Committee,  the  one  an  opportunity  offered,  the 
other  an  accident  of  extremity  happened  unto  us,  for  this.  The 
enemy  being  powerful  round  about  us  had  straitened  a  garrison 
belonging  to  Malmesbury,  at  Rawden  House,  near  Chippenham,  for 
the  relief  of  which  Col.  Stephens  with  several  troops  of  his  and 
Col.  Devereux's  inarched  from  Malmesbury,  but  without  my  know- 
ledge, otherwise  I  would  have  provided  better  for  the  occasion. 
After  a  skirmish  he  succeeded  in  relieving  the  garrison  and  de- 
livered the  charge  of  provision  and  ammunition  which  he  had 
brought  for  it,  but  was  himself  so  closely  pressed  and  surrounded 
by  the  enemy  that  he  could  not  pass  out  again,  and  so  the  number 
of  horse  and  fuot  in  the  house  besieged  is  about  430,  the  enemy 
not  being  above  500  horse  and  foot  at  that  time.  This  news, 
which  to  me  was  news  indeed,  coming  to  my  hand,  I  immediately 
drew  as  many  of  my  horse  as  I  could  together,  keeping  my  guards 
round  about  the  country  for  its  preservation,  and  setting  resolute 
soldiers  on  these  50  or  60  horse,  which  being  joined  by  100  horse 
and  dragoons,  I  had  hoped  to  have  relieved  the  imprisoned  troops  ; 
but  Lord  Astley,  with  two  regiments  of  horse,  one  of  dragoons,  and 
400  or  500  foot,  from  Cirencester,  arrived  there  before  us  to  assist 
the  besiegers,  which  renders  the  task  of  more  difficulty,  so  that 
unless  your  Committee  speedily  command  a  strong  party  to  march 
thither  for  their  relief  it  will  be  impossible,  but  that  we  shall  lose 
both  the  house  and  imprisoned  forces  in  the  same.  I  cannot  with- 
draw the  soldiers  of  the  garrisons  about  us  without  hazarding  the 
destruction  of  the  whole  county,  the  enemy  being  ready  to  embrace 
all  occasions  offered  them  for  the  destruction  of  the  country ;  besides 
the  Popish  party  of  Lord  Herbert's  in  Monmouthshire  and  Sir  John 
Wintour's  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  at  Lidney,  are  so  strong  that  unless 
restrained  by  us,  the  whole  Forest  would  be  lost  and  the  country 
wholly  overrun  by  the  enemy,  and  so  the  well-affected  people  dis- 
couraged from  the  Parliament's  service.  There  is  an  opportunity 
if  you  should  now  send  a  strong  party  into  these  parts  to  annoy 
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the  enemy  and  free  all  our  quarters,  and  then  march  to  the 
assistance  of  our  friends  in  any  direction  you  might  command.  I 
am  advertised  that  the  enemy  have  withdrawn  from  Worcester  side 
and  Hereford  to  join  Prince  Maurice,  and  are  gone  towards  Cheshire, 
so  that  we  can  expect  no  help  from  Warwick  and  Coventry,  their 
horse  having  marched  towards  Staffordshire  to  assist  Sir  Wm. 
Brereton.  While  expecting  an  additional  force  to  free  that  besieged 
house  which  requireth  speed,  I  shall  neglect  no  means  or  leave  any 
way  unattempted  that  may  be  for  the  relief  of  those  at  Rawden,  or 
that  may  tend  to  the  country's  preservation.  P.S. — I  hope,  my 
Lords,  that  the  commands  in  these  parts  hereafter  may  be  settled, 
for  "  Independent  officers "  as  I  may  call  them,  promise  not 
advantage  but  destruction.

The  "  Santo  Correo  "  [Corriero  ?],  who  gave 
me  yours  of  the  28th  December,  for  which  I  thank  you,  assures  me 
that  if  he  be  not  drowned  he  will  deliver  this  safe,  which  casualty 
himself  feareth  little,  for  he  saith  that  God,  who  is  just,  will  cer- 
tainly be  so  just  to  him  as  to  let  him  die  the  death  he  deserveth, 
which  the  learned  Rabbies,  and  Mr.  Selden  upon  them,  do  interpret 
hanging.  I  am  able  to  enjoy  myself  with  much  contentment,  living 
for  the  most  part  retired  at  Pontoise,  only  coming  upon  occasions  to 
Paris,  where  all  things  smile  upon  those  that  want  nothing  nor  ask 
nothing.  I  can  give  you  but  a  very  barren  account  of  what  passes 
here,  all  my  conversation  is  in  the  other  world,  and  with  what 
passes  in  the  Elysian  Fields — gaieties  of  Paris,  gallantries  of  Prince 
Edward  [Count  Palatine  of  the  Rhine],  who  was  then  at  Paris,  his 
late  duel  with  Sir  James  Leviston,  who  extremely  forgot  his  duty. 
In  a  word,  it  was  impossible  for  a  young  man  or  a  noble  prince 
[like  Prince  Edward]  to  do  more  bravely  than  his  Highness  did.  If 
I  could  obtain  my  liberty  from  this  excellent  [Court,  I  should]  come 
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to  you  to  attempt  the  adventure  of  the  enchanted  island,  that  you 
say  cbangeth  all  men's  conditions.  Mine  cannot  be  worse  than  to 
lie  here  idle,  whilst  my  sovereign  is  fighting  for  all  that  is  his.  My 
country  is  on  fire,  and  my  friends  engaged  to  the  utmost  in  this 
unnatural  war,  surely  it  becometh  me  at  least  to  go  and  seek  a 
grave  in  the  ruins  and  ashes  of  that  earth  that  gave  me  being,  if  I 
am  able  to  no  other  service.

first  meetings,  to  divide  and  apportion  the  several  sums  of  money 
appointed  by  this  Ordinance  to  be  levied  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  said  army  upon  the  respective  wards,  divisions,  hundreds,  &c, 
-within  the  counties  aforesaid,  according  to  the  usual  proportions  of 
rates  in  the  said  places,  and  likewise  may  agree  to  divide  them- 
selves for  the  better  execution  of  this  Ordinance  into  such  wards 
and  divisions  as  they  shall  find  expedient.  The  assessors  are  hereby 
required  to  assess  all  persons  having  any  real  or  personal  estate 
within  their  respective  divisions  according  to  rate  and  proportion 
mentioned  in  this  Ordinance,  and  the  respective  Committees  shall 
have  power  to  assess  and  levy  these  several  sums  before  mentioned. 
Persons  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform  their  duties  in  this  service 
to  be  fined.  That  no  privileged  place  or  person  shall  be  exempt 
from  these  assessments  and  taxes.  The  Committees  to  return  their 
accounts  periodically  to  both  Houses,  or  to  such  persons  as  they 
shall  appoint.  That  the  persons  herein  named  shall  be  Committees 
for  the  several  and  respective  cities,  counties,  and  places  named  to 
put  this  Ordinance  in  execution.

I 
raised  the  country  here,  and,  notwithstanding  the  wet  weather, 
obtained  their  company  towards  Cirencester,  where  [with]  those 
few  horse  I  had  I  advanced  up  to  the  [enemy's]  guards  and  slew 
their  first  sentry,  hoping  by  this  alarm  to  have  drawn  back  the 
residue  of  their  force  from  [before]  Rawden  House,  and  all  that 
night  kept  the  enemy  there  waking,  But  the  bad  weather,  which 
would  have  facilitated  Col.  Stevens'  march  from  Rawden,  scattered 
all  our  country  force  to  their  houses,  while  our  party  continued 
their  march  to  Malmesbury.  The  effect  and  sequel  of  that  service 
this  enclosed  of  the  15th  from  Col.  Devereux  has  only  informed  me. 
I  would  have  gone  myself,  only  my  many  fears  of  miscarriages  in 
this  country  during  my  absence  dissuaded  me.  I  sent  and  relieved 
Beeston  Castle  with  men  and  ammunition,  the  condition  whereof, 
and  the  manner  of  Col.  Stevens'  entering  upon  the  same,  my  brother, 
this  bearer,  cnn  fully  relate.  The  loss  of  this  strength  [Rawden 
Housj]  you  will  I  doubt  not  estimate,  and  the  sequel  you  will  give 
me  leave  to  fear,  if  your  Committee  should  not  with  more  than 
usual  speed  de-patch  a  force  to  prevent  it.  I  have  not  been  silent 
to  pre-adironish  you  of  these  dangers,  knowing  that  a  timely  force, 
though  small,  might  prevent  those  disasters  which  a  greater  cannot 
so  soon  repair  when  the  season  is  lost.

Rowse,  but  that,  as  the  case  stands  with  us,  I  could  not 
execute  your  order.  The  business  stands  thus.  Yesterday  night 
Taylor  and  Rowse  came  to  town.  I  presently  took  course  to 
apprehend  them,  understanding  that  they  both  were  in  company 
drinking  with  some  of  the  Committee,  but  they  perceiving  my  drift 
withdrew  themselves.  This  morning  the  Committee  sent  to  me 
and  desired  that  I  would  attempt  nothing  harshly,  but  suffer 
Capts.  Biscoe  and  Taylor  to  ride  up  to  London  to  my  Lord  [the 
Earl  of  Manchester]  and  yourself  to  reconcile  the  business ;  which  to 
prevent  disturbance  I  yielded  to  do,  intending  to  keep  the  money 
undisposed  of  till  further  order.  But  when  the  soldiers  were 
drawn  up  to  be  mustered,  the  Major  being  present  at  the  head  of 
the  regiment,  his  company,  your  own  company,  with  parts  of 
Capts.  Taylor's  and  Weekes'  companies,  began  to  mutiny,  refused 
to  be  mustered,  and  ran  out  of  the  town,  but  made  a  stand  on  the 
side  of  the  hill  a  quarter  of  a  mile  out ;  the  other  companies  here 
specified  were  mustered  without  any  mutiny,  but  when  they  saw 
what  the  rest  had  done  they  followed  their  example,  so  that  most  of 
them  marched  away,  except  some  I  stayed  by  force ;  the  rest  were 
afterwards  persuaded  to  return  and  were  mustered.  Capt.  Taylor, 
taking  advantage  of  these  civil  disturbances,  was  mustered  with 
his  company,  and  they  have  received  the  money.  Although  the 
soldiers  are  generally  discontented  that  this  will  yield  them  only  a 
fortnight's  pay,  yet  I  conceive  that  this  mutiny  was  much  occa- 
sioned by  some  underhand  insinuations  wrought  hy  some,  who  are 
both  disaffected  to  yourself  and  this  garrison,  for  before  Captain 
Taylor  and  Lieut.  Rowse  came  down  with  my  Lord's  letter  the 
soldiers  were  all  in  very  good  order.     The   truth  is  that  if  this 
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garrison  be  not  rid  of  some  evil  instruments,  here  will  be  no  safe 
subsisting.  The  money  you  ordered  me  to  deduct  could  not 
possibly  now  be  done,  unless  I  should  exasperate  the  soldiers  afresh. 
All  that  I  can  do  is  little  enough  to  appease  and  prevent  com- 
bustion especially  seeing  their  pay  is  so  little,  and  private  in- 
cendiaries many.  I  have  imprisoned  the  High  Constable  of  the 
next  hundred  for  peremptorily  refusing  to  execute  any  warrant 
for  workmen  to  be  sent  in  to  work  at  the  fortifications.

The  soldiers  pretending  dis- 
content with  their  pay,  it  being  only  for  a  fortnight,  drew  out  of 
the  town  in  a  mutinous  manner,  the  enemy  having  immediately 
before  given  an  alarm  to  the  town  by  a  party  of  their  horse,  and 
were  hardly  persuaded  to  return  again.  The  occasioners  of  it,  as  I 
suspect,  are  some  officers  of  my  regiment,  viz.,  Captain  Taylor  and 
Lieutenant  Rowse,  who  had  been  cashiered  for  notorious  crimes, 
some  months  since  ;  yet  in  my  absence  they  have  been  upheld  in 
their  places  by  some  of  chief  command  in  the  army,  to  the  great 
disturbance  and  almost  ruin  of  my  regiment.  When  I  went  first  to 
Henley,  fearing  the  ill  consequence,  which  since  hath  happened,  by 
their  continuance  [in  the  service],  I  imprisoned  them  and  sent  them 
up  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  by  his  command,  for  further  order  in 
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it.  His  Lordship  hath  since  recommended  them  to  these  places 
again,  and  the  first  fruits  of  their  coming  has  been  this  mutiny, 
which  I  wish  may  prove  no  worse.  Before  these  officers  were  sent 
down  the  soldiers  were  in  very  good  order,  and  showed  no  dis- 
content although  they  knew  they  were  to  receive  only  a  fortnight's 
pay,  but  presently  upon  these  officers  coming  down  they  fell  into  this 
mutiny.  That  which  gives  me  further  jealousy  is  that  the  companies 
of  Captain  Taylor  and  Major  Papeley,  whom  I  formerly  suspected 
and  am  now  confirmed  in  that  opinion,  began  the  mutiny.  I 
desire  to  discharge  my  duty  in  giving  notice  to  you  and  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  take  care  of  the  forces  of  any  endeavours  that 
may  tend  to  the  disservice  of  the  State.

It  will  be  well  that  that  place  were  put 
into  a  posture  of  security,  and  those  forces  liberated  for  the  perfect 
clearing  of  that  poor  country  which  has  so  long  and  so  exceedingly 
much  borne  tliu  miseries  of  Avar,  of  which  it  has  been  the  seat. 
We  are  informed  that  there  are  diverse  ships  in  the  harbour 
belonging  to  persons  within  our  own  quarters  well  affected  to  the 
Parliament,  and  some  also  to  the  Scottish  nation,  of  which  we 
desire  to  be  certified  from  you  that  some  order  may  be  taken  therein 
according  to  equity  and  reason,  for  we  conceive  it  fit  our  friends 
should  find  a  difference  between  coming  into  our  hands  and  falling 
into  the  hands  of  our  enemies.

If  this 
treaty  [at  "Oxbridge ]  shall  procure  a  happy  well  grounded  peace, 
the  business  1  wouhl  call  your  attention  to  may  pass  in  an  act  of 
oblivion,  but  if  otherwise  I  would  not  for  any  private  benefit  let  it 
pass.  It  may  haply  prove  a  very  considerable  thing.  It  is  a 
colliery  near  Sunderland-water,  just  over  against  Lambton,  called 
Harraden,  belonging  in  part  to  Thos.  Wray,  of  Beamish,  a  grand 
Papist  and  delinquent,  whom  I  hear  has  gone  away.  Further 
particulars  concerning  the  owners  of   the  colliery.     I  would  not 
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seem  to  look  much  after  it,  neither  yet  would  I  now,  but  that  I 
perceive  either  Sir  Wm.

We  hear  nothing 
but  either  untruths  or  uncertainties.  Colonel  Stewart  with  his 
Galloway  regiment  is  gone  last  week  from  his  quarter  into 
Yorkshire  to  join  with  Sir  John  Meldrum  against  Scarborough. 
Pontefract  holds  out  still,  as  we  hear,  and  Carlisle  is  not  yet,  if 
reports  be  true,  so  narrowly  straitened  as  to  come  to  reasonable 
terms,  but  I  doubt  it  will  never  be  able  to  hold  out  very  long.

Nevertheless  we  are  given 
to  understand  that  the  owners  not  only  receive  not  so  good  effects 
as  they  expected  from  so  good  a  cause,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that 
Capt  Allein  has  not  only  obtained  certain  decrees  in  your  Courts  in 
his  favour,  putting  him  in  possession  of  a  great  part  of  the  goods 
as  being  bona  peritura,  but  that  Allein  and  his  complices,  English- 
men and  English  ships,  are  harboured  and  countenanced  at  Ostend 
and  permitted  to  issue  in  and  out  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  make 
incursions  and  depredations  upon  our  peaceful  merchants  and  their 
friends,  being  adherents  to  the  Parliament  of  England,  bringing 
their  booties  into  Ostend,  and  there  disposing  of  the  same  without 
control.

Mr.  William  Sandys  coming  to  this 
town,  made  use  of  me  to  assist  him  in  providing  arms  for  his 
Majesty's  service,  and  I  procured  diverse  merchants  to  send  great 
quantities  to  the  north  and  to  the  west,  at  least  40,000  arms  of  all 
sorts,  which  Mr.  Sandys  took  up  at  three  months'  credit,  I  being 
bound  for  him  to  the  amount  of  7,735  florins.  This  was  for  arms 
sent  to  Weymouth  and  delivered  to  the  commissary  there,  which 
were  sent  thence  to  his  Majesty's  armies.  He  is  now  gone  from 
these  parts  unknown  to  me  and  is  in  France,  from  whence  he  writes 
that  the  arms  were  delivered  for  his  Majesty's  service,  and  when 
your  Honour  shall  order  payment  for  them  then  I  shall  be  paid. 
I  humbly  beseech  you  that  I  may  receive  my  debt  out  of  such 
tenths  as  shall  he  paid  unto  his  Majesty  here.  Captain  Allen  can 
inform  you  of  the  particulars.  I  am  in  treaty  with  our  townsmen  for 
20  frigate-  to  serve  his  Majesty.  Mr.  Ward  has  promised  to  bring 
order  from  Bru-sels  that  they  may  serve,  which  if  he  do  I  am 
promised  at  least  20  frigates  at  their  own  charges,  and  this  will  be 
effected.  I  have  procured  two  merchants  of  our  own  nation  to 
send  1,500  muskets  and  150  pair  of  pistols,  besides  200  pair  of 
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pistols  by  Dutch  merchants  of  this  town.  Our  armies  have  their 
place  of  arms  at  Iper  [Ypres],  and  will  be  for  these  parts  above 
30,000  horse  and  foot,  while  the  magazine  of  chopped  straw,  hay, 
and  oats  is  at  Nieuport.  The  first  design  will  be  for  Waten- 
house,  the  English  College,  what  further  time  will  show.  The 
King  had  five  ships  bound  for  Spain,  3  are  arrived,  one  taken  and 
one  with  4i>  pieces  and  300  men  sunk,  also  one  [taken  by  the] 
Hollanders  and  2  spoiled.  P.S.— If  the  King  cannot  pay  me  this 
summer  in  regard  ot  his  armies  now  in  the  field,  I  pray  to  have  a  Privy 
Seal,  so  that  I  may  be  paid  hereafter,  for  1  have  freed  myself  out  of 
prison  in  which  I  was  for  the  said  money.  I  know  his  Majesty 
will  pay  me  at  his  good  leisure  which  I  shall  expect.     [1  p.]

He  there  lost  two  anchors 
and  a  mast,  and  was  forced  with  great  danger  into  Hellevoetsluis, 
where  we  must  dispose  of  the  tin.  Inconvenience  caused  by  the 
delay  of  the  ship  and  her  going  into  Holland.  If  you  think  it  will 
conduce  to  the  King's  service  the  Queen  will  send  for  the  tin  to  be 
brought  here,  for  it  is  only  the  Queen's  service  is  looked  upon  in 
the  business.  You  have  written  several  letters  to  me  concerning 
Mrs.  Barclay's  having  my  cousin  Blagg's  place  with  the  little 
Princess.  You  must  know  that  by  Lady  Dalkeith's  permission 
she  exercised  that  place,  but  [it]  was  not  hers.  It  wa^  disposed  of 
by  the  Queen  to  another  before  she  came  out  of  England,  and  that 
[person]  is  going  to  take  possession  of  it.  The  Queen  has  written 
to  the  King  heretofore  that  she  conceived  the  treaty  for  the 
marriage  ought  not  to  be  taken  notice  of,  truly  I  am  now  of  her 
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opinion,  though  [I  was]  not  so  when  she  wrote,  because  I  think  it 
more  possible  now  than  then  that  it  may  not  have  the  issue  that 
is  to  be  wished,  yet  I  meet  with  several  letters  from  England 
speaking  of  it,  I  know  not  whether  by  conjecture  or  that  the 
truth  is  by  some  way  discovered.

Freedom  of  religion,  some  say,  the  Bishops  being  suppressed, 
is  most  conhonaut  with  their  designs  and  desires  at  London,  although 
the  Scots  are  of  another  opinion.  All  opportunities  have  here  been 
taken,  to  incline  to  an  accommodation  ;  but  you  give  us  such  and 
so  many  encouragements  from  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  your  own 
strengths  and  successes,  that  we  should  be  losers  thereby,  having 
more  hopes  at  present  than  [any  time]  since  this  unnatural  and 
miserable  war  began,  to  give  the  law,  so  say  they  who  come  from 
you.

The  Queen's 
letters  are  gone  to  [James  Ketteler]  Duke  of  Courland  for  assisting 
the  Marquis  of  Montrose,  I  hope  to  good  purpose,  but  it  is  necessary 
to  send  the  copy  of  the  Queen's  letter  to  the  King  of  Denmark  for 
free  passage  for  his  ships  through  the  Sound,  and  »  letter  of  credence 
in  the  Queen's  own  hand  to  Mons.  Vicford,  who  irom  time  to  time 
may  do  the  King  good  service  by  it  with  him.  But  the  thing  which 
gives  Sir  Wm.  Boswell  and  me'most  pain  in  this  place  is  the  iearof 
the  next  interest  day  for  the  jewels,  May  16,  on  which  it  is  necessary 
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to  continue  the  credit  begun,  but  above  all  to  redeem  those  parcels 
w  hicli  lie  so  dangerously  in  Cletcher's  hands,  besides  the  acquitting 
ourselves  of  the  multiplied  promises  made  to  Mr.  Vicford  for  the 
redemption  of  his.  It  is  evident  that  nothing  in  the  world  is  of  so 
great  importance  for  the  King's  service  as  to  find  money  for  the 
ships  fur  Dorp,  but  in  the  next  place  these  occasions  mentioned 
must  be  served,  and  therefore  it  is  very  unfit  to  defer  any  longer 
the  ratification  and  procurations  which  Webster  desires,  but  how  to 
transmit  them  to  England  and  receive  them  from  thence  I  know- 
not,  since  the  Ambassadors  of  Holland  are  come  away.  If  you 
please  to  let  the  King  know  the  fitness  of  doing  the  thing  this  week, 
Sir  Wm.  Boawell  and  I  will  prepare  the  instruments  and  send  them 
several  ways,  but  the  likeliest  is  by  Paris,  to  you,  unless  we  may 
address  ourselves  to  the  Portugal  Ambassador,  which  yet  has  not  been 
done.  I  shall  obey  your  order  in  sending  "  Saint  Ibal's  "  jewels  by 
Mr.  D'Estrade,  though  they  might  be  of  use  here,  but  if  that  design 
be  pursued,  as  it  must  be,  unless  peace  can  be  made,  you  will  as 
easily  send  them  bank  and  more  money  with  tbem  by  D'Estrade,  as 
also  together  with  them  the  orders  from  France  for  preparing  the 
ships  in  the  King  of  Fiance's  name.

[The  Hague.]  Orange  was  very  inquisitive  this  week  after  my  letters  from  Paris, 
hoping  to  be  resolved  precisely  concerning  the  sum  of  the  [marriage] 
portion  [expected  to  be  given  with  his  daughter],  as  I  perceived  by 
his  discourse.  For  that  point  I  gave  him  this  answer,  that  the 
portion  alone  could  not  be  of  that  consideration  as  to  conclude  the 
marriage  [with  the  Prince  of  Wales]  unless  he  were  able  to  give 
the  King  such  succours  as  might  probably  restore  his  affairs,  which 
the  sum  demanded  could  not  do,  and  that  therefore  I  was  ordered 
to  assure  him  that,  if  the  other  articles  were  accorded,  the  treaty 
should  not  break  off  upon  the  amount  of  the  portion.  From  thence 
we  came  to  the  [consideration]  of  the  other  particulars,  and  the 
resolution  was  this, — that  the  affair  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  was  to 
be  pursued  with  all  vigour,  and  for  that  end  ships  should  be  sent 
from  hence  to  meet  at  the  time  prefixed,  [so]  that  when  the 
Ambassadors  are  returned  [from  Engl.nd]  all  endeavours  shall  be 
used  to  induce  the  States  [of  Holand]  to  a  league  defensive  and 
offensive,  and  that  M  onsr.  D  Estrade  shall  return  home  fully  in- 
structed in  these  particulars,  that  is,  to  demonstrate  the  impossi- 
bility, as  they  call  it,  of  the  passage  for  Holland,  and  to  facilitate 
the  other  to  and  from  Dieppe ;  and  for  the  second  [point]  to 
persuade  the  sending  of  an  Ambassador  from  France  hither  to  that 
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purpose,  which  yet  notwithstanding  the  Prince  of  Orange  thinks 
will  be  very  difficult  by  reason  of  the  King  of  Denmark's  war.  to 
which  the  Hollanders  are  violently  carried ;  however,  the  rumours 
[are  that]  all  eudeavours  are  and  shall  be  used  to  bring  them  to 
our  desires,  for  which  end  I  proposed  that  in  the  meantime  we 
might  at  least  have  just'ce  from  them,  and  such  acts  <  f  amity  as  by 
their  past  alliance  they  were  bound  unto,  such  as  are,  first,  the 
liberty  of  their  ports  to  our  men-of-war  and  the  freedom  of  those 
[sbips]  now  detained  ;  secondly,  liberty  to  sell  our  prizes  here  as  we 
may  do  in  Flanders,  at  least  that  both  sides  may  sell  in  the'r  ports ; 
thirdly,  the  dismission  of  [Walter]  Strickland;  fourthly,  the  per- 
mitting of  arms  and  money  to  be  exporttd  for  the  King  both 
from  hence  and  from  Dunkirk,  with  the  refusal  of  the  same  [con- 
cession] to  the  rebels  ;  fifthly,  an  open  and  public  declaration  of  the 
dislike  of  the  rebels'  late  propositions  sent  to  the  King  [of  England], 
according  as  in  conscience  they  are  bound  to  declare,  thereby  to 
preserve  this  people  from  the  guilt  of  approving  the  rebellion  in 
England  ;  that  in  so  doing  they  should  declare  no  war  against  the 
Parliament,  and  it  would  be  a  great  preparation  for  the  work  in 
hand.  This  the  Prince  of  Orange  seemed  very  much  to  approve  of, 
and  hath  ordered  me  to  prepare  my  papers  in  this  kind  against  the 
time  that  their  [the  Dutch]  Ambassadors  come  from  England,  and 
began  to  ask  me  concerning  the  design,  and  whether  I  had  received 
any  orders  about  it,  for  that  I  told  him  I  should  be  particularly 
instructed  by  the  next  post.  He  likes  this  very  well,  and  D'Estrade 
shall  be  instructed  about  it.  This  was  all  that  pa-sed  since  the 
receipt  of  yours,  besides  that,  for  conclusion,  the  Prince  of  Orange 
would  know  whether,  if  the  Duke  [of  Lorrain]  should  fail  us.  our 
treaty  were  at  an  end.  I  answered,  No,  for  if  the  States  [of 
Holland]  would  be  brought  to  declare  for  the  King  [of  England], 
and  with  shipping  and  in  other  particulars  as  should  be  presented 
to  them  [assist  us],  I  did  not  doubt  but  that  the  King  would  quickly 
subdue  the  rebels,  which  was  the  end  we  pursue  in  this  affair  ;  to 
which  when  he  [the  Prince  of  Orange]  replied  with  more  cheer- 
fulness than  has  been  usual  of  late,  that  all  endeavours  should  be 
used,  I  took  my  leave  of  him.  I  do  [assure]  your  Lordship  there  is 
no  danger  in  discoursing  as  you  find  [advisable]  concerning  the 
[marriage  ]  portion,  for  the  conditions  for  the  Princess  must  be 
proportionable  to  it,  and,  if  other  things  be  accorded,  they  will  be 
solicitous  themselves  to  enlarge  the  portion;  for  that  end  the 
Princess  of  Orange  is  very  civil  to  me,  and  desires  much  the 
business  should  go  on.  I  should  be  instructed  what  to  say  con- 
cerning the  condition  and  habitation  of  the  Princess  before  her 
going  into  England.

He  is  a  valiant  and  faithful  servant  of  his 
Majesty,  and  has  acted  all  that  is  done  for  the  defence  of  Beau- 
maris Castle.  Sir  John  Owen  is  likewise  Governor  of  this  place, 
and  intimates  a  desire  to  have  the  government  of  this  castle,  which 
his  Majesty,  before  any  commission  granted  to  any  of  the  three 
Princes,  had,  upon  high  and  dear  considerations,  passed  over  to  me 
and  my  assigns,  and  which  from  bare  walls  I  have  repaired, 
victualed,  and  supplied  with  ammunition  at  mine  own  charges, 
and  for  which  I  am  more  likely  to  give  his  Majesty  a  good  account 
than  this  gentleman  is,  who  without  my  costs  and  charges  was 
never  able  to  have  repaired  the  town  as  now  it  is,  nor  hath  he  any 
arms  but  what  I  lent  him  to  defend  it.  Colonel  Sandys  can  tell 
you  how  I  set  him  out  from  this  county  to  drive  the  rebels  out  of 
Denbighshire.  But  I  know  not  by  what  means  he  is  much  abated 
of  what  he  was  in  the  esteem  of  these  counties.  I  only  hope  he 
may  give  no  worse  account  to  his  Majesty  than  the  Bishop  of  York 
hath  done  for  these  three  years ;  valour  will  not  do  the  business,  he 
must  have  prudence  arid  experience   withal,  who   will  govern  a 
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country  environed  by  enemies,  and  destitute  of  all  money.  This 
man  professes  openly  he  will  consult  no  man  nor  join  with  any  of 
his  fellows  and  betters,  the  Commissioners  of  Array  in  this  county, 
as  his  predecessors  and  the  two  Princes  have  hitherto  done.  If  the 
King  should  deliver  to  you  any  papers  received  by  this  bearer,  they 
are  copies  of  petitions  which  these  three  counties  have  addressed 
to  the  King  and  Prince  TCupert  upon  some  rumours  which  Sir  John 
Mennes  and  Wyatt,  some  months  ago,  scattered  about.  I  beseech 
you  to  represent  to  the  King  and  Prince  the  effect  of  them,  and  I

[The  Hague.]  letters  of  last  week  are  received,  and  if  so  you  perceive  that  the 
whole  negotiation  here  depends  upon  full  instructions  hj>w  to 
proceed  in  the  particular  treaty  of  the  marriage;  wherein  the 
several  circumstances  being  understood  and  agreed,  it  v/ill  quickly 
appear  what  the  Prince  of  Orange  is  at,  and  willing  to  do  with  the 
States  [of  the  United  Provinces]  for  the  King  [of  England's] 
assistance,  without  the  actual  performance  whereof,  it  is  to  be 
declared  that  the  private  articles  shall  not  be  signed.  For  this 
purpose,  if  the  copies  of  former  treaties  cannot  be  had,  it  were 
necessary  to  set  down  particularly  what  houses  and  what  dowry 
the  Queen  will  prescribe  for  the  [Dutch]  Princess,  and  for  the 
[marriage]  portion,  the  lowest  sum  that  must  be  admitted  of,  with 
the  times  of  payment.  Yet  herein  it  cannot  be  prejudicial  to  leave 
much  unto  debate  here,  it  being  resolved"  that  nothing  shall  be 
concluded  till  the  States  do  fully  declare  in  defence  of  the  King  [of 
England].  Whilst  their  hands  are  busy  against  Denmark,  whi.her 
they  are  now  sending  60  men-of-war  and  6,000  foot,  it  cannot  be 
expected  that  they  should  be  induced  to  supply  the  King  with  any 
forces  presently.  Yet  these  things  following  will  be  in  their  power, 
and  may  be  expected  from  the  Prince  of  Orange's  negotiation  with 
them  as  soon  as  their  Ambassadors  return  [from  England].  State- 
ment of  particulars  [see  Ludlow's  Memoirs].  It  is  apparent  that 
the  King  must  needs  overcome  the  rebels,  if  he  can  but  keep  his 
person  and  the  Prince  [of  Wales]  out  of  their  hands  till  his  friends 
that  are  joined  in  league  with  him  can  send  more  powerful 
assistance.  Though  the  [marriage]  portion  were  as  much  as  was 
demanded  it  would  not  suffice  to  serve  the  King  to  any  effect, 
unless  these  things  mentioned  were  likewise  obtained,  whereby 
London  might  be  impoverished,  which  is  and  will  be  the  fountain 
of  all  this  mischief.  Upon  these  considerations  I  believe  you  may 
approve  what  I  wrote  by  M.  D'Estrade,  and  send  some  orders 
accordingly  for  proceeding  in  the  treaty  of  marriage  apart  from 
other  things.    It  will  be  very  necessary  to  write  to  Sir  Win,  Boswell 
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that,  upon  return  of  the  Holland  Ambassadors,  he  be  instant  with 
the  States  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  former  alliances  with  the 
King.  In  the  meantime,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Prince  of  Orange 
that  the  business  of  shipping  is  without  question  the  sole  thing 
which  ought  to  be  intended  by  the  Queen,  and  might  probably 
restore  the  King's  affairs  again,  though  the  Duke  of  Lorraine's 
voyage  and  the  Prince  of  Orange's  endeavours  should  fail.  The

of  the  sudden  and  positive  demand  which  Hugh  made  me  from  the 
Prince  of  Orange.  It  is  the  overture  of  the  match  [of  the  Dutch 
Princess]  with  [the  Marquis  of]  Brandenburg  revived  and  pursued 
now  these  last  weeks  by  an  express  from  the  Marquis.  [The 
messenger]  returned  last  Wednesday  in  all  haste  with  order  to 
bring  the  Marquis  of  Brandenburg  to  Cleue  [Cleves]  or  thereabouts 
by  the  end  of  this  month,  for  which  purpose  he  said  he  would  ride 
day  and  night.  This  is,  that  you  may  be  assured  of  the  party 
himself  having  discovered  the  whole  business  of  Monsr.  Hemfleet, 
who  with  much  passion  for  the  King's  interest  told  me  what  he 
had  found,  and  afterwards,  as  it  was  concerted  between  us,  made 
the  same  relation  to  the  Princess  of  Orange,  and  said  that  he  had 
it  from  me.  She  was  extremely  amazed,  as  he  says,  how  I  could 
get  knowledge  thereof,  but  in  conclusion  confessed  the  thing.  How 
far  the  business  hath  proceeded  appears  not  yet,  but  by  what  the 
Prince  of  Orange  discovered  last  night  with  me  I  am  confident 
that  nothing  is  done  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Prince  of  Wales's  pre- 
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tensions,  nor  shall  be  if  our  demands  can  be  performed  by  them 
with  ease,  I  say  with  ease,  for  I  cannot  promise  any  violence  and 
hazard  of  ruin  to  effect  it.  Notwithstanding  all  this  I  do  hope, 
vipon  particular  instructions,  to  give  a  better  account  of  the 
business,  however,  it  shall  clearly  appear  that  there  was  perfect 
integrity  on  her  Majesty's  part,  and  that  the  frustration  did  wholly 
owe  itself  to  them,  not  so  much  for  want  of  desire,  for  that  is  not 
to  be  doubted  of,  but  that  they  did  not  endeavour  to  effect  those 
things  which  were  most  reasonable  for  the  King  to  demand,  and 
perhaps  not  impossible  for  them  to  do  in  the  opinion  of  all  that 
shall  come  hereafter  to  examine  what  hath  passed. 

The  Prince  of  Orange,  with  many  testimonies  of  his  great  desire 
of  the  honour  of  it,  fell  to  speak  of  the  Garter,  and  in  sum  pro- 
fessed how  glorious  an  addition  it  will  be  to  him  and  his  son,  and 
if  it  may  be  sent  by  the  beginning  of  this  campaign,  that  his  son, 
who  hath  the  honour  to  be  allied  to  the  King  [of  England],  will 
think  himself,  as  long  as  he  lives,  much  honoured  in  wearing  that 
Order  after  the  manner  that  it  is  worn  in.  England,  wherein  he 
was  very  particular  in  describing  the  several  marks  used,  and 
gave  me  an  account  of  his;  own  election  to  that  Order,  which  was 
managed  with  so  much  insolency  by  the  Ambassador  [Sir  Dudley] 
Carlton,  that  it  is  easy  to  collect  what  was  the  cause  of  his  not 
wearing  it  at  first,  and  because  not  at  first,  never  since ;  he  added 
likewise  that  Henry  IVth  wore  it  always.  He  odviseth  that  a 
letter  should  be  written  from  the  King  after  the  visual  manner 
under  the  signet  to  the  States  [General],  wherein  his  Majesty  may 
be  pleased  to  express  the  honour  he  hath  done  his  son-in-law ;  such 
a  letter  was  written  concerning  Prince  Maurice  and  himself,  and  is 
to  be  kept  by  the  States;  this  ought  to  be  presented  by  Sir  Win, 
Boswell  if  no  Ambassador  be  here,  and  after  that  either  a  herald, 
with  the  robes  and  the  Order,  should  be  sent  with  Sir  W.  Boswell 
into  the  field,  where  it  may  be  done  with  more  triumph,  as  he  says, 
or  in  sending  [it]  to  Sir  W.  Boswell  an  excuse  may  be  made  for 
deferring  the  formalities  and  the  Order  [be]  worn  presently.  I  told 
the  Prince  that  I  hoped  after  the  return  of  the  Dutch  Ambassadors 
our  affairs  here  would  be  in  so  good  a  condition  that  it  would  be 
necessary  for  Lord  Jermyn  to  appear  here  as  Ambassador,  not  only 
to  present  that  but  to  conclude  all  other  affairs  which  he  said  he 
hoped,  and  that  now  in  short  time  we  should  see  what  was  to  be 
expected  from  hence,  with  which  after  many  kind  promises  he 
ended.  Since  my  writing  this  letter  I  have  been  with  the  Priuce 
of  Orange,  where  I  find  such  coldness  and  objections,  now  that  the 
portion  is  like  to  be  accorded,  against  the  whole  business,  public 
and  private,  that  I  believe  what  I  write  has  taken  place  and  our 
business  is  at  an  end.

Paris.  Ambassador,  21  and  20  March.  All  your  letters  that  way  are  very 
long  [in  coming].  We  perceive  by  them  that  some  of  ours  go  in 
ten  clays,  therefore  your  messenger  may  be  faulty.  I  had  another 
from  you  to-day  of  4th  April  [old  style]  sent  me  by  G.  Martin; 
you  will  do  well  to  continue  to  write  by  that  way.  There  is  in  it 
only  the  proposition  for  the  Duke  of  York's  going  to  Ireland,  to 
which  the  Queen  [Henrietta  Maria],  not  being  yet  well  enough 
to  speak  of  business,  desires  you  to  stay  till  next  week  for  her 
resolution  ;  she  is  now  recovered  of  all  but  weakness  ;  a  little  cough 
and  looseness  regain,  but  neither  are  of  danger  or  trouble.  You 
say  that  if  the  Queen  could  have  been  in  estate  to  have  sent  the 
King  any  money,  [or]  if  her  ship  had  come  in  time,  that  would  have 
kept  her  from  the  want,  she  spake  of,  induced  by  the  stop  [of 
supplies]  ;  the  credit  that  would  have  been  raised  by  the  return 
of  the  ship  would  certainly  have  enabled  her  to  have  sent  some ; 
so  the  thing  is  true  she  might  have  sent,  and  yet  that  did  not 
necessarily  keep  her  from  wanting  in  the  meantime,  and  truly  she 
was  reduced  to  pawn  some  little  things  for  her  present  supply,  but 
you  shall  hear  no  more  of  this  matter.  She'  was  promised  some 
other  ways  of  supplying  the  King,  upon  which  were  also  built  the 
assurances  you  received  from  her  in  which  she  hath  been  delayed 
beyond  expectation,  and  what  will  yet  be  the  issue  is  not  to  be 
known.  M.  Haesdonck  she  hath  fouricl  means  at  last  to  send 
away.  I  hope  he  has  before  this  arrived.  He  hath  good  pro- 
portions of  arms  and  ammunition,  and  I  know  not  yet  what.  I 
send  you  Dr.  Goff's  letters  of  this  week,  by  which  you  will  see,  and 
by  those  of  the  last  [transmission],  what  hopes  there  are  of  his 
negotiation.  The  next  week  will  absolutely  determine  the  Duke 
of  Lorraine's  resolution.  The  way  proposed  by  the  Prince  of 
Orange  of  treating  the  marriage  apart,  and  all  the  other  matters  by 
themselves,  ought  to  find  no  difficulty  on  our  part  for  he  doth  not 
expect,  no  more  is  it  reasonable  or  possible  that  we  should,  that 
anything  be  concluded  in  the  marriage  until  we  have  our  reckoning 
in  the  rest.  The  Queen  doth  therefore  desire  that  the  King  would 
send  to  her  with  all  the  speed  he  can  particular  instructions  for 
this  treaty  of  the  marriage,  wherein  there  may  be  only  such  things 
as,  according  to  their  fancy  in  Holland,  for  so  they  have  expressed 
it,  pertain  to  a  treaty  of  marriage,  as  demands  of  portion,  assurance 
of  jointure,  and  what  houses  will  be  comprised  in  that  jointure, 
how  her  own  house  shall  be  settled,  what  officers  she  shall  have, 
and  if  you  please  to  send  a  project  of  something  in  this  kind, 
it  will  be  very  necessary,  and  in  the  meantime  they  shall  be 
entertained  from  hence  -with  assurances  that  these  things  are 
coming,  and  that  if  we  can  agree  in  others,  there  can  be  no  difficulty 
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in  these.  The  proposition  for  the  execution  which  you  will  find  in 
Dr.  Goff's  letters  is  undoubtedly  a  great  and  usef  ul  design,  and  if 
we  could  by  this  marriage  bring  that  about,  and  a  conjunction  of 
France  and  Holland  with  the  King,  [and]  that  should  be  accompanied 
but  with  those  advantages  that  inevitably  flow  out  of  such  a  con- 
junction, it  would  be  a  foundation  laid  against  all  possibility  of 
ruining  this  cause,  and  it  would  certainly  give  us  time  and 
breath  to  overcome  at  last,  even  if  the  present  great  helps  of  forces 
from  either  of  them  or  the  means  of  passing  the  Duke  of  Lorraine 
should  fail,  for  I  must  confess  by  the  last  despatch  I  am  less  con- 
fident of  his  intentions  than  I  was ;  I  make  you  all  this  discourse  to 
the  end  you  should  see,  that  I  conceive  though  the  present  fruits 
[which]  were  expected  from  this  negotiation  are  not  in  good  hopes 
as  I  thought  them  heretofore,  yet  the  treaty  in  these  more  remote 
ones  is  to  be  continued,  and  the  news  of  this  week  doth  much 
encourage  me  in  this  opinion,  for  I  find  all  things  in  England  to  be 
in  another  kind  of  posture  than  a  month  ago,  which  I  look  on  with 
comfort ;  the  reputation  of  our  affairs  is  increased  to  that  point, 
that  if  we  decline  not  I  should  not  despair  that  they  might  be 
willing  here  to  proceed  in  the  conjunction,  and  that  would  cer- 
taily  bring  in  the  States  [of  the  United  Provinces].  The  only 
reason  why  they  here  are  so  little  disposed  to  it  is  the  apprehension 
of  the  Parliament's  ships,  believing  that  [to  be]  the  only  power 
able  to  trouble  them  in  their  designs,  but  if  our  design  for  our 
[alliance]  in  Holland  could  be  gone  through  with,  that  might 
perchance  be  the  greatest  inducement  here  of  any  other  to  embark 
them  in  our  affairs,  for  which  purpose  I  desire  to  know  your 
opinion  in  one  particular.  There  must  go  on  our  part  50,000 
pistoles  to  the  setting  forth  of  this  expedition.  If  we  should  [be 
able]  to  get  the  money  here  I  would  know  whether  you  would 
choose  to  have  it  employed  to  that  effect  or  sent  to  you.  We  hear 
nothing  yet  of  our  tin  stayed  at  Falmouth,  there  are  496  blocks. 
Pray  remember  to  send  an  order  to  Sir  Nicholas  Crispe  and  others 
who  may  be  concerned  in  it  to  deliver  it  to  any  whom  the  Queen 
shall  appoint  to  receive  it,  if  before  she  send  they  can  have  no 
good  occasion  to  send  it.  This  bearer,  Sir  Wra,  Davenant,  is  in- 
finitely faithful  to  the  King's  cause  ;  he  hath  been  lately  in  Holland, 
so  that  he  met  there  with  the  knowledge  of  our  treaty,  so  that  it 
was  neither  possible  nor  needful  to  conceal  it  from  him.  The 
treaty  of  the  marriage  and  the  proposition  [for  alliance]  he  knows, 
but  the  design  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine  he  does  not ;  of  the  other 
two  he  will  speak  to  you,  but  charge  him  with  secrecy,  for  the 
Queen  does  still  desire  the  business  of  the  marriage  may  not  be 
divulged,  and  the  other  is  destroyed  if  yet  it  should  take  wind. 
Pray  if  Davenant  have  need  of  your  favour  in  anything  use  him 
very  kindly  for  my  sake,  and  let  him  know  [who]  conjured  you  to 
do  so.

The  Committees  of  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland  to  the 
Penrith.  Committee  and  Commissioners  of  both  kingdoms,  and  to  his 
Excellency  the  Lord  General  Leven,  commanding  the  Scottish 
forces  at  Newcastle.  We  have  received  your  letters  of  the  21st 
present  by  Lieut.-Col.  Halsey  and  Mr.  Rowe,  in  which  we  find  such 
expressions  of  your  care  and  favour  towards  these  two  poor 
exhausted  counties,  and  in  particular  to  ourselves,  that  we  are 
constrained  to  return  you  all  humble  thanks,  and  shall  express  the 
same  in  our  actions  so  far  as  lies  in  our  power.  We  have  taken 
into  consideration  your  Lordships'  motion,  and  resolve  to  under- 
take the  siege  of  Carlisle,  in  regard  the  country  is  far  more 
willing  to  undergo  that  service  than  to  pay  the  Scots'  forces. 
We  are  confident  to  be  able  to  perform  it,  having  agreed  to 
brino1  to  the  leaguer  3,000  foot  and  about  600  horse,  whereof 
1,000  foot  and  200  horse  to  be  furnished  by  Westmoreland 
and  the  rest  by  Cumberland.  They  shall  be  drawn  thither  by 
Wednesday  sennight,  but  we  desire  that  some  of  the  Scottish  horse 
may  be  continued  there  before  Carlisle  until  the  whole  country 
forces  be  laid  down  there.  The  rather  because  the  enemy  appears 
to  have  a  considerable  strength  of  horse  having  lately  sallied  out 
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with  260  as  we  are  informed,  which  being  so  well  appointed  as 
they  are,  may  upon  all  occasions  be  able  to  master  the  Cumberland 
horse,  until  nearer  approaches  be  made  by  the  foot.  "We  have  two 
more  requests  to  offer.  That  when  the  Scots'  horse  shall  be  with- 
drawn they  may  be  ordered  not  to  march  through  Westmoreland, 
lest  it  occasion  new  commotions  there  and  endanger  the  deserting 
of  the  siege  by  the  Westmoreland  men,  and  so  expose  all  to  ruin  ; 
the  other  is  that  either  the  Lord  General  Leven  or  Fairfax  may  be 
earnestly  dealt  with  to  send  some  horse  to  lie  near  Skipton  and 
Bolton  to  keep  in  the  enemy  there,  they  having  strong  parties  of 
horse,  and  may  otherwise  infest  and  disturb  Westmoreland  and  so 
hinder  this  service.  Upon  his  Excellency's  and  your  Honours' 
declaration,  and  these  resolutions,  the  tumult  of  the  country  people 
in  Westmoreland  is  appeased,  and  we  hope  their  diligence  in  this 
service  will  partly  qualify  their  former  distemperature  and  much 
conduce  to  the  ease  and  safety  of  both  these  counties.

I  received  together  with  your  letter  a 
double  comfort,  both  the  assurance  of  your  recovery  from  a 
dangerous  sickness  and  of  my  continuing  to  hold  that  place  in  your 
good  opinion,  wherewith  I  have  ever  considered  myself  so  much 
honoured ;  to  these  I  may  add  another,  the  hope  I  have  shortly  to 
enjoy  your  Lordship's  much  longed  for  conversation,  where  you 
may  ease  my  oppressed  thoughts  of  a  burden  which  has  grown  too 
unwieldy  for  them  any  longer  to  bear.  For  the  present  I  shall 
only  inform  you  of  the  condition  of  this  place  with  which  I  desire 
you  to  acquaint  his  Majesty,  and  the  necessity  there  is  for  a  speedy 
and  powerful  relief.  I  know  it  is  usual  for  men  to  exaggerate  the 
importance  of  those  places  where  their  commands  lie,  but  this  place, 
without  any  such  self-partiality,  I  would  urge  stands  unrivalled  in 
relation  to  his  Majesty's  affairs,  both  in  this  kingdom  and  Ireland, 
as  drawing  with  it  all  Wales,  Lancashire,  with  the  north  of  England, 
and  what  supplies  the  King  can  expect  either  out  of  Ireland  or 
Scotland.  The  two  Princes  [Rupert  and  Maurice]  having  united 
their  forces  and  relieved  Beeston  Castle,  were  earnestly  entreated 
by  me  to  clear  this  country,  before  they  departed,  of  those  petty 
garrisons  which  infested  Chester,  but  other  considerations  at  that 
time  hindered  the  effecting  of  it,  and  therefore  with  a  promise  that 
the  army  should  continue  within  a  [moderate]  distance,  till  Chester 
were  furnished  both  with  victuals  and  ammunition,  I  was  contented 
to  return  and  undertake  the  government  of  that  garrison,  but  the 
business  of  Hereford  intervening  Prince  Rupert  was  suddenly  called 
away  before  either  ammunition  or  victual  could  be  brought  into 
Chester,  and  together  with  his  Highness  marched  away  the  re- 
mainder of  the  old  Irish  regiments  with  some  other  horse  and  foot 
to  the  number  of  at  least  1,200,  so  that  I  was  left  in  the  town 
with  only  a  garrison  of  citizens  and  my  own  and  Colonel  Mostiti's 
regiments,  which  both  together  made  not  above  600  men,  whereof 
one  half,  being  Mostin's  men,  I  was  forced  soon  after  to  send  out 
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of  town,  finding  them  by  reason  of  their  officers,  who  were  ignorant 
Welsh  gentlemen,  and  unwilling  to  undergo  any  strict  duty,  far 
more  prejudicial  to  us  than  useful.  The  rebels  finding  the  Prince 
retreated  with  his  army,  and  the  country  emptied  of  all  soldiers, 
but  such  as  were  necessiiry  for  keeping  the  garrisons,  returned  with 
all  their  forces  to  block  up  Chester  on  all  sides,  which  ever  since 
they  have  continued,  and  withal  laid  siege  to  Hawarden  Castle. 
The  Welsh,  though  they  have  men  for  number  and  arms  sufficient 
to  beat  the  rebels  out  of  Wales,  yet  either  will  not  or  dare  not  stir, 
notwithstanding  the  many  orders  I  have  sent  them.  The  truth  is 
that  so  long  as  that  cursed  Commission  of  Array,  or  at  least  such 
Commissioners  as  are  put  into  it,  have  any  power  there,  the  King 
must  expect  no  good  out  of  North  Wales,  and  I  am  confident  were 
it  not  for  the  castles,  which  are  well  provided  both  with  men, 
victual,  and  ammunition,  that  country  would  have  long  since  taken 
p;ut  with  [Sir  Wm.]  Brereton  and  [Sir  Thos.]  Middleton.  Thus 
you  see  I  am  left  in  a  condition  neither  to  offend  others  nor  defend 
myself,  if  pressed  by  a  considerable  army  of  the  enemy,  which  I  am 
advertised  now  is  advancing  towards  me,  the  Scots  being  invited 
by  the  Ordinance  of  Parliament,  which  gives  them  Chester  if  they 
can  win  it,  to  join  with  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  forces  ;  besides 
this,  if  speedy  relief  come  not,  the  want  of  gunpowder  will  be 
sufficient  to  blow  me  up  there,  there  being  not  full  18  barrels  in 
store,  neither  any  public  magazine  of  victual  nor  money  for  public 
service.

37.  Dr.  [Stephen]  Goff  to  Henry  Lord  Jermyn.  Since  the 
receipt  of  yours  I  am  confirmed  in  what  I  wrote  last  from  Graffier 
Muis  concerning  the  resolutions  of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  that  though 
there  have  been  overtures  made  from  [the  Marquis  of]  Brandenburg, 
yet  if  the  Prince  of  Wales  may  be  obtained  for  [Orange's]  daughter 
they  will  not  be  hearkened  unto.  It  is  not  probable  any  treaty 
has  been  begun  upon  these  [overtures]  how[soever]  that  reserve 
may  have  slackened  the  adventures  for  this  of  the  Priuce  of  Wales; 
for  as  soon  as  I  had  given  in  the  extract  of  my  letters,  which  was 
most  greedily  called  for,  the  conclusion  was  that  to  gain  time 
JMr.  de  Zulicum  should  draw  the  project  of  a  treaty  in  articles  on 
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both  sides,  according  to  the  particulars  wherein  I  shall  be  instructed 
within  7  days,  as  your  letters  to  him  and  to  me  promise.  It  is 
expected  that  before  the  Prince  of  Orange's  going  from  hence,  which 
is  like  to  be  within  few  days,  an  assurance  may  be  given  him 
that  the  treaty  will  proceed  well,  and  the  effecting  of  their  designs 
depend  only  upon  the  effects  of  the  public,  without  which  the  King 
and  they  will  have  small  comfort  of  the  business.  There  is  now  or 
never  something  to  be  done  upon  this  -  State  by  means  of  the 
excellent  and  clear  relations  which  their  [the  Dutch]  Ambassadors 
do  make  both  in  private  and  public  in  the  King's  behalf.  I  have 
hitherto  found  as  good  success  of  this  as  can  be  wished,  besides  that 
which  is  already  written  of  the  marriage.

business.  The  States  must  not  by  any  means  be  acquainted  with 
the  business,  and  therefore  the  course  must  be,  under  pretence  of 
some  service  for  France,  to  hire  the  ships  of  merchants  here  which 
the  Prince  of  Orange  will  give  quick  order  for  when  it  shall  be 
requisite.  The  [Prince]  says  he  will  write  that  which  shall  en- 
courage them  in  it,  and  [tlnvt  he]  often  wished  that  his  zeal  and 
affection  might  form  a  lending  example  to  others,  and  that  it  should 
not  be  wanting  [in  this  instance].  It  is  much  feared  the  hiring  of 
Holland  ships  in  France  may  give  such  an  alarm  to  the  Parliament 
[at  Westminster]  that  all  French  ports  will  be  presently  beset, 
besides  if  there  be  numbers  sufficient  the  way  were  by  force  to 
constrain  them  at  the  instant,  and  not  to  send  beforehand  about  it. 
Upon  information  that  the  rebels  [in  England]  intend  a  defensive 
war  only,  the  Prince  of  Orange  said  he  was  very  glad  of  it,  for  then 
if  the  King  could  preserve  himself  until  he  could  by  sea  do  some- 
thing upon  them  and  their  London  trade,  they  would  be  instantly 
ruined,  and  from  thence  added  [some  words  here  obliterated]  And 
this  was  the  sum  of  that  discourse.  This  day  I  visited  Burrell, 
who  makes  many  protestations  of  persuing  their  Maje.-ties'  affairs 
here  in  such  a  manner  that  he  considers  not  what  he  suffers  by  it. 
I  have  given  him  a  paper  specifying  the  things  desired  of  this 
State,  such  as  they  [the  Dutch]  may  do  without  declaring  war 
against  the  rebels  of  England,  and  in  justice  they  are  bound  to  do, 
being  allied  to  the  King  already,  such  as  with  the  concurrence  of 
France  they  are  now  sought  to  perforin  in  a  new  league  with  his 
Majesty,  wherein  nothing  is  demanded  of  them  but  what  within 
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these  4  years  by  their  Ambassadors  in  England  they  have  offered 
to  his  Majesty.     [M.  Burrell]  approves  of  every  particular,  and  I 
am  assured  will  labour  more  effectually  than  any  creature  their 
Majesties  have  of  their  own.     Within  a  very  short  time  will  appear 
the  utmost  we  can  hope  from  this  place,  for  if  either  the  Committee 
[of  the  States  General]  should  be  refused,  and  the  Prince  of  Orange 
as  I  hear  has  some  doubt  of  it,  or,  if  being  settled,  nothing  should 
be  resolved   by  it,  which   may  invite  Frtinoe  to  send  their  Ambas- 
sadors and  join  with  them  [the   Dutch],   it  is  evident  that  new 
counsels  must  be  sought,  and   that  the  King  is  not  to  linger  away 
his  crown  here,  only,  whatever  the  event  be,  some  means  must  be 
used  [to  obtain  money],  which  is  nowhere  to  be  had   [except  here]  ; 
but  if  the  event  of  this  Committee  for  England  be  presently  to 
grant  us  liberty  of  their  ports  to  sell  prizes,  to  hire  ships,  to  buy 
arms  and  ammunition  here  and  to  carry  them  out  of  Dunkirk,  to 
grant  letters  of  reprisal  to  those  Hollanders  who  may  require  them 
against  the  [English]  Parliament,  and  after  these  things  by  inviting 
France  to  [join]  them  make  a  league  offensive  and  defensive  as 
we   de.sire,  I  suppose  it  will   be  seasonable  for  Lord   Jermyn  to 
appear  in  this    place    and  conclude  the    marriage,  the  conditions 
whereof  will  be  very  honourable  whatever  little  [marriage]  portion 
they  give  or  how  great  conditions  soever  they  obtain  for  the  young 
Prince,  for  certainly  by  it  the  crown  will  be  restored,  and  therefore 
I  hope  the  whole  business  will  be  referred  to  their  disposal  except 
only  the  conclusion  and  signing,  which  must  not  be  until  the  effects 
of  the  public  tieaty  be  obtained.     All  this    will  3'et  appear  more 
reasonable  if  the   Duke   [of  Lorraine]  proceed  in  his  voyage,  but 
though  that  vanish,  as  I  fear  it  wiil,  yet  there  is  more  substance  in 
this  triple  alliance  if  it  may  be  gotten  than  in    any  other  counsel 
in  the  world.     I  could  now  wish  the  Order  of  the  Garter  with  the 
hei  ;ild  and  robes  aud  letters  were  come.     The  young  Prince  is  very 
worthy  of  all  honour  and  kindness  from  their  Majesties,  and  grows 
a  very  proper  and  lovely  person,  as  does  Mademoiselle,  more  now 
than  at  first,  perhaps  difficulty  adds  beauty,  but  truly  she  has  a 
perfect  good  shape,  white  skin,  excellently  well-fashioned  hands, 
neck,  and  breast,  the  face  is  not  ill  [indeed],  all  but  very  good  for 
many  proportions  there.     To-morrow  the  young  Prince  and  all  the 
horse  take  the  field.

only  to  your  Lordship  but  to  all  the  world.  It  is  not  possible  that 
any  creature  can  be  more  industrious  than  [the  Lord  of  ]  Hemfleet  is 
now.  Before  this  time  I  believe  your  Lordship  hath  received  letters 
from  the  Queen  concerning  the  honour  of  a  baron[age]  for  his  son, 
Charles  Henry  de  Kirkhoven,  by  Lady  [Katherine]  Stanhope,  [widow 
of  Sir  Henry  Stanhope].  [She  desires]  that  he  maybe  created  Lord 
Wotton,  and  be  called  by  that  name  ;  this  is  represented  to  your 
Lordship  as  the  thing  in  the  world  most  desired  by  them  both,  that 
so  in  the  issue  of  the  eldest  daughter  the  name  and  family  of  Lord 
Wotton  may  be  continued,  for  which  they  have  already  taken  care 
to  provide  a  honourable  subsistence.

There  came  by  way 
of  the  west  two  days  since  a  copy  of  that  order  for  the  tin  which  I 
at  first  desired,  but  it  arrived  there  too  late,  so  that  the  stay  occa- 
sioned the  disorder  we  have  so  often*  complained  of.  It  is  during 
pleasure  only,  which  is  well,  so  that  there  be  no  alteration  without 
advertising  the  Queen  in  time,  for  if  again  she  should  send  a  ship 
and  money,  and  not  have  the  tin  delivered,  the  same  inconveniences 
would  happen  again.  Sir  N.  Crisp  advises  that  at  the  end  of  this 
month  there  will  be  a  proportion  for  4,000?.,  which  the  Queen 
intends  to  send  for  in  a  Holland  man-of-war,  and  so  hereafter  for 
all  that  shall  be  to  be  had,  by  which  the  country  will  be  constantly 
supplied  with  money  for  their  tin,  and  the  King  will  have  his 
profits  both  of  the  pre-emption  and  customs  duly  paid  to  him,  which 
I  desire  you  to  assure  the  Lord  Treasurer  [Cottington]  of,  but  I 
cannot  write  to  him.  It  [will]  be  easy  for  him  to  be  informed  how 
many  blocks  and  of  what  weight  we  received,  and  I  do  assure  him 
ho  shall  have  a  just  account  of  the  King's  pre-emption  and  customs, 
and  further  profit  (as  that  of  consideration)  shall  also  be  accounted 
for,  and  this  I  am  sure  is  the  best  course.  I  send  you  Dr.  Goffs 
despatch,  by  which  you  will  see  the  condition  of  his  affairs,  [which] 
may  be  our  success  with  the  arrival  of  their  [the  Holland]  Ambas- 
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sadors,  who  perhaps  will  have  some  credit  with  their  masters  [which] 
will  open  a  way  to  more  possibility  of  drawing  them  to  a  declaration 
than  hath  yet  appeared,  and  therefore,  though  things  have  little 
answered  what  was  expected,  we  ought  to  have  a  little  more 
patience,  especially  there  being  some  hope  of  getting  money.  If 
you  remember,  when  the  Duke  D'Espernon  lent  the  King  the  money 
in  England,  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  to  put  that  sum  into  the 
comptoir  of  Holland,  for  the  Duke  to  engage  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
unto  this  the  Queen  did  secure  him  by  jewels  she  left  in  his  hands  ; 
some  hope  there  is  by  the  industry  of  Sir  W.  Godolphin,  who  merits 
infinitely  of  the  King,  that  this  money  may  be  again  lent  by  the 
Duke  ;  if  that  be  brought  about,  the  Duke  releasing  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  who  is  his  security,  the  jewels  will  return  to  the  Queen, 
and  will  I  hope  find  20,000  pistoles,  which  would  be  a  thing  of  infinite 
consequence.  The  affairs  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  I  fear,  will  fail ; 
next  week  undoubtedly  we  shall  have  the  last  resolution.  If  it  do 
we  must  endeavour  to  get  here  the  money  that  expedition  would 
have  cost  them,  or  part  of  it,  which  is  fitter  to  be  hoped,  for  it  is 
not  likely  we  shall  have  it  all,  because  in  the  passing  of  the  Duke 
away  they  did  their  own  business  as  much  as  ours.  All  the  news 
this  week  out  of  England  is  cheerful.  I  must  confess  if  we  abroad 
had  been  fortunate  in  any  degree  near  to  that  you  have  been  at 
home  we  could  not  have  failed  of  being  suddenly  happy.  There  is 
this  day  arrived  a  gentleman  from  Prince  Rupert  to  fetch  his  brother 
Edward  into  England  ;  what  the  Queen  will  advise  in  that  par- 
ticular I  do  not  yet  know.  Here  is  Col.  Sandys,  who  killed 
Ch.  Price  ;  he  hath  earnestly  desired  the  Queen's  letter  to  the  King 
for  his  pardon,  and  with  those  letters  would  have  returned  home.

Here  upon,  Friday  last,  they  continued  their  report 
before  the  States  General  en  corps,  and  after  in  the  like  manner 
before  those  of  Holland  for  three  hours'  space  in  such  a  method 
and  with  such  clearness  for  the  King's  advantage  that  no  subject  of 
his  could  plead  it  better.     The  effect  of  this  hath  been  the  satis- 
faction of  most  of  them,  and  the  silencing  of  those  that  were  most 
opposed.     M.  Burrell  has  since  gone  to  his  town,  Amsterdam,  there 
to  repeat  what  he  has  done,  and  on  Thursday  next  he  returns  to 
pursue  the  work  here,  in  which  it  seems  to  me  by  the  manner  of 
their  proceedings,  they  intend  to  perish  themselves  or  his  Majesty 
shall  prosper.     M.  Muis,  the  secretary,  is  as  industrious  as  can  be 
desired,  but  I  fear  he  may  think  it  long  ere  he  find  some  fruit  of 
his  labours ;  at  all  events  that  person  is  to  be  retained,  for  whether 
we  obtain  the  league  or  not  it  is  apparent  that  ships  will  be  always 
needful   and  the  use   of  their  ports   and  arms,  to   all  which   his 
[the  Secretary  Muis's]  concurrence  is    of  great   importance.     The 
Princess  is  now  of  a  temper  much  different  from  that  she  was 
lately  in.

May  [Col.  Francis]  Russell  was  voted  by  the  Commons  to  be 
Governor  of  the  Isle  of  Ely,  yet  to  be  subordinate  to  a  Committee 
that  the  Parliament  [at  Westminster]  shall  place  there.  This  place 
was  said  to  be  the  key  of  the  Associated  counties,  and  therefore

divers  of  the  best  farmers  having  been  necessitated  to  give  up  their 
farms  into  their  landlords'  hands,  who  while  these  pressures  last  are 
no  way  able  to  stock  them — Answer.  This  Committee  has  no  power  to 
dispose  of  money.  2nd.  That  many  of  the  troopers  now  reduced 
under  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax  havo  been  quartered  there  since  Christmas 
upon  free  quarter.  They  desire  that  allowance  for  quarters  may  be 
made  out  of  Fairfax's  Ordinance,  the  money  accruing  out  of  the  said 
tax  which  petitioners  are  no  way  able  to  pay.  Bepresent  that  these 
quarters  come  to  much  more  than  their  proportion  in  that  Ordinance, 
besides  many  are  indebted  for  money  borrowed  to  buy  provisions  for 
their  quarters. — Answer.  This  2nd  clause  is  to  be  reported  to  the 
House  of  Commons.  3rd.  That  except  they  have  relief  in  the  premises, 
they  see  no  possibility  for  the  country  to  pay  the  taxes  which  monthly 
are  laid  npon  them,  being  2,2812.  at  least,  besides  the  4,0002.  charged 
on  them  for  the  Scots'  advance,  which  being  all  now  rated  and 
accordingly  demanded,  no  other  answer  can  be  received  from  many, 
but  that  they  have  no  money  nor  any  [effects]  out  of  which  to  raise  it, 
most  of  which  [assertion]  we  see  to  be  true.  Many  of  the  troopers  of 
Dalbier's  regiment  are  returned  into  the  county  to  the  intolerable 
burden  of  the  inhabitants.

53.  Henry  Lord  Jermyn  to  George  Lord  Digby.     The  Queen  has 
written  to  the  King  by  this  bearer,  Col.  Fitz-Williams,  with  her 
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own  hand.  It  is  the  first  time  she  has  been  able  to  use  her  pen 
since  her  sickness,  which  is  now  totally  gone.  She  refers  the  King 
to  me  for  several  things.  I  shall  begin  with  that  which  concerns 
this  bearer,  who  is  a  brave  man  and  has  served  in  the  wars  of  this 
country  with  great  reputation.  He  persuades  himself  that  if  the 
peace  be  made  in  Ireland  that  he  will  be  able  to  raise  there  for  the 
King  and  bring  into  England  10,000  or  12,000  men  upon  the  con- 
ditions that  you  will  find  here  enclosed,  signed  by  the  Queen,  which 
he  desired  her  Majesty  should  sign  for  this  end,  that  the  King 
might  see  it  was-  her  opinion  that  the  King  upon  this  design  of  his 
should  sign  some  others  to  him  to  the  same  effect;  so  that  yon  are 
to  keep  the  paper  signed  by  the  Queen,  and  to  propose  to  the  King 
the  signing  of  something  to  the  same  effect,  if  he  approve  oF  the 
business,  which  the  Queen  believes  he  will  find  cause  to  do,  being, 
by  the  opinion  of  many  others  knowing  in  the  affair's  of  Ireland, 
induced  to  believe  so  more  than  by  the  confidence  of  his  under- 
takings, which  yet  may  pass  for  some  ground,  he  having  upon 
several  occasions  already,  both  for  the  raising  and  recruiting  of 
those  troops  with  which  he  has  served  this  State,  found  himself 
very  willingly  followed  by  his  countrymen.  You  will  observe  part 
of  his  demands  to  consist  of  a  considerable  body  of  horse,  that 
must  meet  at  the  place  agreed  on  for  his  landing.  The  Marquis  of 
Newcastle  being  here,  and  acquainted  with  this  proposition,  and 
foreseeing  the  landing  can  only  be  towards  the  north  in  Lancashire, 
hath  believed  he  might  not  be  an  improper  person  for  the  conduct 
of  this  body  of  horse  to  this  conjunction,  and  believes  further  that, 
the  stage  for  it  being  among  his  friends,  he  may  serve  usefully  in  it. 
How  reasonably  this  is  imagined  cannot  be  determined  here,  for  it 
must  rest  upon  the  disposition  that  the  King's  troops  in  general 
will  be  in  when  the  resolution  for  this  particular  shall  be  taken,  to 
determine  whether  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle  or  any  other  may  be 
fit  for  the  charge  of  conducting  a  body  of  horse  to  this  conjunction 
with  the  Colonel,  in  case  the  King  thinks  fit  to  set  forward  the 
business,  and  that  he  [Fitz-Williams]  be  so  fortunate  as  to  go 
through  with  it.  The  Queen  approves  of  [it],  but  not  as  a  thing  to 
be  much  relied  on,  for  it  is  a  great  thing  that  will  remain  to  be  done 
on  the  Colonel's  part,  if  the  King  should  be  able  on  his  to  comply 
with  all  the  demands,  which  the  Queen  believes  his  Majesty  ho  no 
estate  for  ;  neither  doth  she  think  they  are  demanded  so  much  in 
hope  to  having  them  performed,  as  that  the  promise  should  give 
him  means  in  Ireland  the  better  to  bring  about  undertakings,  but 
rather  as  that  which  when  it  shall  fail,  if  it  disappoint  no  other 
enterprise  of  the  same  kind  more  like  to  produce  the  effects  aimed 
at  in  this,  which  she  hopes  you  will  have  a  care  of,  [as  it]  can  be  of 
no  inconvenience,  and  therefore  adviseth  you  to  consider  it  very 
seriously.  Whatever  be  resolved  on,  let  the  Colonel  have  all  sorts 
of  satisfaction  as  a  man  fully  deserving  it  and  zealously  affected  to 
the  King's  service.  If  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle  should  be  thought 
fit  to  have  the  charge  of  any  troops  appointed  to  join  with  those 
the  Colonel  shall  bring,  he  is  well  content  all  should  fall  under  the 
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Marquis's  command,  and  himself  to  command  under  him,  but  if  any 
other  the  Colonel  must  have  the  chief  command.  I  have  just 
received  several  letters  from  Holland,  which  I  will  send  you  in  a 
few  da\  s  by  express,  for  we  grow  very  near  the  conclusion  of  all  our 
expectation  there.  What  will  be  the  issue,  though  near  as  we  are, 
no  man  can  tell ;  and  the  knowledge  of  it  is  no  more  of  moment  in 
that  point,  which  heretofore  was  to  be  considered  in  it,  how  much 
influence  it  was  to  have  in  the  swaying  towards  an  accommodation 
or  to  the  continuance  of  the  war  [in  England],  for  it  seems  the  lot 
is  cast  as  to  that  matter  ;  and  if  we  save  not  ourselves  with  our 
swords,  there  is  little  other  hope  of  doing  it.  The  knowledge  of  it 
would  be  of  use  in  another  respect,  for  if  the  issue  were  to  be  a 
declaration  of  the  States  [of  Holland],  to  which  would  follow  that 
of  France,  there  would  be  in  it  such  a  reserve  of  help  and  so  solid  a 
foundation  of  strength  to  carry  through  with  this  war  as  there 
would  be  less  necessity  of  exposing  the  fortune  of  ifc  to  frequent 
hazards  ;  the  game  might  be  more  securely  played,  whereas  if  now 
we  saw  ourselves  totally  without  hope  of  this  support,  may  [be] 
that  would  demand  more  sudden  and  less  secure  trials  than  else  we 
should  have  cause  to  attempt ;  for  this  cause  it  is  a  great  affliction 
to  me  that  I  cannot  as  soon  as  I  would  give  you  that  which  might 
be  some  guide  to  your  counsels.  Pray  believe  it  is  not  my  fault, 
since  I  am  not  without  the  apprehension  of  the  use  you  might 
make  of  it,  as  you  see,  and  that  upon  my  word  I  am  not  negligent 
in  it,  which  I  desire  you  to  represent  to  the  King.  The  business  of 
the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  is  not  in  the  same  state  with  the  rest,  [nor] 
are  our  hopes  of  money  here,  for  till  we  end  or  break  with  the  Duke, 
the  passing  over  of  them,  if  it  be  obtained,  will  be  of  so  great 
expense  here  that  we  cannot,  with  any  appearance  of  success,  press 
them  for  any  more  supplies  of  money  for  arms  and  ammunition. 
All  I  can  say  are  yet  gone  are  M.  Haesdonck's  proportions,  con- 
sisting of  6,040  muskets,  2,000  nair  of  pistols,  1,200  carabines, 
150  s  vords,  400  shovels,  27,000  l'bs.  of  match,  and  50,000  lbs.  of 
brimstone;  this  brimstone  will  I  hope  enable  you  in  England  to  make 
good  store  of  gunpowder,  for  mills,  saltpetre,  coal,  and  men  who 
know  how  to  make  it,  may  everywhere  be  had  ;  400  barrels  of  gun- 
powder I  have  sent  to  Dartmouth,  having  undertaken  to  pay  for  it 
if  it  be  not  paid  for  there,  for  fear  presently  there  should  be  a 
want  of  it.

I  wrote  to  you 
Paris.  yestei'day  by  Col.  Fitz-Williams.  I  conceive  you  will  find  cause  to 
take  the  business  that  concerned  him  into  consideration.  I  have 
sent  you  now  a  copy  of  Dr.  Goffs  despatch  out  of  Holland,  by 
which  you  will  see  the  state  of  that  business  reduced  to  this  only 
hope,  that  the  return  of  the  Ambassadors  out  of  England  may  not 
only  give  the  Prince  of  Orange  a  disposition  to  set  on  foot  that 
which  before  he  was  not  confident  enough  of  his  own  strength  to 
attempt,  but  also  afford  him  some  hopes  of  effecting  it,  of  this  we 
shall  see  a  sudden  issue;  the  other  advantages  we  expect  from 
thence,  as  the  ships  for  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  and  supplies  of  money 
by  the  [proposed]  marriage,  are  in  a  state  not  much  to  be  relied 
on  ;  for  the  business  of  the  Duke  of  Lorraine,  I  much  fear,  will  fall 
away,  the  money  of  the  marriage  [portion]  will  not  be  considerable 
enough  to  conclude  it  for  that  reason,  it  may  be  we  may  single  out 
that  advantage  from  the  rest,  even  without  the  consideration  of 
the  marriage,  so  that  we  have  no  more  to  do  but  to  iittend  the  issue 
of  the  hopes  of  the  declaration,  and,  according  to  that,  proceed  or 
let  fall  the  whole  business  and  look  after  the  marrinffe  as  a  thins 
to  be  managed  according  to  the  means  we  shall  find  here  to  go 
through  with  it.

Here  the  clergy  assemble  next  week,  with 
whom  we  shall  set  on  foot  the  liberty  the  French  Queen  R.  gent 
has  given  us  to  try  their  inclinations  for  the  support  of  the  [King's] 
affairs  in  England.  [Captain  John  Van]  Haesclonck  is  gone  from 
Dunkirk  three  weeks  since  with  four  frigates,  G,040  muskets, 
2,000  pair  of  pistols,  1,200  carabines,  150  swords,  400  shovels, 
27,000  lbs.  of  match,  and  50,000  lbs.  of  brimstone.  I  hope  he  has 
arrived  [in  England]  before  now.  His  arms  were  all  embarked 
before  [Capt.]  Allen  arrived  there,  so  that  I  cannot  assure  you  that 
Allen  will  be  provided  with  that  proportion  [of  arms  and  ammu- 
nition] which  I  sent  you  word  wovdd  be  sent  to  the  Marquis  of 
Montrose.  The  Queen  has  sent  400  barrels  of  gimpowder  to 
Dartmouth,  of  which  200  have  arrived  there,  and  the  rest  will 
presently.  She  could  not  get  the  merchants  to  undertake  the 
transport  of  these  powder  barrels  without  engaging  her  credit  for 
them  in  case  they  should  not  be  paid  in  England.  The  Queen  has 
now  received,  as  I  wrote  before,  the  King's  order  for  shipping  for 
the  tin  from  time  to  time,  and  has  sent  4,000Z.  to  Falmouth  for 
that  proportion  she  advertised  Sir  Nicholas  Crispe  would  be  ready 
there  at  the  end  of  May.  She  has  demanded  a  ship  of  the  Prince 
of  Orange  for  that  purpose,  which  has  been  accorded,  so  that  it  is 
undoubtedly  upon  the  way.  The  King's  order  concerning  the  tin 
was  only  during  pleasure  ;  therefore,  pray  have  a  care  there  be  no 
change  without  giving  the  Queen  timely  advice  of  it.  Her  Majesty 
having  been  served  by  Sir  Nicholas  Crispe  at  her  coming  out  of 
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England  with  affection  and  diligence  is  desirous  to  make  him  some 
return,  and  therefore  entreats  you  to  assist  him  in  his  affairs,  as 
he  shall  present  them  to  you,  particularly  for  the  transportation  of 
some  wools,  the  proceeds  of  which  he  undertakes  to  return  in 
ammunition.  He  is  also  a  suitor  to  the  Queen  for  her  recom- 
mendation to  the  King  to  he  a  collector  of  the  customs  in  the  west, 
of  which  he  had  formerly  a  promise.  Pray  advise  me  in  your  next, 
how  far  the  Queen  may  reasonably  interpose  in  that  particular. 
For  the  proposition  concerning  the  Duke  of  York's  going  into 
Ireland,  the  Queen  bids  me  tell  you  that  she  cannot  yet,  for  any 
reason  she  can  discei-n,  approve  of  it.  The  business  of  her  Majesty's 
jewels  is  so  pressing  upon  her,  that  unless  in  the  future  she  be  as 
fortunate  as  she  has  been  hitherto,  she  will  undergo  great  trouble 
and  inconvenience  ;  that  you  may  perceive  this,  I  send  you  a  short 
note  of  the  parcels  engaged  in  Holland,  for  which  there  must  be  use 
duly  paid  eveiy  six  months,  otherwise  the  jewels  would  be  lost ; 
the  sums  for  which  they  are  pawned  are  very  much  below  their 
value ;  for  this  reason  it  is  most  necessary  to  continue  the  tin  in 
the  Queen's  hands  lest  she  should  fail  of  those  other  means  that 
hitherto  she  has  had  for  the  discharge  of  these  instructions ;  if 
otherwise  she  finds  means  to  pay  it,  then  all  the  profits  of  the  tin 
will  be  duly  accounted  for  to  the  King.  Just  now  your  letter  of 
the  11th  April  and  the  King's  of  the  10th  are  come  [to  hand],  to 
which  you  can  have  no  answer  this  week,  they  always  come  to  us 
not  under  a  month's  time,  whereas  I  perceive  you  receive  ours  in  a 
fortnight,  pray  rectify  this  if  you  can.

The  same  to  the  commanders  aad  officers  of  the  British  army  in 
Ulster  and  Connaught.  We  are  very  sensible  both  of  your 
sufferings  and  good  service  under  many  difficulties  since  the 
breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  there,  and  how  you  have  both 
opposed  their  force  and  kept  yourselves  undeceived  by  the  Ces- 
sation. We  hold  both  a  good  service  to  the  interest  of  this  kingdom 
and  the  best  course  for  your  own  safeties,  which  could  not  have 
been  secured  either  under  their  victory  or  cessation.  The  design 
driven  on  by  those  who  had  the  principal  managing  of  those  black 
counsels  is  now  sufficiently  discovered  to  be  the  extirpation  of  the 
Protestant  religion  and  the  professors  of  it.

The  interest  of  this  kingdom  in  that  of  Ireland  the  Parlia- 
ment most  seriously  lays  to  heart,  and  will  not  be  wanting  to  do 
what  their  own  heavy  burdens  will  allow  of,  wherein  also  we  [of 
this  Committee]  will  not  be  wanting  to  do  our  utmost  to  promote 
that  service.  The  best  argument  and  motive  you  can  use  for  the 
continuance  of  a  further  care  for  you  will  be  to  proceed  with  your 
forces  effectually  into  action,  and  in  making  the  utmost  improve- 
ment of  the  supplies  now  sent.  There  is  a  Committee  appointed 
for  directing  the  war  in  Ireland,  the  members  of  which  will  speedily 
come  over  to  you,  and  by  whom  you  will  receive  the  further 
directions  of  the  Parliament  or  of  this  Committee,  and  by  whom 
also  you  will  receive  the  money  appointed  for  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  that  army.  We  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Commons'  order 
for  ascertaining  of  your  engagements,  loans,  and  arrears,  whereby 
you  will  see  the  care  the  House  has  taken  of  you  ;  and  for  our 
parts  we  will  not  omit  to  improve  the  utmost  of  what  we  are  able 
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for  the-  service  of  that  kingdom  ;  and  due  regard  shall  be  had  of  all 
who  may  be  found  faithful  and  active  in  this,  service.  [Ibid., 
pp.  202-205.

The  same  to  [Ferdinando]  Lord  Fairfax.  We  have  received  in- 
telligence that  the  King  with  his  joined  forces  intends  to  march 
toward  the  northern  parts,  where,  if  we  have  not  a  joint  force  to 
oppose  him,  he  may  soon  grow  to  such  numbers  as  may  easily 
destroy  our  divided  parties,  and  become  thereby  very  dangerous  to 
the  whole  kingdom.  We  therefore  think  it  fit  that  there  should  be 
a  juncture  of  all  the  forces  lying  to  the  northward  into  one  body, 
which  might  be  able  to  oppose  his  motion  that  way,  and  prevent 
his  army  growing  stronger.

We  have  also  appointed  200  horse  and  1,000  foot  from 
Lancashire,  500  horse  and  1,000  foot  from  Cheshire,  besides  the 
1,000  horse  of  yours  which  are  with  them,  (500  horse  and  dragoons 
from  Derbyshire,  and  100  horse  and  400  foot  from  Staffordshire.  If 
the  King  should  draw  out  his  garrison  of  Newark,  then  Notts,  will 
send  200  horse  and  200  foot,  and  Lincolnshire  400  horse  and  500  foot; 
all  which,  together  with  the  Scottish  army,  we  expect  will  be  of  good 
strength  to  prevent  the  King's  march  that  way,  and  to  preserve 
those  countries.

We  have  determined  that  there  should  be  a  con- 
juncture of  all  our  forces  lying  northward  for  that  purpose,  and 
have  written  to  the  Earl  of  Leven  to  advance  with  the  Scots'  army, 
and  to  appoint  a  common  rendezvous  for  the  meeting  of  all  these 
forces.

58.  Sir  John  Culpepper  to  the  King.  I  am  particularly  com- 
manded by  the  Prince  [Rupert]  to  give  your  Majesty  this  account 
of  the  affairs  in  these  parts,  to  the  end  that  your  Majesty  may 
please  to  send  such  direction  upon  the  whole  as  you  shall  find  most 
proper  for  the  service.  The  rebels  under  [Sir  Thos.]  Fairfax  were 
advanced  as  far  as  Piddle[town]  in  Dorsetshire  upon  Thursday 
last,  but  Lord  Goring's  quick  march  westwards,  as  we  conceive, 
made  them  change  their  counsels,  and  return  back  on  Friday  to 
Wick-hampton,  eastwards  of  Blandford.  This  intelligence  we 
received  yesterday  from  Sir  Lewis  Dive.  Lord  Goring's  head- 
quarters will  be  this  night  at  Wells.  Cromwell,  as  Goring  has  advice, 
is  about  Marlborough  [in  Wilts.].  Lord  Hopton  and  Sir  John 
Berkeley  are  before  Taunton  with  Lord  Goring's  foot,  about  1,200, 
besides  3,000  others,  Cornish,  Devon,  and  Somersetshire  men,  and 
at  least  2,000  horse,  including  Sir  J.  Berkeley's  and  those  of  Sir 
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Lewis  Dive.  On  Thursday  morning,  upon  certain  advice  of 
Fairfax's  advance  to  Blandford.  they  drew  off  their  great  pieces  of 
battery  [ordnance]  to  Bridgwater,  and  prepared  everything  else 
ready  for  their  retreat  to  Langport,  Burrow,  and  Bridgwater  the 
next  day,  with  resolution  in  those  fresh  quarters  to  refresh  them- 
selves, and  attend  Lord  Goriug's  advance,  of  which  as  then  they 
had  not  heard  one  word.  But  before  they  should  retreat  they 
resolved,  under  the  favour  of  battery  pieces  which  flanked  their 
line  against  the  three  approaches,  to  adventure  a  general  assault, 
which  that  Thursday  evening  at  7  o'clock  was  performed  accord- 
ingly, and  the  line  with  two  works  upon  it  was  gained  without 
the  loss  of  more  than  three  men.  But  the  rebels  had  made  such 
barricadoes  and  intrenchments  within  the  town,  that  with  the 
help  of  some  strong  houses  which  were  manned  by  them,  they 
hindered  our  men  from  getting  much  ground  in  the  town.  There- 
upon they  set  fire  to  some  houses  within  their  command,  which,  the 
wind  setting  contrary  to  our  work,  did  no  great  hurt.  Next 
morning  at  11  o'clock,  they  having  received  intelligence  that 
Fairfax  was  not  in  condition  to  march,  they  returned  to  the 
assault  of  the  town,  and  burned  a  third  part  of  it,  and  took  some 
works  and  houses,  yet  at  6  p.m.  the  rebels  continued  in  possession 
of  the  castle,  church,  Muyden's  fort,  and  an  intrenchment  in  the 
market  place.  Thereupon  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  march 
away  the  next  day  to  refresh  and  gather  up  the  dispersed  men  ; 
but  upon  new  advice  that  Fairfax  was  certainly  retreated,  and 
that  in  some  disorder,  they  sent  back  for  their  three  pieces  of 
battery  with  intention  to  make  the  last  essay  this  day.  What  the 
success  thereof  has  been  we  know  not  yet,  but  believe  the  great 
guns  will  drive  these  perverse  men  from  all  their  holds,  except 
that  of  the  castle.  The  troops  agreed  upon  at  Bridgwater  are  in 
a  very  good  way  in  Devon  and  Cornwall,  4,800  foot  are  their  pro- 
portion, but  the  apprehensions  of  Fairfax,  and  the  recoiling  of 
your  Majesty's  horse  upon  them,  have  served  those  of  Somerset- 
shire as  excuses  for  the  backwardness  of  their  proportion,  2,400 
foot.  Those  of  Dorsetshire  cannot  be  raised  without  a  force  to 
appear  in  the  country  able  to  protect  the  levy  against  the  rebel 
garrisons  thereabout,  but  with  such  a  force  [as]  600  horse  and 
1,200  foot,  to  be  quartered  to  Dorchester,  the  800  men  laid  upon 
that  county,  will  be  got  together  in  a  few  days.  The  guards  are 
in  a  good  forwardness,  about  half  of  them  are  in  arms,  and  the 
rest  are  listed.  So  that  if  Fairfax  does  not  break  in  upon  us,  the 
Prince  will  certainly  have  9,000  effective  foot,  well  armed,  and  full 
5,000  horse,  including  Lord  Goring's  forces.  This  is  a  true  state  of 
your  Majesty's  affairs  in  these  counties  ;  and  now  it  may  be  proper 
for  your  Majesty  to  acquaint  the  Prince  with  your  pleasure,  who 
shall  be  Lieutenant-General  of  this  army,  who  shall  be  the  other 
field  officers  of  it,  what  design  you  will  apply  it  to,  whether  [it 
shall  be  marshalled  with  the  rest  ?]  or  not,  and  what  particular 
relation  it  shall  hold  with  the  march  of  the  other  army,  where 
your  Majesty  intends  to  be  in  person  with  Prince  Rupert,  and, 
lastly,  how  your  Majesty  will  frame  your  counsels,  and  direct  ours. 
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in  case  Cromwell  and  Fairfax  joined,  with  addition  of  Eastern 
forces,  shall  bend  their  whole  strength  upon  the  west.  The  speedy 
solution  of  these  particulars,  as  it  is  most  necessary  for  your 
Majesty's  service,  so  the  most  of  them  are  of  such  a  nature  that 
the  Prince's  council  may  not  presume  to  deliver  any  opinion 
therein,  otherwise  than  by  your  Majesty's  special  command.  Only 
I  shall  take  the  liberty  to  inform  your  Majesty  that  much  pains 
hath  been  taken  by  some  of  us,  by  the  Prince's  command,  to 
reconcile  the  animosities  betwixt  Sir  Richard  Greenvile  and  Sir 
John  Berkeley,  both  of  eminent  merit  in  your  service,  but  we  find 
them  to  be  so  inflamed  and  grounded  upon  such  jealousies,  that  it 
will  be  very  hard,  [even]  if  possible,  to  render  them  useful  to  your 
service  in  one  place,  and  therefore  we  offer  it  to  your  Majesty  as 
the  best  expedient,  in  our  view,  to  cure  and  prevent  these  unhappy 
mistakes  between  persons  otherwise  most  able  to  serve  your 
Majesty ;  that  the  command  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  as  Colonel- 
General,  with  the  charge  of  blocking  up  Plymouth,  be  committed 
to  Sir  John  Berkeley;  and  that  the  care  of  forming  and  com- 
manding the  foot  under  the  Lieut.-General  be  entrusted  to  Sir 
Richd.  Greenvile.  IntimatioD  hereof  by  way  of  question  has  been 
given  to  both  of  them,  who  seem  extremely  well  satisfied  therewith 
if  your  Majesty  shall  please  so  to  settle  the  questions  betwixt  them. 
Since  the  writing  of  this  letter  Lord  Goring  is  come  hither,  his 
army  is  in  very  good  heart,  and  himself  extremely  desirous  to  be 
in  action  again.  1,500  horse  are  gone  from  Cromwell  to  Fairfax, 
who  lieth  still  about  Blandford.  I  humbly  ask  your  Majesty's 
pardon  for  the  trouble  this  long  letter  puts  you  to.  The  God  of 
Heaven  bless  and  preserve  your  Majesty.  P.S. — Eight  days  since 
there  arrived  at  Dartmouth  a  vessel  from  Holland  with  103  barrels 
of  gunpowder  upon  the  account  of  some  merchants  of  Exeter,  whom 
we  have  prevailed  with  to  send  for  200  barrels  more,  and  7£  tuns 
of  match.  Three  days  since  a  frigate  under  Haesdonck's  account 
brought  to  Dartmouth  6  tuns  of  match,  and  affirms  that  there  are 
at  sea  in  three  other  frigates  store  of  arms  and  powder.  [A  few 
words  in  cipher.

May  11.  59.  Letter  of  advice  to  Anthony  Browne,  merchant  at  Exeter.  I 
understand  that  Jean  Franck  is  arrived  at  Ostend  14  days  past. 
J.  Col[imore]  is  at  Paris,  and  Capt.  Farand  at  Rotterdam,  all  from 
Dartmouth,  but  not  one  word  from  you,  which  much  astonishes 
me.  I  have  insured  upon  Franck  1,300  Flemish,  upon  your  advice 
of  a  resolution  to  lade  1,0001.  worth  of  goods  in  him,,  but  I  doubt 
whether  you  have  laden  anything.

The  haste  of 
Bristol.  this  bearer  only  permits  me  to  forward  to  you  the  enclosed,  whereby 
you  will  understand  what  the  causes  were  of  raising  the  siege  of 
Taunton,  as  we  received  them  from  Lord  Hopton,  what  strength  of 
foot  is  now  with  Lord  Goring,  and  what  the  motions  of  [Sir  Thos.] 
Fairfax  are.  Besides  these  foot  now  at  Somerton  with  Lord 
Goring,  there  returned  from  Taunton  320  sick  and  hurt  men,  now 
at  Bridgwater,  240  sent  to  Barnstaple,  75  to  Dunster,  and  120  of 
the  guards  sent  hither  from  Taunton.  The  sickness  increases 
fearfully  in  this  city  [Bristol].  There  died  this  week  according  to 
the  proportion  of  1,500  in  London.  Thereupon  the  Priuce  [of  Wales] 
is  resolved  to  remove  upon  Monday  to  Bath.  The  Prince  intends 
very  speedily  to  send  another  express  to  the  King,  by  whom  you 
shall  hear  more  at  large.  [Endorsed  :  "  Keceived,  18th  May."

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May  16.         64.  Sir  John  Arundel  of  Trereife  to  George  Lord  Digby.     Since 
Pendennis      my  jast  there  arrived  in  this  port  Capt.  Haesdonck  from  Dunkirk

manned,  bringing  the  under-mentioned  provision  of  ordnance  for 
his   Majesty,   but    they   could    not    be    persuaded   to   put   in   at 
Dartmouth   or   Exmouth,    neither   to   stay   here   till    the    King's 
pleasure   might  be   known,  so  they  have  landed  it  here  under  my 
custody.     Having  no  authority  to  refuse  to  receive  it,  I  have  put  it 
into  safe  custody  until  his  Majesty's  pleasure  may  be  known.

If    we  can   keep   these   frigates   here,   I   believe   his 
Majesty's  sea  service  will  be  much  advanced  in  these  western  parts 
by  their  employment.      The   only  impediment  which  disheartens 
them  and   other  strangers  from  frequenting  this  place  is  the  delay 
of    adjudication    in    disposing   of   their   adventures ;    indeed,    the 
Admiralty  officials  are  too  remote  from  this  place.     I  thought  it 
my  duty  to  acquaint  you  herewith,  that  the  King's  pleasure  may 
be  known  for  disposing  of  these  things  left  in  my  custody,  viz., 
6,040  muskets,  2,000  pair  of  pistols,  1,200  carbines,  150   swords 
and  belts,  24,000  [lbs.]  weight  of  match  and  50,000  of  brimstone. 
P.S. — Since  the  writing  of  this  letter  these  Dunkirkers  have  put 
upon  me  the  charge  of  20  or  30  prisoners,  being  the  principal  of 
those  whom  they  took.     I   have  taken  order  for  their  safe  custody 
until  I  can  receive  your  directions.     The  captains  tell  me  plainly 
they  are  the  King's  prisoners,  and  will  give  no  allowance  towards 
their  relief.

Yerterday  I 
Paris.  received  yours  of  1 7th  April  [old  style]  by  the  Portugal  Ambassador, 
by  which  you  may  observe  that  all  your  letters  by  that  way  are 
still  a  month  at  least  a  coming ;  it  will  be  well  to  inquire  where 
the  stop  is  made ;  at  the  same  time  I  received  the  King's  of  the 
30th  April  [old  style]  by  [Monsr.  de]  Sabran,  and  I  mark  that  by 
him  they  come  still  quicker;  by  both,  and  by  all  others  concurring 
I  see  that  our  affairs  in  England,  if  they  had  received  any  com- 
petent assistance  from  abroad,  would  have  been  in  an  excellent 
condition  ;  that  which  I  most  lament  is  the  Queen's  inability  [to 
aid]  in  the  relief  of  the  Marquis  of  Montrose,  for  which  I  conceived 
she  had  provided  by  ordering  Haesdonck  to  furnish  him  out  of  the 
supplies  he  had  provided  for  England.  The  proportions  [of  arms 
and  ammunition]  designed  for  him  I  have  mentioned  in  my  former 
letters,  but  Haesdonck  would  not  obey  the  Queen's  directions,  but 
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carried  all  he  had  provided  into  England,  so  that  the  Queen  re= 
maining  without  credit,  or  other  means  to  do  that  work,  it  remains 
now  imperfect  until  she  be  furnished  with  one  or  the  other  ;  some- 
thing she  has  since  attempted,  but  it  is  not  to  be  relied  on ;  this 
may  [be  trusted]  that  no  possible  thing  within  her  power  shall  be 
omitted  for  this  purpose,  for  she  conceives  the  importance  of 
it  even  beyond  that  which  you  have  represented.  Our  Holland 
news  from  Scotland,  which  we  have  often  [transmitted  here],  do  no 
less  than  yours  confirm  the  necessity  and  moment  of  this  con- 
sideration. I  send  you  herewith  all  what  I  had  last  week  from 
Dr.  Goffe,  by  which  you  will  perceive  there  is  since  the  return  of 
the  Ambassadors  some  new  hopes  of  prevailing  with  the  States  [of 
Holland]  for  the  declaration  against  the  rebels,  which  is  a  thing 
of  so  great  concernment  that  we  must  make  it  our  endeavour  not  to 
frustrate  the  hopes  of  it  by  a  sudden  breaking  off  of  the  treaty, 
and  to  defend  ourselves  against  the  prejudices  we  sustain  by  the 
expectation  of  the  success ;  for  that  cannot  be  assured  enough,  to 
rely  on  it  for  great  present  utilities ;  and  methinks  it  were  a  hard 
thing,  being  thus  awaked  in  the  consideration,  to  provide  against 
both  the  inconveniences.  The  Duke  of  Lorraine  hath  again  this 
last  week  made  so  many  new  protestations  of  his  intentions,  that 
the  most  positive  commands  that  could  be  [sent]  to  Sir  Henry  de 
Vic  have  not  prevailed  with  him  to  break  off  the  treaty,  but  his 
troops  now  march,  though  himself  doth  remain  at  Brussels  ;  so 
that  it  will  be  impossible  for  any  art  to  prolong  the  business 
beyond  four  or  five  days,  but  there  is  no  hope  to  be  allowed  for 
it.  These  businesses  here  to  be  done,  which  shall  be  carefully 
attended  to,  are, — that  of  Holland,  the  form  [of  which]  I  have 
proposed  in  this  letter ;  the  supply  of  the  Marquis  of  Montrose 
with  arms  and  ammunition  ;  the  west,  with  the  same  [provision] 
for  the  Prince's  new  levies,  and  for  the  supply  of  the  King's 
and  Prince  Rupert's  army,  and  the  relief  of  Guernsey  Castle.  For 
the  Prince  of  Wales's  army  William  Godolphin  is  very  solicitous  ; 
what  he  will  be  able  to  effect  is  as  doubtful  as  the  Queen's  expec- 
tation in  all  the  other  particulars  ;  money  for  the  King  is  also  in  her 
thoughts  and  pretensions.  Now  the  [French]  clergy  are  assembled, 
upon  which  many  of  our  hopes  have  depended,  she  will,  with  all 
the  instance  and  care  that  may  be,  have  that  way  attempted.  We 
are  at  this  time  strongly  solicitous  for  you,  for  there  seems  to  be  a 
gathering  together  [of  forces]  on  both  sides  near  Oxford,  like  to 
produce  some  notable  encounter,  which  cannot  well  be  followed  with 
[any]  but  great  events;  God  make  them  prosperous  and  enable  us 
here  [on  the  Continent]  to  contribute  something  more  thereunto 
than  our  prayers.

Bath.  presume  you  will  have  had  an  account  of  the  proceedings  before 
Taunton  before  this ;  however,  to  be  free  with  you,  that  enterprise 
was  so  unhappily  interrupted  that  I  am  out  of  countenance  to 
relate  the  particulars.  We  were  possessed  of  the  greater  part  of 
the  town  and  had  burnt  some  (if  it,  and  were  in  a  fair  way  to  be 
absolute  masters  of  all  but  the  castle  within  24  hours,  and  yet  it 
was  our  ill  luck  to  draw  off  upon  the  approach  of  an  inconsiderable 
party  of  Fairfax's  army,  in  regard  of  the  forces  we  had  before  it. 
We  apprehending,  as  1  conceive,  that  Fairfax's  whole  force  was 
there,  whereas  he  had  before  retreated  eastward  with  the  body  of 
his  army.  I  believe  the  party  which  relieved  Taunton  will  have 
but  ill  going  off,  for  General  Goring  had  a  general  rendezvous 
yesterday  at  Kingsmoor.  This  army  there  was  about  11,000,  half 
horse  and  the  other  foot.  I  had  a  trooper  sent  me  thence  by  my 
Lieut.-Colonel  at  noon.  The  party  which  relieved  Taunton  being 
not  above  2,500  were  at  Martock,  but  a  mile  from  our  rendezvous, 
where  they  are  shrewdly  engaged,  for  if  they  retreat  eastwards  they 
must  either  pass  some  bridges  that  we  possess  or  march  over  Black 
Down,  which  will  be  an  uneasy  task  before  our  body  of  horse,  in 
this  posture  stands  our  business  here.  The  plague  increases  so 
much  at  Bristol  that  the  Prince  [of  Wales]  comes  hither  to-morrow. 
Commends  the  case  of  his  friend  Col.  Walter  Slingesby,  who  about 
a  month  since  had  the  ill  fortune  to  have  some  contestation  with 
General  [Sir  Gilbert]  Gerard,  and  a  challenge  passed.  The  par- 
ticulars have  been  related  much  to  Slingesby's  disadvantage, 
wherefore  I  pray  you  do  him  the  right  to  satisfy  yourself  of  that 
business  by  this  bearer,  Sir  John  Thinelby  [Thimbleby].  "  Mis- 
fortunes seldom  come  unaccompanied,"  about  a  fortnight  since  Col. 
Slingesby  was  unhappily  surprised  at  a  gentleman's  house  not,  above 
three  or  four  miles  from  Bristol,  whither  he  went  to  be  married  to 
a  handsome  gentlewoman  he  had  long  loved,  and  it  is  said  his  ill 
luck  is  made  so  criminal  that  another  is  to  have  the  command  of 
the  citadel  of  Bristol ;  I  wish  whoever  succeeds  him  may  prove  a 
man  of  as  much  diligence,  loyalty,  and  ability  for  that  command. 
It  is  true  that  Slingesby  had  never  that  wise  method  that  dis- 
tinguishes some  commanders,  though  never  so  brave  and  diligent.

Prince  of  Orange  is  gone  into  the  field  you  will  have  reason  to 
expect  some  certain  and  good  conclusion  of  all  the  propositions 
which  have  been  offered  hitherto,  and  in  sum  it  is  that  the  affairs 
of  the  King  of  England  are  now  put  into  a  way  of  consideration 
here.  I  sent  you  a  copy  of  those  articles  presented  to  the  Princess 
of  Orange  and  Mr.  Borell  a  fortnight  since.  Out  of  them  the 
Ambassadors  have  this  last  week  given  in  a  paper  of  their  own, 
believing  it  impossible  to  procure  the  acceptance  of  them  all  at  one 
time.  The  Prince  of  Orange,  with  more  warmth  and  cheerfulness 
than  ever  before,  told  me  upon  my  return  from  Rotterdam  that  he 
did  not  doubt  but  a  good  beginning  would  be  made  for  my  purpose. 
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He  had  given  Sir  Wm.  Bos-well  his  task  to  propose  the  liberty  of 
their  havens  and  the  hiring  of  ships,  and  the  Ambassadors  theirs 
to  urge  the  necessity  of  granting  of  letters  of  reprisal  to  the  many 
complaints  received  in  England  from  their  own  people,  and  then 
he  added, — "  believe  me  by  this  means  they  will  be  engaged 
insensibly  in  a  war."  Both  these  things  have  been  done,  only 
the  Ambassadors  have  thought  fit  to  insist  upon  the  whole  business 
pretending  out  of  their  recredentials  that  his  Majesty  requires 
answer  to  these  particulars.  It  has  been  thought  a  more  likely  way 
of  operating  on  this  jealous  people  [the  Dutch]  to  permit  the  pro- 
position to  proceed  in  the  ordinary  way,  viz.,  by  sending  copies  to 
their  principals  in  the  several  provinces  and  towns,  than  to  make  a 
close  Committee  for  the  English  affairs,  but  this  will  prove  a  very 
slow  remedy  for  our  evils.  This  is  all  that  could  be  effected, 
though  they  were  awakened  by  a  very  seasonable  intelligence  that 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  at  Westminster  intended  to  send  not 
only  a  remonstrance  against  the  two  Ambassadors,  but  also  several 
envoys  to  their  respective  provinces  to  treat  with  them  apart, 
thereby  intending  to  divide  the  Provincial  States  [of  Holland]  from 
the  General,  and  so  to  foment  a  quarrel  which  hath  been  already 
begun  amongst  them  on  that  point.  For  remedy  of  this  the  Prince 
of  Orange  told  me  they  had  resolved  two  things,  first,  that  letters 
should  be  despatched  to  the  particular  provinces  to  declare  the 
danger  of  admitting  any  such  agents,  and  then  an  order  to 
M.  Joachimi,  at  London,  to  declare  that  all  such  envoys  should  be 
rejected,  and  for  their  remonstrance  it  is  a  thing  much  longed  for 
by  these  Ambassadors,  who  are  prepared  to  repay  them  in  that 
kind  with  liberal  interest.  But  it  falls  out  very  ill  that  whilst 
these  things  are  in  agitation  here  M.  Sabran  has  written  hither, 
not  concealing  his  great  dislike  of  the  matter,  that  France  has  laid 
aside  their  intentions  about  reprisals,  and  are  contented  with  the 
empty  promises  of  the  Houses  that  reparation  shall  be  made,  which, 
by  these  Ambassadors,  are  presented  to  the  States  as  things  to  be 
despised ;  for  as  much  as  they  have  been  told  plainly  that  it  was 
not  in  their  power  to  perform  them,  and  wen;  advised  by  the  Lords 
themselves  to  take  from  those  of  London  and  others  of  their 
Association  five  times  as  much  as  they  demanded,  by  which  their 
pious  protecting  Government  hath  discovered  how  much  they  con- 
sider any  particular  man's  safety  and  interest  that  lives  amongst 
them.  It  is  uncertain  what  were  the  best  remedy  for  this,  for  if 
your  Lordship  should  complain  of  this,  before  that  reprisals  were 
granted  here,  perhaps  instead  of  finding  amendment  in  France 
some  means  might  be  used  underhand  to  divert  these  here  from 
good  intentions.  If  there  were  not  fear  of  this,  it  would  be  of 
great  advantage  to  the  proceedings  here  if  M.  Sabran  were  com- 
manded presently  to  demand  performance  of  the  promises,  or  else 
after  a  fit  time  to  resume  their  purpose  of  reprisals.  This  business 
alone,  if  it  be  obtained,  will  set  ships  to  sea  against  the  [English] 
rebels  before  this  summer  be  ended,  as  the  Ambassadors  say.  But 
the  Princess  of  Orange  told  me  that  she  feared  France  would 
deceive  us,  and  the  Ambassadors  imputed  all  the  timorousness  of 
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the  Prince  o£  Orange  to  private  discouragements  which  the  Prince 
of  Orange  receives  from  France,  and  do  therefore  counsel  that  the 
Queen  [Henrietta  Maria]  should  now  endeavour  to  get  something 
done  by  the  Queen  Regent  [of  France]  and  Cardinal  Mazarin  at 
this  time  which  might  give  assurance  to  the  States  here  of  their 
future  concurrence  with  them,  as  for  example  the  public  and 
certain  rejection  of  [Mr.  Rene"]  Augier,  the  granting  letters  of 
reprisal,  or  some  more  immediate  promise  of  joining  with  them 
than  they  have  got.  For  at  the  same  time,  that  out  of  your  letters, 
I  declare  to  the  Prince  of  Orange  what  hopes  the  Queen  hath  in 
that  kind,  he  tells  me  the  letters  that  he  receives  from  Paris  are 
very  silent  in  the  business.  You  will  perceive  by  this  in  what 
state  our  affairs  are,  and  will  by  the  next,  I  hope,  give  me  order 
how  to  dispose  of  myself,  for  after  I  have  fully  informed  myself  of 
the  state  of  her  Majesty's  debts  here,  and  have  settled  the  business 
of  this  present  tin  and  seen  the  ship  under  sail  fully  instructed  for 
England,  I  cannot  imagine  what  I  can  do  in  this  place,  being 
separated  from  the  Prince  of  Orange.  As  soon  as  the  instructions 
come  for  the  private  treaty  of  the  marriage  I  shall  quickly  despatch 
that  business  and  leave  the  matter  in  this  condition,  [showing]  that 
her  Majesty  hath  proceeded  with  most  clear  intentions,  and  that 
it  is  their  own  imbecility  that  frustrates  so  great  and  im- 
portant a  proposition  both  for  themselves  and  us.  I  have 
now  received  your  full  instructions  concerning  the  despatch 
for  England,  wherein  the  Prince  of  Orange  has  complied  as 
well  as  could  be  desired.  Sir  Win.  Coulster  is  judged  the  fittest 
man  for  this  service ;  you  may  presume  the  ship  will  be  at  Calais 
about  the  last  of  May,  old  style,  and  there  Mr.  Carteret  may 
embark,  if  not  already  departed.  I  would  charge  Mr.  Carteret 
with  a  journey  to  England  to  the  King,  as  it  is  necessary  to  send 
by  this  ship  a  large  and  various  despatch,  and  receive  back  the  King's 
answers  to  many  particulars,  as  the  ratification  for  A!r.  Webster, 
upon  which  depends  the  wliole  jewel  business  and  the  good  success 
of  that  which  is  to  be  done  hereafter,  a  commission  under  the 
Broad  Seal  to  receive  the  ruby  collar,  and  a  procuration  to  pawn  it, 
a  letter  to  Sir  Wm.  Boswell  from  the  King  that  he  obey  the  Queen's 
instructions  in  making  such  propositions  to  this  State  as  her 
Majesty  shall  ordain  him,  as  also  particular  instructions  from  the 
King  concerning  the  league  proposed  by  him,  the  instructions  for 
the  private  treaty  with  the  Prince  of  Orange  concerning  the 
marriage,  the  copy  of  the  [Dutch]  Ambassadors'  report,  and  pro- 
positions which  M.  Boivll  has  promised,  the  copy  of  the  Dutch 
commission  for  ships  of  war,  so  that,  mutatis  mutandis,  bis 
Majesty's  commission  may  run  in  that  form,  a  letter  from  the 
King  to  the  Duke  of  Courland  with  instructions  to  Mi'.  Vicfort 
about  him,  some  blank  commissions  for  ships  of  war  to  be  leit  in 
Sir  Wm.  Boswell's  hands  or  mine  for  that  diverse  [captains]  are 
ready  upon  their  own  charges  to  put  to  sea  if  they  had  them,  to 
the  certain  ruin  of  the  trade  of  London,  letters  from  his  Ma|esty 
to  the  States  concerning  the  Order  of  the  Garter  for  Prince  William, 
if  they  Ijc  not  already  obtained,  besides  that  it  were  lit  I  should

give  an  account  to  Lord  Digby  of  all  the  proceedings  here  since  the 
return  of  the  [Dutch]  Ambassadors  [from  England],  and  in  what 
state  the  other  business  is.  For  all  these  uses  I  conceive  Mr.  Carteret 
might  better  employ  his  time  with  the  King  than  at  Truro,  since, 
without  doubt,  Sir  N.  Crisp  and  Sir  W.  Coulster  can  perfectly  do 
all  that  is  there  to  be  done,  and  especially  since  her  Majesty  ought, 
as  soon  as  conveniently  it  may  be,  to  perfect  the  grant  of  the  tin 
pre-emption,  and  to  have  a  patent  for  it  under  the  Broad  Seal, 
without  which  perhaps  merchants  will  make  scruple  to  contract 
about  it.  All  these  things  being  so  necessary  to  be  despatched  to 
the  King,  if  upon  Mr.  Carteret's  arriving  hither  it  appears  unfit  to 
employ  him,  Sir  Wm.  Boswell  is  of  opinion  some  other  person 
ought  of  purpose  to  be  sent,  which  should  be  done  as  well  and 
thriftily  as  can  be  contrived.  Sir  W.  M.  Boswell  desires  your 
Lordship  to  peruse  the  enclosed  copy  of  the  King's  letter  to  him 
concerning  the  Garter.  He  being  one  of  the  worthiest  and  most 
contented  servants  of  the  King,  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  him 
to  have  the  transaction  of  that  business,  as  he  was  formerly  em- 
ployed in  this  kind  for  the  Prince  Elector,  and  received  100?.  for 
his  expenses.  Supposing  Mr.  Webster  makes  no  difficulty  to  hasten 
the  money,  viz.,  1,000  crowns,  which  I  take  to  be  equivalent  to 
3,000  gilders,  I  will  at  once  obey  the  order  [to  convey  it  as]  a 
present  to  Mr.  Muis.

Ferdinando  Lord  Fairfax  and  the  Committee  at  York  to  his 
York.  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Leven.  The  express  we  sent  on  Saturday 
morning  to  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  is  returned  to-day  about  noon, 
bringing  information  that  Sir  William  has  raised  the  siege  of 
Chester  and  drawn  the  forces  into  garrisons,  which  being  supplied 
and  furnished,  [he]  hopes  they  will  be  able  to  spare  1,500  men  to 
join  with  such  forces  as  shall  come  into  those  parts  for  resisting  the 
King's  passage  into  Lancashire.  It  is  thought,  and  as  Sir  William 
writes,  most  probable  that  the  King's  design  is  for  Shrewsbury, 
Cheshire,  or  Lancashire,  and  that  if  any  considerable  forces  were 
marching  toward  Lancashire  it  might  be  a  means  to  preserve  the 
country  and  hinder  the  King's  march  into  those  parts,  and  the 
raising  of  any  forces  to  join  with  him  either  in  Lancashire  or 
Cheshire.  The  Staffordshire  horse  and  foot  ai*e  already  come  to 
Sir  Wm.  Brereton.  and  he  has  written  to  know  what  place  of 
rendezvous  might  be  most  advantageous  for  us  all,  and  he  will  be 
ready  to  observe  it  with  the  best  power  and  strength  he  can  make. 
We  have  likewise  intelligence  that  the  Newark  forces  get  all  the 
horses  they  can  possibly  for  a  speedy  march  either  towards  the 
King's  forces  or  to  raise  the  siege  at  Pontefract.  We  are  also 
informed  that  Lieut.-Genl.  Cromwell's  forces  are  within  a  day's 
march  of  the  King's  rear.

We  will  be  glad  to  under- 
stand what  intelligence  your  express  hath  returned  lo  you  and.  the 
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resolution  your  Excellency  inclines  to  take,  that  so  accordingly  we 
may  all  join  unanimously  together  for  the  public  good.  P.S. — We 
are  informed  that  the  passage  into  Lancashire  is  from  Ripon  to 
Ripley,  and  from  thence  to  Carlton,  leaving  Skipton  Castle  two 
miles  on  the  right,  and  so  oil  to  Gisburn;  if  you  please  to  send 
some  to  view  it  you  may  be  better  satisfied.

May  20.  74.  George  Lord  Goring  to  Sir  John  Lord  Culpepper.  I  shall 
Chard.  beseech  you  to  inform  the  Prince  [of  Wales]  that  I  am  kept  from 
destroying  the  greatest  part  of  the  rebels'  army  here  by  the 
most  fantastical  accident  that  has  happened  since  the  war  began. 
Yesternight  I  sent  Sir  Wm.  Courtney  with  a  party  of  1,000  horse 
and  dragoons  to  pass  over  the  river  [Parrett],  about  Merriott 
[in  Somersetshire],  and  fall  upon  the  enemy's  rear,  while  I 
attempted  the  bridge  at  Pedderton  with  the  rest  of  the  army.  We 
disputed  at  the  bridge  part  of  the  night,  and  the  rebels  had  drawn 
away  their  army  when  it  began  to  get  dark,  and  the  party  they 
left  in  the  rear  at  the  bridge  disguised  their  intentions  so  well  that 
we  could  not  know  they  were  drawn  away  till  broad  day.  They 
broke  down  the  bridge,  but  we  mended  it,  and  I  passed  over  with 
my  own  brigade  of  horse  and  the  Irish  tertia  in  pursuit  of  the 
rebels,  giving  order  for  the  rest  of  the  army  to  follow  me  with  all 
possible  expedition.  Only  by  the  way  having  notice  that  there  were 
two  troops  of  the  enemy's  horse,  which  were  [stationed]  at  a  pass 
on  one  side  the  way,  I  sent  my  brother  [Col.  George]  Porter  with 
one  regiment  of  my  brigade  to  fall  upon  them,  whilst  Lord  Went- 
Avorth  and  myself  with  three  regiments  of  horse  fell  into  the  rear 
of  the  enemy's  whole  body  at  Ilminster,  supposing  that  the  rest 
of  the  army  had  followed  me,  but  T  know  not  yet  by  what 
treachery  or  mistake,  the  rest  of  the  army,  both  horse  and  foot, 
that  were  following  me  with  great  eagerness  had  a  command 
brought  to  them  to  take  the  way  of  Crookhorne  [Crewkerne], 
saying  that  the  enemy  were  marched  that  way,  and  that  some  of 
our  parties  were  engaged,  by  which  means  the  greater  part  of  our 
horse  and  foot  that  could  come  up  fell  upon  Sir  Wm.  Courtney's 
party,  where  they  skirmished  almost  two  hours  before  they  knew 
one  another  ;  my  party  did  as  much  with  the  enemy,  and  I  dare 
confidently  say  if  I  had  had  200  musketeers  with  those  few  horse 
[which]  were  there,  i  had  cut  oil'  .300  of  the  enemy's  horse,  which 
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brought  up  the  rear,  besides  what  might  haves  happened  to  the 
whole  bo<fy,  for  after  they  had  beaten  back  our  forlorn  hope  twice 
we  routed  them,  but  having  to  pursue  them  through  such  narrow 
winding  lanes  that  their  musketeers  saved  them,  in  that  unlucky 
mistake  between  our  horse  and  Courtney  we  had  ten  men  killed, 
and  Col.  Thornhill  dangerously  wounded,  which  is  much  more  than 
the  rest  where  I  was ;  I  had  two  men  killed,  a  common  soldier 
taken  prisoner,  and  Capt.  Plowman  dangerously  hurt.  All  our 
parties  took  some  prisoners  of  the  enemy's,  and  killed  many  more ; 
many  of  their  foot  scattered  about  the  country,  and  some  of  their 
liorse  and  foot  got  into  Lyme  [Regis],  though  the  greater  number 
got  into  Taunton ;  but  if  this  were  ten  times  as  much  it  cannot 
hinder  me  from  esteeming  this  a  most  unhappy  conclusion  of  our 
design  ;  whether  these  rebels  at  Taunton  are  to  be  driven  into  a 
narrow  compass  there  or  no,  I  cannot  judge  with  so  little  sleep  as 
I  have  had,  I  shall  only  assure  you  that  till  I  hear  from  you  I 
shall  refresh  my  men  and  be  between  them  and  the  east,  and  as 
soon  as  I  have  the  honour  to  receive  bis  Highness's  command  I 
shall  instantly  obey  it,  and  if  [Sir  Richd.]  Greenvile  or  [Col.] 
Berkeley  can  do  anything  bruskly  on  their  side,  I  hope  this 
changing  of  quarters  in  the  rebels  will  be  but  like  the  desire  of 
dying  men  to  change  their  beds  ;  by  that  time  your  Lordship  has 
considered  on  this  I  hope  we  shall  all  be  very  well  refreshed.

In  one  of  my  former 
letters  I  told  you  the  Earl  of  Antrim  was  negotiating  here  some- 
thing for  his  Majesty's  service,  which  is  now  concluded,  and  in 
which  he  hath  not  been  a  little  fortunate,  considering  our  extreme 
wants  here.  But  he  has  carried  himself  discreetly,  and  gained  much 
upon  our  ministers,  who  in  fine  have  promised  in  writing  to  give 
him  instantly  two  brave  frigates  of  20  pieces  of  artillery  each,  and 
well  provided,  with  which  he  intends  to  depart  away  for  Scotland, 
and  will  carry  along  with  him  a  great  quantity  of  arms,  to  arm 
men  there,  and  so  have  a  considerable  army  for  reducing  those 
rebels.  In  return  for  this  great  gift  he  is  to  procure  us  a  few  men 
this  summer,  which  I  must  tell  you  freely  I  esteem  very  little, 
considering  the  delays  and  difficulties  which  may  happen  in  their 
coming  hither.  In  fine,  he  carries  away  our  frigates  and  leaves 
us  an  expectation  of  men.  All  which  I  tell  you,  the  rather  that 
being  understood  by  his  Majesty  he  may  please  to  see  how  on 
this  side  we  are  not  wanting  to  contribute  to  his  prosperity.

The  landing 
of  200  barrels  of  gunpowder  with  the  promise  of  bOO  more  to  come 
is  excellent  news,  for  before  the  arrival  of  this  earnest  we  were 
almost  in  despair.  Neither  will  you  find  6,000  muskets,  2,000 
cases  of  pistols,  24,000  lbs.  of  match,  and  50,000  lbs.  of  brimstone, 
which  I  understand  are  in  Haesdonck's  frigate,  to  be  ill  news.  I 
have  received  a  cheerful  letter  from  Sir  John  Berkeley  and  one 
from  the    Commissioners  of  Devon,  both  showing  extraordinary 
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willingness  in  their  new  levies,  notwithstanding  the  descent  of  the 
rebels  on  their  neighbourhood  and  their  discouragement  by  the 
raising  of  the  siege  of  Taunton.  I  have  likewise  received  the  two 
enclosed  from  Lord  Goring  and  Col.  Wyndham,  which  I  refer  to 
you  to  reconcile  as  well  as  you  can.  Upon  the  whole  matter  I 
believe  Goring  has  sufficiently  scared  the  rebels,  but  not  destroyed 
them.  It  is  necessary  we  should  hear  again  speedily  from  you, 
and  now  the  case  is  fully  stated  to  yon,  send  us  what  commands 
you  will,  and  expect  a  most  exact  obedience.  I  again  conjure 
you  not  to  undervalue  the  danger  of  his  Majesty's  engaging  [in] 
his  person  without  ammunition.  Though  I  am  extremely  tired 
with  business  I  will  not  sleep  until  I  have  made  [up]  several 
despatches  to  Exeter,  Dartmouth,  and  Barnstaple,  touching  powder, 
yet  I  cannot  hope  that  any  considerable  quantity  can  be  at 
Bristol  [in]  any  less  than  20  days;  neither  can  there  be  much 
[sent]  till  more  arrives.  To-morrow  you  shall  hear  again  from  me. 
P.S. — Since  writing  this  I  received  your  cypher  in  yours  from 
Exeter  of  the  2Cth  April.  I  suppose  you  put  it  in  the  Chancellor's 
packet  which  has  run  the  wild  goose  chase.  ["  Received,  26th 
May."

Both  yesterday  and 
Bath.  Saturday  I  wrote  very  earnestly  to  you  concerning  the  speedy 
relief  of  Oxford,  yet  I  cannot  give,  over  urging  it  until  we  have 
your  resolution  sent  to  us  touching  that  business.  Yet  I  would  not 
be  understood  as  if  I  apprehended  that  this  new  raw  army  could 
storm  Oxfo  d,  or  be  master  of  it  by  approach  without  at  least 
24  days'  time,  less  that  it  is  possible  they  within  should  be  so 
ill  provided  with  victuals  as  to  be  starved  out  of  it  at  a  month's 
warning.  I  fear  not  either  of  these  if  there  were  nothing  else  in 
the  case,  but  when  I  consider  the  temper  of  those  within  the  town, 
the  disaffection  of  the  townsmen,  the  necessities  of  the  soldiers,  and 
the  vast  importance  of  the  place  and  persons  within  the  town,  I 
should  dissemble  if  I  were  to  say  that  I  am  without  apprehensions. 
Neither  is  it  fear  alone  that  ought  to  put  wings  to  the  relief  of  it, 
accidents  on  the  way  ought  to  be  considered,  and  hope  may  very 
justly  tender  you  counsel  that  way  when  fear  cannot.  I  say  the 
hope  to  visit  those  "  Hoghen-Moghens "  when  they  have  their 
bellyful  1  of  knocks  and  duty,  and  to  fight  with  them  when  they 
shall  find  themselves  in  the  same  condition  their  fellows  were  at 
Newark,  when  Prince  Rupert  bestowed  his  favour  upon  them.  If 
that  should  fail  and  they  will  not  give  you  leave  to  surprise  them, 
they  must,  when  the  King  shall  come  near,  either  advance  and 
fight  with  him  or  retreat.  The  former,  in  my  opinion  (if  his 
Majesty  have  joined  with  him  Goring  and  Gerard),  is  not  to  be 
declined ;  a  battle  we  must  have,  and  I  know  not  how  it  can  be 
struck  upon  better  terms;  or  if  they  will  not  fight  they  must 
retreat,  in  which  case  (without  the  spirit  of  prophecy;  I  dare 
affirm  their  army  is  broken,  and  all  the  east  of  England,  at  the 
least,  will  be  the  reward  of  this  relief  of  Oxford.  On  the  other 
side,  if  they  take  that  place  they  will  immediately  pursue  the 
King  with  an  army  of  20,000  men  if  they  desire  so  many,  and  the 
reputation  of  such  a  prize  would  equally  dismay  all  the  King's 
friends  as  the  loss  of  a  battle  would.  What  you  resolve  in  this 
business  must  be  speedily  acted ;  send  us  orders,  and  expect  from 
hence  all  that  is  possible.  The  ends  of  the  besiegers  are  apparently 
to  surprise  the  place  before  relief  can  conic,  to  divert  the  designs  of 
the  King  if  his  Majesty  shall  attempt  their  succour,  and  to  oppress 
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him  with  power  if  he  should  come  near  them.  The  second  is  not 
to  be  answered  but  balanced,  and  speed  with  united  strength 
may  satisfy  the  first  and  third.  I  shall  impatiently  expect  your 
answer ;  in  the  meantime,  if  you  resolve  to  succour  them,  send 
them  multiplied  lotions  of  hope,  and  if  there  be  a  little  tincture  in 
them  it  will  be  never  the  worse.

as  for  wains  the  country  does  not  afford  them.  I  hope  your 
Excellency  will  but  expect  possible  things  at  my  hands,  the  point 
of  time  to  perform  your  demands  being  considered,  and  then  if  you 
do  not  find  that  I  use  double  diligence  blame  me.

Scotland].  On  Saturday  last  Lord  Kirkcudbright  gave  order  that  the 
300  commanded  men  who  came  from  Newcastle  should  take  possession 
of  the  last  sconce  I  made  against  Carlisle.  I  went  to  him  and  per- 
suaded him  to  give  a  stop  to  his  men  for  that  night  until  I  had 
acquainted  my  colonel  [Sir  Wilfred  Lawson]  with  it,  who  on 
being  informed  of  this  gave  me  express  order  not  to  part  with  it. 
On  the  Lord's  daynext  I  received  peremptor}7  order  from  his  Lordship 
to  quit  the  work  at  my  peril,  as  he  commanded  in  chief,  and  he 
would  see  whether  I  durst  disobey  him.  I  submitted  that  I  knew 
my  colonel  had  a  commission  to  command  in  chief  alltheEoglish  forces 
in  Cumberland  and  power  to  question  my  life  if  I  disobeyed,  but  if 
his  Lordship  could  show  me  a  commission  giving  him  power  to  com- 
mand my  colonel  I  would  obey  his  order ;  otherwise  not.  He  said 
I  was  a  base  and  saucy  fellow  to  question,  his  power,  but  that  he 
would  have  the  work  performed  in  despite  of  me.  I  desired  his 
Lordship  to  forbear  those  expressions  and  to  countermand  his  men, 
lest  if  they  should  offer  to  take  the  work  bv  force  there  might  be 
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mischief  done,  for  I  neither  would  nor  could  part  with  the  work 
without  order  from  my  colonel.  In  great  rage  he  replied,  "  I  desire 
no  better  occasion  to  cut  you  all  in  pieces."  We  then  parted,  and 
I  gave  order  for  the  keeping  of  the  work,  and  presently  repaired 
to  my  colonel,  who  sent  me  an  express  command  in  writing  not  to 
quit  the  work  ;  but  that  night  our  "  dear  "  brother  gave  order  that 
300  foot  and  3  troops  of  horse  should  immediately  beleaguer  our 
sconce,  and  not  suffer  any  relief  to  come  to  our  men,  which  they 
did  till  9  o'clock  next  day,  about  which  time  my  colonel  met  him, 
and  then  he  drew  off  his  men.  In  the  meantime  my  colonel  had 
sent  me  to  Appleby  to  acquaint  his  Excellency  [the  Earl  of  Leven] 
with  the  proceedings,  which  I  did,  and  found  much  respect  from 
him,  he  saying  that  he  had  heard  a  good  report  of  me,  as  having 
been  very  useful  to  the  service.  He  expressed  himself  sorry  that 
Lord  Kirkcudbright  should  so  much  forget  himself,  and  promised 
to  right  me,  or  they  would  not  be  friends.  I  withdrew,  and 
Colonel  Stewart  immediately  came  to  me  from  his  Excellency,  and 
calling  for  wine  drank  to  me,  and  said  the  [Lord]  General  was 
exceeding  angry  with  Kirkcudbright.  Some  time  after  his  Ex- 
cellency sent  for  me,  and  desired  me  to  stay  all  night,  because  he 
had  sent  for  Lord  Kirkcudbright,  Mr.  Barwis,  and  my  colonel  [Sir 
Wilfred  Lawson],  and  would  take  up  the  business,  for  it  was  his 
desire  we  should  agree  like  brethren,  and  this  day  there  was  a 
short  hearing  of  the  business.

rington : — That  they  have  severally  served  the  State  for  the  most 
part  of  these  two  years  lust  past  without  having  or  receiving  any 
considerable  pay  for  themselves  or  the  soldiers  under  their  com- 
mands. That  they  have  as  well  within  this  county  as  abroad  been 
ready  upon  all  commands  to  do  the  best  service  they  could  to  the 
hazard  of  their  lives  for  the  advancement  of  the  public  service. 
That  most  of  them  have  been  employed  for  this  county  against 
Latham  House  and  other  places  since  Christmas  last,  and  have  not 
hitherto  received  for  themselves,  their  officers  and  soldiers,  any  con- 
siderable pay.  They  understand  that  about  the  23rd  of  April  last 
there  was  a  settled  course  ordered  for  the  monthly  pay  of  the  soldiery 
within  this  county,  that  being  conceived  the  easiest  way  for  their 
pay,  and  doubtless  would  have  been  most  acceptable  to  the  country 
and  satisfactory  to  the  officers  and  soldiers,  if  it  had  not  been  retarded 
by  some  malignant  spirits.  That  notwithstanding  this  [arrangement] 
they  tind  that  Colonel  Birch  has  from  the  beginning  been  a  common 
sower  of  dissension,  and  has  endeavoured  the  spoil  and  ruin  of  the 
country,  and  to  turn  the  forces  thereof  against  itself;  in  pursuance 
of  which  malicious  designs  and  intentions  to  overthrow  the  present 
service  against  Latham,  he  has  hindered  the  collection  of  the  money 
allotted  to  be  raised  within  the  several  hundreds  and  divisions  in 
the  order  of  the  23rd  April  mentioned  ;  and,  to  wit,  on  Thursday, 
the  29th  of  May  last,  at  Bury  [in  Lancashire],  did  publicly  utter  and 
declare  that  the  said  order  was  illegal,  and  that  the  Earl  of  Sirafford 
lost  his  life  for  such  a  like  act,  and  that  your  proceedings  therein 
were  arbitrary,  and  [so]  he  dissuaded  the  country  from  yielding 
obedience  to  that  order.

That 
they  have  sequestered  and  endeavoured  to  sequester  sundry  persons 
well  affected  to  the  Parliament  maliciously  and  without  cause  or  due

That 
although  most  part  of  the  gentry  of  this  county  being  tainted  with 
an  evil  disposition  and  enticed  by  honours  and  other  Court  favours 
have  adhered  to  the  Popish  and  malignant  .party  in  this  unnatural 
war,  yet  the  Commons  have  always  been  well  affected  towards  the 
Parliament.  That  when  the  horse  and  dragoons  of  the  Scottish 
army  advanced  into  the  country  about  the  1st  of  September  last, 
they  met  with  no  opposition  from  the  inhabitants  of  this  county  or 
Westmorland,  both  counties  willingly  yielding  to  the  obedience  of 
King  and  Parliament.  That  when  the  Scottish  forces  came  amongst 
them  they  were  with  much  willingness  and  cheerfulness  entertained 
as  brethren,  and  accommodated  with  plenty,  and  what  the  country 
could  afford,  but  by  their  continuance  upon  free  quarter,  being  seven 
regiments  of  horse  and  dragoons  for  the  most  part  from  1  Sept. 
to  7  Oct.,  and  disorders  increasing  amongst  them,  the  poor  country 
quickly  found  them  a  burthen  too  heavy  for  them  to  bear.  That 
from  the  7  Oct.  until  9  Nov.  there  were  but  two  regiments,  yet  in 
that  time  they  had  in  provision  and  money  to  the  value  of  2,560?. 
That  upon  the  taking  of  Newcastle  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms 
agreed  on  a  way  for  the  present  entertainment  of  the  whole  Scottish 
aimy  for  one  month  out  of  the  several  counties  where  they  were 
quartered,  viz.,  a  third  part  paid  to  officers  and  half  to  soldiers,  to 
be  delivered  in  provision  or  in  money  where  provisions  were  not 
to  be  had,  which  agreement  and  orders,  with  the  schedule  of  rates 
and  a  declaration  from  his  Excellency  [the  Earl  of  Leven]  con- 
firming them,  being  sent  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Parliament 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  county,  they  were  conteut  to 
conform  to  these,  though  heavy  burdens  ;  but  the  Scottish  officers 
who  commanded  the  horse  in  that  county  not  being  content  refused 
obedience,  and  at  their  own  will  demanded  full  pay  both  for  officers 
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and  soldiers,  which  for  the  month  of  November  came  to  above 
3,850?.  That  though  the  Commissioners  of  the  Parliament  had 
granted  these  allowances  for  only  one  month  the  Scots  continued 
their  full  demands,  against  all  order,  for  the  month  succeeding, 
so  that  the  exactions  for  the  months  of  December,  January,  and 
February  came  to  above  8,680?.,  the  county  being  hereby  exhausted 
and  reduced  to  great  extremity,  when  "  God  put  it  into  the  hearts 
of  the  Parliament"  to  make  provision  for  payment  of  the  Scottish 
army  by  the  Ordinance  of  20  Feb.  [1644-5],  and  all  assessments 
were  ordered  to  cease  from  1  March,  in  regard  of  which,  and  that 
30,000/-.  was  to  come  from  the  Parliament,  we  hoped  to  have  been 
eased  of  that  insupportable  burden,  but  in  vain,  for  the  Scotch 
officers  laid  on  us  still  the  same  assessment  for  March,  and  upon 
complaint  to  his  Excellency  the  only  relief  the  county  got  was  a 
promise  that  what  we  had  advanced  for  that  month  should  be 
repaid  out  of  the  first  money  coming  in  upon  the  order  of 
Parliament,  whereof  hitherto  not  one  penny  has  been  received. 
The  same  exactions  being  continued  during  April  the  charges  for 
those  two  months  came  to  about  5,780?.,  which,  with  the  4,000?. 
imposed  at  first  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Parliament,  will  make 
the  total  paid  to  and  taken  by  the .  Scottish  army  from  the  poor 
county  of  Cumberland  at  least  40,000?.  That,  besides  the  support 
of  the  Scottish  forces,  this  county  has  raised  for  the  service  of  the 
Parliament  1,800  foot  and  400  hoi-se,  maintained  at  the  cost  of  the 
country  all  last  winter  in  blocking  up  Carlisle.  That  this  heavy 
burden  having  made  the  country  incapable  of  any  longer  paying 
the  Scottish  forces,  necessity  forced  the  distressed  people  in  some 
parts  to  stand  upon  their  defence  against  the  taxings  and  drivings 
of  the  soldiers  contrary  to  the  order  of  Parliament.  The  General 
and  the  Commissioners  to  prevent  all  further  dissension  and  incon- 
venience, as  we  conceive,  offered  and  promised  by  letters  from  the 
Committee  of  both  kingdoms  and  the  Lord  General  Leven  to  the 
colonels  and  Committees  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  that  if 
those  two  counties  were  able  to  undertake  the  siege  against  Carlisle

which  instruction  was  never  communicated  to  the  Convention  of 
the  Estates  of  Scotland  nor  to  their  Committees.  Bat  those  in- 
structions being  laid  aside  in  favour  of  other  propositions,  a 
(Scottish  garrison  was  placed  in  Berwick  by  mutual  advice  and  the 
consent  of  both  kingdoms,  as  that  which  did  conduce  tr>  the 
muiual  interest  of  both  nations,  and  is  expressed  in  the  treaty 
concerning  that  garrison.  We  presented  a  paper  to  both  Houses 
concerning  the  bus'ness  of  Carlisle  the  24th  inst,  and  shall  now 
give  an  account  of  our  whole  proceedings  therein  to  the  Committee 
of  Estates,  residing  with  the  [Scottish]  army,  to  whom  properly  the 
consideration  of  matters  of  that  nature,  in  so  far  as  concerns  the 
interest  of  our  nation,  doih  belong,  and  who  have  much  more  to 
say  in  that  business  than  is  known  to  us.  In  the  meantime  we 
thought  fit  to  communicate  to  both  Houses  a  copy  of  the  letter 
from  Lord  Fairfax  and  the  Committee  at  York  to  his  Excellency 
the  Earl  of  Leven  with  his  answer  concerning  that  business.

In  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  House  of  Commons  of 
the  24th  inst.  we  have  perused  the  treaties  ami  instructions  therein 
mentioned,  and  find  in  the  large  treaty  the  eight  demands,  and  the 
answer  thereto  in  these  words  : — "  Concerning  the  eighth  demand, 
for  a  happy  and  durable  peace,  which  is  the  chief  est  of  all  our 
desires,  and  unto  which  all  our  former  seven  articles,  being  now 
agreed  upon,  are  as  many  preparations.  We  do  first  of  all  desire 
that  all  monuments,  tokens,  and  shows  of  hostility  upon  the  Porders 
of  the  two  kingdoms  may  be  taken  away,  and  that  for  the  reasons 
and  considerations  particularly  expressed  in  the  paper  of  the  10th 
February  1640[-1].  That  not  only  the  garrisons  of  Berwick  and 
Carlisle  may  be  removed,  but  that  the  works  may  be  slighted  and 
the  places  dismantled.  It  is  answered  and  agreed  upon  the  14th  June 
That  his  Majesty  is  desirous  that  all  things  betwixt  the  kingdoms 
of  England  and  Scotland  be  reduced  into  the  same  state  they  were 
before  the  beginning  of  the  late  troubles  ;  and  therefore  he  doth 
give  his  assent  to  the  advice  of  the  two  Houses  that  the  garrisons 
of  Berwick  and  Carlisle,  upon  the  disbanding  of  the  Scottish  army, 
now  in  England,  be  removed,  and  their  fortifications  be  reduced  to 
the  same  condition  they  were  in  before  the  late  troubles.  So  that  all 
fortifications  in  Scotland  shall  be  likewise  similarly  dealt  with,  and 
the  works  be  not  repaired  but  suffered  to  decay.  This  to  be  with- 
out prejudice  to  his  Majesty's  former  grant  of  the  second  demand, 
concerning  the  keeping  of  the  castles  of  Scotland.  In  the  Articles  of 
the  Instructions  of  13th  July  we  find  the  12th  article  provides  that 
the  city  of  Carlisle  and  the  towns  of  Newcastle  and  Berwick, 
whensoever  they  shall  be  secured  from  the  Papists  and  malignants, 
shall  be  delivered  over  into  the  hands  of  such  persons  and  garrisons 
as  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  and  defend  the  same  by  the  two 
Houses  of  Parliament.

It  is  now  three  months  and  more  since  that 
we  did  by  our  letters,  according  to  an  Ordinance  of  Parliament, 
appoint  you  to  cause  1,000  able  and  serviceable  men  for  the  wars, 
to  be  levied  and  impressed  within  your  county  for  recruiting  the 
Parliament's  army  under  the  command  of  Sir  Tlios.  Fairfax  ;  and

much  more  than  601.  13s.  8c?.  is  yet  uncollected,  and  for  which  our 
Treasurers  have  given  acquittances  to  the  lenders  as  for  the  rest 
received,  and  therefore  how  it  shall  hereafter  be  repaid  to  the 
lenders,  if  such,  as  we  conceive,  illegal  power  be  usurped  by  the 
sub-committee  of  Accounts,  from  whence  we  know  this  suggestion 
comes,  as  to  employ  it  in  paying  their  clerks  and  others,  our  reason 
cannot  apprehend  ;  neither,  as  is  pretended,  was  this~60£.  13s.  8d. 
concealed  from  us,  much  less  discovered  by  the  sub-committee  of 
Accounts,  for  our  Treasurers  more  than  once  acquainted  us  that 
they  had  some  of  the  Scottish  loan  remaining  in  their  hands, 
although  through  press  of  business  we  omitted  to  require 
an  account  of  the  amount.  In  the  second  place  we  deny  that 
there  is  the  least  colour  by  that  ordinance  for  their  Treasurers 
to  receive  any  arrears  due  upon  any  ordinance  unless  there  was  no 
Treasurer  before  appointed  for  receiving  such  money,  as  was  well 
and  truly  urged  by  this  Committee  in  their  letter  to  them,  therefore 
they  wholly  act  herein  beyond  the  letter  or  meaning  of  the 
Ordinance,  we  having  appointed  Treasurers  from  the  beginning  to 
receive  these  loans,  and  we  are  very  sorry  that  the  Committee  of 
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Accounts  here  should  be  so  much  abused  as  to  be  made  abettors 
of  so  palpable  an  untruth  by  alleging  that  we  demand  those 
moneys  of  their  Treasurer  toward  the  charge  of  the  county,  which 
we  utterly  deny  to  be  ever  demanded  by  us  for  that  or  any  other 
end,  than  when  we  had  received  it  to  send  it  up  to  the  proper 
place,  Goldsmiths'  Hall,  as  will  appear  by  our  several  letters  to 
that  Committee ;  but,  considering  from  whom  this  comes,  we  the 
less  wonder  nor  can  expect  less  from  theni  [the  sub-committee]. 
Lastly,  it  is  urged  that  Mr.  Stevens,  Mr.  John  Ash,  and  Sir 
Anthony  Erby  promised  Mr.  Prynne  there  should  be  no  more  pro-

Volume  containing  a  full  report  of  the  legal  proceedings  in 
the  High  Court  of  Admiralty,  before  Sir  Nathaniel  Brent  and 
Dr.  Robert  Aylett,  touching  tin-  legality  of  the  seizure  and  retention 
as  prize  of  the  ship  called  the  "  Looking  Glass/'  by  the  ship 
"  Reformation,"  belonging  to  Captain  Richard  Ingle.  These  pro- 
ceedings are  chiefly  confined  to  the  months  of  June  and  July, 
although  the  ship  was  taken  in  the  month  of  February  1644-5, 
in  St.  George's  river  at  the  mouth  of  St.  Ignatius'  ci'eek  in  Mary- 
land. The  pleadings  set  forth  that  Maryland  and  the  place  where 
this  vessel  was  captured  are  within  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
England.  That  by  the  Ordinances  of  Parliament  it  is  lawful  for 
any  of  his  Majesty's  good  and  loyal  subjects  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Lord  High  Admiral,  being  appointed  by  the  Lords  and 
Commons,  to  equip,  furnish,  and  set  forth  ships  under  letters  of 
marque  for  the  capture  of  all  ships,  with  their  equipments  and 
goods,  which  they  may  meet  with  in  or  outwards  bound  from  any 
port  within  any  of  his  Majesty's  dominions,  being  in  hostility 
against  the  King  and  Parliament,  or  coming  from  or  returning  to 
any  such  port,  or  that  shall  be  found  to  have  traded  with  any  of 
the  inhabitants  of  any  such  place  since  their  defection  from  the 
King  and  Parliament.  That  the  said  Richard  Ingle  was  so 
approved  and  appointed  by  the  Lord  High  Admiral  [Warwick]  to 
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proceed  to  sea  in  the  ship  the  "  Reformation."  That  for  several 
years  past  the  country  of  Maryland,  and  especially  St.  George's 
river,  where  the  "Looking  Glass"  was  seized,  has  been  in  oppo- 
sition and  hostility  against  the  King  and  Parliament,  and  did 
adhere  unto  and  assist  those  forces  that  bear  arms  against  the 
same,  seizing  and  surprising  the  ships,  goods,  and  persons  of  the 
Londoners  and  others  who  come  there.  That  in  January  1643-4 
Richard  Ingle  being  arrived  with  the  "  Reformation  "  in  St.  George's 
river,  his  ship,  himself,  and  his  company  were  seized  and  im- 
prisoned, on  the  sole  ground  that  they  were  belonging  to  London 
and  to  Londoners,  and  because  they  adhered  to  the  King  and 
Parliament,  when  some  of  those  claiming  in  this  suit  were  very 
forward,  and  helping  in  the  seizure  of  the  "  Reformation."  That 
they  with  Leonard  Calvert,  Governor  or  Deputy  Governor  of 
Maryland,  and  others,  endeavoured  to  persuade  the  mate  and 
company  of  the  said  ship  to  carry  her  and  her  lading  to  Bristol, 
then  under  the  power  of  the  enemy's  forces,  and  tendered  an  oath 
to  be  taken  by  them  to  assist  those  forces  that  bear  arms  against 
the  King  and  Parliament,  but  they  not  consenting  afterwards 
seized  an  opportunity  and  regained  the  said  ship.

As  far  back  as  the  year  1800,  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  recom- 
mended that  Indexes  and  Calendars  should  be  made  to  the  Public  Records,  and 
thirty-six  years  afterwards  another  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  reite- 
rated that  recommendation  in  more  forcible  words  ;  but  it  was  not  until  the 
incorporation  of  the  State  Paper  Office  with  the  Public  Record  Office  that  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  found  himself  in  a  position  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

On  7  December  1855,  he  stated  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  although 
"  the  Records,  State  Papers,  and  Documents  in  his  charge  constitute  the  most 
"  complete  and  perfect  series  of  their  kind  in  the  civilized  world,"  and  although 
"  they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  a  historical  and  constitutional  point  of  view, 
"  yet  they  are  comparatively  useless  to  the  public,  from  the  want  of  proper 
"  Calendars  and  Indexes."  Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  House  of  Commons  above  referred  to,  he  suggested  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  that  to  effect  the  object  he  had  in  view  it  would  be  necessary  for 
him  to  employ  a  few  Persons  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  work  which  he  con- 
templated. 

Their  Lordships  assented  to  the  necessity  of  having  Calendars  prepared  and 
printed,  and  empowered  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose.

On  25  July  1822,  the  House  of  Commons  presented  an  address  to  the  Crown, 
stating  that  the  editions  of  the  works  of  our  ancient  historians  were  inconvenient 
and  defective  ;  that  many  of  their  writings  still  remained  in  manuscript,  and,  in 
some  cases,  in  a  single  copy  only.  They  added,  "  that  an  uniform  and  con- 
"  venient  edition  of  the  whole,  published  under  His  Majesty's  royal  sanction, 
"  would  be  au  undertaking  honourable  to  His  Majesty's  reign,  and  conducive  to 
"  the  advancement  of  historical  and  constitutional  knowledge  ;  that  the  House 
"  therefore  humbly  besought  His  Majesty,  that  He  would  be  graciously  pleased 
"  to  give  such  directions  as  His  Majesty,  in  His  wisdom,  might  think  fit,  for 
"  the  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the  ancient  historians  of  this  realm, 
"  and  assured  His  Majesty  that  whatever  expense  might  be  necessary  for  this 
"  purpose  would  be  made  good." 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  being  very  desirous  that  effect  should  be  given  to  the 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  submitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  in 
1857  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  ancient  chronicles  and  memorials  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  it  was  adopted  accordingly.  In  selecting  these  works,  it 
was  considered  right,  in  the  first  instance,  to  give  preference  to  those  of  which 
the  manuscripts  were  unique,  or  the  materials  of  which  would  help  to  fill  up 
blanks  in  English  history  for  which  no  satisfactory  and  authentic  information 
hitherto  existed  in  any  accessible  form.  One  great  object  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
had  in  view  was  to  form  a  corpus  historicum  within  reasonable  limits,  and  which 
should  be  as  complete  as  possible. 

Of  the  Chronicles  and  Memorials,  the  following  volumes  have  been  published. 
They  embrace  the  period  from  the  earliest  time  of  British  history  down  to  the 
end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 


1.  The  Chronicle  or  England,  by  John  Capgeave.    Edited  by  the  Rev.  F.  C. 

Hingeston,  M.A.    1858. 

Capgrave  was  prior  of  Lynn,  in  Norfolk,  and  provincial  of  the  order  of  the  Friars  Hermits  of 
England  shortly  bjfore  the  year  1184.  His  Chronicle  extends  from  the  creation  of  the  world  to 
the  year  1117.  As  a  record  of  the  language  spoken  in  Norfolk  (being  written  in  English),  It  is  of 
considerable  value. 

2.  Oheonicon  Monasterii  de  Abingdon.    Vols.  I.  and  II.    Edited  by  the  Rev. 

Joseph  Stevenson,  M.A.,  Vicar  of  Leighton  Buzzard.     1858. 

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  monasterv  from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina 
of  Wessex,  to  the  reign  of  Richard  I.,  shortly  after  which  period  the  present  narrative  was 
drawn  up  by  an  inmate  of  the  establishment.  The  author  had  access  to  the  title-deeds  of  the 
house;  and  incorporates  into  his  history  various  .charters  of  the  Saxon  kings,  of  great  importance 
as  illustrating  not  only  the  history  of  the  locality  but  that  of  the  kingdom.

The  first  is  a  poem  in  Norman  French,  addressed  to  Alianor,  Queen  of  Henry  III.  nrobablv 
written  inl2ta  ■Nothing  is  known  of  the  author.  The  second  is  an  anonymous  poem,  written 
between  IK)  and  IteO,  by  command  of  Henry  VI.  It  does  not  throw  any  new  light  on  the  re  "n 
of  Bdwjril  the  Confessor,  but  is  valuable  as  a  specimen  of  the  Latin  poetry  of  the  time  The 
T^]30!?5'  °P  anonymous  author,  was  apparently  written  for  Queen  Edith,  between  1066 
and  1074.

The  second  volume  contains  materials  found  since 
the  first  volume  was  published. 

5.  Fasciculi  Zizaniorum  Magistri  Johannis  Wyclii?  cum  Tritico.    Ascribed  to 

Thomas  Netter,  of  Walden,  Provincial  of  the  Carmelite  Order  in  England, 

and  Confessor  to  King  Henry  the  Fifth.  Edited  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Shirley, 

M.  A.,  Tutor  and  late  Fellow  of  Wadham  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

This  work  derives  its  principal  value  from  being  the  only  contemporaneous  account  of  the  rise 
of  the  Lollards. 

6.  The  Buik  of  the   Croniclis  or  Scotland  ;  or,  A  Metrical  Version  of  the 

History  of  Hector    Boece  ;  by   William  Stewart.     Vols.  I.,  II.,  and  III. 

Edited  by  W.  B.  Turnbull,  Barrister-at-Law.     1858. 

This  is  a  metrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first  half  of  the  16th 
century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and  ends  with  the  death  of  James  I.  of 
Scotland,  and  the  "evil  ending  of  the  traitors  that  slew  him."  Strict  accuracy  of  statement  is  not 
to  be  looked  for ;  but  the  stories  of  the  colonization  of  Spai-i,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  are  interest  ing 
if  not  true ;  and  the  chronicle  reflects  the  manners,  sentiments,  and  character  of  the  age  in  which 
it  was  composed.    The  peculiarities  of  the  Scottish  dialect  are  well  illustrated  in  this  version. 

7.  Johannis  Capgrave  Liber  de  Illustribus  Henricis.     Edited  by  the  Rev.  F.  C. 

Hingeston,  M.A.    1858. 

This  work  is  dedicated  to  Henry  VI.  of  England,  who  appears  to  have  been,  in  the  author's 
estimation,  the  greatest  of  all  the  Henries.  The  first  part  relates  only  to  the  history  of  the  Empire 
from  the  election  of  Henry  I.  the  Fowler,  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI. 
The  second  part  is  devoted  to  English  history,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I.  in  1100,  to  1440,  which 
was  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of 
illustrious  men  who  have  borne  the  name  of  Henry  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  Capgrave  was 
born  in  1393,  and  lived  during  the  "Wars  of  the  Roses,  for  which  period  his  work  is  of  some  value. 

8.  Historia  Monasterii  S.  Augustini  Cantuariensis,  by  Thomas  op   Blmham, 

formerly  Monk  and  Treasurer  of  that  Foundation.  Edited  by  Charles  Hard- 
wick,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  Catharine's  Hall,  and  Christian  Advocate  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge.     1858. 

This  history  extends  from  the  arrival  of  St.  Augustine  in  Kent  until  1191.  Prefixed  is  a 
chronology  as  far  as  1418,  which  snows  in  outline  what  was  to  have  been  the  character  of  the  work 
when  completed.    The  author  was  connected  with  Norfolk,  and  most  probably  with  Elmham. 

9.  Eulogium  (Historiarum  sive  Temporis)  :  Chronicon  ab  Orbe  condito  usque  ad 

Annum  Domini  1366  ;  a  Monacho  quodam  Malmesbiriensi  exaratum.  Vols. 
I.,  II.,  and  III.     Edited  by  F.  S.  Haydon,  B.A.     1858-1863. 

This  is  a  Latm  Chronicle  extending  from  the  Creation  to  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.,  and  written  by  a  monk  of  the  Abbey  of  Malmesbnry,  in  Wiltshire,  about  the  year 
1367.  A  continuation,  carrying  the  history  of  England  down  to  the  year  1413,  was  added  in  the 
first  half  of  the  fifteenth  century  by  an  author  whose  name  is  not  known.  The  Eulogium 
itself  is  chiefly  valuable  as  containing  a  history,  by  a  contemporary,  of  the  period  between  1356 
and  1366. 

10.  Memorials  of  Henry  the  Seventh  :  Bernardi  Andreas  Tholosatis  Vita  Regis 
Henrici  Sentimi;  necnon  alia  quaedam  ad  eundem  Regem  spectantia.  Edited 
by  James  G-airdner.

The  contents  of  this  volume  are—  (I)  a  life  of  Henry  VII.,  by  his  poet  laureate  and  historio- 
grapher, Bernard  Andi-6,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  compositions  in  verse,  of  which  he  is  supposed  to 
nave  been  the  author  i  (2)  the  journals  of  Roger  Machado  during  certain  embassies  on  which 
he  was  sent  by  Henry  VII.  to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  lirsfc  of  which  nad  reference  to  the  marriage 
of  the  King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by  envoys  sent 
to  Spain  in  1505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile,  and  a  project  of  marriage  between 
Henry  VII.  and  the  Queen  of  Naples:  and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's  reception  in 
England  in  1506.    Other  documents  of  interest  are  given  in  an  appendix.

This  volume  contains  three  treatises  which  more  or  less  illustrate  the  history  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  V.,  viz. :  A  life  by  Robert  Redman:  a  Metrical  Chroniclo  by  Thomas  Elmham,  prior  of 
Lenton,  a  contemporary  author ;  Versus  Rhythmici,  written  apparently  by  a  monk  of  Westminster 
i      Abbey,  who  was  also  a  contemporary  of  Henry  V.

The  manuscript  of  the  Liber  Albus,  compiled  by  John  Carpenter,  Common  Clerk  of  the  City 
of  London  in  the  year  1419,  {rives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  that  City 
in  the  12th,  13th,  14th,  and  early  part  of  the  15th  centuries.  The  Liber  Custumarum  was  compiled 
probably  by  various  hands  in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  century  during  the  reign  of  Edward  II. 
It  also  gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  the  City  of  London  in  the 
12th,  13th,  and  early  part  of  the  14th  centuries. 

13.  Chronica  Johannis  de  Oxenedes.    Edited  by  Sir  Henry  Ellis,  K.H.    1859. 

Although  tuis  Chronicle  tells  of  the  arrival  of  Hengist  and  Horsa  in  England  in  449,  yet  it 
substantially  begins  with  the  reign  of  King  Alfred,  and  comes  down  to  1292,  where  it  ends 
abruptly.  The  history  is  particularly  valuable  for  notices  of  events  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the 
Kingdom. 

14.  A  Collection  of  Political  Poems  and  Songs  relating  to  English  History, 

from  the  Accession  op  Edward  III.  to  the  Reign  op  Henry  VIII.     Vols.  I. 

and  II.     Edited  by  Thomas  Wright,  M.A.     1859-1861. 

These  Poems  are  perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  all  the  historical  writings  of  the  period, 
though  they  cannot  be  relied  on  for  accuracy  of  statement.  They  are  various  in  character  ;  some 
are  upon  religious  subjects,'  some  may  be  called  satires,  and  some  give  no  more  than  a  court 
scandal ;  but  as  a  whole  they  present  a  very  fair  picture  of  society,  and  of  the  relations  of  the 
different  classes  to  one  another.  The  songs  in  old  English  are  of  considerable  value  to  the 
philologist. 

15.  The  "  Opus  Tertium,"  "  Opus  Minus,''  &c,  of  Roger  "Bacon.    Edited  by  J.  S. 

Brewer,  M.A.,  Professor  of  English   Literature,  King's  College,  London. 

1859. 

This  is  the  celebrated  treatise— never  before  printed— so  frequently  referred  to  by  the  great 
philosopher  in  his  works.  It  contains  the  fullest  details  we  possess  of  the  life  and'  labours  of 
Roger  Bacon  :  also  a  fragment  by  the  same  author,  supposed  to  be  unique,  the  "  Compendium 
Studii  Theologian 

16.  Bartholom^i  de  Cotton,  Monachi  Norwicensis,  Historia  Anglicana  ;  449- 
1298:  necnonejusdem  Liber  de  Achiepiscopis  et  Episcopis  Anglia?.  Edited 
by  Henry  Richards  Luard,  M.A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.    1859. 

The  author,  a  monk  of  Norwich,  has  here  given  us  a  Chronicle  of  England  from  the  arrival  of 
the  Saxons  in  449  to  the  year  1298,  in  or  about  which  year  it  appears  that  he  died.  The  latter 
portion  of  this  history  is  of  great  value,  as  the  writer  was  contemporary  with  the  events  which 
he  records. 

17.  Brut  y  Tywysogion  ;  or,  The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales.    Edited  by 

the  Rev.  John  Williams  ab  Ithel,  M.A.    1860. 

This  work,  also  known  as  "  The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  "Wales,"  has  been  attributed  to 
Caradoc  of  Llancarvan,  who  flourished  about  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  century.  It  is  written  in 
the  ancient  Welsh  language,  begins  with  the  abdication  and  death  of  Caedwala  at  Rome  in  the 
year  681,  and  continues  the  history  down  to  the  subjugation  of  "Wales  by  Edward  I.,  about  the 
year  1282. 

18.  A  Collection  or  Royal  and  Historical  Letters  during  the  Reign    op 

Henry  IV.     1399-1404.      Edited  by  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Hingeston,  M.A.,  of 
Exeter  College,  Oxford.     1860. 

This  volume  is  valuable  on  account  of  the  light  it  throws  upon  biographical  history,  and  the 
familiar  view  it  presents  of  characters,  manners,  and  events. 

19.  The  Repressor  of  over  much  Blaming  op  the  Clergy.  By  Reginald 
Pecock,  sometime  Bishop  of  Chichester.  Vols.  I.  and  II.  Edited  by 
the  Rev.  Churchill  Babington,  B.D.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  Collesre 
Cambridge.    1860.  B  ' 

The" Repressor "  may  be  considered  the  earliest  piece  of  good  theological  disquisition  of 
which  our  English  prose  literature  can  boast.  The  author  was  born  about  the  end  of  the  four- 
teenth century,  consecrated  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  in  the  year  1444,  and  translated  to  the  see  of 
Chichester  in  1450.  While  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  he  zealously  defended  his  brother  prelates  from 
the  attacks  of  those  who  censured  the  bishops  for  their  neglect  of  duty.  Pecock  took  up  a  position 
midway  between  that  of  the  Roman  Church  and  that  of  the  modern  Anglican  Church-  but  his 
work  is  interesting  chiefly  because  it  gives  a  full  account  of  the  views  of  the  Lollards  and  of  the 
arguments  by  which  they  were  supported.  Apart  from  religious  matters,  the  light  thrown  unon 
contemporaneous  history  is  very  small,  but  the  "  Repressor  "  has  great  value  for  the  philologist,  as

20.  Annales  Oambrlb.   Editedby  the  Rev.  Jo'hn  Williams  ab  Ithel,  M.A.  1860. 

These  annals,  which  are  in  Latin, commence  ir.  417,  and  come  down  to  1238.  The  earlier  portion 
appears  to  be  taken  from  an  Irish  Chronicle  used  by  Tigernaoh,  and  by  the  compiler  of  the  Annals 
of  Ulster.  The  annals  were  probably  written  at  St.  Davids,  by  Bl'egewryd,  Archdeacon  of  Llan- 
daif,  the  most  learned  man  in  his  day  in  all  Oymru. 

21.  The  Works  op  Giraldus  Cambrensis.  Vols.  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  Edited 
by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Brewer,  M.A.,  Professor  of  English  Literature,  King's 
College,  London.  Vols.  V.,  VI.,  and  VII.  Edited  by  the  Rev.  James  F. 
Dimock,  M.A.,  Rector  of  Barnburgh,  Yorkshire.     1861-1877. 

These  volumes  contain  the  historical  works  of  Gerald  du  Barry,  who  lived  in  the  reigns  of 
Henry  II.,  Richard  I.,  and  John,  and  attempted  to  re-establish  the  independence  of  Wales  by 
restoring  the  see  of  St.  Davids  to  its  ancient  primacy.  His  works  are  of  a  very  miscellaneous 
nature,  both  in  prose  and  verse,  and  are  remarkable  chiefly  for  the  racy  and  original  anecdotes 
which  they  contain  relating  to  contemporaries.  He  is  the  only  Welsh  writer  of  any  importance 
who  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  mediaeval  literature  of  this  country,  or  assumed,  m  conse- 
quence of  his  nationality,  so  free  and  independent  a  tone.  His  frequent  travels  in  Italy,  in  France, 
in  Ireland,  and  in  Wales,  gave  him  opportunities  for  observation  which  did  not  generally  fall  to 
the  lot  of  mediaeval  writers  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  and  of  these  observations 
Giraldus  has  made  due  use. 

The  Topographia  Hibernica  (in  Vol.  V.)  is  the  result  of  Giraldus'  two  visits  to  Ireland,  the 
first  in  1188,  the  second  in  1185-6,  when  he  accompanied  Prince  John  into  that  country.  A  very 
interesting  portion  of  this  treatise  is  devoted  to  the  animals  of  Ireland.  It  shows  that  he  was 
a  very  accurate  and  acute  observer,  and  his  description*  arj  given  in  a  way  that  a  scientific 
naturalist  of  the  present  day  could  hardly  improve  up  >n.  The  Expugnatio  Hibernica  was  written 
about  118S  and  may  be  regarded  rather  as  a  great  epic  than  a  sober  relation  of  acts  occurring 
in  his  own  days.  Vol.  VI.  contains  the  Itinerarium  Itambrise  et  Descriptio  Kambrise  :  and  Vol. 
VII.,  the  lives  of  S.  Re  migius  and  S.  Hugh. 

22.  Letters  and  Papers  illustrative  or  the  Wars  of  the  English  in  Prance 

DURING  THE   REIGN   OF   HENRY   THE  SlXTH,    KlNG   OF   ENGLAND.      Vol.    I.,    and 

Vol.  II.  (in  Two  Parts).  Edited  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Stevenson,  M.A., 
Vicar  of  Leighton  Buzzard.     1861-1864. 

These  letters  and  papers  are  derived  chiefly  from  originals  or  contemporary  copies  extant  in 
the  Bibliotheque  Imp6riale,  and  the  Dep6t  des  Archives,  in  Paris.  They  illustrate  the  policy 
adopted  by  John  Duke  of  Bedford  and  his  successors  during  their  government  of  Normandy,  and 
other  provinces  of  France  acquired  by  Henry  V. 

23.  The  Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle,  according  to  the  several  Original  Autho- 
rities. Vol.  I.,  Original  Texts.  Vol  II.,  Translation.  Edited  and  translated 
by  Benjamin  Thorpe,  Member  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Sciences  at 
Munich,  and  of  the  Society  of  Netherlandish  Literature  at  Leyden.    1861. 

This  chronicle,  extending  from  the  earliest  history  of  Britain  to  1154,  is  justly  the  boast  of 
England;  no  other  nation  can  produce  any  history,  written  in  its  own  vernacular,  at  all  approach- 
ing it,  in  antiquity,  truthfulness,  or  extent,  the  historical  books  of  the  Bible  alone  excepted.  There 
are  at  present  six  independent  manuscripts  of  the  Saxon  Chronicle,  ending  in  different  years,  and 
written  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  In  this  edition,  the  text  of  each  manuscript  is  printed 
in  columns  on  the  same  page,  so  that  the  student  may  see  at  a  glance  the  various  changes  which 
occur  in  orthography,  whether  arising  from  locality  or  age. 

24.  Letters  and  Papers  illustrative  or  the  Reigns  of  Richard  III.  and 
Henry  VII.    Vols.  I.  and  II.    Edited  by  James  Gairdner.    1861-1863. 

The  papers  are  derived  from  the  MSS.  in  Public  Record  Office,  the  British  Museum,  and  other 
repositories.  The  period  to  which  they  refer  is  unusually  destitute  of  chronicles  and  other  sources 
of  historical  information,  so  that  the  light  obtained  from  them  is  of  special  importance.  The  princi- 
pal contents  of  the  volumes  are  some  diplomatic  Papers  of  Richard  III. ;  correspondence  between 
Henry  VII.  and  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain  ;  documents  relating  to  Edmund  de  la  Pole  Earl 
of  Suffolk ;  and  a  portion  of  the  correspondence  of  James  IV.  of  Scotland. 

25.  Letters  of  Bishop  Grosseteste,  illustrative  of  the  Social  Condition  of  his 

Time.      Edited    by  the  Rev.  Henry   Richards   Luard,  M.A.,   Fellow  and 

Assistant  Tutor  of' Trinity  College,  Cambridge.    1861. 

The  Letters  of  Robert  Grosseteste  range  in  date  from  about  1210  to  1253,  and  relate  to  various 
matters  connected  not  only  with  the  political  history  of  England  during  the  reign  of  Henry  III. 
but  with  its  ecclesiastical  condition.  They  refer  especially  to  the  diocese  of  Lincoln,  of  which 
Grosseteste  was  bishop. 

26.  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  Manuscripts  relating  to  the  History  of  Great 

Britain  and  Ireland.  Vol.  I.  (in  Two  Parts);  Anterior  to  the  Norman 
Invasion.  Vol.  II.  ;  1066-1200.  Vol.  III.  ;  1200-1327.  By  Sir  Thomas 
Duffus  Hardy,  D.C.L.,  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Records.    1862-1871. 

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  publish  notices  of  all  known  sources  of  British  history,  both 
printed  and  unprinterl,  in  one  continued  sequence.  The  materials,  when  historical  (as  distin- 
guished from  biographical),  are  arranged  under  the  year  in  which  the  latest  event  is  recorded  in 
the  chronicle  or  history,  and  not  under  the  period  in  which  its  author,  real  or  supposed,  flourished. 
Biographies  are  enumerated  under  the  year  in  which  the  person  commemorated  died  and  not 
under  the  year  in  which  the  life  was  written.  A  brief  analysis  of  each  work  has  been  added  when 
deserving  it,  in  which  original  portions  are  distinguished  from  mere  compilations.  A  biographical 
sketch  of  the  author  of  each  pjece  has  been  added,  and  a  brief  notice  of  such  British  authors  as 
have  written  on  historical  subjects. 
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27.  Royal  and  other  Historical  Letters  illustrative  op  the  Reign  op  Henry 
III.  Vol.  I.,  1216-1235.  Vol.  II.,  1236-1272.  Selected  and,- edited  by  the 
Rev.  W.  W.  Shirley,  D.D.,  Regius  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and 
Oanon  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford.     1862-1866. 

The  letters  contained  in  these  volumes  are  derived  chiefly  from  the  ancient  correspondence 
in  the  Public  Record  Office.  They  illustrate  the  political  history  of  England  during  the  growth 
of  its  liberties,  and  throw  considerable  light  upon  the  personal  history  of  Simon  de  Montfort. 
The  affairs  of  France  form  the  subject  of  many  of  them,  especially  in  regard  to  the  province  of 
G-ascony.

In  the  first  two  volumes  is  a  History  of  England,  from  the  death  of  Henry  III.  to  the  death  of 
Henry  V.,  by  Thomas  "Walsingham,  Precentor  of  St.  Albans. 

In  the  3rd  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  attributed  to  William  Rishanger,  who 
lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. :  an  account  of  transactions  attending  the  award  of  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland  to  John  Balliol,  1291-1292,  also  attributed  to  "William  Rishanger,  but  on  no  sufficient 
ground :  a  short  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1292  to  1300,  by  an  unknown  hand :  a  short 
Chronicle  Willelmi  Rishanger  Gesta  Edwardi  Primi,  Regis  Anglise,  with  Annalrs  Regum  Anglige, 
probably  by  the  samehand :  and  fragments  of  three  Chronicles  of  English  History,  1285  to  1307. 

In  the  4th  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1259  to  129(1 :  Annals  of  Edward  II.,  1307 
to  1323,  by  John  de  Trokelowe,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans,  and  a  continuation  of  Trokelowe's  Annals, 
1323, 1324,  by  Heury  de  Blaneforde  :  a  full  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1392  to  1406  ;  and  an 
account  of  the  Benefactors  of  St.  Albans,  written  in  the  early  part  of  the  15th  century. 

The  5th,  6!;h,  and  7th  volumes  contain  a  history  of  the  Abbots  of  St.  Albans,  793  to  1411,  mainly 
compiled  by  Thomas  Walsingham  :  with  a  Continuation. 

The  Sth  and  9th  volumes,  in  continuation  of  the  Annals,  contain  a  Chronicle,  probably  by  John 
Amundesham,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans. 

The  10th  and  11th  volumes  relate  especially  to  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  Abbots  Whetham- 
stede, Albon,  and  Wallingford,  and  maybe  considered  as  a  memorial  of  the  chief  historical  and 
domestic  events  during  those  periods. 

The  12th  volume  contains  a  compendious  History  of  England  to  the  reign  of  Henry  V.,  and  of 
Normandy  in  early  times,  also  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  and  dedicated  to  Henry  V.

The  Chronicle  of  Evesham  illustrates  the  history  of  that  important  monastery  from  its  founda- 
tion by  Egwin,  about  690,  to  the  year  1418.  Its  chief  feature  is  an  autobiography,  which  makes  us 
acquainted  with  the  inner  daily  life  of  a  great  abbey,  such  as  but  rarely  has  been  recorded.  Inter- 
spersed are  many  notices  of  general,  personal,  and  local  history.

Richard  or  Oir.mcester  was  a  monk  of  Westminster,  1355-1400.  His  history,  in  four  books, 
extends  from  447  to  1036,  He  announces  his  intemion  of  continuing  it,  but  there  is'no  evidence  that 
he  Completed  any  more.  This  chronicle  irives  many  charters  in  favour  of  Westminster  Abbey,  and 
a  very  full  account  of  the  lives  and  mirvjles  of  the  siints,  especially  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
whose  reign  occupies  the  fourtn  book.  A  treatise  on  the  Coronation,  by  William  of  Sudbury,  a 
monk  of  Westminster,  fills  book  ii.  0.3.  It  was  on  this  author  that  C.  J.Bertram  fathered  his 
forgery,  Be  Situ  Brittania  in  1717. 

31.  Tear  Books  op  the  Rtitgn  op  Edward  the  First.  Tears  20-21,  21-22

The  "Tear  Books"  are  the  earliest  of  our  Law  Reports.  Thoy  contain  matter  not  only 
of  practical  utility  to  lawyers  in  the  present  day,  but  also  illustrative  of  almost  every  branch  of 
history,  while  for  certain  philological  purposes  they  hold  a  position  absolutely  unique. 
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32.  Narratives  op  the  Expulsion  op  the  English  prom  Normandy  1449-1450. 
— Robertus  Blondelli  de  Reductione  Normannias  :  Le  Recouvrement  de 
Normendie,  par  Berry,  H£rault  du  Boy  :  Conferences  between  the  Ambas- 
sadors of  France  and  England.  Edited  by  the  Bev.  Joseph  Stevenson, 
M.A.    1863. 

This  volume  contains  the  narrative  of  an  eye-witness  who  details  with  considerable  power 
and  minuteness  the  circumstances  which  attended  the  final  expulsion  of  the  English  from 
Normandy  in  1450.

This  work  consists  of  two  parts,  the  History  and  the  Cartulary  of  the  Monastery  of  St.  Peter, 
Gloucester.  The  history  furnishes  an  account  of  the  monastery  from  its  foundation,  in  the  year 
6S1,  to  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Richard  II.,  together  with  a  calendar  of  donations  and 
benefactions.  It  treats  principally  of  the  affairs  of  the  monastery, but  occasionally  matters  of 
general  history  are  introduced.  Its  authorship  has  generally  been  assigned  to  Walter  Eroucester 
the  twentieth  abbot,  but  without  any  foundation. 

34.  Alexandei  Neckam  de  Naturis  Rerum  lie:ii  duo;  with  Neckam' s  Poem, 
De  Laudibus  Divine  Sapientm.

Neckarn  was  a  man  who  devoted  himself  to  science,  such  as  it  was  in  the  twelfth  century. 
In  the  "  De  Naturis  Rerum"  are  to  befound  what  may  be  called  the  rudiments  of  many  sciences 
mixed  up  with  much  error  and  ignorance.  Neckam  had  his  own  views  in  morals,  and  in 
giving  us  a  glimpse  of  them,  as  well  as  of  his  other  opinions,  he  throws  much  light  upon  the 
manners,  customs,  and  general  tone  of  thought  prevalent  in  the  twelfth  century.  The  poem 
entitled  "  De  Laudibus  liivinse  Sapientia3  "  appears  to  be  a  metrical  paraphrase  or  abridgment 
of  the  "  De  Naturis  Rerum."  It  is  written  in  the  elegiac  metre,  and  it  is,  as  a  whole,  above  the 
ordinary  standard  of  mediaeval  Latin. 

35.  Leechdoms,  "Wortcunning,  and  Starcrapt  op  Early  England;  being  a  Col- 
lection of  Documents  illustrating  the  History  of  Science  in  this  Covmtry 
before  the  Norman  Conquest.  Vols.  I.,  II.,  and  III.  Collected  and  edited 
by  the  Bev.  T.  Oswald  Oookayne,  M.A.  '  1864-1866. 

This  work  illustrates  not  only  the  history  of  science,  but  the  history  of  superstition.  In 
addition  to  the  information  bearing  directly  upon  the  medical  skill  and  medical  faith  of  the  times, 
there  are  many  passages  which  incidentally  throw  light  upon  the  general  mode  of  life  and 
ordinary  diet.

The  present  collection  of  Monastic  Annals  embraces  all  the  more  important  chronicles  com- 
piled in  religious  houses  in  England  during  the  thirteenth  century.  These  distinct  works  are  ten 
in  number.  The  extreme  period  which  they  embrace  ranges  from  the  year  1  to  1432,  although 
they  refer  more  especially  to  the  reigns  of  John,  Henry  III.,  and  Edward  I.

This  work  contains  a  number  of  very  curious  and  interesting  incidents,  and  being  the  work 
of  a  contemporary,  is  valuable,  not  only  as  a  biography  of  a  celebrated  ecclesiastic  but  as  the 
work  of  a  man,  who,  from  personal  knowledge,  gives  notices  of  passing  events,  as  well  as  of 
individuals  who  were  then  taking  active  part  in  public  affairs.  The  author,  in  all  probability, 
was  Adam  Abbot  of  Evesham.  He  was  domestic  chaplain  and  private  confessor  of  Bishop 
Hugh,  and  in  these  capacities  was  admitted  to  the  closest  intimacy.  Bishop  Hugh's  consecra- 
tion took  place  on  the  21st  September  1186;  he  died  on  the  16th  of  November  1200;  and  was 
canonized  in  1220.

The  authorship  of  the  Chronicle  in  Vol.  I.,  hitherto  ascribed  to  Geoffrey  Vinesauf,  is  now 
more  correctly  ascribed  to  Richard,  Canon  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  London.  The  narrative  extends 
from  1187  to  1199  ;  but  its  chief  interest  consists  in  the  minute  and  authentic  narrative  which  it 
furnishes  of  the  exploits  of  Richard  I.,  from  his  departure  from  England  in  December  1189  to  his 
death  in  1199. 
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The  letters  in  Vol.  II.,  written  between  1187  and  1199,  are  of  value  as  furnishing  authentic 
materials  for  the  history  of  the  eeclesiastieal  condition  of  England  during  the  reign  of  Richard  I. 
They  had  their  origin  in  a  dispute  which  arose  from  the  attempts  of  Baldwin  and  Hubert,  arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury,  to  found  a  college  of  secular  canons,  a  project  which  gave  great  umbrage 
to  the  monks  of-Canterbury.

This  curious  chronicle  extends  from  the  fabulous  period  of  history  down  to  the  return  of 
Edward  IV.  to  England  in  the  year  1471  after  the  second  deposition  of  Henry  VI.  The  manuscript 
from  which  the  text  of  the  work  is  taken  was  written  towards  the  end  of  .the  fifteenth  century, 
having  been  expressly  executed  for  Louis  de  Bruges,  Seigneur  de  la  Gruthuyse  and  Earl  of 
Winchester.

This  is  one  of  the  many  mediaeval  chronicles  which  assume  the  character  of  a  history  of  the 
world.  It  begins  with  the  creation,  and  is  brought  down  to  the  author's  own  time,  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  It  enables  us  to  form  a  very  fair  estimate  of  the  knowledge  of  history  and 
geography  which  well-informed  readers  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries  possessed,  for  it 
was  then  the  standard  work  on  general  history. 

The  two  English  translations,  which  are  printed  with  the  original  Latin,  afford  interesting 
illustrations  of  the  gradual  change  of  our  language,  for  one  was  made  in  the  fourteenth  century,  the 
other  in  the  fifteenth.

These  two  treatises,  though  they  cannot  rank  as  independent  narratives,  are  valuable  as 
careful  abstracts  of  previous  historians.  Some  various  readings  are  given  which  are  interest- 
ing to  the  philologist  as  instances  of  semi-Saxonized  French.  It  is  supposed  that  Peter  of  Ickbam 
was  the  author.

The  Abbey  of  Meaux  was  a  Cistercian  house,  and  the  work  of  its  abbot  is  both  curious  and 
valuable.  It  is  a  faithful  and  oftenminute  record  of  the  establishment  of  areligious  community,  of 
its  progress  in  forming  an  ample  revenue,  of  its  Struggles  to  maintain  its  acquisitions,  and  of  its 
relations  to  the  governing  institutions  of  the  country.  In  addition  to  the  private  affairs  of  the 
monastery,  some  light  is  thrown  upon  the  public  events  of  the  time.

The  exact  date  at  which  this  work  was  written  is,  according  to  the  chronicler,  1250.  The  history 
is  of  considerable  value  as  an  illustration  of  the  period  during  which  the  author  lived,  and  contains 
a  good  summary  of  the  events  which  followed  the  Conquest.  This  minor  chronicle  is,  however, 
based  on  another  work  (also  written  by  Matthew  Paris)  giving  fuller  detads,  which  has  been  called 
the  "  Historia  Major."  The  chronicle  here  published,  nevertheless,  gives  some  information  not  to 
be  found  in  the  greater  history.

The  "  Book  of  Hyde  "  is  a  compilation  from  much  earlier  sources  which  are  usually  indicated 
with  considerable  care  and  precision.  In  many  cases,  however,  the  Hyde  Chronicler  appears  to 
correct,  to  qualify,  or  to  amplify  the  statements,  which,  in  substance,  he  adopts.  Ho  also  men- 
tions, and  frequently  quotes  from  writers  whose  works  are  either  entirely  lost  or  at  present  known 
only  by  fragments. 

There  is  to  be  found,  in  the  "  Book  of  Hyde,"  much  information  relating  to  the  reign  of  King 
Alfred  which  is  not  known  to  exist  elsewhere.  The  volume  contains  some  curious  specimens  of 
Anglo-Saxon  and  Mediaeval  English.

There  is,  in  this  volume,  a  legendary  account  of  the  peopling  of  Ireland  and  of  the  adventures 
which  befell  the  various  heroes  who  are  said  to  have  been  connected  with  Irish  history.  The  details 
are,  however,  very  meagre  both  for  this  period  and  for  the  time  when  history  becomes  more  authentic. 
The  plan  adopted  in  the  chronicle  gives  the  appearance  of  an  accuracy  to  which  the  earlier  por- 
tions of  the  work  cannot  have  any  claim.  The  succession  of  events  is  marked  year  by  year,  from 
A.M.  1599  to  A.D.  1150.

It  is  probable  that  Pierre  de  Langtoft  was  a  canon  of  Bridlington,  in  Yorkshire,  and  lived  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  during  a  portion  of  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  This  chronicle  is  divided  into 
three  parts;  in  the  first,  is  an  abridgment  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth's  "  Historia  Britonum ;"  in  the 
second,  a  history  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  kings,  to  the  death  of  Henry  III.  s  in  the  third,  a 
history  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  language  is  singularly  corrupt,  and  a  curious  specimen  of 
the  French  of  Yorkshire.

The  work  in  its  present  form,  in  the  editor's  opinion,  is  a  comparatively  modern  version  of  nn 
undoubtedly  ancient  original.  That  it  was  compiled  from  contemporary  materials  has  been  proved 
by  curious  incidental  evidence.  The  contents  of  the  work  are  sufficiently  described  in  its  title.  The 
story  is  told  after  the  manner  of  the  Scandinavian  Sagas,  with  poems  and  fragments  of  poems  intro- 
duced into  the  prose  narrative.

This  chronicle  of  the  reigns  of  Henry  II.  and  Richard  I.,  known  commonly  under  the  name  of 
Benedict  of  Peterborough,  is  one  of  the  best  existing  specimens  of  a  class  of  historical  compositions 
of  the  lirst  importance  to  the  student.

The  earlier  portion,  extending  from  732  to  1148,  appears  to  be  a  copy  of  a  compilation 
made  in  Northumbria  about  1161.  to  which  Hoveden  added  little.  From  1148  to  1169— a  very 
valuable  portion  of  this  work — the  matter  is  derived  from  another  source,  to  which  Hoveden 
appears  to  have  supplied  little,  and  not  always  judiciously.  From  1170  to  1192  is  the  portion  which 
corresponds  with  the  Chronicle  known  under  the  name  of  Benedict  of  Peterborough  (see  No.  49)  ; 
but  it  is  not  a  copy,  being  sometimes  an  abridgment,  at  others  a  paraphrase  ;  occasionally  the  two 
works  entirely  agree;  showing  that  both  writers  had  access  to  the  same  materials,  but  dealt  with 
them  differently.  From  1192  to  1201  maybe  said  to  be  wholly  Hoveden's  work;  it  is  extremely 
valuable,  and  an  authority  of  the  first  importance.

"William  of  Malmesbury's  "  Gesta  Pontificum  "  is  the  principal  foundation  of  English  Eccle- 
siastical Biography,  down  to  the  year  1122.

Extending  over  the  first  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  the  Anglo-Norman  settlement,  the  series  includes 
charters,  municipal  laws  and  regulations,  rolls  of  names  of  citizens  and  members  of  merchant- 
guilds  lists  of  commodities  with  tneir  rates,  correspondence,  illustrations  of  relations  between 
ecclesiastics  and  laity  ;  together  with  many  documents  exhibiting  the  state  of  Ireland  during 
the  presence  there  of  the  Scots  under  Robert  and  Edward  Bruce.

The  original  of  this  chronicle  has  passed  under  various  names.  The  title  of  "  Annals  of  Loch 
Ce"  was  given  to  it  by  Professor  O'Ourry,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  transcribed  for  Brian  Mac 
Bermot.  an  Irish  chieftain,  who  resided  on  the  island  in  Loch  Ce,  in  the  county  of  Roscommon. 
It  adds  much  to  the  materials  for  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  history  of  Ireland ;  and  contains  many 
curious  references  to  English  and  foreign  affairs,  not  noticed  in  any  other  chronicle.

Selden  calls  it  the  "  jewel  of  the 
Admiralty  Records."  Prynne  ascribes  to  the  Black  Book  the  same  authority  in  the  Admiralty  as 
the  Black  and  Red  Books  have  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  most  English  writers  on  maritime 
law  recognize  its  importance.

They  contain  many 
of  the  Bishop's  own  letters,  and  several  written  by  him  in  the  King's  name ;  also  letters  to  himself 
while  Royal  Secretary,  and  others  addressed  to  the  King.

It  is  published  from  its  commencement, 
for  the  first  time.  The  editions  by  Archbishop  Parker,  and  William  Watts,  severally  begin  at  the 
Norman  Conquest.

This  important  and  unique  survey  of  the  greater  portion  of  England*  is  the 
oldest  and  most  valuable  record  in  the  national  archives.  It  was  commenced 
about  the  year  1084  and  finished  in  1086.  Its  compilation  was  determined 
upon  at  Gloucester  by  William  the  Conqueror,  in  council,  in  order  that  he  might 
know  what  was  due  to  liim,  iu  the  way  of  tax,  from  his  subjects,  and  that  each 
at  the  same  time  might  know  what  he  had  to  pay.  It  was  compiled  as  much 
for  their  protection  as  for  the  benefit  of  the  sovereign.  The  nobility  and  people 
had  been  grievously  distressed  at  the  time  by  the  king  bringing  over  large  num  - 
bers  of  French  and  Bretons,  and  quartering  them  on  his  subjects,  "each 
"  according  to  the  measure  of  his  land,"  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  invasion  of 
Cnut,  King  of  Denmark,  which  was  apprehended.  The  Commissioners  appointed 
to  make  the  survey  were  to  inquire  the  name  of  each  place  ;  who  held  it  in  the 
time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the  present  possessor ;  how  many  hides 
were  in  the  manor ;  ho w  many  plo  ughs  were  in  the  demesne ;  how  many  homagers  ; 
how  many  villeins  ;  how  many  cottars ;  how  many  serving  men ;  how  many  free 
tenants ;  how  many  tenants  in  soccage ;  how  much  wood,  meadow,  and  pasture ; 
the  number  of  mills  and  fish  ponds  ;  what  had  been  added  or  taken  away  from 
the  place  ;  what  was  the  gross  value  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the 
present  value  ;  and  how  much  each  free  man  or  soc-man  had,  and  whether  any 
advance  could  be  made  in  the  value.  Thus  could  be  ascertained  who  held  the 
estate  in  the  time  of  King  Edward ;  who  then  held  it ;  its  value  in  the  time  of 
the  late  King ;  and  its  value  as  it  stood  at  the  formation  of  the  survey.  So 
minute  was  the  survey,  that  the  writer  of  the  contemporary  portion  of  the  Saxon 
Chronicle  records,  with  some  asperity — "  So  very  narrowly  he  caused  it  to  be 
"  traced  out,  that  there  was  not  a  single  hide,  nor  one  virgate  of  land,  nor  even, 
"  it  is  shame  to  tell,  though  it  seemed  to  him  no  shame  to  do,  an  ox,  nor  a  cow, 
"  nor  a  swine  was  left,  that  was  not  set  down." 

Domesday  Survey  is  in  two  parts  or  volumes.  The  first,  in  folio,  contains  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Berks,  Biicks,  Cambridge,  Chester,  and  Lancaster,  Corn- 
wall, Derby,  Devon,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hants,  Hereford,  Herts,  Huntingdon, 
Kent,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Lincoln,  Middlesex,  Northampton,  Nottingham, 
Oxford,  Salop,  Somerset,  Stafford,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Warwick,  Wilts,  Worcester, 
and  York.  The  second  volume,  in  quarto,  contains  the  counties  of  Essex, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

Domesday  Book  was  printed  verbatim  et  literatim  during  the  last  century,  in 
consequence  of  an  address  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  King  George  III.  in  1767. 
It  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  1773,  aud  was  completed  early  in  1783. 
In  1860,  Her  Majesty's  Government,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls,  determined  to  apply  the  art  of  photozincography  to  the  production  of  a 
fac-simile  of  Domesday  Book,  under  the  superintendence  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry 
James,  R.E.,  Director-General  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  Southampton.

This  work  forms  a  comprehensive  Palasographic  Series  for  Ireland.  It 
furnishes  eharaeteristie  specimens  of  the  documents  which  have  come  down 
from  each  of  the  classes  which,  in  past  ages,  formed  principal  elements  in  the 
population  of  Ireland,  or  exercised  an  influence  in  her  affairs.  With  these 
reproductions  are  combined  fac-similes  of  writings  connected  with  eminent 
personages  or  transactions  of  importance  in  the  annals  of  the  country  to  the 
early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  specimens  have  been  reproduced  as  nearly  as  possible  in  accordance  with 
the  originals,  in  dimensions,  colouring,  and  general  appearance.  Characteristic 
examples  of  styles  of  writing  and  caligraphic  ornamentation  are,  so  far  as 
practicable,  associated  with  subjects  of  historic  and  linguistic  interest.
